1.  When  the  President  takes  the  chair,  no  member  shall  continue 
standing,  or  shall  afterwards  stand  up,  unless  to  address  the  Chair. 

2.  When  the  President  shall  have  taken  the  chair,  the  minutes  of  the 
preceding  day  shall  be  read. 

3.  Immediately  after  organization  of  the  Council,  the  following 
Standing  Committees  shall  be  appointed,  viz : 

( 1 )  On  the  Admission  of  New   Parishes. 

(2)  On  Constitution  and  Canons. 

(3)  On  Unfinished  Business. 

(4)  On  Finance. 

(5)  On  Assessments. 

(6)  On  Missions. 

(7)  On  Christian  Education. 

(8)  On  Sundav  School  Work. 

(9)  On  Missionaries'  Traveling  Expenses. 

(10)  On  the  State  of  the  Church. 

4.  .\11  Committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President,  unless  other- 
wise ordered. 

5.  All  resolutions  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  presented  to  the  Sec- 
retary, and  by  him  read ;  and  a  motion  shall  not  be  considered  before  the 
house  until  recorded. 

6.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak,  or  deliver  any  matter  to  the 
bouse,  he  shall,  with  due  respect,  address  himself  to  the  President,  con- 
fining himself  strictly  to  the  point  in  debate. 

7.  A  member  shall  not  absent  himself  from  the  services  of  the  house 
unless  he  have  leave  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

8.  A  member  other  than  the  Chairman  of  a   Committee,  whose  re 
port  is  under  consideration,  shall  not  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same 
debate,  nor  longer  than  ten  minutes  at  a  time,  without  leave  of  the  house. 

9.  Any  member  of  the  house  mav  call  for  a  vote  by  ayes  and  nays. 

10.  When  a  question  ha?  once  been  determined,  it  shall  stand  as  the 
judgment  of  the  house,  and  shall  not  be  again  drawn  into  debate,  except 
on  motion  for  reconsideration,  which  must  be  made  by  a  member  who 
had  previously  voted  in  the  majority,  and  all  motions  to  reconsider  must 
l»e  made  on  the  day  the  vote  is  taken  or  on  the  next  succeeding  day. 

11.  When  a  question  is  under  consideration,  a  motion  shall  not  be 
received,  except  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  postpone  it  to  a  certain  time,  to 
postpone  indefinitely,  to  commit  it,  to  divide  it  or  amend  it ;  and  mr)- 
tions  for  any  of  these  purposes  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  herein 
named.  If  a  motion  to  lay  an  amendment  on  the  table  be  carried,  the 
matter  before  the  house  shall  be  proceedtjd  with  as  if  no  such  amend-

ment  had  been  offered.  The  motions  to  lay  on  the  tabic  and  adjourn 
shall  be  decided  without  debate.  The  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be 
in  order. 

12.  Debate  shall  not  be  allowed  upon  a  resolution  to  refer  any  mo- 
tion to  a  Committee,  or  to  a  motion  to  recommit  any  subject  which  Itas 
been  before  a  committee,  but  the  member  who  offers  such  resolution  or 
motion  may  speak  for  five  minutes  for  the  purpose  of  explaining  its 
object. 

13.  All  amendments  may  be  considered  in  the  reverse  order  in  which 
they  are  moved.  When  a  proposed  amendment  is  under  consideration  a 
motion  to  amend  the  same  may  be  made.  .\n  after  amendment  to  such 
second  amendment  shall  not  be  in  order,  but  when  an  amendment  to  an 
amendment  is  under  consideration,  a  substitute  to  the  whole  may  be  re- 
ceived. A  proposition,  different  from  the  one  under  consideration,  shall 
not  be  received  under  color  of  an  amendment  or  substitute. 

14.  Every  member  who  may  be  in  the  house  when  any  question  is  put, 
shall,  on  a  division,  be  counted,  unless  he  be  excused  by  the  Council. 

15.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  in  the  first  instance  by  the 
Chair,  without  debate :  an  appeal,  however,  may  be  made  from  this 
decision  to  the  Council  by  any  member  of  the  same. 

16.  The  Secretary  may  employ  one  or  more  Pages,  not  exceeding 
three,  to  act  as  messengers  during  the  sessions  of  the  Council. 

17.  The  reports  of  all  Committees  shall  be  in  writing,  and  shall  be 
received,  of  course,  and  without  motion  for  acceptance,  unless  recommitted 
by  vote  of  the  house.  All  reports  recommending  or  requiring  any  action 
or  expression  of  opinion  by  the  house,  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  resolu- 
tion  for  the  action  of  the  house  therein.

Tuesday,  May  14,  1907. 

This  being  the  place  and  time  appointed  for  the  meeting  of 
the  Eighteenth  Annual  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Kansas  City, 
the  Right  Reverend  Eward  Robert  Atwill,  D.D.,  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese  and  a  number  of  the  clergy  and  laity  assembled  in  St. 
Paul's  Church,  Kansas  City,  Missouri,  at  10:30  o'clock  a.  m.  for 
divine  service. 

The  Holy  Communion  was  celebrated  by  the  Bishop,  assisted 
by  the  Rector  of  the  Parish,  the  Rev.  J.  D.  Ritchey.  The  Epistle 
was  read  by  the  Rev.  J.  Stewart-Smith,  Rector  of  S.  Mary's 
Church,  Kansas  City,  and  the  Gospel  by  the  Rev.  Robert  Talbot, 
Rector  of  Trinity  Church,  Kansas  City. 

In  accordance  with  the  request  of  Council,  the  Bishop  de- 
livered his  Annual  Address,  as  follows: 

THE  BISHOP'S  ANNUAL  ADDRESS. 

Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity: 

Greeting : — We  gather  for  the  first  time  this  year  in  this  new 
an<l  beautiful  House  of  God,  and  note  as  one  of  the  signs  of 
progress  the  growth  and  accomplishments  of  St.  Paul's  congrega- 
tion gathered  and  organized  after  the  organization  of  the  Diocese, 
but  already  one  of  its  leading  parishes,  ever  ready  to  lend  a  hand 
in  all  good  works. 

We  appreciate  most  heartily  the  cordial  welcome  from  this 
child  of  the  Diocese  and  the  bountiful  provision  for  our  work 
and  our  entertainment.  At  Christ  Church,  St.  Joseph,  last  year 
the  Council  services  were  dignified  and  beautiful  with  glorious 
music  and  careful  arrangement  of  all  details.  Again  this  year 
the  opening  service  is  worthy  of  the  occasion  grand,  solemn,  up- 
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lifting  as  becomes  the  assembly  of  the  leaders  and  workers  of 
this  great  Diocese  gathered  to  unite  in  Corporate  Communion, 
to  praise  God  for  the  encouragements  that  by  His  blessings  have 
been  vouchsafed  us,  and  to  be  strengthened  for  the  labors  of  the 
vear  to  come.

r>otli  working  in  Christ  Church  Parish,  St  Joseph.  I  trust 
ere  lon^i^  there  will  he  trained  wc^nien  at  work  in  each  of  our 
larger  Parishes.  In  visiting,  teaching,  ministering  to  the  poor 
and  the  sick  they  are  invaluahle  aids. 

We  record  with  sorrow  the  death  of  our  Chancellor,  Mr. 
Wallace  Pratt,  who  was  ap])ointed  to  succeed  ^fr.  Gardiner 
Lathro])  in  18^>1,  and  held  the  office  until  his  death.  He  w^as  a 
staunch  churchman,  a  fjentleman  and  a  fj^ood  friend.  He  served 
for  many  years  as  a  \'estryman  of  (irace  Church,  Kansas  City, 
and  as  Chancellor  he  was  always  courteous  and  interested,  ready 
to  lay  aside  ether  luisiness  for  that  of  tlie  DiiKese,  placing^  all 
the  rescnirces  of  his  office  at  our  disposal. 

l>efore  passinj^^  on  to  the  consideration  of  such  matters  as 
recjuire  our  further  attention  we  pause  to  Cf)mmemorate  in  a  few 
words  as  is  our  custom  the  l>i>h()ps  who  have  since  our  previous 
Council  passed  from  the  field  of  their  earthly  labors  nearer  to 
the  ])resence  of  their  Lord. 

The  Rij^ht  Reverend  Isaac  Lea  Nicholson,  IHshop  of  Mil- 
waukee, died  October  3>th.  VW).  He  was  a  p)od  man  who 
loved  the  Church  and  j^ave  himself  wholly  to  it.  He  told  me  on 
r)ne  occasion  that  he  would  not  take  a  vacation,  but  preferred  to 
work  on,  assured  that  the  Lord  would  jL^ive  him  to  labor  until 
his  work  was  done.  ( )n  another  occasion  in  a  strange  city  I 
ha])pened  u])()n  him  in  an  em])ty  Church  on  his  knees  engaged  in 
prayer.  Me  said  afterwards.  1  think,  that  it  was  his  birthday  and 
that  he  was  ])raying  that  the  Lord  would  forgive  his  shortcomings 
and  make  him  more  worthy.  .Such  was  the  mati,  strong  in  faith, 
strong  in  character,  humble  but  brave. 

The  Rev.  Samuel  I.  J.  .^chereschewsky.  retired  r)ishop  of 
China,  died  October  LMh.  l^W).  Long  ^hut  in  from  active  service 
he  devoted  himself  to  the  translation  of  the  IJible  in  the  Chinese 
tongue.  His  devotion  to  this  one  thing  that  he  could  do  for  the 
extension  of  the  Kingdom  of  lii>  Lord  was  a  .stinndating  exam])le. 
When  the  poor  bands  were  too  crii)pled  to  control  the  tyi)ewriter 
he  painfully  with  a  bit  of  stick  j)ushe(l  down  the  keys  one  by  one. 
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And  so  like  the  Venerable  Rede  who  died  while  engaged  in  trans- 
lating the  (k)spel  of  St.  John,  this  venerable  man  went  to  his 
reward. 

The  Right  Reverend  George  Franklin  Seymour,  D.I).. 
L.L.D..  D.C.L.,  died  during  the  past  year.  The  Church  had  no 
more  loyal  son  and  defender  than  was  he.  Trumpet-tongued  he 
spake  with  no  uncertain  sound.  T  first  knew  him  in  my  boyhood 
when  he  came,  a  slender,  pale-faced,  brown-bearded  young  man, 
to  Annandale,  to  assist  Mr.  John  Bard  in  founding  St.  Stevens 
College.  I  recall  the  fire  and  elocjuence  of  his  sermons  in  the 
little  chapel,  and  I  remember  when  he  took  me  into  his  library  how 
I  was  impressed  by  the  immense  volumes  of  the  writings  of  the 
fathers,  and  the  immense  array  of  books,  doctrinal,  historical  and 
devotional,  rising  shelf  above  shelf  to  the  ceiling.  And  he  knew 
them  all.  He  w^as  the  peer  of  the  best  informed  in  accurate  his- 
torical knowledge  and  in  clear  apprehension  of  the  doctrines  of 
the  Church.  He  was  ever  a  true  friend  wdiom  I  loved  for  his 
worth.  He  called  my  dear  mother  Saint  Margaret  and  I  loved 
him  for  that.  May  light  perpetual  shine  u]K)n  him  and  the  other 
heroes  who  have  fallen  or  rather  risen  to  a  higher  estate  during 
the  past  year  and  may  we  be  incited  to  follow  them  in  all  gr)oH 
works. 

Diocesan  Conditions. 

Prosperity,  material  prosperity  abounds  within  our  boiders. 
The  indications  are  forced  upon  our  attention  by  the  erection 
of  splendid  public  buildings  by  the  growth  of  business,  by  the 
rise  of  new  and  beautiful  homes,  by  the  reports  of  the  value  of 
the  products  of  our  mines,  our  farms  and  our  orchards.  The 
sister  cities  St.  Joseph  and  Kansas  City  on  opposite  sides  of  the 
river,  but  participating  together  in  the  wealth  of  this  wonderful 
region  and  colleagues  in  develo])ing  its  business,  rejoice  in  each 
other'^i  prosperity  and  together  promote  the  glory  of  their  state. 

But  while  prosperity  abounds  in  the  cities  and  on  the  farms, 
bills  alxjund  in  the  families  of  some  of  the  clergy.  It  costs  more 
to  live  decently  and  respectably  than  it  cost  during  the  last  decade 
of  the  nineteenth  century.  I  do  not  speak  at  random.  A  careful 
comparison  of  statistics  recently  made  covering  the.  cost  of  two 
hundred  and  fifty-eight  conmiodities  at  wholesale  sliowed  that  the 
prices  of  last  year  were  thirty-six  and  five-tenths  per  cent,  higher 
than  those  of   1897,  and  twenty-two  and   four-tenths  per   cent. 
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higher  than  average  prices  durinjT^  the  ten  years  from  1890  to 
18W.  If  this  be  true  of  the  wholesale  prices,  what  iiuist  be  the 
increased  cost  at  retail?  What  is  it,  when  with  salary  in  arrears 
the  clergyman  must  ask  for  credit?  lUu  there  is  no  proportion- 
ate increase  in  clerical  salaries.  In  some  instances  thev  are  less 
than  they  were  ten  or  fifteen  years  ago.  The  clergyman  can  not 
buy  the  books  he  needs  and  without  books  he  can  not  grow  in 
mind  or  produce  the  able  sermons  that  the  congregations  demand, 
lie  is  unable  to  appear  respectably  clothed.  He  is  worried  and 
weary. 

Xow  there  are  instances  when  we  expect  self-sacrifice  of 
the  clergy.  When  they  go  out  to  minister  to  the  heathen,  or 
down  among  the  poor,  then  they  should  not  measure  their  fidelity 
by  the  income  it  brings.  And  no  body  of  men  put  to  the  test 
endure  so  cheerfully.  Ikit  here  in  Missouri  among  prosperous 
peo])le  it  should  not  be  so. 

The  clergyman's  home  should  enjoy  the  general  prosperity, 
and  if  bread  and  beef  cost  him  more  he  should  have  more  monev 
in  his  i)ocket. 

r^irtherniore,  we  want  to  retain  the  Inxly  of  clergy  we  have 
(and  I  know  none  better)  and  we  want  more  of  the  same  sort. 
lUit  why  should  a  man  who  has  a  good  field  of  labor  in  Colorado 
or  ( )hio.  come  to  Missouri  at  a  financial  sacrifice.  Xo.  my  breth- 
ren of  the  Laity,  it  is  not  right  that  the  minister  should  be  the 
one  in  the  Parish  or  Mission  who  bears  a  burden  of  sacrifice  for 
the  work  of  the  Church,  out  of  all  pio]X)rtion  with  that  borne 
by  his  people. 

In  many  of  our  congregations  there  is  enci)uraging  activity, 
and  there  are  larger  gifts  for  missions.  The  Holy  Trinity,  St. 
Joseph,  has  taken  all  the  canonical  collections  and  has  adopted 
the  f<^llowing  resolution  :  Resolved  ;  That  any  gift,  donation  or 
offering,  given  into  the  care  of  this  \  estry  to  he  held  in  trust 
by  them  for  a  specific  i)urpose.  shall  not  be  borrowed,  used  or 
diverted  to  any  other  purpose  without  the  consent  of  the  donor. 

In  passing  this  resolution  they  have  only  i)ut  into  formal 
words  the  duty  incumbent  upon  any  X'estry.  lUit  when  the  pinch 
comes,  when  there  is  no  money  in  the  general  fund,  and  a  coal 
bill  is  due  or  the  Rector'^  salary,  that  offering  for  Missions 
stored  away  in  the  bank  looks  too  inviting.  We  will  just  borrow 
it  they  say.  It  is  so  much  easier  to  do  that  than  to  go  out  in 
the  Parish  and  get  the  money.     And  so  the  sacred  offerings  of 
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the  people  given  in  response  to  Rector's  appeal  are  used  for  cur- 
rent expenses.  Of  course,  the  intention  is  to  pay  them  back,  and 
they  are  usually  repaid,  but  the  point  is  that  they  should  not  be 
delayed  and  endangered  by  being  diverted  even  for  months. 

St.  John's,  Xeosho,  where  two  young  laymen  carry  on  the 
services,  the  Sunday  School,  and  other  branches  of  Church  work, 
is  developing  new  life,  has  paid  the  apportionments  for  General 
and  Diocesan  Missions  and  is  in  a  most  satisfactory  condition. 

West  Plains  also  under  a  lav  reader  and  another  excellent 
layman  is  doing  exceedingly  w*ell. 

The  Rector  of  Christ  Church,  St.  Joseph,  backed  by  a  noble 
body  of  laymen,  appreciates  the  importance  of  extending  the 
Church  as  the  city  extends  by  planting  new  centers  at  far-away 

points. 

Grace  Church,  Kansas  City,  under  its  new  Rector,  has  not 
had  a  fair  opportunity  on  account  of  his  ill  health,  which  we 
deplore,  to  show  what  it  can  do  under  his  wise  management,  but 
enough  has  been  accomplished  to  encourage  us  to  anticipate 
much  growth  and  activity  in  the  future. 

Christ  Church  Parish,  Boonvillc.  among  other  good  indica- 
tions,  is  giving  for  Missions  as  it  did  not  in  the  past. 

All  of  the  new  clergy  who  have  come  to  us  during  the  past 
year  have  inspired  their  congregations  with  new  confidence  and 
enthusiasm. 

Two  new  Missions  have  been  organized ;  St.  Luke's,  Excelsior 
Springs,  is  one,  and  I  beg  those  who  visit  that  resort  to  assist 
"^e  in  securing  a  fund  for  the  purchase  of  a  lot  and  the  erection 
^^  a  chapel.  The  people  there  will  contribute,  but  are  not  able 
to  accomplish  this  desirable  result  alone. 

St.  Luke's.  St.  Joseph,  is  a  very  active  and  generous  daughter, 
3n  example  to  her  older  sisters  in  the  multiplicity  of  work  she  has 
undertaken. 

The  foundations  of  a  stone  church  to  cost  about  $25,000  are 
Jaid  in  Joplin  and  all  bills  are  paid. 

St.  George's,  Kansas  City,  driven  to  seek  a  new  location, 
have  purchased  a  beautiful  lot  on  the  Paseo. 

The  Kansas  Citv  Parishes  are  all  in  excellent  condition.  St. 
^^ark's  and  St.  George's  have  active  chajHers  of  the  Brotherhood 
0^  St.  Andrew  and  1  hope  for  a  revival  of  this  order  in  all  our 
l^arishes.    The  voung  men  arc  much  benefited  by  the  work  they 
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do   as   members  of   tlie    I>rotherhoo(l,   and   thev  are   invaluable 
helpers  to  the  Rector. 

I  am  informed  that  St.  (icor^e\s  and  St.  Paul's  Parishes  are 
willing  cheerfully  to  accept  the  same  apportionment  for  Diocesan 
Missions  that  they  had  last  year,  or  to  make  pledges  for  that 
amount.  So  many  have  objected  to  the  apportionment  plan  that 
I  think  it  will  be  wiser  to  raise  the  amount  needed  by  pledges. 
An  opportunity  will  be  given  to  make  pledges  this  evening  and 
I  hope  they  may  amount  to  not  less  than  $4,500.  That  is  the  min- 
imum sum  needed  to  meet  the  demands  of  our  Missionary  field. 
Forty-eight  points  need  assistance.  We  must  send  men  who  w^ill 
not  only  hold  our  faithful  few,  but  who  will  take  leading  places 
in  the  towns  where  they  go.  Our  Archdeacon,  constrained  by 
the  call  of  other  duty,  stej^ped  down  from  his  high  and  responsi- 
ble post  to  Parochial  work,  and  we  do  not  propose  in  the  near 
future  to  appoint  a  successor. 

Our  plan  is  to  place  strong  men  at  central  points  hoping 
to  develo])  more  self  suppc^rting  congregations  and  to  supply  con- 
tiguous points  from  these  centers.  We  do  need,  however,  an 
itinerant  missionary  who  will  care  for  ten  or  twelve  points  not 
easily  reached  from  any  center  and  not  strong  enough  to  contrib- 
ute much — such  places  for  example  as  Richmond,  Carrollton, 
Brunswick,  Higginsville,  Sweet  Springs,  \'ersailles,  Weston, 
Milan,  Marceline.  Windsor  and  Schell  City. 

We  trust  that  the  cs])ecial  fund  of  $600.  pledged  by  the 
Church  Club  and  others  for  the  Archdeacon,  will  be  continued 
for  the  itinerant  missionary,  and  that  at  least  four  thousand  five 
hundred  dollars  will  be  j)le(lged  for  Diocesan  Missions  tonight. 

Vestries  and  Committees  of  Missions. 

Under  our  Canon,  \'cstrics  are  "to  attend  to  and  regulate 
with  business-like  exactness  and  promptitude  all  the  temporal 
concerns  of  the  Parish."  Ikit  frequently  \'estrymen  who  as  bank 
directors,  or  members  of  any  Ixxly  involving  Inisiness  interests, 
are  alert  and  painstaking,  become  lax  and  inactive  in  the  man- 
agement of  the  affairs  of  the  Parish.  They  suffer  the  income  to 
decline  lx*cause  they  will  not  make  a  thorough  effort  to  gather 
subscriptions,  and  to  collect  the  revenue.  ( )thcr  Parochial  matters 
are  neglected.  Men  who  will  themselves  contribute  generously 
to  a  fund  for  political  jnirposes,   for  the  improvement  of  their 
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town,  for  better  transportation  facilities,  or  the  like,  refuse  to 
give  generously  for  the  provision  of  such  things  as  are  needed  for 
the  work  of  the  Living  God. 

But  the  Canon  further  commands  as  follows:  "It  is  herebv 
declared  to  be  the  duty  of  all  persons  who  may  be  honored  by 
their  fellow  Parishioners  with  the  office  of  \>strvmen,  and  who 
thus  become  representatives  of  the  Parish,  to  faithfully  endeavor 
to  be  worthy  exemplars  in  all  Parish  work  and  duty,  and  in  at- 
tendance upon  the  services  of  the  Church."  They  are  to  set  the 
example  of  generous  giving,  they  are  to  be  ready  to  give  time  and 
labor  for  the  Church,  not  surrendering  to  the  women  the  work 
of  raising  funds,  not  reserving  to  themselves  only  the  easy  duty 
of  disbursing  them.  And  they  are  to  set  the  example  of  Church 
attendance. 

This  is  not  onlv  their  dutv  to  God.  It  is  one  of  the  duties 
of  their  office.  They  belong  in  the  pews  as  the  Rector  belongs 
in  the  chancel.  His  appeals  to  the  young  men  to  attend  divine 
service  will  avail  little  unless  the  official  representatives  of  the 
congregation  do  their  duty.  His  courage  will  fail  if  his  official 
cabinet  do  not  second  his  efforts.  The  captain  will  make  sorry 
work  of  sailing  the  ship  if  the  first  officer,  the  second  officer,  the 
helmsman  and  the  rest  leave  him  to  do  it  alone. 

Having  been  moved  to  this  exhortation  by  the  neglect  of 
duty  evident  here  and  there,  I  desire  before  I  pass  on,  to  pay 
my  tribute  to  the  great  body  of  faithful  churchmen  who  serving 
on  Vestries  and  Committees  of  Missions  are  giving  time  aiul 
money  generously  to  the  work  of  the  Lord,  who  not  presuming 
to  dictate  to  the  clergy  over  them  in  matters  that  belong  to  the 
clerg}'  chiefly,  are  their  council  of  advice,  their  upholders  and 
backers,  their  defenders  against  carping  critics  and  who  make 
common  cause  with  them  in  planning  and  working  for  the  pros- 
perity of  their  portion  of  the  Kingdom  of  the  Lord. 

St.  Luke's  Hospital. 

This  is  an  institution  under  the  direction  of  the  Church 
Charity  Association  of  Kansas  City,  Missouri.  'The  object  of 
this  Association  is  to  conduct  a  charity  and  pay  hospital,  an 
orphan  asylum  and  other  enterprises  of  public  benevolence  and 
charity — to  provide  for  and  maintain  said  hospital,  and  other 
charities,  and  to  furnish  gratuitous  medical  and  surgical  aid  to 
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such  poor,  sick,  indig^ent  and  distressed  persons  as  may  under 
the  directions  to  be  prescribed  by  the  Board  of  Directors,  become 
inmates  of  the  Hospital." 

Another  kindred  object  is  to  train  professional  nurses  and 
to  confer  upon  such  nurses  Certificates  of  Proficiency.  All  sums 
received  from  pay  patients  are  to  be  expended  for  the  support 
and  extension  of  the  Hospital 

While  this  corporation  is  under  an  old  charter,  denominated 
the  "Church  Charity  Association  of  Kansas  City,"  its  membership 
is  not  limited  to  citizens  of  Kansas  City,  but  any  one  in  any  part 
of  the  Diocese  may  become  a  member  by  paying  the  member- 
ship fee  of  dye  dollars  and  we  desire  a  representation  from  every 
congregation  in  the  Diocese.  The  aim  is  to  make  St.  Luke's  a 
Diocesan  institution.  Its  advantages,  and  free  charity  care  are 
open  to  patients  from  all  our  cities  and  towns. 

We  have  a  valuable  property  worth  about  $30,000,  con- 
veniently located  in  a  quiet  part  of  the  city.  Our  bonded  indebt- 
edness is  a  little  over  $16,000,  which  we  have  agreed  to  pay  in 
yearly  installments  of  $2,000,  and  we  appeal  to  the  men  and 
women  of  the  Diocese  to  help  us  maintain  and  expand  this  work. 
Our  amount  of  charitable  work  done  there  will  depend  in  a  large 
degree  upon  the  amount  of  money  placed  in  our  hands  by  you. 
It  is  an  object  worthy  indeed  of  the  consideration  of  those  who 
are  making  their  wills.  If  you  have  already  made  your  will  add 
a  codicil  placing  a  portion  of  your  property  in  this  Hospital  where 
your  benefaction  will  continue  to  comfort  the  poor  and  the  sick 
who  in  years  and  years  to  come  shall  pass  its  portals  to  find  relief 
at  the  hands  of  gentle  nurses  and  skilled  physicians. 

The  interest  in  the  Hospital  is  growing,  as  is  evidenced  partly 
by  the  formation  of  a  club  of  young  ladies  who  recently  with  the 

assistance  of   Mrs.  gave  a  fascinating  entertainment, 

netting  $525  toward  to  the  furnishing  of  a  Children's  Ward. 

Reports  have  in  the  past  been  circulated  to  the  discredit 
of  the  Hospital,  but  it  has  lived  them  down,  and  one  or  two  dis- 
advantageous conditions  incidental  to  its  feeble  beginning  and 
the  inexperience  of  some  of  us  in  this  sort  of  work  have  been 
remedied  so  eflfectually  that  it  is  now  pronounced  by  the  doctors 
the  best  Hospital  in  the  city. 
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The  Episcopal  Residence. 

About  $2,000  was  raised  in  1905-6  for  the  purchase  of  a 
Bishop's  house.  Nearly  one-half  of  this  amount  was  given  in 
notes  now  overdue,  but  uncollected.  The  givers  of  these  notes 
are  anxious  to  pay,  but  are  in  doubt  as  to  the  proper  course.  We 
should  at  least  appoint  a  Committee  with  authority  to  collect  the 
amount  already  pledged  and  to  superintend  its  investment. 

Furthermore,  if  the  voluntary  interest  expressed  in  the  matter 
is  any  guide,  a  systematic  effort  would  have  good  prospect  of 
success  at  the  present  time,  and  the  purchase  of  such  a  residence 
would  be  equivalent  to  a  partial  endowment  of  the  Diocese  for 
all  the  vears  to  come. 

It  should  not  be  undertaken  in  any  sense  as  a  courtesy  or 
gift  to  the  present  Bishop,  but  as  the  acquirement  of  an  essential 
part  of  our  Diocesan  equipment. 

The  Diocesan  Branch  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  to  the  Board 
of  Missions  continues  to  grow  and  to  multiply  its  offerings  for 
(jeneral  Missions,  for  special  work  in  foreign  fields  and  for  our 
own  Diocesan  Missions  where  their  gifts  have  helped  to  keep 
many  Church  doors  open,  have  assisted  struggling  congregations 
to  free  themselves  from  debt,  have  cheered  Missionaries  on  their 
way,  and  have  driven  despairing  thoughts  from  the  Bishop's 
mind. 

In  1893  the  Auxiliary  reported  $1,423.81  in  money  and  boxes. 
In  1906  they  reported  $3,763.66. 

We  want  a  Branch  in  every  congregation  if  they  only  meet 
as  a  Missionary  Club  to  receive,  read  and  distribute  Missionary 
Literature. 

The  General  Convention  in  Richmond. 

While  the  nation  is  celebrating  the  three  hundredth  anni- 
versary of  the  landing  of  the  first  permanent  colony  upon  these 
shores,  we  propose  to  celebrate  because  they  were  Churchmen; 
we  remember  Chaplain  Hunt  and  his  congregation  gathered  for 
worship  under  the  sail  that  they  brought  from  the  ship.  In  their 
first  Communion,  we  see  the  founding  of  our  Church  in  America. 
Beginning  there  our  minds  traverse  the  course  of  that  Church 
through  those  centuries,  unorganized,  Bishopless  for  many  years, 
emerging  after  the  revolution  Americanized,  in  danger  for  a 
time  of  division  because  of  the  misunderstandings  between  New 
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England  Churchmen  and  Philadelphia  and  New  York  Church- 
men, then  all  standing  shoulder  to  shoulder,  living  down  the 
reputation  of  tories,  awakening  to  the  Missionary  spirit  and 
Missionary  energy,  growing  in  influence  far  beyond  its  numerical 
strength,  extending  its  borders,  planting  the  cross  in  foreign  lands. 

For  all  these  and  other  sacred  memories  we  will  thank  God 
and  take  courage. 

Important  measures  will  doubtless  came  before  that  Conven- 
tion. The  Canon  concerning  marriage  and  divorce,  now  quite 
vague,  will  no  doubt  be  revised. 

I  am  heartily  in  favor  of  the  establishment  of  a  Court  of  Ap- 
peal giving  to  the  clerg}-  and  lay  people  of  the  Church  the  same 
protection  against  the  possible  errors  of  Ecclesiastical  Courts 
that  guard  them  as  citizens  of  the  Republic  from  the  errors  of 
Civil  Courts.  Our  Courts  of  review  as  now  established  can  not 
take  cognizance  of  questions  of  doctrine;  but  in  our  day  when 
discredit  is  thrown  upon  the  ancient  standards  of  doctrine,  when 
those  who  deny  or  explain  away  important  articles  of  even  the 
Apostles  Creed  declare  that  they  have  not  gone  beyond  the 
limits  of  Loyal  Churchmanship,  when  it  is  asserted  that  the  ulti- 
mate test  of  doctrine  is  the  conclusion  of  the  individual  mind, 
then  the  exercise  of  discipline  becomes  more  difficult  and  we  need 
a  body  empowered  and  competent  to  decide  what  is  and  what  is 
not  the  faith  once  delivered  to  the  Saints,  and  what  is  an  offense 
against  the  truth  the  Church  is  commissioned  to  defend. 

The  Negro  Question,  as  it  is  called — should  receive  careful 
consideration  by  our  General  Convention  as  no  doubt  it  will. 

It  has  been  suggested  that  probably  resolutions  making  pos- 
sible the  translation  of  Diocesan  Bishops  may  be  introduced.  At 
present  Bishops  of  Missionary  Districts  are  eligible  for  trans- 
lation after  five  years  from  the  date  of  their  consecration.  A 
Diocesan  Bishop  may  not  be  translated  to  another  See.  My  own 
impressions  are  against  even  permission  for  the  translation  of 
Missionary  Bishops.  When  a  I^ishop  holds  office  for  life  unless 
permitted  by  the  House  of  Bishops  to  resign  or  unless  depKDsed, 
Conventions  and  Councils  will  exercise  more  care  in  the  election 
of  Bishops.  Permanence  in  the  office  is  good  both  for  the  Bishop 
and  the  See  over  which  he  presides.  Plans  for  work  are  undis- 
turbed by  desire  or  anticipation  of  change. 

Differences  that  might  impel  to  separation  were  it  possible 
are  modified  when  both  parties  know  that  they  must  continue 
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to  work  on  together.  The  Bishop  is  disturbed  by  no  longings  for 
more  inviting  fields.  The  people  and  the  clergy  can  not  fret  him 
by  incitements  to  give  place  to  a  man  more  to  their  taste 

"The  Unwritten  Law." 

This  is  a  matter  that  may  not  receive  attention  by  our  Gen- 
eral Convention,  but  I  desire  here  to  record  my  denunciation  of 
the  taking  human  life  without  due  process  of  law,  in  retaliation 
even  for  the  most  grievous  offense.  The  state  alone  has  the  right 
to  decide  when  a  man  shall  forfeit  his  life.  The  individual,  en- 
raged by  supposed  wTong,  is  not  competent  to  form  an  opinion, 
or  to  weigh  evidence.  A  man  in  his  calmest  moments  may  en- 
tirely misjudge  another,  and  he  who  follows  another  to  slay  him 
is  an  anachronism.    His  act  belongs  to  a  past  and  savage  age. 

One  indeed  almost  despairs  of  justice  sometimes  in  the 
Courts,  when  those  guilty  of  a  revolting  and  desperate  crime 
escape  punishment  through  the  technicalities  and  tricks  of  ap- 
pealing advocates.  Nevertheless,  the  remedy  is  not  another  crime 
but  the  reformation  of  procedure  in  our  criminal  courts.  A  sound 
public  opinion,  demanding  that  the  defense  of  a  criminal  shall 
not  go  beyond  such  presentation  of  his  case  as  will  secure  his 
acquital  if  he  is  innocent,  will  deprive  the  avenger  of  blood  and 
of  honor,  of  all  excuse  to  go  forth  upon  his  own  account. 
Toward  the  formation  of  such  opinion  I  lift  my  voice  against  this 
fiisgrace  upon  our  state. 

I  again  remind  the  clergy  of  the  Diocese  of  the  importance 

of  seeking  out  suitable  young  men  for  the  work  of  the  ministry. 

Call  the  attention  of  the  boys  and  young  men  to  the  dignity  and 

nobility  of  our  profession,  remind  them  of  the  blessed  privilege 

of  spending  one's  life  in  doing  good,  in  giving  to  some  portion 

at  least  of  society  the  uplift  it  needs  so  much  in  our  day,  in  being 

stewards  of  the  divine  mysteries,  in  being  the  instruments  God 

uses  to  bring  to  bear  upon  human  lives  divine  power.    Tell  them 

that  a  clergyman  having  nothing  yet  possesses  all  things.    I  have 

reminded  the  Laity  of  their  duty  to  provide  for  the  temporal 

needs  of  the  clergy,  and  so  they  should,  but  the  clergyman  has 

that  which  is  far  better  than  abundance  of  money — the  privilege 

of  ministering  at  God's  Holy  Altar,  the  close  and  sweet  relations 

diat  subsist  betw^ecn  him  and  some  soul  that  he  has  called  out  of 

sin  to  the  life  of  faith  and  obedience,  or  some  whom  he  has  re- 
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freshed  with  holv  comfort  in  the  dark  hours  of  their  sorrow,  or 
some  with  whom  he  has  gone  over  the  perplexities  known  only 
to  him  and  them  and  whom  he  has  guided  out  of  the  wilderness 
to  the  path  that  leads  Heavenward.  Let  your  own  consecrated 
manhood  speak  to  the  young  men  of  the  goodliness  of  your  pro- 
fession and  now  and  then  you  will  win  one  to  enter  upon  it. 

The  Sunday  Lay  Movement. 

This  originated  in  England.  In  July,  1901.  seventy  Lay 
members  had  joined.  In  December,  1906,  33,000  members  had 
joined.  An  American  society  of  the  same  sort  is  growing  rapidly. 
The  resolution  which  is  common  to  the  American  and  the  English 
movement  is  as  follows:  ** Believing  as  we  do  that  the  great 
principles,  the  due  observance  of  Sunday,  are  public  worship  and 
rest,  we  resolve  to  do  all  that  we  can  to  discourage,  as  far  as 
possible,  such  employments  on  Sunday  as  would  prevent  ourselves, 
our  servants,  or  others  for  whom  we  are  responsible,  from  being 
able  to  carry  out  these  principles." 

The  Lord's  Day  is  the  well  spring  of  Christianity.  The  soul 
can  not  go  on  indefinitely  without  rest  from  worldly  care  and 
pleasure  and  refreshing  drafts  from  the  wells  of  God.  Unless 
the  secularization  of  the  Lord's  Day  is  stopped  religion  will  not 
long  sanctify  our  people,  and  when  religion  departs  from  the 
land  its  doom  is  not  far  oflF.  I  commend  this  movement  to  you 
and  would  be  glad  to  have  a  committee  appointed  to  keep 
in  touch  with  it  and  to  form  in  this  Diocese  a  Society  for  the 
Better  Observance  of  the  Lord's  Day. 

Peace. 

The  second  Peace  Conference  of  the  nations  will  meet  at 
the  Hague  in  June.  I  am  not  sanguine  in  the  anticipation  of  im- 
mediate and  prolonged  peace  throughout  the  world.  But  it  is 
eminently  proper  that  this  Church  should  encourage  by  its  moral 
influence  this  effort  to  promote  arbitration  so  far  as  possible  in 
place  of  the  horrors  of  war,  and  to  take  its  stand  on  the  side  of 
the  *'cause  of  international  justice  and  fraternity.'*  I  suggest  the 
appointment  of  a  committee  to  take  up  this  matter  and  if  it 
seem  expedient  to  report  a  resolution  for  the  consideration  of  this 
Council. 
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And  now,  brethren,  I  commend  you  anew  to  the  guidance  of 
the  Holy  Spirit.  May  He  in  all  things  direct  and  rule  our  hearts 
and  minds,  reviving  in  us  a  deeper  sense  of  our  solemn  responsi- 
bility and  precious  privileges,  and  inciting  us  to  undertake  greater 
things  for  the  Church  of  God. 

The  Men's  Missionary  Thank  Offering. 

Thirteen  years  before  the  Pilgrims  landed  in  New  England 
our  Church  was  established  at  Jamestown,  bringing  hither  the 
King  James  translation  of  the  Holy  Scriptures,  the  Prayer  Book 
and  the  Apostolic  Church  free  from  the  barnacles  of  error  that 
had  through  the  ages  grown  upon  it  and  that  clung  to  it  until 
the  Reformation  swept  them  off. 

It  is  proposed  to  celebrate  the  three  hundredth  anniversary 
of  the  establishment  of  this  the  mother  of  the  Christianity  of 
America  by  an  offering  in  which  every  Churchman  in  America 
shall  have  a  part.  This  is  to  be  actually  not  a  Churchwoman's,  but 
a  Churchman's  offering.  I  earnestly  desire  that  the  name  of  every 
Churchman  in  this  Diocese  shall  appear  upon  the  list  of  contrib- 
utors. It  will  be  an  everlasting  disgrace  should  we  fail.  We 
need  not  fail.  Large  offerings  are  not  asked,  but  we  want  every 
man's  offering.  Now  this  object  will  not  be  attained  unless  we 
go  about  the  matter  energetically  and  systematically.  Our  Cen- 
tral Committee  must  act  promptly,  and  secure  the  appointment 
of  subcommittees  of  Laymen  in  each  congregation,  large  and 
small.  These  local  committees  must  approach  every  man  in  their 
various  congregations,  asking  him  for  half  a  dollar  or  as  much 
more  as  he  is  willing  to  give.  I  beg  of  you,  brethren,  to  take  this 
up  at  once,  and  I  beg  the  clergy  to  give  it  their  attention  and 
guidance.  Let  us  not  timorously  and  shamefully  hesitate  lest  our 
home  work  suffer  by  the  small  per  capita  offering  sought  for.  Let 
us  have  faith  in  the  promise  of  our  Lord  that  abundant  blessing 
shall  come  to  those  who  give  in  His  name  and  for  His  sake.

The  Rev.  E.  H.  Eckel  read  the  report  of  the  Special  Com- 
mittee on  the  Episcopal  Residence : 

REPORT 

OF  THE  SPECIAL  COMMITTEE  ON   EPISCOPAL  RESIDENCE. 

The  committee  to  whom  wa*;  referred  that  portion  of  the  Bishop's 
Ad(lrc<;s  which  relates  to  an  Episcopal  Residence  for  the  Diocese,  respect- 
fully beg  leave  to  report,  that,  in  their  judgment,  the  matter  should  be 
t^kcn  up  at  once  as  an  object  of  united,  organized,  energetic  and  persistent 
t^tfort,  and  pushed  on  to  completion  as  soon  as  possible.  The  need  is  urg- 
ent, the  tinancial  conditions  favorable,  and  the  prospect  of  success  encour- 
aging. 

Inasmuch  as  the  acquisition  of  an  Episcopal  Residence  is  a  form  of 
W'Kcsan  endowment,  your  committee  would  respectfully  recommend  that 
'^ther  plans  and  efforts  looking  to  the  increase  of  the  Episcopal  Endow- 
ment (excepting  only  the  assessments)  be  temporarily  suspended,  and 
that  the  whole  interest  and  effort  of  the  Diocese  be  concentrated  on  this 
alone  until  it  has  been  accomplished.  Thus  only  shall  we  prevent  failure 
and  keep  the  minds  of  our  people  clear  of  confusion. 

In  order  to  give  practical  effect  to  their  reconmiendations  by  a  method 
which  they  believe  to  be  at  once  simple  and  feasible,  your  committee 
rocommend  the  following  plan : 

Assuming  from  the  Treasurer's  report  for  1906  that  we  have  nearly 
$2,000  in  hand  and  believing  that  we  ought  to  aim  for  $18,000  additional, 
wc  would  divide  the  latter  sum  into  180  shares  of  $100  each,  in  the  form 
of  notes  collectible  through  banks,  payable  at  the  option  of  the  subscriber 
either  at  sight  without  interest,  or  in  ten  semi-annual  instalments  with  f^nf 
rata  interest  at  6  per  cent,  or  at  any  time  in  the  course  of  five  years,  with- 
out interest  beyond  the  time  of  such  payment,  provided  all  the  instalments 
(with  interest)  have  been  paid  up  to  that  time. 

The  following  table  will  exhibit  the  amounts  of  the  several  payments; 
from  which  it  appears  that  the  maximum  payment  per  share  (the  first  in- 
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stalmcnt)    would  be  $13.00,  and  the  mininnim   payment    (the  last   instal- 
ment) would  be  $10.30.

It  is  reasonable  to  suppose  that  so  small  a  number  of  shares,  payable 
in  such  easy  instalments,  can  be  readily  disposed  of  to  individuals,  churches, 
and  guilds.  Thus  the  house  could  be  paid  for  in  five  years.  Every  semi- 
annual payment,  if  all  the  shares  are  taken,  would  diminish  the  debt  upon 
it  by  $1,800  or  $3,600  a  year.  The  Bishop  would  have  the  use  of  it  in 
the  meantime,  without  rent  or  payment  of  interest. 

It  is  believed  that  a  loan  can  be  negotiated  upon  the  notes  above  de- 
scribed, by  one  or  other  of  several  possible  methods,  when  a  sufficient 
amount  has  been  raised  by  subscription  to  warrant  it. 

Your  committee  submit  the  foregoing  plan  merely  as  an  outline  and 
would  leave  details  to  a  committee  to  be  appointed  for  the  purpose  of 
putting  it  into  effect.     We.  therefore,  offer  the  following  resolutions: 

Rcsohrd.  That  the  plan  for  raising  $18,000  for  an  Episcopal  Resi- 
dence for  the  diocese,  reported  by  the  committee  having  under  considera- 
tion that  portion  of  the  Risliop's  Address  which  relates  to  this  subject, 
be  and  the  same  is  hereby  approved  and  adopted  by  the  Diocesan  Council. 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  three  clergymen  and  three  laymen  be 
appointed  to  put  the  plan  into  effect  as  soon  as  possible:  and  also  to 
secure  the  collection  of  the  notes  or  other  pledges  now  in  the  hands 
of  the  Diocesan  Treasurer. 

Ri'sohrd.  That  wheti  the  sum  of  $18,000  shall  have  been  subscribed 
in  cash,  securities  and  negotiable  paper,  or  so  much  of  said  sum  as  may 
be  necessary  for  the  purpose,  or  so  much  as  in  the  judgment  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Parochial  Trust  Fund  shall  warrant  such  action, 
and  subject  to  the  limitations  and  safeguards  hereinafter  prescribed,  the 
said  board  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  authorized  to  negotiate  a  loan 
to  the  amount  of  $18,000.  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  needed  for  the 
purpose,  at  a  rate  of  interest  not  to  exceed  6  per  cent :  and  to  purchase 
therewith  a  suitable  house  and  lot  in  Kansas  City  for  an  Episcopal  Resi- 
dence, or  to  purchase  a  lot  and  have  a  suitable  house  built  thereon,  or,  in 
the  case  of  having  purchased  a  house  already  built,  to  make  such  additions 
or  alterations  as  may  be  necessary  to  fit  it  to  its  purpose:  and  the  said 
i'rustees  of  the  Parochial  Trust  F'und  arc  also  hereby  authorized  to  execute

a  mortgage  against  the  said  property  upon  the  best  terms  possible,  the  rate 
of  interest  not  to  exceed  6  per  cent ;  Provided,  Iwwcz'cr,  that  in  no  case 
shall  the  total  expenditure  exceed  $20,000,  nor  shall  any  step  be  taken 
which  shall  obligate  the  Diocese  or  any  of  its  officers,  or  representative 
or  executive  bodies,  beyond  a  sum  safely  and  conservatively  secured  by 
cash,  securities  and  negotiable  paper  already  in  hand.

Before  closing  I  wish  to  add  a  word  of  grateful  thanks  to  one  and 
all  of  the  good  friends  of  St.  Luke's  who  so  generously  responded  to  the 
appeal  in  furnishing  of  rooms,  wards  and  other  supplies.  The  almost  daily 
contributions  of  small  things  have  l>een  most  valuable  in  furnishing  a  ♦lort 
of  store  from  which  supplies  can  be  drawn  at  a  moment's  notice.  For 
this  spirit  of  liberality  we  extend  our  most  earnest  appreciation.

Your  committee  would  recommend  to  the  Board  of  Managers  that  a 
room  be  fitted  up  at  once,  for  a  chapel,  and  that  the  Bishop  be  requested 
to  appoint  the  several  Clergy  of  the  city,  in  rotation,  to  act  as  chap- 
lains, and  regularly  to  visit  and  hold  services  at  the  Hospital.  If  each 
priest  in  the  city  was  appointed  for  a  month  at  a  time,  the  duty  would 
not  prove  onerous,  and  their  ministrations  would  beyond  doubt  prove  a 
blessing  to  both  the  patients  and  nurses,  besides  giving  the  Clergy  a  deeper 
personal  interest  in  the  work  of  the  institution. 

They  would  also  recommend  that  the  Clergy  and  members  of  their 
immediate  families  be  received  without  charge,  or  if  this  is  a  present  im- 
possible, at  as  greatly  reduced  rates  as  practical.  The  Church  in  this 
Diocese  is  able  to  do  but  very  little  for  her  Clergy,  this  would  be  some- 
thing, and  if  at  first  sight  it  seems  to  be  a  burden  on  the  Hospital,  in  the 
long  run  it  would  undoubtedly  be  found  a  profitable  investment,  in  awak- 
ening a  sense  of  gratitude  on  the  part  of  both  the  Clergy  and  their  par- 
ishes that  would  result  in  substantial  gifts.

the  next  year's  Council  (at  the  point  indicated  in  the  revised  Rules  of  Or- 
der). This  will  give  opportunity  both  for  previous  deliberation  and  for 
the  tiling  of  exceptions  prior  to  the  presentation  of  their  report,  and  at 
the  same  time  allow  for  its  introduction  early  in  the  session. 

(2)  We  desire  to  recommend  the  appointment  of  a  special  committee 
to  prepare  and  report  to  the  next  Annual  Council  a  revised  form  of  Paro- 
chial Report,  one  feature  of  which  shall  be  an  item  calling  for  the  report 
of  the  sources  and  amounts  of  income. 

(3)  Your  committee  believe  that  the  only  just  and  equitable  basis 
of  assessment  is  that  of  income,  and  they,  therefore,  recommend  the 
adoption  of  this  principle.  We,  therefore,  respectfully  offer  the  following 
resolutions : 

Resolved,  That  the  Assessment  Committee  appointed  at  one  Council 
make  its  report  early  in  the  first  day's  proceedings  of  the  next  year's 
Council. 

Resoked.  That  the  basis  of  assessment  be  that  of  income  and  that  a 
special  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  submit  to  the  next  Council 
a  revised  form  of  Parochial  Report,  providing  in  the  same  for  a  report  of 
the  several  sources  and  amounts  of  income.

A  brave  and  patriotic  citizen,  a  loving  husband,  protector  and  friend, 
a  broad  minded,  devout  and  devoted  churchman  has  just  gone  to  his  well 
earned  rest. 

His  patriotism  blossomed  into  sacrifices  of  time  and  money  to  preserve 
the  purity  of  that  necessary  corner-stone  of  freedom  of  conscience  and 
sanctity  of  the  home,  the  ballot  box. 

As  a  citizen  he  both  preached  and  practiced  that  eternal  vigilance 
which  is  the  price  of  liberty. 

As  husband,  protector  and  friend  he  ever  denied  himself  that  he  might 
minister  more  liberally  to  the  needs  and  happiness  of  those  near  and  dear 
to  him,  as  also  to  his  brother  man  without  special  claim  upon  his  affections. 

He  visited  the  fatherless  and  widows  in  their  affliction  and  kept  him- 
self unspotted  from  the  world. 

The  value  of  his  wise  counsel  and  ever  ready  help  in  the  affairs  of 
his  beloved  church  in  this  Diocese  is  beyond  estimation. 

His  removal  leaves  a  wide  gap  in  our  ranks,  which  we  despair  to 
fill  up,  but  which  we  may,  if  we  profit  by  his  shining  example,  perhaps 
close  up  and  bravely  struggle  on  without  him. 

There  is  loss  of  sadness  than  of  loss  about  his  death. 

He  had  just  reached  the  allotted  span  of  three  score  years  and  ten 
without  abatement  of  personal  charm,  mental  power  or  the  vital  spark  of 
righteous  indignati(Mi,  which  many  of  us  have  seen  illumine  him  in  its 
burning  light,  as  he  fearlessly  stood  for  ordered  liberty. 

**Glad  did  he  live  and  gladly  die. 
And  he  laid  him  down  with  a  will. 
Here  he  lies   where  he  longed  to  be 
Home   is   the  sailor,  home   from  the  sea 
.•\nd  the  hunter  home  from  the  hill." 

May  perpetual  light  shine  upon  him. 

Rcsoh'cd,  That  this  tribute  to  the  memory  of  the  late  James  C  Horton, 
Senior  Warden  of  Grace  Church,  Kansas  City,  Missouri,  and  a  delegate 
to  this  Council  since  the  organization  of  the  Diocese,  be  ordered  spread 
upon  our  records  and  printed  in  the  Journal.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  MISSIONS. 

Your  committee  report  good  progress  in  the  Northern  Convocation ; 
an  efficient  Rector  has  been  placed  at  Maryville;  the  Mission  at  Stanberry 
has  been  revived;  remarkable  progress  is  manifested  in  the  stock  yards 
district  of  South  St.  Joseph,  where  under  the  Rev.  Mr.  Farnum,  a  goodly 
congregation  has  been  gathered,  a  flourishing  Sunday  School  established 
and  a  fund  started  looking  toward  the  building  of  a  church.  Holy  Trinity, 
St.  Joseph,  is  advancing  to  greater  stability  and  missionary  interest  grow- 
ing; services  have  been  revived  at  Utica  by  the  Rector  of  Chillicothe. 

\Vc  note  progress  in  the  Central  Convocation  in  the  opening  of  what 
gives  promise  of  good  work  at  Excelsior  Springs,  and  the  addition  of 
four  strong  priests,  and  would  suggest  the  opening  of  new  work  in  the 
southeast  part  of  Kansas  City,  where  are  many  church  people. 

We  would  draw  attention  to  the  great  mining  region  of  the  Southern 
Convocation  of  which  Joplin  and  Webb  City  are  the  central  points  and 
to  the  need  of  more  men  in  this  highly  attractive  field. 

Your  committee  suggest  that  more  aggressive  effort  be  made  to 
gather  in  young  people  and  children  to  the  teaching  influence  of  the 
Church,  and  recommend  the  plan  of  week-day  schools  for  religious  train- 
ing, and,  where  possible,  the  gathering  of  young  people  for  one-half-  hour 
previous  to  the  Evening  Service,  where  young  people  may  be  met  in  an 
informal  way  for  religious  instruction  and  training.

REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY  OF  THE  DIOCESAN 

MISSIONARY  BOARD. 

The  Buard  has  held  four  meetings  during  the  year,  on  May  28, 
October  S  and  Xoveniher  9,  1505.  and  on  January  8,  1907. 

The  Diocese  had  tlie  efficiint  services  of  the  Rev.  J.  A.  Schaad  as 
Archdeacon  from  May  1.  19tX).  to  January  1,  1907,  when,  with  the  ad- 
vice and  consent  of  the  Bishop,  he  resigned  to  accept  an  urgent  call  to 
Grace  Parish,  Kansas  City.  Mr.  Schaad's  visits  to  missions  and  mission 
points  from  May  to  December  were  most  helpful  and  encouraging  in 
ever)^  way. 

The  Church  Club  raised  last  year  $600.00  f')r  the  Traveling  Missionary 
(or  Archdeacon's)  Fund,  which  was  paid* over  to  the  Board.  The  Board 
has  received  nothing  from  that  fund  for  this  year  (1906-07).  In  addition  to 
the  Traveling  Missionary  Fund,  the  Board  has  paid  at  the  rate  of  $800.00 
per  annum  for  Archdeacon's  services. 

The  "Advent  Mite  Box"  plai^.  suggested  by  the  last  council  (see 
Journal  of  1906,  page  48).  has  been  carried  into  effect.  Owing  to  un- 
toward circumstances,  the  boxes  were  not  distributed  quite  so  early  as 
they  should  have  been  last  fall,  but  the  result  in  contributions  has  been 
(piitc  encouraging  for  a  beginning  (see  statement  below).  The  Rev.  Mr. 
Eckel  of  St.  Joseph,  kindly  gave  very  efficient  assistance  in  carrying  out 
the  plan.

xviii  RULES   OF   ORDER. 


ViuifB  at  (§rhn. 


1.  When  the  President  takes  the  chair,  no  member  shall  continue 
standing,  or  shall  afterwards  stand  up,  unless  to  address  the  Chair, 

2.  When  the  President  shall  have  taken  the  chair,  the  minutes  of  the 
preceding  day  shall  be  read. 

3.  Immediately  after  organization  of  the  Council,  the  following 
Standing  Committees  shall  be  appointed,  viz. : 

(1)  On  the  Admission  of  New  Parishes. 

(2)  On  Constitution  and  Canons. 

(3)  On  Unfinished  Business. 

(4)  On  Finance. 

(5)  On  Assessments. 

(6)  On  Missions. 

(7)  On  Christian  Education. 

(8)  On  Sunday  School  Work. 

(9)  On  Missionaries'  Traveling  Expenses. 

( 10)  On  the  State  of  the  Church. 

4.  All  Committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President,  unless  other- 
wise ordered. 

5.  All  resolutions  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  presented  to  the  Sec- 
retary, and  by  him  read ;  and  a  motion  shall  not  be  considered  before  the 
house  until  recorded. 

6.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak,  or  deliver  any  matter  to  the 
house,  he  shall,  with  due  respect,  address  himself  to  the  President,  con- 
fining himself  strictly  to  the  point  in  debate. 

7.  A  member  shall  not  absent  himself  from  the  services  of  the  house 
unless  he  have  leave  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

8.  A  member  other  than  the  Chairman  of  a  Committee,  whose  re- 
port is  under  consideration,  shall  not  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same 
debate,  nor  longer  than  ten  minutes  at  a  time,  without  leave  of  the  house. 

9.  Any  member  of  the  house  may  call  for  a  vote  by  ayes  and  nays. 

10.  When  a  question  has  once  been  determined,  it  shall  stand  as  the 
judgment  of  the  house,  and  shall  not  be  again  drawn  into  debate,  except 
on  motion  for  reconsideration,  which  must  be  made  by  a  member  who 
had  previously  voted  in  the  majority,  and  all  motions  to  reconsider  must 
be  made  on  the  day  the  vote  is  taken  or  on  the  next  succeding  day. 

11.  When  a  question  is  under  consideration,  a  motion  shall  not  be 
received,  except  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  postpone  it  to  a  certain  time,  to 
postpone  indefinitely,  to  commit  it.  to  divide  it  or  amend  it ;  and  mo- 
tions for  any  of  these  piirposes  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  herein 
named.  If  a  motion  to  lay  an  amendment  on  the  table  be  carried,  the 
platter  before  the  house  shall  be  proceeded  with  as  if  no  such  amend;t 
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ment  had  been  offered.  The  motions  to  lay  on  the  table  and  adjourn 
shall  be  decided  without  debate.  The  motion  tc  adjourn  shall  always  be 
iu  order. 

12.  Debate  shall  not  be  allowed  upon  a  resolution  to  refer  any  mo- 
tion to  a  Committee,  or  to  a  motion  to  recommit  any  subject  which  has 
been  before  a  committee,  but  the  member  who  offers  such  resolution  or 
motion  may  speak  for  five  minutes  for  the  purpose  of  explaining  its 
object. 

13.  All  amendments  may  be  considered  in  the  reverse  order  in  which 
they  are  moved.  When  a  proposed  amendment  is  under  consideration  a 
motion  to  amend  the  same  may  be  made.  .An  after  amendment  to  such 
second  amendment  shall  not  be  in  order,  but  when  an  amendment  to  an 
amendment  is  under  consideration,  a  substitute  to  the  whole  may  be  re- 
ceived. A  proposition,  different  from  the  one  under  consideration,  shall 
not  be  received  under  color  of  an  amendment  or  substitute. 

14.  Every  member  who  may  be  in  the  house  when  any  question  is  put, 
shall,  on  a  division,  be  counted,  unless  he  be  excused  by  the  Council. 

15.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  in  the  first  instance  by  the 
Chair,  without  debate;  an  appeal,  however,  may  be  made  from  this 
decision  to  the  Council  by  any  member  of  the  same. 

16.  The  Secretary  may  employ  one  or  more  Pages,  not  exceeding 
three,  to  act  as  messengers  during  the  sessions  of  the  Council. 

17.  The  reports  of  all  Committees  shall  be  in  writing,  and  shall  be 
received,  of  course,  and  without  motion  for  acceptance,  unless  recommitted 
by  vote  of  the  house.  All  reports  recommending  or  requiring  any  action 
or  expression  of  opinion  by  the  house,  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  resolu- 
tion for  the  action  of  the  house  therein. 

18.  The  names  of  movers  of  resolutions  shall  appear  upon  the  min- 
utes of  the  Council.

Grace  Church,  Kansas  City,  Mo. 

Tuesday,  May  12,  1908. 

This  being  the  place  and  time  appointed  for  the  meeting  of 
the  Nineteenth  Annual  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Kansas  Citv, 
the  Right  Reverend  Edward  Robert  Atwill,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese,  and  a  number  of  the  clergy  and  laity  assembled  in  Grace 
Church,  Kansas  City,  Missouri,  at  10:30  o'clock  a.  m.,  for  divine 
service. 

Tlie  Holy  Communion  was  celebrated  for  the  Bishop  by  the 
Rev.  Robert  Talbot,  President  of  the  Standing  Committee,  as- 
sisted by  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Edward  Henry  Eckel  and  Charles  A. 
Weed.  The  Rev.  Douglas  H.  Atwill  served  as  Bishop's  Chaplain. 
The  Gospel  was  read  by  the  Rev.  John  K.  Dunn,  and  the  Epistle 
bv  the  Rev.  Charles  A.  Weed. 

The  Bishop's  Address  was  read  for  him  by  the  Rev.  E.  B. 
Woodruff,  as  follows: 

THE  BISHOP'S  ANNUAL  ADDRESS. 

Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity: 

This  being  the  Nineteenth  Annual  Council  of  our  Diocese 
reminds  us  of  the  rapid  passage  of  time,  for  the  years  have 
quickly  sped.  Other  years  will  rapidly  slip  away,  and  we  should 
be  alert  to  embrace  every  opportunity  for  developing  and  com- 
[)acting  the  Church  in  the  vast  regions  committed  to  our  care. 

This  being  only  the  nineteenth  annual  Council  reminds  us 
when  we  compare  ourselves  with  Dioceses  that  are  more  than 
one  hundred  years  old,  that  we  are  still  laying  foundations. 
Let  us  lay  them  deep  and  strong  with  wisdom  and  skill,  that 
they  who  come  after  may  find  the  lines  right  and  the  work  so 
goo<l  that  nothing  will  need  to  be  undone. 

I  plead  earnestly  for  united  and  zealous  interest  in  the 
v/ork  of  the  Diocese.    Each  parish  has  its  burdens,  its  responsi- 
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bilities  to  its  own  field,  and  its  own  ambitions.  Absorbed  in 
them,  it  may  forget  that  it  is  only  a  fraction  of  the  unit  which 
is  the  Diocese.  Attending  faithfully  to  the  duties  that  spring 
out  of  these,  it  may  feel  that  it  has  done  all,  without  co-opera- 
tion in  the  efforts  that  we  should  make  together  for  the  Church 
in  the  Diocese  of  Kansas  City. 

Moreover,  the  parishes  and  the  Diocese  may  forget  that 
we  are  members  of  the  one  Catholic  and  Apostolic  Church,  and 
absorbed  in  our  own  interests,  may  give  no  thought  or  effort 
beyond.  But  for  our  own  life  and  progress,  as  well  as  duty, 
we  cannot  afford  to  shut  ourselves  up  within  our  own  bailiwick. 

The  Bishop-co-ad jutor  of  New  York  has  well  said  the  fol- 
lowing sentences: 

**The  French  critic,  Renan,  is  reported  to  have  said  that 
what  welds  a  people  into  a  nation,  and  in  each  of  its  members 
torms  a  national  type  of  character,  a  patriotic  type,  is  the 
consciousness  of  great  deeds  done  in  common  and  the  wish  to 
do  still  more.  In  like  manner  it  is  the  consciousness  of  the  fel- 
lowship, the  whole  fellowship,  the  consciousness  of  the  Church, 
the  whole  Church,  of  what,  in  all  ages  past,  the  Christian  Church 
has  done,  of  what  in  all  lands  it  is  trying  now  to  do;  the  con- 
sciousness in  short  which  we  today,  its  members,  have  of  what 
is  done  together,  of  what  is  done  in  common,  and  the  wish  to 
do  still  more  that  will  tend  to  overcome,  or  banish  and  remove 
our  personal  isolations,  our  parochial  isolations,  and  to  weld 
us  together  consciously  into  a  Church,  and  in  so  doing  to  develop 
a  larger  and  a  stronger  type  of  personal  character  in  us,  an 
ecumenical  type,  more  Catholic  and  more  Christian.  And  that 
is  a  type  of  character  which  cannot  be  developed  except  (as 
going  beyond  bounds  and  limits,  diocesan  bounds  and  limits,  or 
national  bounds  and  limits)  we  put  ourselves  in  sympathy  with 
the  ecumenical  scope,  the  world-wide  empire  scope  of  the  Church 
of  Jesus  Christ." 

I  commend  these  words  to  you,  my  brethren,  as  eminently 
timely  and  important.  When  clergy  and  people  rise  to  this  grand 
view  of  Christian  fellowship  and  united  action,  when  every 
parish  realizes  that  it  is  only  a  battalion  in  the  great  army  of 
the  Lord,  and  that  its  own  perfection  in  accoutrement,  drill  and 
personnel  is  not  the  end  of  its  existence,  then  alone  can  we 
anticipate  an  advance  that  will  accomplish  the  work  we  are 
sent  here  to  do. 
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Let  some  such  thought  as  this  be  the  keynote  of  this 
Council. 

Since  our  Council  of  1907,  four  of  our  bishops  have  been 
called  from  their  life  of  service  in  the  Church  Militant  to  the 
rest  and  rewards  of  the  world  beyond:  The  Right  Reverend 
Leighton  Coleman.  D.D.,  L.L.D.,  Bishop  of  Delaware ;  the  Right 
Reverend  Ellison  Capers,  D.D.,  Bishop  of  South  Carolina;  the 
Right  Reverend  Henry  Yates  Satterlee,  D.D.,  L.L.D.,  Bishop  of 
Washington ;  and  the  Right  Reverend  George  Worthington, 
D.D.,  L.L.D.,  Bishop  of  Nebraska. 

They  were  godly  and  learned  men,  leaders  in  the  Church, 
whose  opinions  carried  weight  in  the  House  of  Bishops. 

From  our  own  Diocese  has  been  taken  a  layman  highly 
respected  and  beloved,  Mr.  Charles  A.  Kelley,  Warden  of  Christ 
Church,  St.  Joseph,  a  member  of  our  Standing  Committee  and 
a  member  of  our  Diocesan  Board  of  Missions.  In  the  Parish 
and  in  the  Diocese  he  was  ever  at  hand  to  do  his  part.  At 
considerable  personal  inconvenience  he  came  with  unfailing 
regularity  to  Kansas  City  to  take  part  in  the  deliberations  of 
the  Committee  and  the  Board,  and  he  was  an  example  to  laymen 
in  regular  attendance  upon  the  services  of  the  Church.  Like 
Mr.  Gladstone,  he  was  "twicer,"  not  content  with  the  morning 
service  only.  Gentle,  courteous,  faithful  Mr.  Kelley!  In  sad- 
ness we  drop  his  name  from  our  Council  rolls;  in  hope  we  pray 
that  light  perpetual  may  shine  upon  him  and  that  he  may  rest 
in  peace. 

There  have  been  as  usual  changes  among  our  clergy.  The 
Reverend  John  R.  Atwill  has  become  Rector  of  St.  John's 
Church,  St.  Qoud,  in  the  Diocese  of  Duluth ;  the  Reverend 
Benjamin  J.  Baxter  has  become  Rector  of  the  Church  of  the 
Good  Shepherd,  in  the  Diocese  of  Michigan ;  the  Reverend  Ezra 
Porter  Chittenden  has  gone  to  the  Diocese  of  Springfield;  the 
Reverend  Albert  Rupert  Llwyd  has  gone  to  the  Diocese  of  Ar- 
kansas; the  Reverend  Robert  B.  Evatt  has  gone  to  the  Diocese 
of  Michigan. 

The  Reverend  Douglas  Henry  Atwill  has  entered  the  staff 
of  clergy  by  ordination,  and  has  become  Rector  of  Calvary 
Church,  Sedalia;  the  Reverend  Frederick  C.  O'Meara  has 
come  from  the  Diocese  of  Marquette,  and  is  Rector  of  Grace 
Church,  Carthage,  with  charge  of  the  Mission  in  Webb  City; 
the  Reverend  Robert  J.   Belt   has   come   from  the  Diocese  of 
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Springfield,  and  is  in  charge  of  All  Saints',  West  Plains,  and  St. 
Mark's,  Mountain  Grove.  The  Reverend  John  V.  Plunkett  has 
come  from  the  Diocese  of  Minnesota  and  is  in  charge  of  Christ 
Church,  Lexington,  and  the  Missions  at  Sweet  Springs  and 
Higginsville;  the  Reverend  A.  Harper,  Jr.,  has  come  from  the 
Diocese  of  Ohio  and  is  Rector  of  Christ  Church,   Springfield. 

Within  the  Diocese,  the  Reverend  Charles  A.  Weed,  Rector 
of  St.  Philip's,  Joplin,  has  also  taken  charge  of  St.  John's, 
Neosho;  the  Reverend  William  Henry  Haupt  has  resigned, 
Trinity  Church,  Independence,  and  has  become  Curate  at  Grace 
Church,  Kansas  City. 

On  June  5th,  1907,  in  St.  John's  Memorial  Church,  Cam- 
bridge, Mass.,  I  ordained  the  Reverend  Douglas  Henry  Atwill 
Deacon;  on  December  11th,  1907,  in  Calvary  Church,  Sedalia, 
I  advanced  him  to  the  Priesthood.  On  November  1st,  1907,  I 
ordained  the  Reverend  Robert  R.  Evatt,  Priest. 

In  common  with  Bishops  of  neighboring  Dioceses  I  am 
searching  for  Clergymen  to  fill  vacancies,  often  in  vain.  The 
places  now  without  Clerg\^men  are  Brookfield,  Brunswick,  Fay- 
ette, Boonville,  Independence,  Maryville,  Weston,  Cameron, 
Clinton.  Hamilton,  Harrisonville,  Plattsburg,  Stanberry,  Carroll- 
ton,  Richmond  and  Excelsior  Springs.  Of  these  sixteen  Parishes 
and  Missions,  groups  might  be  made  so  that  four  Clergymen 
might  do  the  work.  Beside  the  general  visitation  of  the  Diocese, 
I  have  gone  to  a  number  of  the  Missions  and  dependent  Parishes 
several  times  during  the  year  to  supply  them  with  services ; 
but  my  ability  to  do  that  sort  of  work  is  limited  by  the  pressure 
of  other  duties,  and  I  need  very  much  a  young  and  energetic 
Oergyman  whom  I  may  keep  continually  at  work  looking  after 
the  vacant  places  and  preparing  them  as  soon  as  possible  for 
the  permanent  ministrations  of  a  Missionary. 

There  are  some  encouraging  conditions  to  record.  Grace 
Church,  Kansas  City,  has  paid  its  entire  indebtedness  and  is 
preparing  to  do  extensive  institutional  work.  A  class  number- 
ing forty-six  was  presented  for  confirmation  this  spring  and 
another  is  in  preparation  for  a  June  visitation. 

St.  John's.  Kansas  City,  has  been  furnished  with  excellent 
pews  and  choir  stalls,  and  (note  this)  little  St.  John's,  with  only 
a  small  floating  debt,  and  with  money  in  the  bank,  has  opened 
a  Mission  of  its  own  under  a  roof  of  its  own  in  the  northeast 
part  of  Kansas  City. 
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I  spent  Easter  Day  in  Neosho  and  the  congregation  prepared 
for  me  a  delightful  surprise,  having  carefully  concealed  from  me 
improvements  upon  which  they  had  been  engaged  for  some 
time.  There  stood  the  little  Church,  newly  painted  without  and 
within ;  on  the  super-altar  were  appropriate  ornaments ;  above. 
a  dossal,  and  above  all,  a  beautiful  new  chancel  window;  all 
the  windows  had  been  redecorated,  and  a  class  of  eight  was 
presented.  It  was  indeed  a  surprise  and  a  delight.  Mr.  Eves, 
our  Lay  Reader,  and  Mr.  Rathell  have  done  splendid  work  there, 
as  have  others  of  the  congregation,  no  doubt. 

At  Grace  Church,  Carthage,  Mr.  James  Xewel  has  developed 
the  Sunday  School  during  the  vacancy  until  it  numbers  one 
hundred  and  twenty-five;  business  men  have  undertaken  to  solve 
the  financial  problem,  and  Mr.  O'Meara  is  entering  upon  his  Rec- 
torate  under  most  favorable  auspices.  Add  to  that  his  own  zeal 
and  energy  and  we  have  a  most  cheering  outlook. 

At  length  we  have  laid  the  cornerstone  of  the  new  St. 
Philip's,  Joplin,  the  substantial  foundation  being  in  place  and 
the  contracts  signed  for  the  erection  of  the  walls  and  the  roof. 
Xo  one  unfamiliar  with  the  history  of  that  Parish  can  know 
A'hat  a  triumph  of  patient  persistency  the  building  of  this  Church 
is.  From  my  summer  home  by  the  lakeside  I  sometimes  watch 
the  children  building  a  sphinx  or  a  castle  of  the  damp  sand. 
Some  of  them  are  very  skillful,  and  their  creations  are  (juite 
artistic.  Then  the  wind  rises,  a  few  waves  roll  up  the  beach 
and  the  sphinx  dissolves,  the  castle  crumbles.  Only  the  shifting 
sand  remains,  sliding  back  and  forth.  The  work  must  be  done 
again.  So  it  has  been  in  Joplin.  The  present  Rector  has  built 
up  a  choir,  a  vestry,  a  guild  in  which  he  took  honest  pride,  only 
to  see  them  dissolve.  But  he  heroically  began  to  build  them 
again.  Now,  at  last,  he  has  a  homogeneous  congregation,  an 
excellent  and  loyal  vestry,  and  permanent  results  are  taking 
shape. 

St.  John's,  Springfield,  has  an  excellent  pipe  organ,  recently 
built,  and  the  congregation  is  outgrowing  the  little  Church. 
Deep  religious  fervor  characterized  their  Lenten  services. 

In  other  congregations  where  there  are  no  new  conditions 
or  fabrics,  the  good  work  is  going  on,  and  in  some  quarters 
we  hear  whispering  of  new  developments  that  will  become  note- 
worthy ere  long. 

All  honor  to  the  Clergy  who  will  not  be  deterred  by  sparse 
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attendance,  neglect  or  opposition  from  conducting  on  the  Lord's 
Day  and  other  Holy  Days  all  the  services  the  Church  requires 
of  them.  More  honor  to  those  who  so  train  their  flocks,  and 
bO  prepare  for  the  evening  services  that  they  have  a  congrega- 
tion. 

Honor  also  to  those  who,  while  neglect  is  too  general,  take 
all  the  canonical  collections  pay  their  pledges  for  Diocesan  Mis- 
sions, the  apportionment  for  General  Missions,  and  the  Diocesan 
assessment.  Several  Parishes  have  done  this,  among  them  Holy 
Trinity,  St.  Joseph ;  Christ  Church,  St.  Joseph ;  Calvary,  Sedalia. 

In  line  with  my  opening  appeal  for  united  effort  to  ac- 
complish a  worthy  end.  we  have  organized  the  Kansas  City 
Church  Extension  League,  to  stand  side  by  side — Bishop,  Clergy 
and  people — to  develop  together  the  Church  in  this  great  and 
rapidly  growing  city  by  studying  the  new  additions  where  the 
population  is  increasing  by  leaps  and  bounds,  to  search  out  our 
own  people  who  come  hither  from  other  towns,  to  establish 
Sunday  Schools,  and  to  see  to  it  that  the  increase  in  our  com- 
municant list  does  not  fall  behind  the  percentage  of  increase  in 
the  population.  When  we  take  up  this  work,  not  as  separate 
Parishes,  but  as  the  Church  in  Kansas  City,  working  with  a 
single  aim  to  its  own  development,  working  with  the  indomitable 
Kansas  City  spirit,  the  very  united  effort  will  dignify  and 
strengthen  us.  The  League  is  organized;  two  meetings  have 
been  held ;  with  the  loyal  co-operation  of  all,  success  is  sure. 

St.  Luke's  Hospital  is  not  an  institution  of  this  city,  but  of 
the  whole  Diocese.  It  is  our  only  Diocesan  institution,  and 
should  awaken  the  interest  of  our  people  in  all  parts  of  the 
field.  It  is  distinctly  a  Church  Hospital;  the  Bishop  is  President 
of  the  Board  of  Directors ;  services  are  conducted  by  two  of  the 
Clergy ;  the  excellent  head  nurse  is  a  communicant  of  the 
Church. 

We  have  property  valued  at  $37,616.93,  with  a  debt  of 
$16,283.43.  The  Hospital  is  located  in  a  quiet  neighborhood, 
but  is  not  far  from  the  center  of  the  city,  and  is  easily  reached 
from  all  parts.  Each  of  the  Kansas  City  Parishes  have  furnished 
a  room,  designated  by  the  name  of  the  Parish.  The  Hospital 
Club  of  young  ladies  have  furnished,  with  every  convenience,  a 
Children's  Ward.  A  zealous  Churchwoman  proposes  to  present 
the  Hospital  with  memorial  vases  to  be  filled  always  with  flow- 
ers.    It  is  a  homelike  place  and  the  doctors  say  that  it  is  the 
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best  equipped  Hospital  in  the  city.  I  am  most  anxious  that  it 
f>e  enlarged,  and  be  endowed  for  a  larger  charitable  work.  I 
am  sure  that  the  people  of  the  Diocese,  when  they  realize  that 
we  have  a  true  Church  Hospital,  will  visit  it  to  see  for  them- 
selves what  sort  of  a  place  it  is  and  that  in  making  their  wills 
they  will  make  bequests  for  it.  Five  thousand  dollars  will  endow 
a  bed  for  all  time,  and  the  donor  may  designate  the  Rector  of 
any  Parish,  or  any  other  person,  to  appropriate  the  bed  to  any 
patient  who  may  be  received  under  the  rules  of  the  Hospital. 

DIOCESAN  MISSIONS. 

This  is  a  Missionary  Diocese.  Fifty-two  of  our  sixty-seven 
-congregations  are  Missions  or  dependent  I^rishes.  The  great 
distances  between  our  congregations  hinder  us  in  making 
economical  combinations.  To  insure  services  at  regular  times 
we  must  make  appropriations  amounting  in  some  instances  to 
three  or  four  hundred  dollars.  Assuming  that  the  appropria- 
tions by  our  Missionary  Board  will  average  two  hundred  dol- 
lars for  every  group  of  Missions  and  dependent  Parishes,  and 
that  we  employ  a  general  Missionary,  we  will  need  for  the  en- 
duing year  $6,425.  Deducting  from  that  an  api)ropriation  of 
$1,200  from  the  General  Board,  and  $600  for  work  among 
colored  people,  this  EHocese  should  contribute  $4,600  for  the 
maintenance  and  extension  of  the  Church  in  the  territory  com- 
mitted to  our  care.  Will  you  do  it?  You  can  if  you  will.  Dur- 
ing the  eighteen  years  of  my  Episcopate  I  have  been  handi- 
capped by  want  of  money  to  man  the  field.  Have  we  arrived 
at  the  turn  in  the  road?  I  hope  so.  I  believe  that  you  will 
pledge  so  generously  for  Diocesan  Missions  that  I  can  say  to 
good  men,  come  over  to  West  Missouri  and  help  us.  We  will 
<eG  that  you  have  sufficient  support.  The  Diocese  will  stand 
behind  you.  The  Bishop  will  stand  by  with  means  to  save  you 
from  anxiety. 

Then  we  will  hold  together  our  little  flocks  that  are  now 
scattering;  we  will  keep  our  children,  who  are  now  going  to 
Sunday  Schools  where  they  learn  to  despise  the  Church;  we 
will  gather  in  the  families  who  are  waiting  to  see  whether  or  no 
ihe  Church  is  to  be  maintained.  My  friends,  you  do  not  know 
the  opportunities  open  to  your  Bishop  or  you  would  give  more 
generously  for  the  extension  of  the  Church  in  the  sixty  western 
counties   of    Missouri.     Itito   that   territory,   embracing   36,720 
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square  miles,  an  immense  population  is  coming,  increasing  from 
month  to  month.  New  railways  have  opened  new  counties  in 
ihe  South  along  the  Arkansas  border.  Congregations  might  be 
gatliered  there.  The  General  Hoard  of  Missions  were  so  im- 
pressed with  the  importance  of  that  part  of  our  field  that  they 
made  an  appropriation  of  $500  a  year  for  the  supix)rt  of  a  Mis- 
sionary to  visit  the  new  territory,  but  our  Diocesan  Board  ha> 
been  hampered  by  delayed  and  insufficient  offerings :  there  is 
little  immediate  income  from  tlie  new  Missions,  and  I  have  not 
been  able  to  avail  myself  of  this  special  appropriation.  I  may 
yet  secure  it  if  you  will  pledge  enough  to  enable  our  Board 
to  add  $600  or  $700  for  a  Missionary  in  those  parts. 

The  Woman's  Auxiliary  to  the  Board  of  Missions  has  not 
only  sent  generous  offerings  out  of  the  Diocese  but  by  their 
contributions  to  the  Bishop's  Purse  has  supplemented  the 
stipends  given  our  Missionarici  by  the  B>oard,  and  has  enabled 
me  to  keep  open  some  Missk  n$»  that  but  for  its  co-operation 
would  have  been  closed. 

The  Woman's  Auxiliar}  <  ?es  not  exist  for  offerings  only, 
although  that  is  one  puriX)Sw-  f  their  organization,  and  at  the 
General  Convention  in  Richmond  last  year,  they  placed  upon  the 
altar  $125,000  in  addition  to  f Mtir  annual  gifts  of  money  and 
boxes.  Even  though  our  sniLll  congregations  cannot  give  much, 
1  wish  that  the  women  mij'^i.r  'o'n  this  Auxiliary.  The  litera- 
ture they  will  receive,  the  v  mvmications  from  the  Secretary 
and  the  studies  in  which  ir  will  engage,  will  enlarge  their 
horizon  and  bring  them  in  to  wUh  the  operations  of  the  great 
Church  in  all  the  world.  .x.>  c  again,  1  remind  you  of  the 
courage  and  character  de\  -»i  i  -n  those  who  unite  in  the  pro- 
motion of  a  grand  and  worlii  «  1.  The  isolation  of  our  littlo 
congregations  belittles  them,  if  n  they  realize  that  they  are 
part  of  thirty  millions  of  pei  ^.  :  <  rrying  on  great  and  success- 
ful work  in  the  world,  they  grow  more  self-respecting,  hopeful 
and  courageous. 

The  Traveling  Secretary  of  the  Auxiliary  is  always  reach- 
to  make  appointments  for  visitations  in  our  smaller  towns,  to 
tell  the  women  alx)ut  the  Auxiliary  and  Missions.  She  goes 
without  expense  to  the  i)laces  she  visits,  and  T  hope  she  may  be 
welcomed  and  heard  in  every  place  where  there  are  a  few  fami- 
lies attached  to  the  Church,  as  well  as  in  the  larger  Missions 
and  Parishes. 
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A  council  was  held  last  January  of  the  Executive  Officers 
of  Lay  Brotherhoods  in  the  United  States,  and  it  was  agreed 
that  thev  would  recommend  to  each  Brotherhood  to  observe  the 
first  week  in  Advent  as  a  season  of  special  prayer  and  effort 
for  the  extension  of  Christ's  Kingdom  among  men. 

This  suggestion  does  not  carry  with  it  the  proposal  to  have 
joint  meetings  of  our  Brotherhood  of  St.  Andrew  and  other 
Brotherhoods,  but  only  that  the  same  week  should  be  used  by 
all.  I  heartily  approve  of  this  recommendation,  and  trust  that 
the  Clergy  may  make  arrangement  for  a  week  of  special  services 
and  prayer.  It  might  be  possible  to  have  a  Mission  at  that 
time,  at  least  in  our  larger  cities.  The  need  for  a  spiritual 
awakening  among  men  in  our  day  is  tremendous,  and  what  can 
be  grander  than  the  thought  of  prayer  going  up  to  Heaven 
from  all  Christian  people  who,  differing  in  some  points,  are  united 
in  the  earnest  desire  that  all  men  may  be  saved  and  brought  to 
a  knowledge  of  the  truth. 

The  General  Convention  of  last  October,  while  most  inter- 
esting to  those  who  were  present,  and  in  many  ways  inspiring 
and  instructive,  was  not  very  prolific  in  results.  The  Bishop 
of  Albany  urged  in  the  House  of  Bishops  the  passage  of  a 
Canon  based  on  the  indissolubility  of  marriage  by  any  cause  but 
death :  but  it  was  lost  in  the  Committee  on  Canons,  who  reported 
that  "While  in  hearty  sympathy  with  the  Bishop  of  Albany'^ 
proposal,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Committee  it  would  be  unwise 
and  inexpedient  at  this  time  to  disturb  the  working  agreement 
arrived  at  three  years  ago;  inasmuch  as  we  might  thereby  en- 
danger the  loss  of  the  influence  in  the  matter  now  exercised 
upon  other  religious  bodies,  and  for  the  improvement  of  civil 
enactments  throughout  the  land :  while  there  would  be  further 
risk  of  losing  the  disciplinary  provisions  we  now  have,  with 
regard  to  the  adm-ssion  to  the  sacraments  of  persons  living  in 
unlawful  unions." 

The  proposed  division  of  the  Church  into  provinces  was  lost 
by  the  non-concurrence  of  the  House  of  Deputies,  but  it  is  still 
in  the  hands  of  a  Commission  and  may  come  up  at  a  future  con- 
vention. A  change,  however,  was  made  in  the  boundaries  of  the 
Missionary  Departments,  making  them  coincident  with  the  boun- 
daries of  the  judicial  districts.  This  change  puts  the  Diocese 
of  Kansas  City  into  the  seventh  department,  consisting  of  the 
Pioceses  and  Missionary  Districts  with  the  states  of  Missouri, 
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Arkansas,  Louisiana,  Texas,  Kansas,  Oklahoma  and  the  Terri- 
tory of  New  Mexico. 

A  preamble  to  the  Constitution  was  adopted  after  much 
discussion,  and  is  in  our  opinion  a  decided  gain.  It  reads  as  fol- 
lows: 

*The  American  Church,  first  planted  in  Virginia,  in  the 
year  of  our  Lord  1607,  by  representatives  of  the  ancient  Church 
of  England,  acknowledging  the  Holy  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and 
New  Testaments  to  be  the  Word  of  God,  the  record  of  God's 
revelation  of  Himself  in  His  Son,  and  to  contain  all  things 
necessary  for  salvation ;  holding  the  CathoKc  creeds,  to-wit, 
the  Apostles'  creed  and  the  Nicene  creed,  to  be  a  sufficient  state- 
ment of  the  Christian  Faith;  maintaining  the  orders  of  the 
Sacred  Ministry  in  such  form  as  from  the  Apostles'  times  they 
have  been  continued:  reverently  conserving  the  Sacraments  or- 
dained by  Christ  Himself,  and  accounting  to  be  members  of  the 
flock  of  Christ,  all  who  have  been  duly  baptized  in  the  name  of 
the  Father  and  of  the  Son  and  the  Holy  Ghost,  has  set  forth 
and  established  for  the  furtherance  of  the  work  to  which  it  has 
been  called  of  God,  the  following 

CONSTITUTION." 

I  do  not  share  the  enthusiasm  of  some  over  the  restoration 
of  the  Suffragan  Episcopate;  but  it  was  demanded  partly  to 
relieve  the  Bishops  in  the  South  from  the  problems  that  beset 
the  work  among  the  negroes  and  partly  to  provide  the  Dioceses 
where  there  are  large  populations  of  Poles,  Swedes,  Finns  and 
others.  Its  advocates  think  that  it  will  be  valuable  as  a  train- 
ing and  testing  place  for  apostolic  men  who  may,  if  not  found 
wanting,  become  full-fledged  Diocesan  Bishops.  It  has  worked 
well  in  England.  Bishop  Walsham  Howe,  Bishop  Brown  of 
Bristol,  the  Bishop  of  Stepney  and  the  present  Bishop  of  London 
were  SuflFragans. 

An  excellent  provision  was  the  change  made  in  manner  of 
choosing  a  Presiding  J^ishop  after  the  retirement  of  our  good 
Bishop  Tuttle  (and  may  he  live  long).  The  Presiding  Bishop 
is  then  to  be  elected  for  a  term  of  six  years,  unless,  meanwhile, 
he  shall  have  reached  the  seventieth  year  of  his  age,  or  shall 
have  resigned  his  Episcopal  Jurisdiction,  or  with  the  consent  of 
General  Convention  his  office  as  Presiding  Bishop,  or  unless 
tor  infirmity  or  other  sufficient  cause  he  may  have  been  relieved 
of  such  office  by  the  General  Convention, 
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Bishop  Tuttle's  unusual  vigor  has  enabled  him  to  discharge 
the  duties  of  a  Presiding  Bishop  with  rare  efficiency,  and  to  give 
bis  Diocese  all  necessary  care.  But  the  Senior  Bishop  is  seldom 
favored  with  such  strength  of  body  and  under  the  change  in  the 
Constitution  we  may  always  have  a  Presiding  Bishop  equal  to 
the  demands  of  the  Office. 

Amendment  to  Canon  nineteen  was  made  that  seems  to  have 
caused  serious  alarm  in  certain  quarters. 

The  Canon  now  reads  as  follows:  *'No  Minister  in  charge 
of  any  congregation  in  this  Church,  or  in  case  of  a  vacancy  or 
absence,  no  Church  wardens,  vestrymen  or  trustees  of  the  con- 
gregation shall  permit  any  person  to  officiate  therein  without 
sufficient  evidence  of  his  being  duly  licensed  or  ordained  a  Min- 
ister in  this  Church;  provided,  that  nothing  herein  shall  be  so 
construed  as  to  forbid  communicants  of  the  Church  to  act  as 
lay  readers,  or  to  prevent  the  Bishop  of  any  Diocese  or  Mis- 
sionary District  from  giving  permission  to  Christian  men,  who 
are  not  Ministers  of  this  Church,  to  make  addresses  on  special 
occasions." 

The  Canon  is  prohibitive.  It  forbids  the  authorities  of  a 
Parish  to  permit  any  person  to  officiate  therein  unless  he  be 
a  duly  licensed  or  ordained  Minister  of  this  Church.  Not  a 
duly  licensed  Minister  of  any  other  communion.  To  officiate 
i:>  to  discharge  the  duties  of  an  office.  One  of  the  duties  of 
Priest  and  of  a  Deacon,  if  he  be  licensed  thereto  by  the  Bishop, 
is  to  preach  the  Word.  The  Canon  seems,  therefore,  to  forbid 
preaching  as  well  as  other  duties  of  the  Priestly  office  by  any 
unauthorized  person,  and  the  cry  over  an  open  pulpit  is  not 
well  founded. 

While  there  may  be  a  few  Bishops  or  other  Clergy  who 
would  break  down  the  barriers  between  us,  and  ultra  Protestants, 
as  there  are  a  few  beckoning  us  to  follow  them  into  the  Roman 
Communion,  the  Church  in  the  United  States  has  not  departed 
from  her  ancient  and  apostolic  order  and  the  "panicky"  fulmina- 
tion  of  the  extreme  party  in  the  Church  seem  to  us  unnecessary 
as  well  as  unwarranted  and  harmful.  But  the  Canon  declares 
also  that  the  extreme  constructionist  shall  not  hold  it  to  forbid 
communicants  of  the  Church  to  act  as  lay  readers  or  Christian 
men,  who  are  not  Ministers  of  this  Church,  to  make  addresses 
on  special  occasions,  not  to  officiate,  not  to  preach,  but  make  an 
address  on  ^n  especial  ocQ^sion.    What  is  a  ^'special  occasion?" 
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Not  one  of  the  regular  services  provided  in  the  Prayer  Book; 
some  unusual  occasion  when  we  assemble  to  consider  a  matter 
of  general  interest.  This  Church  may  have,  in  days  gone  by, 
been  afflicted  with  aloofness.  She  may  have  stood  afar  off 
from  questions  of  the  day.  She  may  have  gone  by  on  the  other 
side  when  she  should  have  taken  a  hand  in  the  betterment  of 
social  conditions.  It  is  not  so  now.  It  should  not  be  so.  If 
we  are  to  gather  in  the  people,  we  must  take  an  active  interest 
in  the  people,  and  be  helpful  to  them.  As  our  Lord  won  the 
men  to  His  spiritual  teach-ng  by  entering  into  their  domestic 
and  natural  life,  and  by  doing  good,  so  must  His  Church  on 
earth.  But  leaving  that,  there  are  Christian  men  within  and 
without  our  communion  who  are  experts  in  this  or  that,  who 
have  messages  that  no  other  can  give  so  well.  We  would  be 
willing  to  create  a  special  occasion  if  requested  to  do  so,  that 
our  Clerg}'  or  people  might  have  the  advantage  of  that  man's 
practical  knowledge,  the  result  of  his  unique  investigations  or 
of  his  remarkable  scholarship.  This  is  the  way  I  understand 
my  duty  as  Bishop  of  this  Diocese,  and  this  is  what  I  would  do.

Prefix  to  the  Con.^titution  the  following 

I'KEAMIILK. 

This  American  Cluirch  first  planted  in  Virginia,  in  the  year  of  (»ur 
Lord  1607,  hy  representatives  of  the  ancient  Church  of  England ;  ac- 
knowledging the  Holy  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and  New  Testaments  to  he 
tiic  Word  of  God,  the  record  of  God's  Revelation  of  IKmself  in  his  Son, 
and  to  contain  all  things  necessary  to  salvation:  holding  th:-  Cathol'c 
Creeds,  to-wit,  the  Apostles'  Creed  and  the  Nicene  Creed,  to  he  a  sufficient 
statement  of  the  Christian  Faith;  maintaining  the  Orders  of  ili.*  Sacred 
Ministry  in  such  form  as  from  the  Apostles'  time  they  have  hee:i  contin- 
ued; reverently  conserving  the  Sacraments  orda-ned  hy  Christ  llim*^'lf: 
and  accounting  to  he  members  of  the  flock  of  Christ  all  who  have  heen 
duly  baptized  in  the  Name  of  the  Father,  and  of  tlu-  Son.  and  of  the  Il«dy 
Cihost,  has  set  forth  and  established,  for  the  furJieranc  of  the  work  to 
which  it  has  been  called  of  God,  the  following 

CONSTITUTION. 

Rt'sohcd,  That  the  folh.wing  change  be  made  in  the  Constitution,  and 
that  the  proposed  alteration  be  made  known  to  the  several  Dioceses,  in 
«>rd.  r  that  the  same  may  bj  adopted  at  the  next  General  Convention,  in 
accordanc*  with  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution,  as  follows: 

Strike  lut  Section  3  of  Article  I,  and  insert  in  place  of  it  the  fol- 
b»wing : 

Section  3.  Upon  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  office  of  the  Presiding 
Bishop,  the  General  Convention  shall  elect  the  Presiding  Bishop  of  the 
Church.  Tho  House  of  Bishops  >hall  choose  one  of  the  Bishops  having 
jurisdiction  within  the  Unit.d  States  to  be  such  Presiding  Bishop,  by  the 
\otc  of  a  majority  of  all  the  Bishops  entitled  to  vote  in  the  House  of 
Bishops,  such  choice  to  be  subject  to  conlirmation  by  the  House  of  Depu- 
ties by  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  of  all  the 
Dioceses  entitled  to  repre<entati(^n  in  the  House  of  Deputies,  voting  In- 
orders. 

The  Presiding  Bishop  shall  discharge  such  duties  as  may  be  prescribed 
by  tliv*  Constitution  and  the  Canons  of  the  General  Convention. 

The  Presiding  Bishop  so  elected  shall  hold  office  for  six  years,  unless 
meanwhile  he  shall  have  reached  the  seventieth  year  of  his  age,  when  his 
tenure  of  office  shall  end  in  any  case.  »)r  shall  have  resigned  his  Euiscop'd 
jurisdiction,  or.  with  the  consent  of  the  General  Convention,  his  office  as 
Presiding  Bishop,  or,  unLss.  for  inlirmity  or  other  sufficient  cause,  he  may 
have  been  relieved  of  such  office  by  the  General  Convention  by  the  con- 
current vote,  first,  of  a  majority  of  all  the  Bishops  entitled  to  vote  in  the 
Hous?  of  Bish<)ps,  and  then  of  a  majority  of  the  Clerical  and  Lay  Depu- 
ties of  all  the  Dioceses  entitled  to  representation  in  the  House  of  Deputies, 
voting  by  orders. 

The  salary  of  the  Presiding  Bishop,  as  such,  shall  Ik  fixed  and  paid 
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by  the  General  Convention,  as  may  be  provided  by  Canon  of  such  Con- 
vention. 

When,  for  any  reason,  a  vacancy  in  the  office  shall  occur,  or  if,  by 
reason  of  infirmity,  the  Presiding  Bishop  shall  become  disabled,  the  House 
of  Bishops  shall  elect  one  of  its  number  to  act  as  Presiding  Bishop  until 
the  next  meeting  of  the  General  Convention. 

Resolved,  That  the  following  change  be  made  in  the  Constitution,  and 
that  the  proposed  alteration  be  made  known  to  the  several  Dioceses,  in 
order  that  the  same  may  be  adopted  at  the  next  General  Convention,  in 

accordance  with  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution,  as  follows: 

Insert  in  Article   II.  as   Section  4,  the   following,  and   renumber  the 

present  Section  4: 

It  shall  be  lawful  for  a  Diocese,  with  the  consent  of  the  Bishop  of 
that  Diocese,  to  elect  one  or  more  Suffragan  Bishops,  without  right  of 
succession,  and  with  seat  and  without  vote  in  the  House  of  Bishops.  A 
Suffragan  Bishop  shall  be  consecrated  and  hold  office  under  such  condi- 
tions and  limitations  other  than  those  provided  in  this  Article  as  may  be 
provided  by  Canons  of  the  General  Convention.  He  shall  be  eligible  as 
Bishop  or  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  a  Diocese,  or  as  a  Suffragan  in  another 
Diocese,  or  he  may  be  elected  by  the  House  of  Bishops  as  a  Missionary 
Bishop. 

Resolved,  That  the  following  change  be  made  in  the  Constitution,  and 
that  the  proposed  alteration  he  made  known  to  the  several  Dioceses,  in 
order  that  the  same  may  be  adopted  at  the  next  General  Convention,  in 
accordance  with  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution,  as  follows : 

Add  to  the  second  paragraph  of  Article  IX  of  the  Constitution  the 

following  sentence,  namely: 

The  General  Convention  may  also  provide  by  Canon  for  the  trial  of  a 
Presbyter  or  Deacon  in  the  Diocese  or   Missionary  District  in  which  an 

offense  is  alleged  to  have  been  committed  by  him. 

Resokrd,  That  the  following  change  he  made  in  the  Constitution,  and 
that  the  proposed  alteration  be  made  known  to  the  several  Dioceses,  in 
order  that  the  same  may  be  adopted  at  the  next  General  Convention,  in 
accordance  with  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution,  as  follows: 

Add  to  Article  X,  at  the  end  thereof,  the  following  proviso: 

And  provided  further,  that  in  editions  of  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer 
in  foreign  languages,  such  verbal  alterations  as  may  be  necessary  to  adapt 
the  same  to  local  conditions  may  be  made  by  the  authority  of  the  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese  or  Missionary  District  in  which  it  is  used,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Presiding  Bishop. 

The  Rev.  J.  D.  Ritchey  read  the  following  report  of  the 
committee  on  the  state  of  the  Church,  which  was  accepted  and 
adopted. 

REPORT 

OY  COMMITTEE   ON    THE   STATE   OF  THE   CHURCH. 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  can  confidently  assert  that 
the  spirit  of  earnestness  and  aggressiveness  on  the  part  of  both  Clergy 
and  Laity  in  the  Diocese  is  greater  than  common,  and  gives  promise  of 
more  encouraging  results  in  the  near  future.  But  the  present  force,  even 
with  its   most  heroic   efforts,   is  pitifully   inadequate  even  to  sustain  the 
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work  already  in  hand.  Sixteen  Parishes  and  Missions  of  the  Diocese  arc 
at  the  time  of  this  report  without  services,  other  than  thv.*  little  attention 
our  overworked  Bishop  can  give  thcni. 

The  Committee  is  convinced  that  the  most  effective  and  most 
economic  method  of  meeting  the  need  at  the  present  is  through  the  ser- 
vices of  a  General  Missionary  or  an   Arch  Deacon. 

We  therefore  recommend  that  this  Council  take  immediate  steps  for 
the  appointment  and  maintenance  of  an   Archdeacon.

OF  .STANDING  COM.MITTEE  ON    SUND.W   SCH(X)LS. 

By   resolution  of  the  Diocesan  Council  of  1906.  as  recorded  on  page 
06,  Journal  of  1906,  a  Standing  Committee  of  five  on  Sunday  Schools  was 
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appointed  to  consider  the  conditions  of  the  Sunday   School  work  in  ihe 
Diocese  and  to  devise  means  of  increasing  its  efficiency. 

The  undersigned  Committee,  appointed  under  the  said  resolution, 
respectfully  reports  as  follows : 

1.  We  recommend  the  wide  distribution  through  the  Officers  of  the 
Diocesan  Sunday  School  Institute,  of  the  General  Convention  Report  on 
Sunday  School  Instruction,  to  'all  Clergymen,  Superintendents,  and  lead- 
ing Sunday  School  workers  in  the  Diocese. 

2.  We  urge  upon  the  latter  the  careful  study  of  said  report,  which 
we  may  take  occasion  herein  to  say,  is  the  most  comprehensive  and  sug- 
gestive brief  monograph  on  Sunday  School  work  ever  officially  offered 
our  people;  and,  we  also  recommend  the  adoption  and  application  to  our 
Diocesan  Sunday  Schools  of  the  recommendations  of  said  report. 

3.  We  recommend  to  the  Diocesan  Sunday  School  Institute  that  it 
consider  the  expediency  of  organizing  local  institutes  in  Kansas  City,  St. 
Joseph  and  Springfield,  with  a  view  to  making  these  cities  propagating  cen- 
ters of  advanced  modern  Sunday  School  work  in  their  respective  dean- 
eries. 

4.  We  recommend  that  the  Diocesan  Sunday  School  Institute  take 
steps  to  provide  teachers'  training  courses  and  examinations  for  such  Sun- 
day School  workers  as  may  desire  them,  and  that  a  suitable  diploma  be 
devised,  offered,  and  awarded  for  and  to  such  persons  as  have  fully  and 
satisfactorily  completed  such  a  course  of  training  and  have  sustained  sat- 
isfactory examinations  therein. 

In  order  to  give  effect  to  the  above  recommendations,  your  Commit- 
tee offers  the  following  resolutions : 

Resolved,  That  the  Standing  Committee  on  Sunday  Schools  be  and 
the  same  is  hereby  authorized  and  instructed  to  confer  with  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  of  the  Diocesan  Sunday  School  Institute  with  a  view  to 
making  the  recommendations  of  its  report  effective  throughout  the 
Diocese.

2.  That  owing  to  these  losses,  to  other  causes  operative  during  the 
summer,  and  to  the  financial  disturbance  in  the  fall,  the  Committee  has 
not  succeeded  in  carrying  out  its  instructions,  and  deems  an  effort  in  thii 
direction  inexpedient  under  |)rosent  conditions. 

Vour  Committee  would  take  this  occasion  however,  to  reiterate  the 
importance  of  providing  a  house  for  the  Bishop  as  a  part  of  its  Episcopal 
Endowment,  and  of  doing  this  as  soon  as  possible.  .As  a  step  in  this 
direction,  and  in  order  that  the  Diocese  may  manifest  its  sense  of  obliga- 
tion  to  its   Bishop,   we  tlicrefore  offer  tiie    following  resolutions: 

1.  Rcsolz'cd,  That  vacancies  in  the  Committee  be  tilled  by  appoint- 
ment by  the  Chair,  and  that  if  any  vacancies  occur  during  the  year  they 
be  lilU'd  in  like  manner  as  soon  as  possible. 

2.  Rcsoh'cd,  Thai  tlie  Committee  be  continued,  with  instructions  to 
rent  a  suitable  house  in  time  for  occupancy,  upon  the  Bishop's  return 
from  his  summer  vacation,  rental  of  said  house  to  h^  considered  as  pan 
of  i)urchase  price  if  the  same  can  be  arranged  and  is  deemed  advisable. 

3.  Rcsohcd.  That  the  Connnittee  l)e  requested  to  take  steps  to  secure 
the  payment  at  the  earliest  practicable  moment  of  all  outstanding  pledges 
or  subscriptions,  or  portions  thereof,  which  may  be  now  due  or  past  due.

REPORT 

OF   COMMITTEK   ON    ST,    LUKE's    HOSPITAL. 

St.  Luke's  Hospital  is  the  one  Church  Institution  of  the  Diocese.  It 
i>  doing  excellent  work  and  as  much  charity  work  as  the  generosity  of 
the   Church  and  the  careful  management  of  the  Institution  will  permit. 

The  report  of  the  Institution,  which  is  herewith  suhmitted,  shows  that 
during  the  past  year  $3,475.00  has  been  paid  on  the  debt  of  the  hospital, 
leaving  the  indebtedness  at  present  $12,033.43. 

The  report  also  shows  that  the  work  and  influence  of  the  hospital 
extends  through  all  classes  of  people  and  to  all  Christian  organizations, 
as,  for  example,  during  the  year  there  have  been  treated  in  the  hospital, 
thirty-one  patients  of  our  own  communion,  fifty-six  Methodists  and  twen- 
ty-seven Roman  Catholics.  The  hospital  is  constantly  full,  with  more 
applications  for  room  and  treatment  than  can  be  met  with.  The  imme- 
diate financial  need,  which  is  very  pressing,  is  the  payment  on  September 
4th,  of  the  present  year,  of  a  note  of  $2,000.00.  In  the  event  of  the 
failure  to  pay  this  note,  $10,000.00  immediately  becomes  due  and  must  be 
met  if  the  hospital  is  saved  to  the  Diocese. 
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What  is  HKJst  important  to  the  hospital  is  that  the  Church  people  of 
the  Diocese  occonie  interested  in  its  work.  It  is  a  Church  Hospital.  Dur^ 
ing  the  year,  services  haw  heen  held  twice  each  week  in  the  hospital  by 
priests  of  the  Church  who  have  also  visited  and  talked  with  the  patients 
unable  to  attend  the  services. 

To  keep  the  hospital  before  ih.-  Church  throughout  the  Diocese  and 
at  the  same  time  to  assist  the  work  of  the  Institution,  we  recommend 
that  every  parish  and  mission  be  asked  to  set  apart  the  lirst  Tuesday  in 
Ahiy  and  Xovcmbjr  of  each  year,  as  Giving  Tuesday  for  St.  Luke's  Hos- 
pital, at  which  time  articles  and  ccmn^dities  useful  to  the  Hospital  may 
be  gathered  at  the  Church  and  then  sent  to  the  Hospital.

Brethren:  As  I  am  compelled  to  be  in  Washington.  1).  C,  during 
the  sitting  of  the  Council.  T  beg  to  submit  in  addition  to  the  usual  report 
the   following: 

When  this  Diocese  was  organized  there  was  turned  over  to  me  as 
Trea-^urer  some  $1,600.00.  being  the  gift  of  Mr.  Bid  well,  and  known  as 
the  *'Bishop  Robertson  Memorial   Fund."     The  principal  of  this  sum  has 
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been  loaned  out  and  the  interest  used  for  the  Missionary  Work  of  the 
Board.  By  the  donation  of  certain  individuals,  the  fund  has  been  increased 
to  $2,000  and  is  now  in  the  shape  of  two  $1,000  bonds,  bearing  6  per  cent 
interest,  being  of  a  series  of  bonds  for  $70,000  in  the  aggregate  sc-cured 
on  property  worth  at  least  three  times  the  amount  of  the  bonds.  This 
loan  was  obtained  from  J.  W.  Mackenzie  and  is  a  first  class  loan  in  every 
respect. 

Our  beloved  fellow  churchman,  James  C.  Ilorton.  left  in  his  will 
$2,000  par  value  in  bonds  of  the  Kansas  City  Elevated  Railway  Company 
to  the  Missionary  Board  of  the  Diocese  of  Kansas  City.  These  bonds,  I 
believe,  bear  4  per  cent  interest,  and  are  now,  I  believe,  quoted  at  about 
86.  These  bonds  have  not  as  yet  been  turned  over  by  the  executors  of 
Mr.  Horton's  estate  to  me  as  Treasurer  of  the  Board.  I  saw  Mr.  F.  A. 
Faxon  a  few  days  ago  about  the  matter,  and  he  thought  the  bonds  would 
be  turned  over  within  the  next  sixty  day.-?.

Resolved,  That  a  Committee  of  three  l)e  appointed  to  have  charge 
of  the  Diocesan  paper  in  connection  with  the  Standing  Committee  of  the 
Diocese,  with  full  power  to  act. 

Resolved,  That  the  Council  recognize  this  paper  as  an  official  organ  of 
the  Diocese. 

On  motion  the  following  were  appointed  a  committee  to  ar- 
range for  a  Diocesan  paper  on  the  plan  proposed  by  the  fore- 
going Committee:  The  Rev.  Messrs.  J.  A.  Schaad  and  C.  R. 
Tavlor.  and  Mr.  A.  C.  Stowell. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  C.  A.  Weed,  the  Chair  was  requested 
to  add  one  member  each  from  the  Northern  and  Southern  Convo- 
cation. The  Chair  appointed  as  such  additional  members  of  the 
Committee,  the  Rev.  Messrs.  E.  II.  Eckel  and  C.  A.  Weed. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  M.  G.  Harman,  the  Council  adjourned 
sine  die  with  the  singing  of  the  l)oxolog\'  and  the  Bishop's  Bene- 
diction.

1.  When  tlu'  President  takes  the  cnair.  no  member  shall  continue 
standing,  or  shall  afterwards  stand  up.  unless  to  address  the  Chair. 

2.  When  the  President  shall  have  taken  the  chair,  the  minutes  of  the 
preceding  day  shall  he  read. 

»\  Immediately  after  organization  of  tnc  Council,  the  following  Stand- 
ing Committees  shall  be  appointed,  viz. : 

( 1 )  On  the  Admission  of  Xew  Parishes. 

(2)  On  Constitution  and  Canons. 

(3)  On  Unfinished  Business. 

(4)  On  Finance. 

(5)  On  Assessments. 

(6)  On  Missions. 

(7)  On  Christian  Education. 

(8)  On  Sunday  School  Work. 

(9)  On  Missionaries'  Traveling  Expenses. 

(10)  On  the  State  of  the  Church. 

4.  All  Committees  shall  he  appointed  by  the  President,  unless  other- 
wise ordered. 

5.  All  resolutions  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  presented  to  the  Sec- 
retary, and  by  him  read ;  and  a  motion  shall  not  be  considered  before  the 
Imuse  until  recorded. 

6.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak,  or  deliver  any  matter  to  the 
bon^e.  he  shall,  with  due  respect,  address  himself  to  the  President,  con- 
fiiing  himself  strictly  to  the  point  in  debate. 

7.  A  member  sjiall  not  al)sent  himself  from  the  services  of  the  house 
unless  he  have  leave  f^r  l)e  unable  to  attend. 

8.  A  member,  other  than  the  Chairman  of  a  Committee,  whose  re- 
j)«>rt  is  under  consideration,  shall  not  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same 
debate,  nor  b^iger  than  ten  minutes  at  a  time,  without  leave  of  the  house. 

9.  .Any  member  of  the  house  may  call  for  a  vote  by  ayes  and  nays. 
10.     When  a  c|uestion  lias  once  been  determined,  it  shall  stand  as  the 

judgment  of  the  liouse.  and  shall  iu>t  be  again  drawn  into  debate,  except 
(»ii  motion  for  reconsideration,  which  must  be  made  by  a  member  who 
had  previously  voted  in  the  majority,  and  all  motions  to  reconsider  must 
be  made  on  tlie  day  the  vote  is  taken  or  on  the  next  succeeding  day. 

11.  When  a  (|uestion  is  under  con.si<leration,  a  motion  shall  not  be 
received.  excejU  to  lay  nn  the  table,  to  postpone  it  to  a  certain  time,  to 
postpone  indelinitely.  to  commit  it.  to  divide  it  or  amend  it:  and  mo- 
tions for  any  of  these  purposes  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  herein 
rained.  If  a  motion  to  lay  an  amendment  on  the  tal)le  be  carried,  the 
matter  before  the  house  shall  be  proceeded  with  as  if  no  such  amend- 
ment  has   been   offered.     The   motions   to   lay   on   the   table   and   adjourn 
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shall  be  decided  without  debate.     The  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be 
in  order. 

12.  Debate  shall  not  be  allowed  upon  a  resolution  to  refer  any  mo- 
tion to  a  Committee,  or  to  a  motion  to  recommit  any  subject  which  has 
been  before  a  committee,  but  the  member  who  offers  such  resolution  or 
motion  may  speak  for  five  minutes  for  the  purpose  of  explaining  its 
obj  ect. 

13.  All  amendments  may  be  considered  in  the  reverse  order  in  which 
they  are  moved.  When  a  proposed  amendment  is  under  consideration  a 
inotion  to  amend  the  same  may  be  made.  .An  after  amendment  to  such 
second  amendment  shall  not  be  in  order,  but  when  an  amendment  to  an 
amendment  is  under  consideration,  a  substitute  to  the  whole  may  be  re- 
ceived. A  proposition,  different  from  the  one  under  consideration,  shall 
not  be  received  under  color  of  an  amendment  or  substitute. 

14.  Every  member  who  may  be  in  the  house  when  any  question  is  put, 
shall,  on  a  division,  be  counted,  unless  he  be  excused  by  the  Council. 

15.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  in  the  first  instance  by  the 
Chair,  without  debate ;  an  appe.il,  however,  may  be  made  from  this  decision 
to  the  Council  by  any  member  of  the  same. 

16.  The  Secretary  may  employ  one  or  more  Pages,  not  exceeding 
three,  to  act  as  messengers  during  the  sessions  of  the  Council.

First  Day. 

Grace  Church.  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  Tuesday,  June  1st,  1900. 

This  being  the  place  and  time  appointed  for  the  meeting  of 
the  20th  Annual  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Kansas  City.  The 
Right  Rev.  Edward  Robert  Atvvill,  D.  D.,  f^ishop  of  the  Diocese, 
and  a  number  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity  assembled  in  Grace  Church, 
Kansas  City,  Mo.,  at  10:30  o'clock  A.  M.,  for  Divine  service. 

The  Holy  Communion  was  celebrated  for  the  l>ishop  by  the 
Rev.  J.  A.  Schaad,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Edward  Henry 
Eckel,  Gospeler,  and  J.  S.  Smith,  Epistoler.  The  Rev.  Douglas 
H.  Atwill  served  as  Bishop's  Chaplain. 

The  Bishop  delivered  the  following  address : 

THE  BISHOP'S  ANNUAL  ADDRESS. 

Dear  Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity : 

For  the  first  time  since  I  became  Bishop  of  this  Diocese,  1 
have  used  the  power  given  me  by  the  Constitution  to  change  both 
the  time  and  place  of  the  meeting  of  the  Council.  With  much 
regret,  after  having  discovered  at  almost  the  last  moment  that  we 
couUl  not  rely  upon  a  quorum  at  Carthage,  we  decided  to  abandon 
the  meeting  in  that  delightful  city  and  to  forego  the  generous 
hospitality  we  anticipated  from  its  citizens. 

The  legality  of  the  lUshop's  action  in  making  these  changes 
has  been  dulv  considered  bv  our  Chancellor  and  declared  un- 
questionable. 

We  are  therefore  convened  in  the  See  City  the  guests  of 
Grace  and  of  other  parishes  here. 

The  First  Council  of  the  Dioceses  met  here  in  the  early  days 
of  June  in  the  year  18W,  and  in  that  point  of  view^  it  seems  a 
happy  coincidence  that  this  Twentieth  Council  meets  here  in 
the  carlv  davs  of  June  in  the  vear  1909. 

We  are  entering  upon  the  Twentieth  year  of  our  diocesan 
life  and  I  am  sure  you  will  agree  with  me  in  the  desire  and  de- 
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termination  to  undertake  at  this  Council  some  notable  work  to  be 
developed  and  completed  Ixifore  our  Twentieth  anniversary. 

May  the  Holy  Spirit  inspire  and  guide  us  and  make  it  a 
year  of  unusual  progress  and  of  supreme  effort  that  we  may  cel- 
ebrate next  spring"  the  accomplishment  of  something  that  will 
definitely  promote  the  i)rogress  of  the  church  here  w^here  civic 
conditions  are  ranking  our  state  among  the  most  favored  in  the 
L'nion. 

I>efore  proceeding  with  my  address  I  will  in  accordance  with 
very  general  custom,  recall  in  reverent  and  loving  recognition 
those  of  our  r>i>hoi)s  who  have  died  since  our  meeting  last  year. 

The  Right  Reverend  Edward  Jennings  Knight,  D.  D.,  liishop 
of  Western  Colorado,  was  a  young  man  of  great  promise  and  of 
noble  enthusiasm.  As  Rector  of  Christ  Church.  Trenton,  New 
Jersey,  and  as  head  of  the  Associate  Mission  in  that  city  he  had 
made  a  notable  record.  He  was  consecrated  December  19th, 
1907.  Entering  upon  his  I^piscopate  with  characteristic  ardor  he 
proceeded  to  the  visitation  of  his  difiicult  field  and  on  his  final 
journey  walked  twelve  miles  to  keej)  an  appointment,  his  con- 
veyance having  broken  down. 

The  Right  Reverend  (ieorge  de  Xormandie  Gillespie,  I).  D., 
l>ishop  of  Western  Michigan,  died  at  the  end  of  an  Episcopate  of 
thirty-four  years.  .\11  who  knew  him  well  loved  and  res])ected 
him.  In  his  latter  years  especially  he  devoted  himself  chiefly  to 
hi.s  own  diocese,  with  minute  care  looking  after  the  interests  of 
each  j)arish  and  mission,  but  his  influence  extended  far  beyond, 
f  remember  well  on  one  occasion  when  a  question  was  being  hotly 
di.scussed  in  the  House  of  liishops  and  arguments  were  ad- 
vanced with  unseemly  ardor,  that  he  rose  in  his  place  and  bade 
his  brethren  to  prayer.  When  they  rose  from  their  knees  the  light 
of  battle  had  gone  out  of  their  eyes  and  the  spirit  of  the  Master 
prevailed. 

The  Right  Reverend  Henry  Codman  Totter.  D.  D.,  L.  L.  I). 
I).  C.  L.,  l)i.sliop  of  Xew  ^'ork.  graceful,  courtly,  wise,  and  gifted 
with  the  (|ualities  that  make  statesmen,  was  known  in  his  unique 
personality  in  America  and  abroad.  Some  of  his  utterances  and 
especially  his  charges  to  his  clerg}'.  and  among  his  charges  pre- 
eminently that  entitled  Law  and  Lovaltv,  I  commend  to  the  studv 
of  the  clergy  of  this  or  any  diocese. 

Not  a  I'ishop,  but  a  friend  of  Piishops  and  chief  among  the 
benefactors  of  the  Church,  was  Mr.  (ieorge  C.  Thomas.  Treasurer 
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of  the  General  Board  of  Missions.  It  has  been  frequently  said 
that  he  gave  to  the  Church  not  only  his  money  but  himself.  He 
was  the  personal  friend  of  youn^  men,  he  visited  and  prayed  with 
the  families  of  his  i)arish  when  they  were  in  trouble.  He  was 
superintendent  of  a  Sunday  School  made  largely  through  his  wis- 
dom and  personal  attention  one  of  the  best  in  the  American 
Church.  Why  should  there  not  be  men  of  that  sort  in  this 
diocese  ? 

And  here  at  home,  we  miss  some  who  were  with  us  last  year. 
The  Reverend  E.  J.  Saphir,  a  Deacon  residing  at  St.  Joseph,  re- 
tired from  active  work  in  the  ministry,  had  served  faithfully  at 
St.  Oswald's,  Savannah,  and  elsewhere  in  the  diocese.  He  was 
born  in  Jerusalem,  and  speaking  Arabic,  he  exerted  some  influence 
for  good  among  the  Orientals  in  his  neighborhood. 

The  Reverend  John  King  Dunn,  had  been  a  priest  of  this 
diocese  since  its  erection  in  1890.  He  had  been  our  faithful 
secretary  and  registrar  since  1895,  and  was  also  secretary  of  the 
Board  of  Missions.  He  was  guileless,  lovable,  devoted  to  duty. 
Although  stricken  with  the  infirmities  that  proved  fatal,  he  was 
busy  when  I  left  him  last  summer  upon  the  Journal  of  last  year's 
Council.  His  eyes  were  dim  and  his  hand  trembled  as  he  bent 
ever  the  tables  that  summarized  the  year's  work,  but  he  had  set 
his  heart  upon  completing  them,  and  with  the  riid  of  h*s  Ijving 
wife  he  did  complete  them  before  he  died. 

Mr.  John  F.  Eaton  was  ever  ready  to  lend  a  hand.  He  was 
a  minute  man  when  the  call  to  service  came  from  his  parish,  his 
diocese,  or  his  city.  Men  turned  to  him  when  in  need  of  a  mes- 
senger to  accomplish  an  end  that  required  diplomacy  in  its  best 
sense,  and  the  good  offices  of  a  brotherly  man.  For  eight  years 
he  was  Chairman  of  the  Assessment  Committee,  guiding  wisely 
the  division  of  the  burden  of  diocesan  support  among  the  parishes 
and  missions,  restoring  discontended  delegates  to  amiable  assent 
in  the  decisions  of  the  committee,  discharging  with  unfailing  cour- 
tesy and  tact  the  duties  of  the  most  difficult  post  in  the  council. 
None  had  more  friends  than  he — none  will  be  more  widely 
missed.  Last  year  he  was  Chairman  of  the  Committee  to  pro- 
pare  for  the  Council  an  appreciation  of  Mr.  Charles  A.  Kelly  and 
their  sorrow  for  his  death.  This  year  someone  must  discharge 
that  duty  for  him.  So,  one  by  one,  they  who  have  stood  by  our 
side  drop  from  the  ranks,  reminding  us  of  the  shortness  and  un- 
certainty of  human  life.    Let  us  do  well  our  part  while  our  day 
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of  opportunity  sheds  its  light  upon  our  path,  for  the  night  cometh 
and  no  man  can  work.

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1  have  since  the  last  Council  visited  all  the  parishes  and 
organized  missions  except  four,  where  the  appointments  were 
changed  for  good  reasons  to  later  dates.  In  several  places  I  have 
gone  two,  three  or  four  times  as  occasion  required. 

I  have  found  the  conditions  in  the  diocese  more  encouraging 
than  in  the  past,  the  people  waking  up  to  their  responsibilities, 
new  enterprises  undertaken,  more  effort  on  the  part  of  some  mis- 
sion congregations  to  help  themselves.  Parishes  putting  their 
shoulders  to  the  wheels  in  dead  earnest. 

Looking  out  upon  the  field  in  the  several  convocations  we 
perceive  that  many  of  them  are  well  cared  for  and  fruitful,  al- 
though some  suffer  for  lack  of  husbandmen,  and  some  are  im- 
proving themselves,  without  much  culture. 

In  the  Xorthern  Convocation  the  people  of  Christ  Church. 
St.  Joseph,  are  rejoicing  because  the  Rector  was  not  lured  away 
by  the  attractive  appointment  offered  him.  His  energetic,  syste- 
matic and  godly  administration  stimulates  his  own  parish,  the  work 
in  St.  Joseph  and  the  whole  Convocation.  St.  Luke's,  South  St. 
Joseph,  have  purchased  a  lot  for  $3,000.00,  in  a  most  favorable 
site  and  are  preparing  to  build  a  church. 

Maryville  has  now^  its  own  Rector,  who  is  making  it  a  center 
for  energetic  work  in  neighboring  towns. 

Rev.  A.  M.  Ciriffin  has  begun  work  at  r>raynier  under  most 
encouraging  auspices. 

In  the  Missionary  Circuit  embracing  Cameron,  Trenton  and 
Plattsburg  we  note  decided  progress  and  a  clergyman  has  ac- 
cepted the  appointment  as  Missionary. 

At  Liberty  the  Mission  for  several  vears  dormant  has  re- 
vived,  new  life  has  come  with  new  people.  A  lot  has  been 
purchased  and  a  church  is  to  be  built. 

At  Chillicothe,  additional  lots  have  been  purchased  givini; 
the  parish  a  splendid  property  and  improvements  have  been  made. 

We  have  good  hope  of  the  Central  Convocation  under  its 
new  Dean,  the  Reverend  Doctor  Ritchey.  The  Parish  of  Calvary, 
.Sedalia,  is  harmonious,  progressing  and  all  is  going  well.  The 
Parish  of  Christ  Church,  lioonville,  under  its  new  Rector  is 
gathering  itself  for  a  forward  movement.  The  Rectory  is  to  bo 
enlarged,  the  church  building  to  be  improved  and  there  are 
abundant  indications  of  spiritual  growth.  The  Parish  of  Grace 
Church,  Kansas  City,  has  received  costly  and  beautiful  memorials. 
The   pulpit,   in   memory   of   Mr.    \\*.    H.    Clarke,    for   years   our 
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courteous  diocesan  treasurer,  a  Rood  screen  in  memory  of  Mr. 
A.  R.  Meyer,  noted  in  his  lifetime  for  his  g^enerosity  and  public 
spirit,  the  chapel  altar  in  memory  of  Mr.  John  V.  Eaton,  to  whom 
we  have  already  referred. 

Most  gratifying*  also  is  the  neighborhood  congregation  at- 
tracted by  the  wise  administration  of  the  Reverend  J.  A.  Schaad, 
and  the  Institutional  work  at  Grace  Hall  under  the  charge  of 
Rev.  E.  B.  Woodruff.  The  parish  has  passed  through  a  crisis. 
Few  men  could  have  retained  the  loyal  devotion  of  former  gener- 
ous parishoners  and  also  have  gathered  new  recruits  from  the 
neighborhood  that  has  suflfered  such  a  remarkable  change.  By 
the  blessing  of  God  the  Rector  has  accomplished  this. 

St.  Paul's  made  a  noble  offering  toward  the  payment  of  the 
debt  and  plans  are  maturing  for  the  establishment  of  a  mission. 

Trinity  Parish  having  been  relieved  of  part  of  its  obligation 
to  the  Church  Building  Fund  Commission  has  bravely  set  out 
to  pay  the  balance  and  its  debt.  The  new  Rector  was  greeted 
with  enthusiasm  and  is  leading  on  his  people  wisely  and  well. 

St.  Mark's  has  not  as  some  thought  gone  into  a  decline.  It  is 
well  and  happy.  Eastertide  brought  them  many  encouragements 
and  it  is  a  very  active  member  of  the  church  family. 

St.  John's,  before  emerging  itself  from  the  missionary  stage, 
has  established  a  mission  of  its  own  and  is  fruitful  in  all  good 
works. 

The  Rector  of  St.  Mary's  from  the  massive  and  beautiful 
tower  of  his  church  will  need  a  strong  glass  to  discern  the  distant 
homes  to  which  his  parishoners  have  fled,  but  the  good  work  goes 
on,  and  the  Parish  thanks  <  iod,  and  takes  courage  because  they 
have  not  lost  their  leader. 

St.  George's  has  surprised  itself  and  its  friends  by  the  latent 
force  already  brought  out  and  its  courage  in  undertaking  great 
things  for  the  future. 

In  St.  Augustine's  Mission  I  have  confirmed  at  three  visita 
lions  twenty-eight  candidates.     There  are  other  encouraging  in- 
dications in  the  work  among  the  colored  people  of  Kansas  Citv, 
and  I  commend  them  in  their  efforts  most  heartily  to  the  bene- 
volence of  our  church  people. 

Now,  having  noted  the  encouragements  in  the  See  City,  may 
I  ask  our  clergy,  church  men  and  church  women  here  to  suffer 
the  word  of  exhortation.  Ye  have  done  well,  but  I  would  that 
ye  abound  more  and  more.    Our  city  has  gone  forward  since  the 
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diocese  was  organized  by  leaps  and  bounds.  The  population  has 
twice  doubled,  the  city  has  now  a  larger  area  than  the  city  o? 
Lioston.  Its  bank  clearings  rank  it  fifth  among  the  cities.  Its 
business  radiates  into  an  agricultural  region  as  fertile  as  any 
on  the  globe.  The  population  settles  down  here  and  there  in  the 
new  suburbs  like  the  wild  birds  on  the  ponds  in  autumn.  Today 
all  is  quiet.  Tomorrow  the  noise  of  nuiltitudinous  life.  He  is 
watchful  indeed  whose  knowledge  keej)s  pace  with  the  growth 
of  the  new  neighborhoods.  The  Church  has  been  taken  by  sur- 
orise.  Our  preparations  are  inadequate  to  watch  over  and  gather 
m,  our  own  people  coming  from  the  farms,  coming  from  the  smal- 
ler towns.  Some  of  them  are  lost  in  the  highways  and  byway- 
of  the  city.  I  met  not  long  ago  a  yoimg  woman  whom  with 
others  I  confirmed  several  years  ago  in  a  small  town.  They  live 
here  now  and  I  said  "Where  do  you  go  to  church?"  She  said, 
**we  belong  to  no  parish."  I  fear  there  are  hundreds  of  the  same 
sort.  The  clergy  have  tried  to  watch  for  them.  (Jrace  Church 
has  invited  them  to  make  themselves  known  there.  The  Rector  of 
St.  Paul's  has  invited  them  to  make  themselves  known  there. 
The  Rector  of  St.  Mark's  has  published  a  request  that  they  re- 
]X)Tt  their  names  to  him  that  he  may  bring  them  in  touch  with 
the  nearest  parish.    Still  many  of  them  are  lost  to  the  Church. 

Several  years  ago  I  recommended  the  planting  of  a  cordon 
of  Sunday  Schools  extending  through  the  suburbs  of  the  city 
within  a  child's  walking  distance  of  each  other.  1  still  think  it 
desirable.  We  do  not  need  new  parishes  until  those  we  have 
are  stronger  in  members  and  means,  ])ut  those  little  out-lying 
missions  each  with  a  Sunday  School  and  some  services  would 
catch  in  the  meshes  of  the  net  many  who  now  escape.  To  care 
for  those  missions  we  would  need  a  city  missionary,  responsible 
as  our  other  missionaries  are  to  tlie  IHshop  and  to  the  Missionary 
IJoard. 

More  than  a  year  ago,  I  called  together  the  clerg\-  and  dele- 
gates of  each  congregation  in  the  city  to  form  a  Church  Ex- 
tension l.eague  for  Kansas  City.  Some  meetings  were  held,  com- 
mittees were  appointed  to  search  for  locations  for  new  missions 
and  to  solicit  funds.  Conditions  not  being  quite  favorable  for 
the  prosecution  of  thai  work  the  League  has  taken  a  too-long 
vacation,  ])ut  I  still  ho])e  for  good  results  from  it. 

I  have  dwelt  on  the  work  in  Kansas  City  not  in  a  spirit  of 
boastinir  but  because  the  whole  diocese  is  interested  in  it.       To 
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strengthen  the  center  is  to  provide  for  your  people  who  drift  in 
hither,  and  to  provide  better  for  the  maintenance  of  our  missions 
without.  Much  that  I  have  said  of  the  work  in  Kansas  City  is 
also  true  of  the  work  in  St.  Joseph. 

In  the  Southern  Convocation  the  Rector  of  St.  Phillip's, 
Joplin,  is  making"  a  thrilling  effort  to  complete  his  new  church, 
that  his  parish  may  be  properly  equipped  to  take  its  place  among 
the  forty  thousand  people  of  that  thriving  mining  city.  I  know 
of  no  more  heroic  effort,  in  spite  of  the  instability  of  his  congre- 
gation and  in  face  of  difficulties  that  w-ould  have  dismayed  a  less 
courageous  man,  he  has  persisted,  and  seems  on  the  eve  of  suc- 
cess. 

At  Carthage  the  Rector  reports  about  $8,000.00  given  dur- 
ing the  conciliar  year  for  material  improvements,  they  have  a  new 
organ,  a  new  parish  house,  other  new  equipments  and  best  of  all 
new  interests,  new  spirit,  new  life. 

At  other  points  in  these  three  Convocations,  while  there  may 
be  no  extraordinary  events  to  chronicle  all  is  going  quietly  and 
well  under  our  faithful  and  efficient  clergy.  More  might  be  done 
had  we  more  means  at  our  command  and  more  clergy,  for  the  op- 
portunity is  here.  We  need  especially  an  arch-deacon.  In  dioceses 
bordering  upon  our  own,  in  Kansas,  in  Arkansas,  in  Missouri,  and 
others,  the  arch-deacons  are  considered  indispensible,  and  here, 
where  the  conditions  are  similiar,  our  force  should  be  re-inforced 
by  a  wise,  energetic  clergyman  who  would  search  for  our  scat- 
tered people,  instruct  and  build  up  our  small  congregations  and 
prepare  for  the  visitation  of  the  Bishop.  In  some  instances  the 
Rishop  has  to  be  his  own  advance  agent,  going  before  the  regular 
visitation  to  aw-aken  the  people,  to  make  arrangements  for  the 
choir,  dust  the  altar,  clean  the  church,  duties  not  enumerated  in 
the  order  for  the  consecration  of  the  Bishop. 

To  provide  appropriations  for  dependent  congregations  and 
an  arch  deacon  we  should  place  in  the  treasury  of  the  Missionary 
Board  for  the  current  year  sixty-five  hundred  dollars.  To  insure 
this  amount  there  must  be  not  only  generous  parochial  pledges, 
but  unusually  large  pledges  by  wealthy  individuals.  How  shall 
we  secure  them?  By  more  searching  and  individual  labor  than 
can  be  made  at  the  Missionary  Session  of  the  Council,  when  very 
few  indeed  of  those  able  to  make  large  gifts  are  present.  By 
some  method,  we  must  bring  knowledge  concerning  our  missions 
and  their  needs  to  the  individual,  and  persuade  the  individual  to 
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lend  a  hand.  This  end  can  only  be  accomplished  when  the  clerg)- 
take  pains  to  inform  their  people  concerning  the  work,  or  when 
they  welcome  some  authorized  representative  of  the  Board  who 
visits  the  parish  to  tell  about  the  work  to  be  done  and  to  take 
pledges.  But  the  clergyman's  interest  is  divided  between  two; 
his  parish  is  building  a  church,  paying  a  debt,  or  undertaking 
some  work  of  local  importance.  He  has  difficulty  in  securing  all 
he  needs  for  that.  He  recognizes  his  duty  to  the  missionary  w^ork 
in  the  diocese,  but  shall  he  say  much  about  it?  Will  not  his 
people  if  incited  to  missionary  zeal  and  gifts  lag  in  their  interest 
in  the  church  or  the  rectory  or  in  paying  the  debt?  Well, 
brethren,  it  is  not  easy  to  overcome  this  apprehension  and  to  enter 
without  reserve  upon  the  campaign  for  a  church  extension,  and, 
not  only  the  clergy  stand  at  the  parish  gates,  but  there  are  the 
watchful  wardens,  the  cautious  treasurers  and  the  vigilant  vestry- 
men Many  a  time  having  canvassed  the  parish,  they  have  found 
it  most  difficult  to  gather  funds.  They,  too,  look  askance  at  the 
advocate  of  church  extension. 

All  honor  to  the  laymen  who  give  their  time  and  thought  to 
the  financing  of  the  parish,  but  after  all,  the  fear  less  a  strong 
interest  in  church  extension  should  diminish  the  receipts  of  the 
parish  treasury  is  not  well  founded.  Experience  proves  the  op- 
posite. I^arochial  i)rosperity  keeps  pace  with  the  growth  of  in- 
terest in  church  extension.  Church  extension  is  God's  work,  for 
which  ever}^  parish  exists.  "Give  and  it  shall  be  given  unto  you." 
It  is  high  time  that  the  ])eople  of  this  great  diocese  rise  to  take 
up  with  thankfulness  to  Almighty  (lod  the  splendid  work  that  this 
field  offers  and  claims.  The  wise  course  in  matters  relating  to 
the  church  is  illustrated  bv  the  thrift  and  wisdom  of  men  wht) 
succeed  in  material  affairs.  In  the  north  part  of  this  diocese  on 
the  Iowa  border  is  an  immense  and  prosperous  ranch.  The 
owner  of  that  ranch,  beginning  life  in  poverty,  is  now  a  mil- 
lionaire. His  policy  has  been  always  to  purchase  the  best  ma- 
chinery, to  employ  the  best  men.  to  carry  on  his  affairs  with  all 
the  newest  improvements.  This  means  the  outlay  of  large  sums 
of  money,  but  the  liberal  expenditure  has  brought  the  princely 
return.  Had  he  carried  on  his  business  in  a  small  way  he  w^ould 
have  been  a  small  farmer  still.  The  same  rule  holds  in  dioceses. 
As  long  as  we  farm  in  a  small  way  the  results  will  be  meagre. 
When  we.  without  losing  sight  of  wise  economies,  set  alx)ut  the 
work  on  a  large  scale  it  will  begin  to  give  such  returns  that  it 
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will  develop  itself.  We  have  the  field,  our  people  easily  make 
large  donations  to  any  object  that  appeals  to  them.  Why  should 
not  the  devolpment  of  this  diocese  appeal  to  them  ?  1  am  sure  it 
will  if  it  is  brought  home  to  them.  I  appeal  to  the  clergy  to  bring 
it  before  them  by  reading  portions  of  the  Bishop's  address  which 
otherwise  reaches  very  few,  and  by  subordinating  parochial  in- 
terests and  conditions  to  the  broader  interests  of  the  whole 
diocese. 

The  Church  Club. 

The  Church  Club,  diocesan  in  its  scope,  was  organized  to 
bring  the  churchmen  of  the  diocese  together  for  mutual  acquaint- 
ance and  good  fellowship,  and  that  by  listening  from  time  to  time 
to  speakers  whose  broad  culture,  theological  acquirements,  or  ex- 
perience in  the  mission  fields  qualified  them  to  instruct,  the  men 
might  get  knowledge  and  enthusiasm  that  would  train  them  to 
be  more  efficient  in  their  parishes.  W'hether  or  not  it  would  be 
wise  for  the  club  to  take  up  definite  work  other  than  this  has  been 
frequently  debated.  Some  attempts  have  been  made  by  the  club 
for  the  support  of  a  diocesan  missionary  and  for  the  support  of 
noon-day  meetings  during  Lent,  but  it  was  finally  decided  that  it 
would  be  better  for  it  to  return  to  its  original  plan,  leaving  to 
some  other  organization  the  gathering  of  funds  for  any  specfic 
undertaking.  The  new  president  of  the  Church  Club  has  in  mind 
some  plans  for  corporate  work  that  may  engage  the  attention  of 
the  men  and  be  fruitful  in  good  results. 

St.  Luke's  Hospital. 

St.  Luke's  Hospital  was  described  at  some  length  in  my  ad- 
dress last  year.  I  must  again  remind  you,  however,  that  it  is 
distinctly  a  church  hospital  doing  as  much  charitable  work  as  its 
income  permits,  that  it  is  not  a  Kansas  City  institution,  but  the 
child  of  the  diocese,  upon  which  the  interests  and  gifts  of  every 
part  of  the  diocese  should  be  concentrated.  Many  patients  come 
from  outside  Kansas  Citv,  and  sometimes  so  much  charitable  work 
has  been  done  for  patients  from  other  parts  of  the  diocese  that 
it  has  caused  remark.  I  ask  for  gifts  and  bequests  therefore,  not 
only  from  Kansas  City  but  from  St.  Joseph  and  Joplin,  from  West 
Plains  and  Maryville,  and  from  all  parts  of  the  diocese.  There 
have  been  some  donations  from  other  people  but  Kansas  City 
hitherto  has  given  more  than  all.  Tt  is  -right  that  Kansas  City 
should  give  generously  to  this  noble  institution  for  it  is  able  to 
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do  it.  But  others  too  should  have  tlieir  share  in  this  good  work. 
The  hospital  is  gradually  but  surely  developing  and  gaining  favor 
among  physicians  and  the  people.  It  has  the  best  nurses  in  the 
city.  Plans  are  now  being  made  for  an  enlargement  of  the  build- 
ing that  will  about  double  its  capacity. 

The  Diocese  of  Kansas  City. 

This  is  the  name  of  our  new  diocesan  paper.  An  excellent 
monthly  designed  to  convey  to  each  reader  news  from  all  tlic 
parishes.  In  it  are  published  tables  showing  the  amount  con- 
tributed by  each  congregation  for  our  diocesan  missions,  and  on 
the  assessments  made.  The  Woman's  Auxiliary  to  the  Board  of 
Missions  has  its  page.  The  Bishop  has  his.  By  a  novel  plan 
originating  with  one  of  our  clerg>',  space  is  taken  for  each  con- 
gregation and  for  each  department  to  be  paid  for  in  bulk,  so  thai 
the  paper  is  not  dependent  upon  the  subscriptions  of  individuals, 
but  is  on  a  much  more  satisfactory  financial  basis. 

Woman's  Auxiliary  to  the  Board  of  Missions. 

This  has  been  always  one  of  the  most  satisfactory  of  our 
organizations,  and  now  has  more  members  enrolled  than  ever 
before.  New  interest  has  been  awakened  by  the  efficient  work 
(»f  the  traveling  secretary  and  new  branches  are  springing  up. 
While,  as  the  name  indicates,  the  society  is  primarily  auxiliary  to 
the  Hoard  of  Missions  our  own  great  needs  and  the  small  ap- 
propriation from  the  l^>oar(l  have  been  indulgently  allowed  to  ex- 
cuse considerable  contributions  for  our  own  field  through  the 
IJishop's  purse.  In  this  way  clergy  have  been  kept  at  some  posl> 
who  would  have  been  driven  away  by  the  needs  of  their  families. 
Some  mission  doors  have  been  opened  that  would  have  remained 
closed.  Some  congregations  have  been  stimulated  by  timely  dona- 
lions,  to  ])ay  debts  that  would  have  discouraged  them. 

I  commend  you  as  deserving  more  of  our  interest  and  help 
than  it  has  received  in  the  past  the  work  among  deaf  mutes.  The 
deaf  mute  mission  of  the  Holy  Spirit  has  for  several  years  oc 
cupied  Grace  (luirch,  Kansas  City,  but  the  missionary  residing  in 
St.  Louis  and  having  a  school  there  was  not  able  to  devote  as 
much  time  as  he  thought  necessary. 

The  Reverend  J.  M.  Koehler,  an  excellent  clergyman  of  large 
experience,  has  now  become  general  missionary  of  the  western 
Church  Mission  to  deaf  mutes,  and  will  make  his  home  in  this 
diocese.     I  ask  for  him  your  sympathy  and  generous  gifts. 
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The  General  Pension  Fund  Commission  of  the  Ckurch  in 
America  has  undertaken  to  raise  $3,000.00  for  the  automatic  pens- 
ioning of  the  clergy-  at  the  age  of  sixty-four,  and  prior  thereto  if 
incapacitated  for  service  by  accident  or  diseases  incurred  m  the 
discharge  of  duty. 

We  have  a  committee  in  this  diocese  to  promote  this  most 
desirable  object,  of  which  the  Reverend  Edward  Henry  Eckel  Is 
chairman.  They  should  have  the  hearty  c(X)peration  of  our  clergy 
and  laity  in  the  effort  to  place  our  diocese  abreast  of  other  dioceses 
in  the  same  class  in  the  furtherance  of  the  good  work. 

The  New  York  Bible  and  Common  Prayer  Book  Society  cel- 
ebrated on  April  14th  of  this  year  the  end  of  its  first  century  of 
achievement.  Its  work  has  been  of  a  more  general  character 
than  its  name  indicates,  for  every  diocese  has  received  gifts  of 
books  from  it.  It  has,  during  the  century  distributed  four  mil- 
lions of  copies  of  the  Bible  and  Prayer  Book,  this  diocese  having 
been  the  recipient  of  large  donations.  I  suggest  that  in  recogni- 
tion of  their  bountiful  appropriations  an  offering  be  sent  to  the 
society  from  each  of  our  congregations  during  the  present  year. 

The  General  Board  of  Missions  grants  us  aid  for  our  work 
among  white  and  colored  people ;  and  we  should  contribute  more 
generously  than  we  have  done  in  the  past  to  help  on  the  grand 
efforts  for  church  extension  in  all  the  world.  I  am  ashamed  of 
some  of  our  congregations  who  have  given  little  or  nothing.  I 
am  ashamed  of  some  of  the  clerg}-  who  from  year  to  year  never 
lift  their  voices  to  tell  their  people  about  the  labors  of  their 
brethren  in  the  mission  fields,  or  to  make  a  definite,  ringing  appeal 
for  sympathy,  prayers  and  money. 

Whitsuntide  is  here  with  its  story  of  power  from  on  High; 

its  story  of  the  young  church  springing  into  life  and  good  works; 

its  story  of  the  men  filled  with  the  Holy  Ghost  who  spake  with 

other  tongues  as  the  Spirit  gave  them  utterance.     To  each  of 

us  my  brethren  of  the  clerg}-  a  solemn  voice  said  one  day,  ''Receive 

the  Holy  Ghost  for  the  Office  and  work  of  a  Priest,"  to  one  th-j 

voice  said,  "Receive  the  Holy  Ghost  for  the  Office  and  work  of  a 

Bishop."    Over  each  of  you  my  brethren  of  the  laity  the  Bishop 

said  as  he  laid  his  hands  upon  your  head,  '^Defend,  O,  Lord,  this 

Thy  child  with  Thy  heavenly  grace,"  and  to  you  then  the  Holy 
Ghost  was  given  for  the  work  of  a  layman  in  the  Church  of  God. 

Should  not  this  gift  produce  fruits  similar  to  those  evident  of  the 

Day  of  Pentecost,  the  uplifting  and  inspiration  of  life,  devotion 
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to  the  cause  of  Christ,  the  missionary  spirit,  deeply  anxious  for 
the  salvation  of  the  world,  willing  to  spend  and  be  spent  for  this, 
willing  to  give  and  to  pray  for  this? 

Let  us  indeed  take  heed  that  we  neglect  not  the  gift  that  is 
in  us  for  in  that  is  the  secret  of  compelHng  power,  of  world-wide 
evangelization.  Going  forth  as  men  filled  with  the  Holy  Ghost 
we  shall  go  forth  to  conquer,  to  carry  forward  the  banners  of  the 
Prince  of  Peace.

Whereas,  on  the  back  of  the  Journal  of  Council  of  this  Diocese  such 
offerings  are  designated  as  "recommended  but  not  obligatory."    Be  it 

Resolved,  that  the  Secretary  of  the  Diocese  in  printing  the  Journal 
of  this  Council  be  instructed  to  state  that  an  offering  for  General  Mis- 
sions is  obligatory  by  the  terms  of  Canon  52  of  the  General  Convention.

REPORT  OF  THE  PAROCHIAL  TRUST  FUND. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Parochial  Trust  Fund  have  held  one  meeting 
(luring  the  year  to  grant  permission  to  Christ  Church,  Springfield,  to 
execute  a  note  for  $450.00. 

The  following  resolution  was  passed  by  the  Council  of  1908: 

Resolved,  That  the  Trustees  of  the  Parochial  Trust  Fund  of  the 
Diocese  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  clear  up 
the  titles  and  to  secure  the  legnl  transfer  to  this  Diocese  of  Church  prop- 
erties within  its  limits,  that  are  now  regarded  as  !)elonging  to  the  Diocese 
of  Missouri. 

In  accordance  with  that  restriction,  I  have  corresponded  with  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Parochial  Trust  Fund  of  the  Diocese  of  Missouri  and  he 
asserts  that  a  resolution  was  passed  authorizing  the  transfer  of  all  titles 
«it  the  division  of  the  Diocese.  He  also  says  that  he  has  no  deed>,  ab- 
stracts or  other  papers  belonging  to  the  limits  of  the  new  Diocese,  and 
that  while  there  is  no  record  of  anv  transfers  in  his  minutes,  vet  the  lack 
of  any  papers  shows  that  the  resolution  was  obeyed.

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On  motion  of  Rev.  E.  H.  Eckel  the  following  resolution  was 
carried : 

Whereas.  By  the  removal  of  the  Rev.  Robert  Talbot  from  the  Diocese 
of  Kansas  City  in  March  of  this  year  to  become  Rector  of  St.  Paul's 
Parish,  Washington,  D.  C,  this  Diocese  has  lost  a  priest  whose  whole 
ministry  from  the  time  of  his  ordination,  January  22,  1882,  up  to  the  time 
of  this  change,  a  period  of  twenty-seven  years,  was  spent  in  the  one  Dio- 
cese, namely,  the  Diocese  of  Missouri,  till  its  division  in  1889,  and  the 
Diocese  of  Kansas  City  since  then ;  therefore 

Resolved,  That  this  Council  place  upon  record  its  appreciation  of  the 
genial  and  helpful  personality  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Talbot:  of  his  faithful  and 
successful  ministry  as  the  first  Rector  of  Trinity  Parish.  Kansas  City ;  and 
esi>ecially  of  his  long  and  valued  services  as  President  of  the  Standing 
Committee,  member  of  the  Missionary  Board,  Clerical  Deputy  to  the 
General  Convention,  and  upon  many  important  committees  during  the 
quarter  of  a  century  of  his  connection  with  the  Diocese;  and  that  we 
lake  this  occasion  to  express  to  him  our  hearty  Godspeed  in  the  work 
of  his  new  field  of  labor. 

The  Rev.  J|  A.  Schaad  g^ave  notice  that  he  would  present 
the  following  amendment  to  Canon  X  tomorrow : 

Proposed  addition  to  Canon  X  to  be  known  as  Section  6.  ''Whenever 
a  parish  which  has  been  admitted  into  union  with  the  Council  shall  for 
three  consecutive  years  fall  below  the  minimum  numerical  and  financial 
strength  which  is  canonically  required  for  admission  into  the  union  with 
the  Council  it  shall,  i/iso  facto,  be  placed  upon  the  Ecclesiastical  and 
Canonical  basis  of  a  mission. 

"The  Bishop  and  Standing  Committee,  acting  together  and  upon 
official  reports,  shall  be  and  hereby  are  empowered  to  decide  when  <ucli 
conditions  exist,  and  they  shall  give  written  notice  of  their  decision  to 
the  parish  effected   thereby. 

"Xothing  in  this  section  shall  be  construed  so  as  in  any  way  to  effect 

title  to  property  or  the  chartered  rights  given  to  parishes  by  the   State." 

Read  and  referred  to  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canon?. 

The  Rev.  E.  II.  Eckel  j^^ave  notice  that  he  would  introduce 

the  following  Amendments  to  Article  XV  and  Canon  XIX: 

ARTICLE  XV. 

Skc^ion'  2.  The  Council  shall  have  power  to  fix  by  Canon  the  terms 
and  conditions  upon  which  any  parisli  or  mission  may  be  forever  released 
from  the  whole  or  a  part  of  its  annual  a^se'^-^mcnt  for  the  Diocesan  Fund. 

C.WOX  XIX. 

Section  5.  Any  parish  or  mission  which  shall  have  contributed  any 
sum  of  money  or  securities  to  the  Permanent  Episcopal  Fund  of  the  Dio- 
cese, or  in  whose  name  or  for  the  benefit  of  which  parish  or  mission  any 
such  sum  of  money  or  securities  shall  have  been  contributed  by  any  per- 
scMi,  guild  or  other  donor,  shall  be  credited  upon  the  amount  of  its  annual 
assessment   with   the   actual   net   income   derived   from   the   investment   of 
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said  funds;  and  the  same  shall  forever  accrue  to  the  benefit  of  said 
parish  or  mission,  and  be  applied  to  the  Diocesan  Fund  of  the  Diocese 
in  which  said  parish  or  mission  may  be. 

In  the  event  of  a  division  of  the  Diocese,  the  whole  amount  of  the 
principal  sum  or  sums  thus  given  to  the  Permanent  Episcopal  Fund  of  the 
Diocese  shall,  without  division  or  diminution,  be  transferred  to  the  Per- 
manent Episcopal  Fund  of  the  Diocese  in  which  said  parish  or  mission  may 
be  after  said  division  of  the  Diocese. 

Read  and   referred  to  the   Committee  on  Constitution  and 
Canons. 

The  Rev.  E.  H.  Eckel  introduced  the  following  report : 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  DIOCESAN  SEAL. 

As  recited  in  last  year's  report  of  progress,  the  Committee  on  Dio- 
cesan Seal  was  first  appointed  in  1906,  on  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Seville, 
to  ''Select  a  design  for  an  official  seal  for  the  Diocese  of  Kansas  City," 
and  was  authorized  to  "employ  an  expert  on  seals,"  if  necessary,  "his 
services  to  be  paid  for  by  the  Diocese." 

Your  committee  has  carried  out  its  instructions,  and  herewith  presents 
to  the  Council  as  part  of  its  report  (1)  a  water-color  design  for  adoption 
as  the  official  coat  of  arms  of  the  Diocese,  and  (2)  a  black-and-white 
design  for  adoption  as  the  official  seal  of  the  Diocese. 

We  were  fortunate  in  securing  the  expert  services  of  Mr.  Pierre  de 
Chaignon  La  Rose  of  Cambridge.  Mass.,  the  colleague  of  Mr.  R.  A.  Cram. 
of  the  firm  of  Cram.  Goodhue  &  Furgiison.  of  Boston,  who  has  described 
him  as  "perhaps  the  greatest  authority  on  ecclesiastical  heraldry,  certainly 
in  America."  Mr.  I^  Rose  is  the  designer  of  the  arms  and  seals  officially 
adopted  by  the  Dioceses  of  Massachusetts,  Rhode  Island,  Pennsylvania. 
Harrisburg,  Lexington.  Oregon,  Quincy.  Springfield,  Cuba  and  some  others. 

The  technical  blazon  of  the  coat  of  arms  herewith  submitted  would 
be  ".\zure.  between,  in  chief,  a  crescent  argent,  and.  in  flanks,  two  pendent 
ears  of  maize  leaved  and  slipped,  or,  a  pairle  of  the  second,  thereon  four 
crosses  gules." 

An  excerpt  from  one  of  the  artist's  letters  will  explain  the  significance 
of  the  design  in  untechnical  language,  as  follows : 

"My  first  desire  was,  if  possible,  to  introduce  some  symbol  from  the 
arms  of  the  State  of  Missouri,  which  consist  (apart  from  the  impalement 
of  the  L'^nited  States  arms)  of  a  crescent  on  a  blue  field,  in  chief,  and 
a  hear  on  a  red  field,  in  base.  I  have  chosen  the  crescent,  (1)  because 
by  its  position  *in  chief  it  is  the  more  important  figure  heraldically ;  (2) 
because  it  has  a  religious  significance  on  an  ecclesiastical  coat,  being  one 
of  the  «iymbols  of  the  Blessed  Virgin  Mary :  (3)  because  the  bear  has 
little  ecclesiastical  meaning,  except  as  a  symbol  of  St.  Bernard  or  of  the 
animals  which  devoured  the  rcvilcrs  of  the  prophet. 

"Looking  at  the  map  of  Missouri  it  struck  me  as  interesting  to  note 
that  at  Kansas  City  the  Missouri  and  Kansas  rivers  meet  in  the  form  of 
an  heraldic  charge,  viz.,  the  'pairle'  (or  pall)  Y.  This  as  an  heraldic 
charge  should  not  be  confused  with  the  actual  pallium  which  appears  on 
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the  arms  of  the  see  of  Canterbury,  which  last  is  the  pallium  as  actually 
worn,  whereas  the  'pairle'  is  simply  an  abstract  form  following  the  same 
lines,  and  which,  while  it  suggests  the  vestment,  yet  has  not  archiepiscopal 
significance.  I  have  placed,  then,  a  silver  pairle  on  a  blue  field,  with  the 
silver  crescent  in  chief,  as  a  very  definite  representation,  in  the  recognized 
abstract  forms  of  heraldry,  of  Kansas  City  in  Missouri. 

"In  the  flanks  I  have  placed  pendent  ears  of  maize  to  indicate  that 
the  Diocese  is  situated  in  the  midst  of  a  great  corn-growing  district.  As 
precedents  for  these  pendent  ears,  one  can  refer  to  the  colonial  seal  of 
the  Province  of  East  Jersey,  and  to  the  present  arms  of  the  Diocese  of 
Athabasca,  on  both  of  which  appear  ears  of  maize  in  this  pendent  position. 

"Finally,  I  have  placed  on  the  pairle  four  small  St.  George  crosses, 
just  as  the  Canterbury  pallium  is  charged  with  four  black  crosses  'pat- 
tcs.'  By  these  St.  George  crosses  we  can  definitely  indicate  the  Anglican 
Communion  in  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  and  we  use  four  of  them  as  the  old 
Canterbury  number  (and  there  is  nothing  to  prevent  one  from  consider- 
ing the  number  to  represent  the  Lambeth  Quadrilateral). 

"This  shield,  ornamented  with  mitre,  key,  and  crozier,  will  be  at 
once  good  heraldry  and  good  decoration ;  simple,  very  definite  in  signifi- 
cance, and  easily  made  out  at  a  distance  if,  for  instance,  in  a  window." 

Of  the  "external  ornaments" — mitre,  key,  and  crozier — it  may  be 
remarked  that  they  appear  on  the  first  Episcopal  seal  in  America,  that  of 
Dr.  Seabury,  first  Bishop  of  Connecticut. 

With  reference  to  the  black-and-white  design  for  the  seal,  Mr.  La 
Rose  says :  "It  is  drawn  coarsely,  in  the  manner  of  a  wood-cut,  so  that 
it  will  reduce  clearly  in  an  electrotype  plate.  On  the  shield  I  have  followed 
the  ancient  heraldic  convention  of  indicating  blue  by  horizontal  lines,  red 
by  vertical,  Rold  by  dots,   silver  being  left  blank." 

The  seal  consists  of  the  coat  of  arms  above  described,  and  the  "ex- 
ternal ornaments."  all  enclosed  in  a  vesica  bearing  upon  its  border  the 
legend:     "Sigillum  Diocccsis  Kaus(ino/>olitafiac.     MDCCCLXXXIX." 

Your  Committee  respectively  recommends  the  adoption  of  the.  arm^ 
and   seal   above  described,  and   offers   the   following  resolutions : 

Resolved,  That  the  coat  of  arms  and  seal  designed  by  Mr.  Pierre  de 
Chaignon  La  Rose  and  recommended  by  the  Committee  be.  and  the  same 
is  hereby  adopted  as  the  official  arms  and  seal  of  the  Diocese  of  Kansas 
City. 

Resolveii,  That  the  drawings  of  the  said  arms  and  seal  be  placed 
and  remain  in  the  custody  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  and  his  success- 
ors in  office. 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Council  be  and  is  hereby  author- 
ized and  requested  to  have  an  embossing  press  of  the  seal  design  made 
for  use  on  official  papers:  also  an  electrotype  plate  of  a  suitable  size  for 
u<e  on  the  cover  and  title  page  of  the  diocesan  Journal,  and  two  smaller 
electroplates,  one  of  which  shall  be  retained  in  his  custody  for  use  in 
official  printing,  and  the  other  transmitted  to  the  publishers  of  The  Living 
Church  Annual  for  u^^e  in  its  proper  place  in  that  periodical;  the  cost  of 
said  embossing  pres<;  and  electroplates  to  be  paid  by  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Diocese. 
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Resohed,  That  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  be  and  is  hereby  author- 
ized to  pay  Mr.  Pierre  de  Chaignon  La  Rose  for  his  professional  services. 

Resolved.  That  the  Committee  be  discharged  from  further  duty.

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The  Rev.  E.  H.  Eckel  moved  the  following  amendment  to 
Article  III,  Section  1.  of  the  Constitution.  Resolved  that  Article 
III,  Section  1,  of  the  Constitution,  be  amended  by  the  substitu- 
tion of  the  words  "Bishop  and  Standing  Committee"  for 
"Ecclesiastical  Authority''  and  by  the  substitution  after  the  word 
"Provided'*  of  the  words,  "that  due  notice  of  such  change  shall  be 
given  as  long  before  the  Constitutional  date  as  practicable  under 
the  circumstances/'  instead  of  the  words,  "however  that  at  least 
ten  days  notice  of  such  change  shall  be  given/'  so  that  the  Section, 
as  amended,  shall  read : 

Section"  1.  The  Council  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  shall  an- 
nually assemble  on  the  Tuesday  after  the  second  Sunday  in  May  at  such 
place  as  shall  have  been  appointed  by  the  preceeding  Annual  Council;  but 
in  case  of  the  prevalence  of  infectious  or  epidemic  disease  at  the  appointed 
time  and  place  of  meeting,  or  for  other  sufficient  cause,  the  Bishop  and 
Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  shall  have  power  to  change  the  time 
or  place,  or  both  as  the  emergency  may  require,  provided  that  due  notice 
of  such  change  shall  he  given  as  long  before  the  Constitutional  date  as 
practicable  under  the  circumstances,  to  every  clergyman  and  to  the  war- 
den of  every  parish  and  mission  not  under  the  charge  of  a  clergyman.

REPORT  OF  SPECIAL  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  CORRECTION 
AND  CODIFICATION  OF  CONSTITUTION  AND 

CANONS. 

The  Rev.  E.  H.  Eckel  introduced  the  follow- ing  report : 

The  Special  Committee  on  the  Correction  and  Codification  of  Consti- 
tution and  Canons  respectfully  reports  as  follows : 

The  Diocesan  journals  of  all  the  years  since  1899.  when  the  last  re 
vision  of  the  constitution  and  canons  was  made,  having  been  carefully 
reviewed,  it  i";  found  that  the  following  changes  should  he  made : 

1.  The  name  of  the  Diocese  has  been  changed  from  "West  Mis- 
souri" to  "Kansas  City"  in  the  Title  and  Article  T  of  the  Constitution  and 
wherever  it  occurs  in  the  canons  (Journals  of  1903.  pp.  29  and  60:  1904, 
pp.  26  and  11-,  and  1905.  p.  54). 

2.  Canon  IT.  Section  2.  has  ])ecn  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows 
(Journal  of  1906.  p.  69)  : 

"The  Secretary  (.f  the  Council  shall  furnish  every  Parish  and  Mis- 
sion, through  its  Rector  or  Minister  in  charge  (if  there  be  one.  otherwise 
through  one  of  its  Wardens),  a  duplicate  form  of  said  certificate,  the 
same  to  be  filled  in  and  returned  to  him  by  mail  not  later  than  five  days 
before  the  meeting  of  the  Diocesan  Council :  and  shall,  from  the  same. 
make  up  his  roll  of  T.nv  Dclej^ates  prior  to  said  meeting,  which  roll  (in- 
cluding names  both  of  principals  and  alternates)  he  shall  call  by  towns 
and  Parishes  in  alphabetical  order  immediately  after  the  roll  of  the  Clergy; 
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and  shall  thereupon  report  to  the  Chair  whether  or  not  a  canonical  quorum 
of  both  orders  is  present.  The  original  certificates  of  election  of  Lay 
Delegates  shall  be  given  the  Secretary  when  the  Council  convenes.  Xo 
reference  to  the  Committee  on  Credentials  shall  be  necessary,  except  in  the 
case  of  contested  seats." 

3.  Canon  XX,  Section  1,  item  " Second"  has  been  amended  by  the 
addition  of  the  following  words  (Journal  of  1904,  p.  26)  : 

"And  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  General  Clergy 
Relief  Fund." 

4.  Canon  XXII  has  been  wholly  repealed  (Journal  of  1904,  p.  26). 
with  the  consequent  necessity  of  renumbering  all  the  succeeding  canons. 

5.  The  "Order  of  Business"  adopted  in  1907  (Journal,  p.  59)  re- 
I)laces  the  old  "Rules  of  Order." 

These  are  all  the  changes  made  during  the  last  ten  years. 

Occasion  might  here  be  taken  to  recommend  a  number  of  minor 
changes  in  the  Constitution  in  phraseolog>',  capitalization,  and  punctuation, 
for  the  purpose  of  improving  the  style,  clearing  up  the  meaning,  correct- 
ing typographical  errors,  securing  uniformity  and  consistency,  or  conform- 
ing to  the  language  and  style  of  the  Constitution  of  the  (jcneral  Conven- 
tion. Your  committee  is  prepared  to  submit  a  schedule  of  such  changes. 
We  are  convinced,  however,  after  a  careful  study  of  our  Diocesan  laws 
that  thev  need  revision  rather  than  correction,  and  this  in  the  interest  of 
brevity,  of  economy  in  printing,  and  of  conformity  to  the  Digest  of  the 
General  Convention.  We  therefore  recommend  that  such  a  revision  be 
made,  and  offer  the  following  resolutions : 

Rcsohcd.  that  the  report  of  the  Special  Committee  on  the  Correction 
and  Codification  of  the  Constitution  and  Canon?  be  accepted,  and  the  com- 
mittee  discharged. 

Resolved,  that  the  Secretary  of  tlic  Council  be  directed  to  print  as  an 
appendix  to  this  year's  journal  such  articles  or  parts  of  articles,  and  such 
canons  or  parts  of  canons,  as  in  the  judgment  of  the  Bishop  and  Com- 
mittee nn  Canon>  are  most  needful  for  the  information  and  guidance  of  the 
clergy  and  lay  officers  of  the  diocese,  parishes,  and  missions  in  the  ad 
ministration  of  the  same. 

Resolved,  that  the  Committee  on  Canons  be  directed  to  report  to 
the  next  annual  Council  a  revised  Constitution  and  Canons.

Resoh'cd,  that  a  Canon  to  be  known  as  Canon  XXTF,  "Of  the  G.  C 
R.  Diocesan  Commission,"  ])e  enacted  as  follows : 

CAXOX   XXII. 

Of  the  G.  C.  R.  Diocesan  Commission. 

Section  1.  \  standing  committee,  to  be  known  as  the  "General 
Clergy   Relief   Diocesan    Commission."   composed   of   one   Clergyman   and 
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two  Lay  Communicants  of  the  Diocese,  together  with  the  Bishop  and 
Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  ex  officio,  shall  be  elected  at  each  Annual 
Council.  Any  vacancies  occuring  during  the  recess  of  the  Council  may 
be  filled  by  appointment  of  the  Bishop. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  Commission  to  serve  as  the 
nexus  between  the  Diocese  and  the  Trustees  of  the  G.  C.  R.  Fund,  to 
speak  and  act  within  the  Diocese  for  and  in  behalf  of  the  said  Trustees,  to 
transmit  to  the  Council  statements  and  reports  of  the  latter,  and  in 
general  to  promote  the  prosperity  of  the  fund  and  secure  contributions 
for  the  same  within  the  Diocese. 

Resolved,  That  upon  the  passage  of  this  Canon  all  other  Diocesan 
Committees  relating  to  the  G.  C.  R.  be  abolished.

The  Rev.  E.  H.  Eckel  persented  the  following  report  of  the 
Special  Committee  of  Method  of  Assessment. 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  ASSESSMENT  PLAN. 

The  Special  Committee  on  Assessment  Plan,  to  which  was  also  re- 
ferred the  preparation  of  a  revised  form  of  Parochial  Report,  and  which 
reported  progress  last  year  and  was  continued  to  the  present  Council, 
respectfullj'  begs  leave  to  report  on  the  first  named  subject  as  follows: 

1.  It  is  with  the  profoundest  regret  that  we  record  the  death  of 
one  of  our  members,  Mr.  John  F.  Eaton,  and  the  consequent  loss  to  the 
Committee  and  Council  of  the  expert  knowledge  and  valued  services  of 
the  one  man  who  was,  perhaps,  above  all  others,  most  competent  to  advise 
us  on  the  different  subjects  referred  to  us. 

2.  The  appointment  of  the  present  Committee  is  the  outcome  of  a 
succession  of  resolutions  presented  by  divers  members  of  the  Council 
from  time  to  time  during  many  years.  The  complaint  against  our  present 
method  of  levying  assessments  appears  to  be  that  it  is  arbitrary  and 
inequitable  and  calls  for  the  substitution  of  some  plan  that  shall  be  sound 
in  principle  and  uniform  in  operation.  The  assessments  made  last  year 
range  all  the  way  from  approximately  5j^  per  cent  of  the  current  ex- 
penses reported  by  the  Parish  or  Mission  to  110  per  cent  of  the  current 
expenses;  and  from  20  cents  per  communicant  reported  to  $2.82  per  com- 
municant.    Such  inequalities  unquestionably  demand  correction. 

3.  Your  Committee  has  tabulated  the  figures  given  in  the  journals 
of  the  last  five  years  for  every  Parish  and  Mission,  and  has  carefully 
studied  various  plans  that  promised  relief  from  the  inequities  of  the 
present  method  of  assessment.  They  offer  in  this  report  the  conclusions 
they  have  reached  and  recommendations  designed  to  correct  the  system, 

4.  They  find  that  the  Diocese  needs  $5,100  a  year— $4,700  for  the 
salaries  of  the  Bishop  and  Secretary,  and  about  $400  for  incidental  ex- 
penses. Exclusive  of  balances  carried  forward  from  one  year  to  the 
next,  they  find  also  that  the  average  income  from  the  Parishes  and 
Missions  that  have  paid  their  assessments  in  the  whole  or  in  part  has  been 
S4.866.32.  The  fiscal  year  ending  May  1.  1908,  began  with  a  balance  of 
$1,926.79  in  the  treasury;  the  assessments  paid  in  amounted  to  $5,155.92; 
the  expenditures,  although  larger  than  in  any  previous  year  of  the  five 
under  review,  were  two  cents  less  than  the  sum  received  from  assess- 
ments; and  the  balance  of  $1,926.79  with  which  the  year's  business  began 
was  carried  over  to  this  year  not  only  unimpaired  but  augmented  by  two 
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cents.     All  praise  for  the  excellent  financiering  of  the  Assessment  Com- 
mittee  and  our   splendid   Treasurer. 

5.  Your  Committee  finds  that  an  assessment  of  12  per  cent  of  the 
current  expenses  reported  by  the  several  Parishes  and  Missions  the  pre- 
ceding year,  will,  after  deducting  from  said  assessment  10  per  cent  of 
the  same  for  prompt  payment,  produce  the  necessary  revenue  for  the 
support  of  the  Diocese.  They  therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of  this 
basis  of  assessment,  the  rate  per  cent  in  any  year  to  be  determined  ^y 
the  ratio  of  the  sum  total  of  current  expenses  to  the  amount  needed  for 
the  Diocese.  Judging  by  the  past,  in  some  years  the  rate  of  assessment 
may  perhaps  not  exceed  10  per  cent  and  might  be  even  less  in  proportion 
as  the  Parishes  and  Missions  are  more  fully  supplied  with  clergy  and 
frequent  services.  Generally  speaking,  forasmuch  as  parochial  expenses 
fluctuate  from  year  to  year,  the  assessments  will,  of  course,  show  a  corre- 
sponding fluctuation ;  but  taking  the  Diocese  as  a  whole,  the  aggregate 
will  not  vary  much  from  year  to  year. 

It  should  be  observed  that  by  "current  expenses"  is  meant  the  item 
thus  designed  in  the  present  form  of  parochial  report.  This  does  not 
include  expenditures  for  charity,  missions,  interest  on  debt,  new  buildings 
or  improvements,  which,  of  course,  ought  not  to  be  subject  to  taxation. 
By  current  expenses  we  understand  salaries  (including  music),  heat,  light, 
insurance,  repairs,  and  sundries — all  that  fairly  belongs  to  the  mainie- 
nance  of  the  fabric  and  of  religious  worship  and  work  therein. 

6.  Should  the  basis  of  assessment  herein  recommended  be  adopte.l 
by  the  Council,  it  is  obvious  that  on  account  of  the  inequalities  of  the 
present  assessment  list,  the  Parishes  and  Missions  would  be  at  first  very 
diversely  affected  by  the  application  of  the  new  rule.  Some  would  find 
their  assessment  more  or  less  increased,  others  more  or  less  diminished : 
but  the  justice  of  having  some  plan  for  uniform  application  with,  let  us 
say,  some  provision  for  the  equally  uniform  application  of  a  principle  of 
exceptions  in  cases  where  the  rule  itself  is  al)Solutely  impossible  or  would 
involve  a  real  hardship,  ought,  it  scorns  to  your  Committee,  to  secure 
for  the  plan  proposed  the  approval  and  support  of  all,  without  first  con- 
sideration being  given  to  whether  their  own  Parish  is  more  or  less  favor- 
ably affected  by  the  rule.  The  famous  remark  of  Edmund  Burke,  recently 
quoted  by  the  Governor  of  this  Commonwealth  in  a  message  to  the  Legis- 
lature, may  not  inappositely  l)e  quoted  here  also:  "It  is  as  difficult  to 
tax  and  please  as  it  is  to  love  and  he  wise."  For  the  information  of 
those,  however,  who  may  wish  to  make  comparisons,  your  Committee  here- 
with "iubniit  as  an  appendix  to  its  report  a  table  in  which  will  be  found 
(1)  a  12  per  cent  assessment  list  and  10  per  cent  off,  based  on  the  average 
current  expenses  for  the  five  years.  1904-1908  inclusive:  (2)  the  Assess- 
ment Committee's  list  for  1908-1909.  and  (3)  a  12  per  cent  assessment  li>t 
and  10  per  cent  off,  based  on  last  year's  reports,  which  last  list  contains 
the  figures  for  1909-1910  if  the  plan  here  recommended  should  be  adopted. 
Occasion  may  here  be  taken  for  the  remark  that  proportionate  assess- 
ments for  the  Diocesan  Fund  ought  to  be  cheerfully  and  promptly  met  hv 
Parish  and  Mission  in  the  Diocese,  however  weak.  We  are  an  Episcopal 
Church.     The  support  of  the  Bishop  and  Diocese  is  therefore  essential  m 
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the  maintenance  of  our  system,  and  is  just  as  necessary  an  obligation  as 
the  support  of  the  Priest  and  Parish. 

7.    Your  Committee  respectfully  offers  the  following  resolutions: 

Resolved,  That  beginning  with  the  current  year,  the  asses.sment  for 
the  Diocesan  Fund  shall  be  based  on  the  sums  reported  by  the  several 
Parishes  and  Missions  under  the  head  of  current  expenses  as  found  in 
the  parochial  reports  contained  in  the  Diocesan  Journal  of  the  year  next 
preceding  the  rate  of  said  assessment  to  be  fixed  each  year  by  the  Com- 
mittee at  such  a  per  centum  of  the  said  current  expenses  as  will  produce 
the  aggregate  sum  needed  for  the  next  conciliar  year,  after  allowance  has 
been  made  for  a  10  per  cent  discount  for  payment  within  thirty  days  of 
the  beginning  of  the  several  quarters  of  the  year  which  begin  on  the  first 
day  of  the  months  of  May,  August,  November  and  February. 

Resolved,  That  it  shall  be  within  the  power  of  the  Assessment  Com- 
mittee to  hear  and  determine  complaints  from  any  Parish  or  Mission 
"which  believes  the  amount  of  its  assessment  thus  fixed  to  be  beyond  its 
ability  to  pay;  whereupon  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Committee  to 
frame  a  rule  of  exceptions  which  shall  be  impartially  applied  to  any  and 
all  cases  thus  presented  for  exception  from  the  rate  fixed  for  that  year. 

Resolved,  That  this  Special  Committee  be  discharged  from  the  further 
consideration   of  this  part  of  the   subject   referred  to   it.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  SUNDAY  SCHOOLS. 

Your   Committee   on    Sunday   Schools   has   not   in   its   possession   any 

« 

statistical  information  which  will  throw  light  on  the  actual  work  of  the 
year,  although  it  believes  conditions  to  be  fairly  satisfactory  and  encour- 
aging. 

We  recommend  most  highly  the  New  York  Sunday  School  Commis- 
sion Lessons,  and  feel  that  better  results  would  be  obtained  were  these 
used  in  a  greater  number  of  schools :  but  as  these  lessons  are  rather 
destitute  of  definite  Church  teaching,  we  recommend  further  the  practice 
of  a  ten-minute  drill  in  the  Catechism  after  the  Bible  lesson  has  closed, 
this  to  be  supplemented  in  the  older  grades  by  such  books  as  give  infor- 
mation on  the  ritual,  history  and  teaching  of  the  Church. 

We  also  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  Sunday  Schools  of  Christ 
Church,  St.  Joseph,  and  St.  Luke's.  St.  Joseph,  have  attained  excellent 
results  by  a  careful  grading  of  the  school. 

Your  Committee  also  feels  that  Missionary  interest  can  be  aroused 
by  taking  in  the  Sunday  Schools  the  Canonical  and  recommended  offer- 
ing.s.  and  also  advise  a  revival  of  the  practice  of  distributing  Advent  mite 
boxes,  the  contents  to  be  applied  on  Diocesan  Missions.

REPORT    OF   COMMITTEE    ON    ST.    LUKE'S    HOSPITAL. 

While  it  has  been  the  custom  heretofore  to  have  the  Hospital  Report 
cover  the  year  ending  February  28th,  the  report  hereto  attached  covers  the 
year  ending  Xoveniber  30th.   1908.     The   Hospital  being  a  bencticiary    "f 
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the  Kansas  City  Hospital  Day  Association,  whose  fiscal  year  ends  Novem- 
ber 30th.  \vc  are  required  to  file  with  them  in  detail  the  work  done  antl 
financial  condition  covering  the  same  peritKl,  much  labor  is  Sitved  and  the 
same   purpose   is  answered. 

On  December  1st,  a  l>ookkeepcr  was  employed  and  an  up-to-date 
system  of  bookkeeping  installed.  This  relieves  the  Superintendent  of  all 
clerical  work  and  some  of  the  minor  details,  giving  to  her  her  full  time 
to  look  after  the  general  welfare  of  the  Hospital,  and  to  administer  tt) 
the  sick  and  distressed.  This  change  has  increased  the  efficiency  of  the 
Hospital  and  we  believe  will  materially  decrease  the  cost  per  day  per 
patient,  without  in  any  manner  decreasing  the  service  heretofore  rendere-l 
to  patients. 

The  Hospital  continues  to  be  crowded  and  it  is  a  frequent  occurrence 
that  we  must  refuse  both  pay  and  charity  patients  on  account  of  lack 
of  room. 

A  Committee  of  the  Directors  is  now  at  work  formulating  plans  for 
the  ultimate  erection  of  an  up-to-date  lire-proof  Hospital  at  our  present 
site,  upon   which  we  have  ample  ground   space. 

St.  Luke's  Hospital  Club,  an  organization  of  young  women,  last  year 
maintained  one  bed  in  the  children's  ward ;  this  year  the  Club  maintains 
two  beds  in  said  ward  and  threatens  to  take  charge  of  all  four  of  the 
beds.  Similar  hospital  clubs  should  be  organized  in  every  Parish  and  Mis- 
sion in  the  Diocese. 

St.  Luke's  Hospital  has  a  noble  organization  of  women,  three  from 
each  City  Parish,  which  is  taking  an  active  interest  in  the  Hospital, 
and  have  made  and  are  making  many  improvements. 

Since  the  establishment  of  the  Hospital  the  Xurses'  Training  School 
has  been  constantly  maintained.  The  first  graduate  was  given  her 
diploma  in  1906;  two  more  were  graduated  in  1907,  three  in  1908,  and  in 
a  few  weeks  it  is  expected  that  six  will  have  completed  their  course  of 
instruction  and  will  receive  their  diplomas. 

In  April  of  this  year  the  Hospital  received  the  sum  of  $922.21  as  a 
bequest  from  the  late  Rufus  Barton  Greene,  a  member  of  St.  Paul's 
Parish.  Kansas  City.  This  amount,  together  with  $55.00  previously 
donated  for  the  purpose,  and  enough  from  the  general  funds  of  the  Hos- 
pital to  make  a  total  of  $1,000  has  been  set  aside  as  the  foundation  of 
the  '*Bishop  Atwill  Cot"  fund.  It  is  desired  that  this  fund  be  increased 
to  $5,000,  for  the  purpose  of  endowing  a  free  bed  in  perpetuity  in  the 
Hospital.

AMENDMENT   TO    ARTICLE    III.    SECTION    1,    OF    THE 

CONSTITUTION. 

(Amendment   1.) 

Resolved,  That  Article  III,  Section  1,  of  the  Constitution  be  amended 
by  the  substitution  after  the  word  "provided."  of  the  words  "that  due 
notice  of  such  change  shall  be  given  as  long  before  the  constitutional 
date  as  practicable  under  the  circumstances."  instead  of  the  words,  "how- 
ever, that  at  least  ten  days'  notice  of  such  change  shall  be  given ;"  so  that 
the  section,  as  amended,  shall  read : 

Section  1.  The  Council  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  shall  annually 
assemble  on  the  Tuesday  after  the  second  Sunday  in  May,  at  such  place 
as  shall  have  been  appointed  by  the  preceding  Annual  Council ;  but  in 
case  of  the  prevalence  of  infectious  or  epidemic  disease  at  the  appointed 
time  and  place  of  meeting,  or  for  other  sufficient  cause,  the  Ecclsiastical 
Authority  of  the  Diocese  shall  have  power  to  change  the  time  or  place,  or 
l>oth,  as  the  emergency  may  require ;  provided,  that  due  notice  of  such 
change  shall  be  given  as  long  before- the  constitutional  date  as  practicable 
under  the  circumstances,  to  every  Clergyman,  and  to  the  Warden  of 
every   Parish  and  Mission  not  under  the  charge  of  a  Clergyman. 

AMENDMENT  TO  ARTICLE  XV. 

(Amendment  2.) 

Section  2.  The  Council  shall  have  power  to  fix  by  canon  the  terms 
and  conditions  upon  which  any  Parish  or  Mission  may  be  forever  released 
from  the  whole  or  a  part  of  its  annual  assessment  for  the  Diocesan 
Board. 
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CANON  XIX. 

(Amciidnunt  3.) 

Section  5.  Any  Parish  or  Mission  which  shall  have  contributed  any 
sum  of  nir>ney  or  securities  to  the  Permanent  Episcopal  Fund  of  the 
Diocese,  or  in  whose  name  or  for  the  benefit  of  which  Parish  or  Mission 
any  such  sum  of  money  or  securities  shall  have  been  contributed  by  any 
person,  guild,  or  other  donor,  shall  be  credited  upon  the  amount  of  it^ 
annual  assessment  with  the  actual  net  income  derived  from  the  investment 
of  said  funds ;  and  the  same  shall  forever  accrue  to  the  l)enefit  of  said 
Parish  or  Mission,  and  be  applied  to  the  Diocesan  Fund  of  the  Diocese 
in  which  said  Parish  or  Mission  may  be.  In  the  event  of  a  division  of 
the  Diocese,  the  whole  amount  of  the  principal  sum  or  sums  thus  given  to 
the  Permanent  Episcopal  Fimd  of  the  Diocese  shall,  without  division  or 
diminution,  be  transferred  to  the  Permanent  Episcopal  Fund  of  the 
Diocese  in  which  said  Parish  or  Mission  may  be  after  said  division  nf 
the  Diocese. 

Proposed   Addition   to   Canon   X,  to  be   known   as   Section  6. 

(Amendment  4.) 

Whenever  a  Parish  which  has  been  admitted  into  union  with  the 
Council  shall  for  three  consecutive  years  fall  below  the  minimum  numeri- 
cal and  financial  strength  which  is  canomcally  required  for  admission 
into  union  with  the  Coimcil  it  shall,  ipso  facto,  be  placed  upon  the 
ecclesiastical   and  canonical   basis   of   a    Mission. 

The  Bishop  and  Standing  Committee,  acting  together  and  upon 
official  reports,  shall  be  and  hereby  are  empowered  to  decide  when  such 
conditions  exist.  And  they  shall  give  written  notice  of  their  decision  to 
the    Parish    affected    therel)y.

The  Committee  on  Finance,  appointed  at  the  last  Diocesan  Council, 
has  examined  the  accounts  of  Mr.  Walton  H.  Holmes,  Treasurer  of  the 
f3i.>cese  of  Kansas  City,  and  Mr.  H.  D.  Ashley,  Treasurer  of  the  Diocesan 
Missionary  Fund,  and  finds  everything  in  strict  agreement  with  the  re- 
ports of  the  Treasurers.

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Extracts  From  the  Constitution  of  the  Church 
in  the  Diocese  of  Kansas  City. 


ARTICLE  III. 

Of  Annual  and  Special  Councils. 

Section  1.  The  Council  of  the  Church  of  this  Diocese  shall  annu- 
ally assemble  on  the  Tuesday  after  the  second  Sunday  in  May,  at  such 
place  as  shall  have  been  appointed  by  the  preceding  Annual  Council: 
but  in  case  of  the  prevalence  of  infectious  or  epidemic  disease  at  the 
appointed  time  and  place  of  meeting,  or  for  other  sufficient  cause,  the 
ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese  shall  have  power  to  change  the 
time  or  place,  or  both,  as  the  emergency  may  require;  provided,  that  due 
notice  of  such  change  shall  be  given  as  long  before  the  constitutional 
date  as  practicable  under  the  circumstances,  to  every  Clergyman  and  lo 
the  Warden  of  every  Parish  and  Mission  not  under  the  charge  of  the 
Clergyman. 

Sec.  2.  Special  meetings  of  the  Council  may  be  called  by  the  ecclesi- 
astical authority  when,  in  the  judgment  thereof,  the  good  of  the  Church 
requires  it.  The  notice  of  a  si)ocial  meeting  shall  be  issued,  by  letter 
or  printed  circular,  to  every  Ck-rgyman,  and  to  every  Vestry,  and  to 
the  Warden  of  every  Mission  in  the  Diocese,  at  least  thirty  days  before 
the  time  appointed  for  the  meeting,  and  it  shall  state  the  business  for 
which  the  Council  is  called.  Xo  business  shall  be  transacted  at  any 
special  Council  l)cyond  that  mentioned  in  the  call,  unless  ]>y  unanimous 
consent   of   the   members  present. 

ARTICLK   IV. 
Of  the  Members  oi  the  Council. 

Section  1.  The  Council  shall  ])e  composed  of  Clergymen  and  Lay- 
men. 

Sec.  2.  Every  Clerg>nian  in  regular  standing  who  shall  have  been 
for  six  months  actually  and  canonically  resident  in  this  Diocese  shall 
be  entitled  to  a  seat  and  a  vote  in  the  Council :  proridcii,  that  he  shall 
have  been  admitted,  and  at  the  time  of  the  Council  shall  be  actually 
settled  as  Rector,  or  Assi-^tant  Minister  of  some  Parish  in  union  with 
the  Council,  or  shall  he  a  Missionary  under  the  direction  of  the  Bishop 
or  ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese,  or  shall  be  engaged  as  an 
instructor  in  some  seminary  of  learninj^  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Church,  or  in  some  parochial  school  witlihi  the  Diocese,  or  shall  be  a 
Chaplain  in  the  Army  or  Xavy  of  the  I'nited  States.  A  Clergyman's 
canonical    residence    shall    date    from    hi<    ordination    within    the    Diocese. 
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or   from    the   date  of  the   acceptance   of   his   letter   of  transfer   by   the 
ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  3.  A  Clergyman  once  entitled  to  a  scat  and  a  vote  in  the 
Council  shall  not  be  deprived  of  these  privileges  because  disabled  from 
the  functions  of  his  office  by  age  or  infirmity,  or  by  being  temporarily 
without  charge;  provided^  that  the  latter  reason  shall  not  apply  to  a 
Clergyman  exclusively   engaged  in   secular  work. 

■ 

Sec.  4.  Every  Parish  and  Mission  in  union  with  the  Council  of 
this  Diocese,  having  fifty  communicants  or  less,  shall  be  entitled  to  be 
represented  by  one  Lay  Delegate,  and  also  by  one  I^y  Delegate  for 
each  additional  fifty  above  the  first  fifty  communicants;  provided,  that 
no  Parish  shall  have  more  than  five  delegates,  and  provided  also,  that 
no  Lay  Delegate  shall  take  his  seat  until  his  Parish  has  paid  all  assess- 
ments in  full  to  the  Treasurer,  or  unless  such  indebtedness  has  been 
remitted  by  the  preceding  Council;  and  the  same  provision  shall  apply 
to  Lay  Delegates    from   Missions. 

Sec.  5.  Lay  l^legates  shall  be  chosen  for  a  Parish  by  the  Vestry 
of  a  Parish,  or  if  the  Vestry  fail  to  act,  then  by  the  congregation  of 
the  Parish,  duly  convened.  Lay  Delegates  for  a  Mission  shall  be  chosen 
by  the  congregation,  duly  convened.  The  Lay  Delegates  chosen  as 
above  shall  be  male  communicants  of  the  Church,  in  good  standing, 
and  shall  have  been  for  six  months  next  preceding  stated  worshipers 
in  the  Parish  or  Mission  which  they  severally  represent ;  they  shall  be 
canonically  entitled  to  vote  for  Vestrymen:  but  no  candidate  for  Holy 
Orders  shall  be  admitted  as  a  Lay  Delegate  to  any  Council. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Divine  Service  at  the  Meeting  of  Councils. 

The  direction  of  Divine  Service  during  the  session  of  the  Council 
5$hall  rest  with  the  Bishop  alone.  In  the  absence  of  the  Bishop,  all  serv- 
ices shall  be  under  the  direction  of  the  President  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Of  the  Presiding  Officer. 

Section  1.  The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  ex  officio  President 
of  the  Council.  But  in  case  of  the  absence  of  the  Bishop  at  the  time 
and  place  app<:>inted  for  a  Council,  or  any  session  thereof,  or  if  there 
be  no  Bishop,  the  President  of  tlie  Standing  Committee,  or  other  Clerical 
member  thereof,  shall  call  the  Council  to  order,  and  if  a  quorum  be 
found  present,  a  President  pro  tern  shall  be  elected  from  among  the 
Presbyters  in  attendance.  If  the  President  at  any  time  leave  the  chair, 
he  may  appoint  a  Presbyter  to  preside  in  his  stead. 

Sec.  2.  The  presiding  officer  shall  not  join  in  debate,  nor  leave  the 
chair  for  that  purpose :  but  after  debate  on  any  motion  or  resolution 
shall  have  been  closed,  he  shall  have  the  right  to  express  his  opinion 
on    the   whole   subject    under   consideration.     The   presiding   officer    shall

be  entitled  to  but  one  vote  on  all  subjects  which  may  be  considered  by 
the  Council :  and  he  shall  he  extused  from  voting  if  he  shall  so  desire. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

Of  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer. 

Section  1.  The  annual  Council  shall  elect  a  Secretary  and  a  Treas- 
urer, who-c  duties  shall  be  dclincd  by  Canon.  If  either  of  these  officers 
be  not  a  niomber  of  the  Council,  lie  shall,  nevertheless,  be  entitled,  c.r 
officio,  to  all  the  privileges  of  membership  except  that  of  voting. 

ARTICLE  VIIL 
Of  the  Transaction  of  Business. 

Section  1.  One-third  of  the  Clergy  entitled  to  scats  in  the  Council, 
and  L«iy  Delegates  from  one-fourth  of  the  Parishes  and  Missions  en- 
titled to  representation,  when  duly  assembled,  shall  constitute  a  quorum 
for  the  transaction  of  business;  but  a  smaller  number  may  adjourn  from 
time  to  time. 

Sec.  2.  The  Clergy  and  l^aity  shall  deliberate  in  one  body.  Ex- 
cept when  herein  otherwise  expressly  provided,  a  majority  of  all  the 
votes  cast  shall  determine  any  question  submitted  to  the  Council. 

Sec.  3.  Any  member  may  call  for  a  vote  by  yeas  and  nays,  and 
when  such  a  call  is  made  the  Secretary  shall  call  the  roll  of  the  Council, 
and  the  members  shall  thereupon  announce  their  votes  as  their  names 
are  called.  The  votes  so  cast  shall  be  recorded  in  the  Journal,  and 
no  member  shall  be  excused  from  voting  unless  by  unanimous  consent. 

Sec.  4.  If  any  five  Clergymen,  or  if  any  five  Laymen  representing 
not  less  than  three  Parishes  or  Missions,  >hall  demand  a  vote  by  Or- 
ders, the  roll  of  the  Clergy  .^liall  be  called  by  the  Secretary,  and  the 
members  shall  announce  tlieir  votes  as  their  names  are  called.  Imme- 
diately on  the  completion  of  this  call  the  roll  of  Parishes  and  Mi>sions 
shall  be  called  by  the  Secretary,  and  the  Lay  Delegates  shall  announce 
their  voti-i  as  their  nanu>  are  called.  .\  majority  of  the  votes  of 
each  orch  r  >hall  be  nices>ar\    to  an  affirmative  decision. 

Sec.  .^.  Tile  C'oimcil  shall  have  pinver  to  ordain  and  enact  Canons 
of  Di-^cipliiir  for  tlie  ecclesiastical  iiovernnient  of  all  Parishes  and  Mis- 
sions. C*kTi>\  and  Laity  of  \hc  Church  within  this  Dioccse--the  Bishop 
alone  excepted.  Ihit  any  con>titutional  pr«nision,  or  any  Canon  of  the 
Council  which  sliall  he  or  *^hall  become  inconsistent  with  the  Constitu- 
tion  and    (  anons   of   (ieneral    Convention,   shall   be   void. 

Sec.  ().  Canon>  iiropos^d  for  adoption  ])y  the  Council  shall  be  con- 
sidered anrl  i)as'ie(l  upon,  section  by  section,  and  a  final  vote  by  Orders 
shall  then  be  taken  on  the  Canons  as  a  whole,  unless  such  vote  by  Or- 
<lers  be  unanimously   (Hspen^ed   with. 

Skc.  7.  The  Rules  of  ( )r(UT  of  atiy  precedini;  Council  >hall  remain 
111    force    until   altered   by   tlie   Council. 

.Se("  S.  \(»  (dustitutional  pro\isioii,  (.'anon,  or  Resolution,  touch- 
ing the  rights,  privileijes.  diunities.  duties  or  obligations  of  the  Bishop 
of  the  ])iooesc  shall  be  of  an\  force*  or  effect,  unless  it  shall  have  re- 
ceived  the   cousint    of   the    r>islioi)   at    the    lime   of   its   adoption;    and   no 
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such  action  of  the  Council  shall  be  taken  by  the  Council  during  any  va- 
cancy of   the   Episcopate. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

Of  the  Standing  Committee. 

Section  1.  The  Council  shall  annually  elect,  by  the  concurrent  bal- 
lot of  both  Orders,  a  Standing  Committee,  to  consist  of  three  Presbyters 
and   three  Laymen. 

Sec.  2.  The  Clerical  members  of  the  Standing  Committee  must  be 
entitled  to  seats  in -the  Council  of  the -Diocese,  and  the  Lay  members 
must  Ik?  communicants  in  good  standing,  and  actually  resident  in  the 
Diocese. 

Sec.  3.  The  Committee  shall  meet  for  organization  l>efore  the  ad- 
journment of  the  Council  at  which  they  were  elected,  and  shall  choose 
a  President  from  among  the  Clerical  members,  and  a  Secretary,  either 
Clerical  or  Lay,  and  shall  immediately  report  their  organization  to  the 
Bishop. 

Sec.  4.  The  records  of  the  Standing  Connnittee,  and  all  papers  in 
their  official  possession,  shall  be  subject  to  the  examination  of  the  Bishop 
and  the  Council.  A  full  report  of  their  actions  shall  be  made  at  each 
annual  Council.  Four  members  of  the  Committee  (at  least  two  of  the 
four  being  Clergjmen)  shall  be  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  busi- 
ness. Vacancies  occurring  in  the  Committee  may  l)e  filled  by  the  re- 
maining members. 

Sec.  5.  The  Standing  Committee  shall  be  a  council  of  advice  to 
the  Bishop.  They  shall  be  summoned  by  the  Bishop  whenever  he  shall 
desire  their  advice,  and  they  may,  of  their  own  accord,  advise  the  Bishop 
when  they  shall  think  it  needful  to  do  so.  All  the  proceedings  of  the 
Standing  Committee,  when  acting  as  a  council  of  advice  to  the  Bishop, 
shall  be  strictly  confidential,  unless  the  Bishop  and  the  Committee  shall 
otherwise   determine. 

Sec.  6.  During  any  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  or  in  case  of  the 
Bishop's  incapacity  to  act.  or  during  the  absence  of  the  Bishop  from 
the  Diocese — if  he  shall  so  appoint — the  Standing  Committee  shall  be 
the  ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese,  and  shall  exercise  the  powers 
and  duties  to  be  performed  by  the  Bishop  in  matters  of  discipline,  ex- 
cept in  those  cases  where  such  powers  and  duties  may  be  specially  dele- 
gated to,  or  enjoined  upon  the  Clerical  members  of  the  said  Committee ; 
protnded,  that  in  the  absence  of  the  Bishop,  or  because  of  his  inability 
to  act.  no  sentence  shall  be  pronounced  upon  a  clergyman  l>y  any  other 
than  a  Bishop  whom  the  Standiniij  Committee  may  call  in  for  that  pur- 
pose. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

Of  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention. 

Section  1.  At  the  annual  Council  next  before  each  irieimial  meet- 
ing of  the  General  Convention,  four  Presln-ters.  entitled  to  seats  in  the 
Council,  and  four  Laymen,  communicants  of  this  Diocese,  and  actually 
resident  therein,  shall  be  elected   as   Deputies  to  the  General   Convention 
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for  the  next  three   years.     The   same   number   of    Provisional   Deputies, 
similarly  qualified,  shall  also  be  elected. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Deputies  elected  to  notify  the 
Bishop  at  least  one  month  before  the  meeting  of  the  General  Conven- 
tion of  their  acceptance  or  declination  of  the  appointment,  and  if  any 
of  the  Deputies-elect  shall  fail  so  to  do,  or  if  any  vacancies  shall  sub- 
sequently occur  before  the  meeting  of  the  General  Convention,  the 
Bishop,  with  the  consent  of  the  Standing  Committee,  shall  appoint  so 
many  of  the  Provisional  Deputies  as  shall  be  necessary  for  a  full  rep- 
resentation of  the  Diocese.  If  full  represeentation  cannot  be  had  from 
the  Provisional  Deputies  chosen  by  the  Council,  any  other  Clerg\Tnan 
or  Lay  Communicant,  similarly  qualified,  may  Ik*  appointed  by  the  Bishop 
in  their  stead;  and  if  a  vacancy  shall  occur  during  a  session  of  the  Gen- 
eral Convention,  the  Bishop  may  make  appointment  from  the  Clergy  or 
Lay  Communicants,  similarly  qualified,  as  may  be  required.  In  the  ab- 
sence of  a  Bishop  the  Standing  Committee  shall  act  herein. 

Sec.  3.  So  far  as  practicable  the  Diocesan  Council  shall  provide 
for  the  expenses  of  all  deputies  attending  the  General  Convention. 

Sec.  4.  If  any  deputy  to  the  General  Convention  shall  receive  money 
from  the  Diocese  to  meet  his  expenses,  and  shall  fail  to  attend  the  full 
term  of  the  meeting  of  the  General  Convention,  except  for  personal  sick- 
ness, he  shall  refund  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  for  ever>'  day  of 
his  absence  a  sum  that  shall  be  ecjual  to  a  sum  obtained  by  dividing  the 
whole  amount  so  received  by  the  number  of  days  the  General  Conven- 
tion shall  remain  in  session,  and  the  sum  thus  refunded  may  be  paid  to 
the  Provisional  Deputy  who  shall  supply  the  place  of  iTie  Deputy  absent 
as  above. 

.\RTICLE  XIJI. 

Of  the  Election  of  Officers. 

The  election  of  all  OtTicers  provided  for  by  this  Constitution  shall 
be  h\  ballot,  unless  tlie  Minu-  *^hall  be  unanimously  dispensed  with  by 
the  Council.  In  the  event  «»f  a  failure  or  neglect  to  elect  at  any  Council, 
the  person  or  persons  already  in  ofHce  sliall  hold  over  until  their  suc- 
ce.ssors  shall  have  been  duly  elected.  Wlienever  an  election  is  by  ballot, 
a   majority   of  votes   in   each   Order   sliall   he    necessary   to   elect. 

ARTICLE  XV. 

Of  Assessments. 

The  (Council  shall  have  ]><n\er  to  assess  tlie  Parishes  and  Missions 
in  union  with  it  for  the  nicessarx  exj)enses  of  the  Diocese.  Assessments 
»nav  he  made  either  hv  canon  or  resohuion. 
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Extracts   From   the  Canons  of  the  Church  in 

the  Diocese  of  Kansas  City. 


CANON  I. 

Of  a  List  or  the  Clergy. 

Within  one  week  before  the  meeting  of  every  Council  of  this  Dio- 
cese, tlie  ecclesiastical  authority  shall  cause  to  be  prepared  a  list  of  all 
Clcrg>nien  canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese,  annexing  the  names  of 
their  respective  Cures,  Parishes,  Missions,  or  of  the  institution  of  learn- 
ing, or  the  occupation  in  which  they  are  engaged,  and  in  regard  to  such 
as  are  not  engaged  as  above,  their  places  of  residence  only,  specifying 
at  the  same  time  who  of  any  class  are  Deacons,  and  who  are  entitled 
to  seats  and  votes  in  the  Council.  Clergymen  while  suspended  from 
the  Ministry  shall  be  so  designated  on  such  list.  Such  list  shall  be  laid 
before  the  Council  immediately  after  it  shall  be  called  to  order,  and  the 
names  of  the  Qerical  members  shall  be  called  therefrom,  and  those  en- 
titled by  the  Fourth  Article  of  the  Constitution  shall  thereupon  take 
their  seats.  The  same  list  shall  be  prefixed  to  the  Journal  and  form  a 
part  thereof. 

CANON  II. 

Evidence  of  Membership  in  the  Council. 

Section  1.  The  evidence  of  the  regular  admission  of  a  Clergyman 
into  the  Dioce.se,  and  the  evidence  of  settlement  in  a  Parish  thereof, 
shall  consist  in  proof  satisfactory  to  the  Council  of  a  compliance  with 
the  Canons  of  this  Diocese  and  of  the  General  Convention  in  that  be- 
half for  the  time  being.  In  all  cases  of  a  contested  right  to  a  seat,  the 
evidence  of  employment  as  a  Missionary,  or  the  connection  of  a  Clergy- 
man with  a  seminary  of  learning  under  the  auspices  of  the  Church,  or 
with  a  Parochial  school,  or  as  a  Chaplain  in  the  Army  or  Navy  of  the 
United  States  shall  be  the  certificate  of  the  Bishop;  or,  in  case  a  va- 
cancy in  the  Episcopate,  of  the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

Sec.  2.  The  Secretary  of  the  Council  shall  furnish  every  Parish 
and  Mission,  through  its  Rector  or  Minister  in  charge  (if  there  be  one), 
otherwise  through  one  of  its  Wardens,  a  duplicate  form  of  said  certifi- 
cate, the  same  to  l)e  filled  in  and  returned  to  him  by  mail  not  later  than 
five  days  before  the  meeting  of  the  Diocesan  Council ;  and  shall,  from 
the  same,  make  up  his  roll  of  Lay  Delegates  prior  to  said  meeting,  which 
roll  (including  the  names  both  of  principals  and  alternates)  he  shall 
call  by  towns  and  parishes  in  alphabetical  order  immediately  after  the 
roll  of  the  Clergy :  and  shall  thereupon  report  to  the  Chair  whether  or 
not  a  Canonical  guorum  of  both  orders  is  present.     The  original  certifi- 
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catejH  oi  election  of  l^y  Delegates  shall  be  given  the  Secretary  when 
the  Council  convenes.  Xo  reference  to  the  Committee  on  Credentials 
shall  be  necessary,  except  in  the  case  of  contested  seats. 

Sec.  3.  It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  all  Parishes  and  Missions  to 
provide  for  the  expense  of  their  Clergy  in  attending  the  Council. 

C.\XOX  111. 

Of  the  Secretary  of  the  Council. 

Section  1.  The  Secretary  shall  be  chosen  upon  the  assembling  of 
ihe  annual  Council,  and  remain  in  office  until  the  organization  of  the 
next  annual  Council.  His  duty  shall  be  to  take  minutes  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Council,  to  preserve  its  Journals  and  Records,  to  attest 
the  public  acts  of  the  body  and  to  faithfully  deliver  into  the  hands  of 
his  successor  all  books,  pamphlets  and  papers  relative  to  the  c(»ncerns 
of  the  Council  which  may  be  in  his  possession.  It  shall  be  his  (!uty  to 
give  the  constitutional  notice  required  for  any  special  Coimcil.  H«;  shall 
also  transmit  annually  to  each  of  the  Bishops  of  this  Church  in  the 
United  States  and  to  the  Secretary  of  the  last  House  of  Deputies  of 
the   General   Convention,   and  to  the   Secretarv   of  everv   Diocesan   Con- 
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vention  and  Missionary  Jurisdiction,  a  copy  of  the  Journal  of  this  Coun- 
cil. He  shall  also  transmit  a  copy  to  each  Clergyman  in  the  Diocese, 
and  to  each  delegate  attending  the  Council,  and  to  the  secretary  of  each 
Vestry  or  Mi>sion,  and  copies  to  each  Parish  and  Mission  in  the  Diocese 
as  they  may  request. 

Sec.  2.  The  Secretary  shall  transmit  to  every  General  Convention, 
in  addition  to  the  documents  called  for  by  its  Canons,  a  certificate,  to  be 
^i^iied  by  himM'lf.  containing  a  list  of  the  Clergymen  of  this  Dioct.se; 
and  also  a  like  certificate  of  the  api>)intnu"nt  of  Deputies  to  the  General 
Convention. 

Skc.  3.  Any  expense  incurred  by  a  compliance  with  the  sections  of 
this  Cancel  shall  l>e  i)aid  out  of  the   Diocesan   fund. 

Skc.  4.  Innnediately  upon  the  close  of  each  Council  the  Secretary 
shall  tran.sinit  to  every  orticer  (»r  conunittee  of  the  Council,  and  to  the 
Piisliop  of  the  Diocese,  a  certified  c(^i)y  oi  all  the  acts  of  the  Council 
bearing  upon  tlie  duties  of  '^ucli  oflicer  or  c(^nnnittee,  or  upon  the  duties 
of  the   HiNhop. 

Skc.  5.  At  any  annual  or  special  Council  the  Secretary  may  appoint 
one  or  two  per>ons  as  assistants,  as  be  may  desire,  and  who  may  or 
may  not  be  members  of  the  Council.  Hut  whenever,  during  a  recess  of 
the  Council  there  <ball  be  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Secretary  of  the 
Council,  the  (lntie>  tliereof  shall  devolve  upon  the  Secretary  of  the 
Standing   Connnittee. 

Skc.  6.  The  Secrt'tar>  .shall  receive  <neh  compensation  for  his  serv- 
ices  as  the   C  ouncil   may   determine. 

C.\X(X\   XV. 

Of  the  Suspension  of  a  Parish  or  Mission  From  the  Council. 

Section  1.  Whenever  any  Parish  or  Mission  in  nnic^n  with  the  Coun- 
cil  .shall  neghct    t^r  two  >ear>   in   suocession   to  tnake   an   annual   report. 
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no  Missionary  report  being  made  on  its  behalf,  or  shall  not,  during  the 
same  period,  have  been  under  the  care  of  a  Rector  or  Missionary,  nor 
requested  of  the  ecclesiastical  authority  to  have  the  services  of  a  Mis- 
sionary, such  Parish  or  Mission  may  be  suspended  from  representation 
in  the  Council  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  each  Order. 

Sec.  2.  Such  Parish  or  Mission,  however,  may  be  reinstated  upon 
application  to  the  Council,  accompanied  by  a  report  of  its  condition,  and 
on  terms  imposed  by  the  Council,  the  reinstatement  to  take  effect  upon 
the  rising  of  the  Council  taking  such  action,  unless  unanimous  consent 
be  given  for  it  to  take  effect  at  that  Council. 

CANON  XVIII. 

Of  the  Committee  on  Finance. 

A  Standing  Committee  on  Finance  shall  be  appointed  at  each  regu- 
lar meeting  of  the  Council  by  the  presiding  officer  to  hold  office  until 
their  successors  are  appointed.  The  committee  shall  consist  of  three  Lay- 
men and  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  and  its  duties  shall  be:  First, 
To  act  and  report  upon  the  business  that  may  be  referred  to  it  during 
the  session  of  the  Council.  Second,  To  serve  as  a  Board  of  Advice  upon 
financial  matters,  as  may  be  desired,  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese, 
to  the  Bishop,  to  the  Standing  Committee,  and  to  the  managers  of  the 
several  trusts  of  the  Diocese.  Third,  To  audit  before  the  date  fixed 
for  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Council,  the  reports  of  the  various  Treas- 
urers, whose  duty  it  is  to  report  to  the  Council  and  to  examine  the  bal- 
ances and  the  value  of  the  investments,  and  to  report  such  recommenda- 
tions as  they  may  deem  tit  with  reference  thereto. 

CANON  XIX. 

Of  Assessments. 

Section  1.  Every  Parish  and  Mi!>sion  in  the  Diocese  shall  be  annu- 
ally assessed  for  Diocesan  purposes,  and  the  money  obtained  by  such 
assessment  shall  be  called  the  "Diocesan  Fund.'' 

Sec.  2.  At  each  stated  meeting  of  the  Council  a  connnittee  shall  be 
appointed  for  the  purpose  of  assessing  upon  the  Parishes  and  Missions 
of  this  Diocese,  severally,  an  amount  to  be  paid  by  them  for  the  sup- 
port of  the  Episcopate,  and  to  meet  the  contingent  expenses  of  the  Coun- 
cil and  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  3.  It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese 
to  notify  the  Warden  or  Parish  Treasurer  of  every  Parish  and  Mission 
ten  days  before  the  middle  of  each  quarter  that  a  fourth  of  such  an- 
nual assessment  will  be  due  on  such  date,  and  to  request  prompt  pa\- 
ment  of  the  same.  If  such  quarterly  imnient  be  not  received  within 
five  days  after  it  shall  be  due,  then  the  Treasurer  shall,  over  his  own 
signature,  urgently  request  from  the  authorities  of  the  delinquent  Parish 
or  Mission  the  prompt  payment  of  their  dues,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Minister  or  person  in  charge  of  such  Parish  or  Mission  to  read 
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the  second  notice  to  the  people  upon  the  first  occasion  that  they  shall 
assemble  for  pu])lic  worship  after  the  notice  shall  havi:  been  received. 

Sec.  4.  The  mode  and  basis  of  any  or  all  asse>.smcnts  made  by  the 
Council  upon  the  Parishes  and  Missions  shall  be  determined  each  year 
by  the  committee,  and  reported  to  the  Council  with  the  assessment.  But 
any  Council  may  instruct  the  committee  as  to  what  shall  l)e  the  nuKie  and 
basis  of  the  assessment  for  that  year. 

CAXOX  XXIX. 

Of  Alterations  and  Amendments. 

Section  1.  No  proposed  alteration  or  amendment  to  the  Canons  of 
this  Diocese  shall  be  considered  by  the  Council  unless  at  least  one  day's 
previous  notice  thereof  shall  be  given  in  open  Council,  or  unless  by 
unanimous  consent,  such  alteration  or  amendment  shall  have  been  re- 
ferred to,  and  reported  on  by  a  committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons. 

Sec.  2.  As  the  right  of  government  is  inherent  in  the  Episcopal  of- 
fice, the  Bishop  shall  have  the  right  of  veto  upon  all  Canons  adv>pted 
by  the  Council. 

Sec.  3.  All  canonical  enactments  of  this  Council  shall  take  effect 
immediately  on  the  rising  of  the  Council  enacting.

1.  When  the  President  takes  the  Chair,  no  member  shall  continue 
standing,  or  shall  afterwards  stand  up,  unless  to  address  the  Chair. 

2.  When  the  President  shall  have  taken  the  Chair,  the  minutes  of  the 
preceding  day  shall  be  read. 

3.  Immediately  after  organization  of  the  Council,  the  following  Stand- 
ing Committees  shall  be  appointed,  viz. : 

(1)  On  the  Admission  of  New  Parishes. 

(2)  On  Constitution  and  Canons. 

(3)  On  Unfinished  Business. 

(4)  On  Finance. 

(5)  On  Assessments. 

(6)  On  Missions. 

(7)  On  Christian  Education. 

(8)  On  Sunday  School  Work. 

(9)  On  Missionaries'  Traveling  Expenses. 

(10)  On  the  State  of  the  Church. 

4.  All  Committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President,  unless  other- 
w'ise  ordered. 

5.  .Ml  resolutions  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  presented  to  the  Sec- 
retary, and  by  him  read  ;  and  a  motion  shall  not  be  considered  before  the 
house  until  recorded. 

6.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak,  or  deliver  any  matter  to  the 
house,  be  shall,  with  due  respect,  address  himself  to  the  President,  con- 
fining himself  strictly  to  the  point  in  debate. 

7.  A  member  shall  not  absent  himself  from  the  services  of  the  house 
unless  he  have  leave  or  l)e  unable  to  attend. 

8.  A  member,  other  than  the  Chairn^an  of  a  Committee,  whose  report 
is  under  consideration,  shall  not  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  sam-e  debate, 
nor  longer  than  ten  minutes  at  a  time,  without  leave  of  the  house. 

9.  Any  member  of  the  house  may  call  for  a  vote  by  ayes  and  nays. 

10.  When  a  question  has  once  been  determined,  it  shall  stand  as  the 
judgment  of  the  house,  and  shall  not  be  again  drawn  into  debate,  except 
on  motion  for  reconsideration,  which  must  be  made  by  a  member  who  had 
previously  voted  in  the  majority,  and  all  motions  to  reconsider  must  be 
made  on  the  day  the  vote  is  taken  or  on  the  next  succeeding  day. 

11.  When  a  question  is  imdi  r  consideration,  a  motion  shall  not  be 
received,  except  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  postpone  it  until  a  certain  time,  to 
postpone  indefinitely,  to  conmiit  it,  to  divide  it  or  amend  it;  and  motions 
for  any  of  these  purposes  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  herein 
named.  If  a  motion  to  lay  an  amendment  on  the  table  be  carried,  the 
matter  before  the  house  shall  be  proceeded  with  as  if  no  such  amendment 
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has  been  offered.    The  motions  to  lay  on  the  table  and  adjourn  shall  be 
decided  without  debate.    The  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order. 

12.  Debate  shall  not  be  allowed  upon  a  resolution  to  refer  any 
motion  to  a  Committee,  or  to  a  motion  to  recommit  any  subject  which  has 
been  before  a  Committee,  but  the  member  who  offers  such  resolution  or 
motion  may  speak  for  five  minutes  for  the  purpose  of  explaining  its 
obj  ect. 

13.  All  amendments  may  be  considered  in  the  reverse  order  in  which 
they  are  moved.  When  a  proposed  amendment  is  under  consideration  a 
motion  to  amend  the  same  may  be  made.  An  after  amendment  to  such 
second  anrendment  shall  not  be  in  order,  but  when  an  amendment  to  an 
amendment  is  under  consideration,  a  substitute  to  the  whole  may  be 
received.  A  proposition,  different  from  the  one  under  consideration,  shall 
not  be  received  under  color  of  an  amendment  or  substitute. 

14.  Every  member  who  may  be  in  the  house  when  any  question  is  put, 
shall,  on  a  division,  be  counted,  unless  he  be  excused  by  the  Council. 

15.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  in  the  first  instance  by  the 
Chair,  without  debate ;  an  appeal,  however,  may  be  made  from  this  decision 
to  the  Council  by  any  member  of  the  same. 

16.  The  Secretary  may  employ  one  or  more  Pages,  not  exceeding 
three,  to  act  as  messengers  during  the  sessions  of  the  Council. 

17.  The  reports  of  all  Committees  shall  be  in  writing,  and  shall  be 
received,  of  course,  and  without  motion  for  acceptance,  unless  recommitted 
by  vote  of  the  house.  All  reports  recommending  or  requiring  any  action 
or  expression  of  opinion  by  the  house,  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  resolu- 
tion for  the  action  of  the  house  therein. 

18.  The  names  of  movers  of  resolutions  shall  appear  upon  the  min- 
utes of  the  Council.

St.  George's  Church,  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  Tuesday,  May  10,  1910. 

This  being  the  place  and  time  appointed  for  the  meeting 
of  the  21st  Annual  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Kansas  City,  the 
Right  Rev.  Edward  Robert  Atwill,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese,  and  a  number  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity  assembled  in 
St.  George's  Church,  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  at  10:30  a.  m.,  for 
Divine  service. 

The  Holy  Communion  was  celebrated  by  the  Bishop, 
assisted  by  the  Rev.  Cyrus  Townsend  Brady,  LL.  D.,  as  Reader 
of  the  Epistle,  and  the  Rev.  J.  Stewart-Smith  as  Reader  of 
the  Gospel.  The  Rev.  Douglass  H.  Atwill  served  as  Bishop's 
Chaplain. 

The  Bishop  delivered  the  following  address : 

THE  BISHOFS  ADDRESS. 

Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity : 

We  extend  to  you  a  cordial  greeting  and  to  the  Clergy 
who  have  come  to  us  since  the  previous  Council  a  warm  wel- 
come. They  add  much  to  the  strength  of  our  force.  Taken  all 
in  all,  old  and  new,  we  have  a  body  of  Clergy  who  will  average 
above  those  of  most  dioceses  of  our  class  with  which  I  have 
acquaintance.    We  need  a  few  more  of  the  same  sort. 

As  I  enter  upon  my  address  I  pause  as  usual  to  say  a  word 
of  appreciation  concerning  any  of  the  House  of  Bishops  or  of 
our  own  Diocese  who  have  passed  on  to  the  rest  that  re- 
maineth  for  the  people  of  God. 

One  Bishop  has  gone — the  genial  and  beloved  Bishop  of 
South  Dakota,  the  Right  Reverend  William  Hobart  Hare, 
D.  D.  He  passed  the  early  years  of  his  ministry  in  Philadel- 
phia, was  Secretary  and  Agent  of  the  T'oreign  Committee  of 
the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society  1870-73,  and  in 
the  latter  year  was  consecrated  Bishop  of  South  Dakota,  where 
his  work  among  the  Indians  was  most  successful.  How  he 
loved  them  and  how  they  loved  him  I     His  gentle  and  per- 
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suasive  eloquence  won  the  interest  of  their  white  brethren  in 
the  East,  schools  were  established,  churches  were  built  and  the 
red  people  learned  to  sing  the  praises  of  our  Redeemer  in  the 
soft  Dakota  tongue.  As  a  father  he  went  up  and  down  among 
them ;  his  home  was  in  an  Indian  school.  His  life  w^as  spent 
for  them. 

In  our  own  Diocese  the  Reverend  Jay  C.  Hathaway,  de- 
spondent and  mentally  unbalanced,  died  by  his  own  hand.  He 
had  been  notable  for  his  conscientious  devotion  to  duty,  and 
for  his  exalted  Christian  character.  Many  warm  friends  in 
Ohio  and  Illinois  testify  to  his  devotion  to  high  ideals  and  his 
blameless  life. 

The  Rev.  Asher  P.  Crouch  w-as  an  aged  man  canonically 
resident  in  this  Diocese,  but  for  many  years  he  had  been  in- 
firm and  unequal  to  active  duty. 

Mr.  T.  B.  Tomb,  who  died  recently  in  California,  was  Vice 
President  of  our  Church  Club  and  a  Vestryman  of  Grace 
Church,  Kansas  City.  He  was  deeply  interested  in  the  prog- 
ress of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  and  in  his  parish,  giving 
generously  and  willingly  to  its  support.

March  18—1  licensed  John  Boden  and  John  F.  Slichter,  Lay  Readers. 

March  20 — At  St.  Mark's,  Kansas  City,  I  preached,  confirmed  ten  and 
addressed  them.  The  Rector  is  growing  constantly  in  the  affections  of 
his  people  and  the  parish  is  steadily  developing. 

In  the  evening  I  preached  at  St.  George's,  contirmed  nineteen  and 
addressed  them.  I  am  amazed  whenever  I  visit  this  parish  to  note  the 
remarkable  development  in  everything — parish  club,  congregation  and  self- 
denying  fervor.  I  shall  refer  to  this  more  in  detail  in  my  address  to  the 
Council. 

March  23 — At  Webb  City  I  preached,  confirmed  nine  and  addressed 
them.  The  congregation  was  large  and  the  work  is  prospering  as  it  has 
not  prospered  at  any  time  in  the  past.  The  Rev.  Charles  A.  Weed  is  in 
charge,  and  has  detailed  his  assistant,  Mr.  Ryan,  to  give  most  of  his  time 
to  this  interesting  mission. 

March  24— At  Aurora  I  read  service  and  preached.  Our  small  con- 
gregation has  been  seriously  depleted  by  removals,  but  there  are  a  few 
faithful  ones.  There  is  the  church,  the  lot  and  no  debt.  \Vc  are  not  dis- 
couraged, but  plan  a  vigorous  effort  to  build  it  up. 

March  2S — At  Carthage  I  read  service  and  preached. 

March  26 — At  Carthage  I  read  evening  prayer  and  baptized  four. 

March  27 — At  Carthage  I  celebrated  the  PToly  Communion  at  an  early 
hour.  At  10:30  I  read  morning  prayer,  confirmed  seven  (prepared  by 
Dean  Weed),  preached  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Coniniunion.  The  congre- 
gations were  very  large  and  there  is  every  iiidicaiiun  that  the  field  for  the 
right  man  is  most  encouraging.  I  met  the  V^estry,  and  with  comnicndable 
promptness  they  have  taken  up  the  canvass  of  the  parish  and  the  calling 
of  a  new  Rector.  The  secular  papers  have  given  the  impression  that  the 
retired  Rector  was  compelled  to  resign  because  of  his  activity  in  the  cause 
of  temperance.  I  was  confident  that  this  was  not  true,  but  was  much 
pleased  to  have  my  impressions  fully  conllrmcd  by  careful  investigation. 

In  the  evening  I  read  service  and  preached  at  Monett.  The  faithful 
women  are  holding  together  and  attending  to  the  affairs  of  the  mission 
with  all  zeal.  But  where  arc  the  men  ?  One,  whom  I  contirmed  not  long 
ago,  died  the  death  of  a  hero,  bidding  his  fireman  to  "jump,"  but  refusing 
to  leave  his  engine  when  a  collision  was  immirent.  There  is  the  compe- 
tent chorister  and  there  are  some  good  church  Ixus.  For  this  we  arc 
thankful. 

March  28 — I  preached  in  Neosho.  Appointed  as  Committee  of  the 
Mission,  Messrs.  Eves,  Rathcll  and  Price. 

March  29 — Appoint  as  Committee  of  the  Mission  in  Webb  City, 
Messrs.  Frank  K.  Wallower,  Fred  Kellogg,  George  Waring,  Frank  For- 
low,  Paul  Easby. 

March  30 — At  St.  Mark's,  Kansas  City,  I  baptized  the  son  of  the 
Rector. 

March  31 — At  Chillicothe  I  confirmed  one. 

April  1 — At  Carrollton  I  read  service  and  preached ;  baptized  one, 
confinned  one.

We  are  approaching^  the  close  of  the  second  decade  oi  our 
existence  as  a  Diocese.  Twenty  years  a^i^o  this  spring  plans 
were  being  made  for  the  setting  off  of  the  new  Diocese  of 
West  Missouri ;  on  the  third  of  the  following  June  the  I^iocese 
was  organized  ;  on  the  fourth  the  first  Bish.op  was  elected. 

There  were  3,150  Coninuinicants  in  a  territory  embracing 
32,000  Sfjuare  miles.  'Jlie  Church  proj)erty  in  possession  of 
the  young  Diocese  was  valued  at  about  $455,000.  On  this 
there  was  a  debt  of  about  $140,000.     The  Endowment  Fund 
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amounted  to  only  $4,421.04.  There  were  only  a  few  self-sup- 
porting parishes.  It  was  not  much  more  than  a  Missionary 
District,  but  it  had  to  assume  its  own  diocesan  expenses  and 
undertake  the  payment  of  that  debt.  Although  the  burden 
was  heavy,  it  was  cheerfully  borne,  but  the  times  were  hard. 
In  the  business  world,  decline  and  gloom  marked  the  years 
following  1900 ;  incomes  were  reduced,  much  property  was  va- 
cant, failures  of  prominent  men  and  enterprises  were  frequent, 
discouragement  prevailed ;  to  raise  money  for  the  Church  was 
difficult,  progress  was  retarded.    Recovery  was  slow. 

Nevertheless,  more  than  $100,000  of  that  original  debt 
has  been  discharged  and  prosperity  prevails  now  in  our  places 
of  business  and  on  the  farms.  Our  Church  property,  including 
St.  Luke's  Hospital,  is  worth  about  $580,000.  Our  Communi- 
cants number  over  5,000.  We  have  nothing  in  our  statistics 
to  awaken  much  pride  or  enthusiasm,  but  only  those  who  have 
been  in  the  work  during  these  years  know  the  difficulties  and 
hindrances  that  have  beset  us. 

The  people  of  this  Missi.ssippi  Valley  are  restless.  The 
congregations,  in  the  smaller  towns  especially,  lose  all  their  in- 
crement and  sometimes  more  by  the  migration  of  communi- 
cants. In  Savannah  I  have  confimied  forty-two,  but  the  com- 
municants have  decreased  from  twenty-one  to  eleven.  In  St. 
John's,  Springfield,  I  have  confirmed  three  hundred  and  twen- 
ty-three, but  two-thirds  of  them  are  gone ;  in  Joplin  I  have 
confirmed  one  hundred  and  thirty-five,  but  there  has  been  no 
corresponding  increase  in  communicants.  This  is  not  the  fault 
of  the  clergy.  They  are  dealing  with  pilgrims  who  tarry  but  a 
year  or  two.  We  hope  the  pilgrims  carry  with  them  the  doc- 
trine and  grace  they  have  received  here,  but  they  do  not 
stay  to  strengthen  our  Diocese,  or  to  increase  the  ability  of  our 
congregations  to  contribute  for  the  support  of  the  work. 

The  clergy  themselves  are  migratory.  Not  one  of  the 
clergy  who  greeted  me  when  I  came  out  is  here  now.  One  hun- 
dred and  sixty-eight  have  been  canonical ly  resident,  but  one 
hundred  and  eighteen  have  taken  Letters  Dimissory,  nine  have 
died,  three  have  been  deposed. 

The  same  conditions  prevail  in  other  Dioceses.  I  note 
that  the  Hishop  of  Tennessee  says  to  his  Convention:  "The 
work  suffers  from  the  migratory  habits  of  the  Clergy.  In  some 
instances,  where  a  clergyman  has  taken  charge  of  two  or  three 
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adjacent  missions  and  the  people  have  been  aroused  to  unusual 
efforts  and  sometimes  to  exceptional  sacrifices  by  his  appeals 
and  then  have  been  suddenly  abandoned  by  their  leader  for 
another  field  of  work,  they  have  stood  still  for  months  as  if 
stricken  by  paralysis.  The  work  has  died  and  has  to  be  re- 
vived through  long  protracted  effort/'  These  words,  true 
in  Tennessee,  are  even  more  applicable  here. 

Nevertheless,  the  Diocese  has  grown  some,  and  there  is 
every  reason  to  anticipate  that  the  decade  upon  which  we  arc 
about  to  enter  will  show  remarkable  increase..  The  condi- 
tions become  more  favorable  every  year.  Many  of  the  people 
who  leave  our  smaller  towns  are  now  attracted  by  the  oppor- 
tunities offered  in  our  larger  cities.  The  growth  of  Kansas 
City,  St.  Joseph,  Springfield,  Joplin  and  other  places  is  unpre- 
cedented here,  and  a  serious  responsibility  rests  upon  the 
Church  in  those  places.  As  I  have  said  before  on  other  oc- 
casions, missions  should  be  established  so  close  together  that 
not  one  soul  may  be  overlooked,  not  one  child  deprived  of  the 
privileges  of  our  Sunday  School  instruction. 

Somethinj^^  is  being  done  in  this  direction.  About  two 
years  ago  St.  John's,  Kansas  City,  opened  a  mission  near  r>udd 
Park,  whicli  is  in  active  operation;  Grace  has  had  a  mission 
and  institutional  work  for  a  lon^^  time.  Some  years  ago  a 
mission  was  opened  at  Twcnty-sixtli  and  Prospect  and  another 
in  tlie  Xorth  luid  of  Kansas  City.  Tliey  failed  for  w^ant  of  sup- 
port by  our  people.  (  )n  the  1st  of  May,  this  year,  St. 
Cieorge's  Parish  because,  althougli  they  have  moved  their 
has  every  aj)pearance  of  ])ermanence  and  success.  It  is  but  just 
to  sav  that  St.  laud's  was  readv  to  open  a  mission  at  nearly 
the  same  point,  but  it  seemed  rather  to  be  the  work  of  St. 
George's  parish  because,  althoui^h  they  have  moved  their 
buildings  to  the  northern  limit  of  their  former  territory,  that 
neighborhood  has  always  l)een  conceded  to  them,  and  because 
the  rector  had  preempted  the  claim  by  promising  to  open  a 
mission  there  when  he  first  came  into  the  Diocese.  No  doubt 
the  zeal  of  the  rector  of  St.  Paul's  and  of  his  people  will  prompt 
them  to  occu])y  one  of  the  many  points  where  work  is  needed, 
and  although  the  importance  of  church  extension  cannot  be 
overestimated  the  growth  of  the  Church  in  these  larger  cities 
has  not  kept  pace  with  the  growth  of  the  population.  Kansas 
City  has  now  wdthin  its  city  limits  250,000  people,  an  increase 
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of  218,000  over  the  population  in  1890.  We  have  about  2,100 
communicants,  an  increase  of  472  over  those  reputed  in   1890. 

There  are  in  Kansas  City  30,000  children  on  the  school 
roll.  We  have  in  our  Sunday  Schools  about  1,000,  an  increase 
of  263. 

The  population  of  St.  Joseph  is  about  100,000.  There  are 
749  communicants,  an  increase  of  112.  There  are  270  Sunday 
School  scholars,  a  decrease  of  174.  We  have  not  time  to  study 
the  whole  list  of  our  important  towns.  We  know  that  many 
difficulties  confront  the  Clergy — the  migrations  to  which  I 
have  referred,  the  strong  denominational  sentiment,  tinctured 
with  prejudice  against  the  Church;  the  weight  of  parochial 
burdens,  and  I  fear  I  must  include  the  indifference  of  our 
people — especially  the  men — to  work  not  strictly  parochial. 

Sometimes,  very  rarely,  thank  God,  we  may  hear  a  clergy- 
man say :  "I  do  not  care  for  numbers.  I  prefer  a  small  Sunday 
School  and  a  few  communicants  thoroughly  instructed  in  the 
doctrines  I  feel  bound  to  teach."  By  all  means,  our  people  and 
children  should  be  thoroughly  instructed  in  the  principles 
which  the  Church  commissions  the  Clergy  to  teach,  but  God 
save  us  if  we  are  so  short  sighted  as  to  make  no  effort  to 
gather  the  multitude  and  extend  the  knowledge  which  should 
cover  the  earth  as  the  waters  cover  the  sea. 

The  Church,  sent  forth  to  preach  the  Gospel  to  every  creat- 
ure, is  very  much  concerned  with  the  extension  of  the  truth 
and  the  Sacraments  to  as  many  of  the  whole  population  as  can 
be  induced  by  sane  methods  used  in  building  up  any  great  en- 
terprise to  revive  them. 

The  children  of  this  world  are  in  their  generation  wiser 
than  the  children  of  light ;  the  children  of  light  would  ^lo  well 
to  imitate  the  wisdom  employed  by  men  in  building  up  tem- 
poral organizations  in  building  up  the  Church  of  the  Living 
God.  While  the  Grace  and  the  Power  are  from  Him,  lie,  in 
His  wisdom,  leaves  much  to  human  effort  and  sagacity.  Of 
course,  in  giving  the  Church  publicity  and  in  goini;  out  for 
souls  we  must  not  forget  the  sacredness  and  the  dignity  of  the 
divine  organism  wherein  we  are  humble  helpers  and  ministers. 

"The  Spiritual  essence  of  religion,"  says  a  secular  journal, 
*'is  always  in  danger  of  being  obscured  by  two  influences,  one 
leading  in  the  direction  of  a  barren  formalism,  the  other  tend- 
ing to  quit  being  religious  and  to  sit  at  the  feet  of  business  or 
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of  reform  movements  for  advice  and  instruction.  The  one 
tends  to  create  churches  without  congregations,  the  other  to 
make  congregations  without  the  church. 

We  must  avoid  that;  but  we  can  use  the  "press*'  to  let 
the  public  know  of  our  doings ;  we  can  canvass  whole  neigh- 
borhoods for  souls  who  may  be  induced  to  go  with  ns ;  we 
can  be  in  touch  with  the  life  of  the  places  where  we  dwell ; 
we  can  present  the  great  principles  upon  which  the  Church 
is  founded  in  such  a  wise  manner  that  the  people  of  our  time 
will  listen  and  understand ;  we  can  avoid  building  up  barriers 
not  mentioned  in  our  orders,  that  hide  the  beautiful  simplicity 
of  the  truth  and  incline  people  outside  to  look  upon  the  Church 
as  medieval  a  fortress  armed  against  them,  rather  than  a 
divine  hostelry  with  doors  open  to  receive  and  comfort  them. 

The  Church  needs  not  only  givers,  but  helpers,  conse- 
crated laymen  and  women  who  will  help  by  active  service. 
Giving  is  of  course  one  way  of  helping,  but  it  cannot  take  the 
place  of  personal  interest  or  active  participation  in  and  work 
for  the  enterprises  undertaken  by  the  Church  in  the  course 
of  duty. 

If  our  laymen  are  not  helpers  to  missions,  Sunday  Schools 
and  benevolent  enterprises,  under  the  direction  of  the  Church, 
the  course  of  the  Clerg^y  is  clear.  They  should  be  instant  in 
season  and  out  of  season,  to  instruct,  reprove,  exhort,  entreat, 
until  the  true  Christian  Spirit  developes,  impelling  m.en  and 
women  to  be  not  only  hearers,  but  doers  also. 

You  will  pardon  the  word  of  exhortation;  I  feel  deeply 
upon  this  subject,  and  I  believe  that  the  indifference  of  many 
of  our  men  and  some  of  our  women  to  anything  beyond  the 
bare  support  of  their  parishes  and  the  payment  of  diocesan 
dues  is  the  weak  point  in  our  diocesan  life.  There  are  notable 
and  noble  exceptions,  but  helpfulness  should  not  be  the  excep- 
tion; it  should  be  the  rule.  When,  in  large  numbers,  our  suc- 
cessful and  active  business  men  engage  in  enterprises  for  the 
strengthening  and  extending  of  the  Church  a  new  era  will 
dawn. 

The  Men's  Missionary  Movement  has  shown  that  it  is 
possible  to  engage  the  attention  of  men  and  to  enlist  not  only 
their  sympathy,  but  their  service.  The  great  convention  was 
held  in  this  city  which  stirred  the  enthusiasm  of  those  who 
participated  in  it,  not  only  for  foreign  missions,  but  for  all 
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kinds  of  work  in  the  Church.  I  regret  that  so  few  of  our  lay- 
men improved  the  opportunity.  It  would  have  done  them  no 
harm,  and  would  have  done  them  much  good. 

I  commend  to  all  laymen,  especially,  the  kind  of  organ- 
izations created  by  Church  men  in  the  East  called  the  Sea- 
bury  Society,  of  New  York,  and  the  Church  Laymen*s  Union 
in  Pittsburg,  Buffalo  and  other  cities.  The  object  is  to  be- 
gin, not  with  dioceses  or  with  parishes,  but  with  the  indi- 
vidual, to  bring  men  already  tingling  with  enthusiasm  and 
awakened  to  a  sense  of  responsibility  in  touch  with  other  men 
that  they  may  impart  somewhat  to  them.  Their  motto  is: 
"Not  missions  to  men,  but  men  to  missions.'*  I  recommend 
the  appointment  of  a  committee  to  secure  the  literature  of 
these  organizations  and  to  give  information  concerning  them 
to  any  who  may  desire  it. 

In  the  diocese  at  large  the  work  has  gone  on  as  well  as 
possible  with  the  force  of  Clerg}'  far  too  small.  Many 
clergymen  have  been  invited  to  come  over  and  help  us,  but, 
as  mentioned  above,  only  five  have  accepted.  Others  whom 
we  have  called  are  not  willing  to  take  groups  of  missions  and 
to  endure  the  hardness  of  spending  several  days  each  month 
away  from  home.  However,  it  is  probable  that  the  principal 
points  will  be  soon  filled. 

In  the  parish  of  Grace  Church.  Kansas  City,  provision  has 
been  made  for  the  erection  of  a  rectory. 

In  St.  George's,  Kansas  City,  there  has  been  remarkable 
activity,  and  generous  gifts  have  been  made  for  the  new  build- 
ings. These  are  a  substantial  Parish  House  with  provision 
for  every  need — Guild  work,  auxiliary  work,  quarters  for  tht 
organist  and  the  curate,  a  club  room  and  dining  hall.  The  in- 
terior of  the  Parish  House  has  been  arranged  for  services  until 
the  new  church  is  erected.  The  rectory,  comfortable  and  well 
planned  for  the  domestic  life  of  the  family  and  the  studies  of 
the  rector,  has  also  been  completed.  We  congratulate  both 
the  rector  and  the  people,  wishing  them  God  speed,  and  highly 
commending  them  because,  notwithstanding  the  heavy  finan- 
cial burdens  they  carry,  they  have  not  neglected  to  make  gen- 
erous provision  for  Church  extension  in  the  dioceses  and  for 
general  missions. 

At  Booneville  the  improvements  in  the  rectory  proposed 
last  year  have  been  completed,  making  a  sufficiently  large  and 
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comfortable  home.  All  was  going  well  in  the  parish  until  the 
serious  illness  of  the  rector  in  March.  Since  then  the  services 
have  been  continued  by  competent  lay  readers. 

At  Carrollton  the  work  is  much  more  encouraging  than 
for  the  few  years  past. 

In  Cameron  and  Trenton  the  missions  have  grown  and  ac- 
tivities have  been  increased  under  the  competent  management 
of  the  Rev.  S.  E.  Prentiss. 

Trinity  Parish,  Kansas  City,  shows  marked  improvement. 
The  congregations  have  increased.  The  Sunday  School  has 
grown.  Parish  societies  are  more  active  and  the  financial 
conditions  are  more  encouraging. 

The  congregation  of  St.  Paul's,  Clinton,  has  purchased  a 
new  organ  and  made  other  improvements  costing  about  $2,000. 
Best  of  all,  they  have  incurred  no  debt. 

Excellent  reports  come,  from  Calvary,  Sedalia,  showing 
unusual  harmony  and  activity. 

The  old  parish  at  Lexington  has  begun  a  new  and  vigorous 
life. 

The  rector  of  St.  Philip's,  Joplin,  has  pre.ssed  en  with  the 
erection  of  his  new  church  building,  notwithstanding  stag- 
gering discouragements,  and  it  is  very  near  completion.  The 
local  architect  who  designed  it  deserves  praise  for  one  of  the 
finest  church  buildings.  The  congregation  had  done  nobly 
and  the  self-sacrifice  of  the  rector  has  set  the  pace. 

In  other  places  where  there  is  nothing  new  to  report,  the 
work  is  going  on  well  as  in  former  years,  and  in  most  in- 
stances there  is  steady  growth. 

In  December  last,  I  received  under  my  jurisdiction  the 
Rev.  John  Marchello,  a  Roman  Catholic  priest,  and  his  con- 
gregation, 'i'his  congregation  of  St.  John  the  Baptist  was  duly 
organized  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Missouri.  Their  char- 
ter enables  them  to  hold  title  to  real  estate  and  to  employ  a 
priest.  Many  of  them  are  Sicilians  and  they  engaged  the  ser- 
vices of  a  priest  whom  they  had  known  in  their  childhood. 

They  represented  to  nie  that  they  desired  to  be  independ- 
ent of  the  Bishop  of  Rome  and  gradually  to  conform  to  the 
customs  of  our  branch  of  the  Church.  That  thev  desired  me 
to  take  them  under  my  jurisdiction,  to  authorize  the  consecra- 
tion of  their  Church,  and  to  give  Father  Marchello  the  right 
to  officiate. 
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As  few  of  them  speak  English,  and  sudden  radical  changes 
in  their  services  were  likely  to  create  some  misunderstanding 
and  confusion,  the  priest  and  committee  asked  permission 
to  take  time  in  bringing  about  the  necessary  changes.  This 
permission  I  gave  more  readily  because  when  T  enumerated 
the  things  they  must  abandon  they  assented  v/ith  enihusiasm. 
Rather  more  has  been  made  of  this  incident  than  it  deserves. 
They  are  not  yet  ready  to  come  into  full  union  with  our  branch 
of  the  Church.  They  have  only  been  tentatively  taken  under 
m)'  jurisdiction  as  Bishop,  and  I  have  appointed  the  Rev.  J. 
Stewart-Smith  to  instruct  Father  Marchello  and  his  people  and 
to  officiate  at  some  of  the  services  for  which  Father  Marchello 
is  not  competent. 

The  Rev.  Edward  S.  Willett,  our  missionary  among  the 
colored  people  of  Kansas  Ciy,  is  developing  the  congregation 
which  worships  in  St.  Augustine's  Chapel,  and  he  has  for  some 
time  been  carrying  on  Institutional  work  in  the  north  part  of 
the  city,  where  he  reaches  paroled  and  pardoned  prisoners  and 
other  sadly  in  need  of  an  uplift  and  of  the  ministrations  of 
the  Church.  He  needs  the  assistance  of  a  deaconess  or  other 
trained  woman  who  can  teach  and  go  among  the  people  to 
give  them  better  ideas  of  housekeeping  or  bringing  up  children 
and  the  care  of  their  own  persons.  We  ought  to  help.  Here 
is  a  worthy  missionary  work  among  the  African  people  at  our 
door.  Our  white  people  in  Kansas  City  should  assume  some 
responsibility  for  it.  The  colored  people  will  give  as  they  can, 
but  they  cannot  give  enough. 

Regular  services  for  the  deaf  and  dumb  are  held  by  the 
Rev.  J.  Mitchell  Keohler  in  Grace  Church,  Kansas  City,  and 
occasional  services  at  other  points.  He  presented  a  class  for 
confirmation  this  year  and  is  doing  much  gool  among  the 
silent  people.  I  wish  that  we  might  contribute  more  to  his 
salary,  and  make  it  possible  for  him  to  spend  more  time  in  this 
diocese.    We  need  him. 

Our  missions  in  general  need  more  support  from  the  dio- 
ceses than  they  have  had  during  the  year  that  has  closed. 
Sometimes  we  have  not  had  money  in  the  treasury  to  pay  the 
stipends  when  due.  The  Board  had  to  say  to  the  Bishop: 
"We  can  only  promise  support  for  part  of  the  work.  The  peo- 
ple are  not  giving  us  money  enough  for  all." 
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I  beg  most  earnestly  that  provision  be  made  by  this  coun- 
cil for  an  aggressive  campaign  this  year.  In  my  opinion,  we 
must  decide  how  much  we  need  and  divide  the  amount  as 
equitably  as  we  can  among  the  congregations.  Pledges  do  not 
accomplish  the  result.  Few  are  here  to  pledge;  those  who 
are  here  hesitate  to  bind  their  parishes  or  missions.  We  must 
tell  them  how  much  we  hope  they  will  give  and  encourage 
them  to  give  it. 

To  speak  of  the  work  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  would 
be  only  to  repeat  encomiums  pronounced  in  years  past.  Their 
help  in  the  diocese  has  saved  the  day  more  than  once.  Their 
numbers,  their  gifts  for  general  missions  and  their  interest 
increase  year  by  year. 

And  the  juniors;  how  they  grow.  The  babies  of  twenty 
years  ago  and  children  born  since  that  time  are  "flinging  out 
the  banner"  and  are  to  have  a  convention  all  their  own  in  an- 
other part  of  this  building. 

Our  Sunday  School  Institute;  why  do  some  look  askance 
at  it?  Why  do  some  oppose  it?  Why  do  many  hold  aloof? 
The  committee  arranged  a  splendid  and  instructive  series  of 
lectures  last  winter.  We  have  no  reason  to  think  that  we  are 
doing  all  we  ought  to  do  in  Sunday  School  work.  Our  schools 
are  too  small  and  too  few  in  number.  Let  us  come  together 
and  talk  it  over;  some  one  may  have  an  idea  that  will  improve 
conditions.  We  may,  with  advantage,  study  the  methods  of 
those  who  are  more  successful  than  we  are.  Nothing  is  too 
good  for  the  diocese  of  Kansas  City.  Let  us  have  the  methods 
that  have  proved  most  successful  in  every  department.  Above 
all,  let  us  not  be  content  to  suffer  any  part  of  our  work  to 
drift  along  from  year  to  year  in  the  old  way  when  there  's  a 
better  one. 

St.  Luke's  Hospital  is  growing  year  by  year  more  worthy 
of  your  attention  and  your  gifts.  While  not  large  enough  to 
receive  all  the  patients  who  make  application  for  entrance  or  to 
support  itself  as  it  might  with  larger  accommodations,  it  ranks 
among  the  best  hospitals  in  the  city,  and  its  nurses,  under  the 
training  of  its  remarkably  efficient  superintendent,  are  young 
women  of  whom  we  may  be  justly  proud.  The  detailed  re- 
port of  what  has  been  done  during  the  year  will  be  presented 
to  you.    I  ask  for  large  gifts  for  this,  our  only  institution. 
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May  the  Holy  Spirit  direct  and  rule  our  hearts  in  all  our 
deliberations.  I  have  taken  you  into  my  confidence,  telling 
you  some  of  the  discouragements  we  have  to  face,  but  notwith- 
standing them  I  feel  strongly  encouraged  today,  persuaded 
that  we  who  are  working  with  one  heart  and  one  mind  for 
the  glory  of  God  and  His  Church  will  not  labor  in  vain.

JVhercas,  It  is  apparent  that  the  Church  in  Kansas  City  has  not  kept 
pace  with  the  development  of  the  city,  cither  in  the  number  of  new  organ- 
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izations  established  or  ii>  the  growth   in   membership  of  those  already 
established;  and 

Whereas,  Opportunities  for  planting  the  Church  in  localities  thickly 
settled,  on  the  one  hand,  and  in  places  which  undoubtedly  in  the  near 
future  will  become  centers  of  population  on  the  other,  are  not  at  present 
being  embraced  from  whatsoever  causes  may  exist;  and 

Whereas,  Since  it  is  evident  that  a  healthy  church  must  not  only  grow 
with  the  population,  but  its  rate  of  increase  must  surpass  the  growth  of 
the  population; 

Be  It  Hereby  Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  five  la>*men  shall  be 
elected  by  this  Council,  membership  on  the  committee  not  necessarily  to  be 
limited  to  membership  in  the  Council,  whose  business  it  shall  be  to  exam- 
ine into  existing  conditions  with  reference  to  the  growth  of  the  Church 
in  Kansas  City;  to  ascertain,  if  possible,  the  reason  for  the  facts  alleged 
in  the  preamble  to  these  resolutions,  and  in  the  Bishop's  address,  if  they 
be  facts ;  to  devise  remedies  for  these  conditions,  if  they  can  be  remedied ; 
to  embody  the  conclusions  at  which  they  may  arrive  in  the  form  of  a 
report,  which  shall  be  printed  at  the  expense  of  the  Diocese  and  mailed 
to  each  member  of  the  Council  not  later  than  November  1,  1910;  and  if, 
in  the  judgment  of  the  committee,  a  special  council  should  be  called  to 
consider  the  report,  that  the  committee  is  hereby  authorized  respectfully 
to  request  the  Diocesan  to  appoint  such  a  special  council  and  issue  such  a 
call  as  soon  as  allowed  by  the  Canons. 

Be  It  Further  Resolved.  That  this  committee  shall  be  empowered  to 
consider  and  report  upon  the  alleged  prevailing  policy  of  the  Diocesan 
Board  of  Missions  regarding  the  expenditure  of  missionary  funds  under 
its  control,  whether  there  shall  be  a  continuance  of  the  practice  of  devoting 
the  major  portion  of  it  to  work  outside  the  See  City,  or  whether  a 
greater  proportion  of  the  funds  might  not  be  used  to  advantage  in 
strengthening  missionary  work  already  inaugurated,  or  to  be  inaugurated, 
in  the  See  City. 

Be  It  Further  Resolved,  That  this  committee  shall  have  power  to 
summon  before  it  for  testinwny  as  to  existing  conditions  any  member  of 
the  Church,  and  to  seek  information  and  suggestions  from  the  same. 

Be  It  Further  Resolved,  Should  it  be  desired  by  the  formal  action  of 
the  clergy  and  laity  of  either  of  the  suburban  convocations  that  the  com- 
mittee shall  look  into  local  conditions  in  these  convocations  with  view 
to  a  similar  investigation,  the  committee  shall  have  power  to  make  such 
investigations  if,  in  the  judgment  of  the  committee,  such  investigations 
seem  wise. 

Be  It  Further  Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  be,  and 
hereby  is,  empowered  to  pay  any  expenses  incurred  by  the  committee  so 
constituted,  upon  requisition  by  the  committee,  to  the  total  amount  of  one 
hundred  dollars,  or  any  part  thereof.

The  Rev.  Cyrus  Townsend  Brady,  L.L.  D.,  introduced  'the 
following  preamble  and  resolutions,  which,  on  motion,  were 
adopted  and  referred  to  the  Standing  Committee  on  St.  Luke's 
Hospital : 
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PREAMBLE  AND  RESOLUTIONS  REGARDING  ST.  LUKE'S  HOS- 
PITAL AND  ITS  FUTURE,  OFFERED   BY  THE  REV. 
CYRUS  TOWNSEND  BRADY,  L.L.D.,  RECTOR  OF 
ST.  GEORGES  CHURCH,  KANSAS  CITY,  MO. 

Whereas,  The  future  of  St.  Luke's  Hospital,  our  only  Diocesan  insti- 
tution^ gravely  demands  immediate  consideration  at  the  hands  of  the  Dio- 
cese. So  far  as  it  goes,  this  institution  is  one  of,  if  not  the  best,  of  the 
kind  in  the  city.  The  proof  of  this  fact  is  seen  in  'the  testimony  of 
physicians,  well  informed  visitors  and  patients.  For  lack  of  room  the 
Hospital  daily  turns  away  from  its  doors  patients  who  would  fain  enjoy 
and  are  usually  willing  to  pay  for  its  facilities;  sometimes  as  many  as 
thirty  or  forty  a  week.  It  does  a  large  amount  of  charity  uxjrk,  and  is 
practically  self-supporting  in  spite  of  its  limited  capacity.  As  a  training 
school  for  nurses  it  ranks  with  any  institution  in  the  country,  the  high 
quality  of  the  applicants  for  places  in  the  school  being  remarkable.  This 
is  largely  due  to  the  extraordinar>*  aptitude  and  ability  of  the  Superin- 
tendent. Not  only  is  the  Hospital  hampered  by  lack  of  beds  and  other 
facilities,  but  it  has  none  of  the  auxiliary  arrangements  which  church 
hospitals  ought  to  have;  as,  for  instance,  a  chapel,  quarters  for  a  resident 
chaplain,  who  could  do  missionary  work  on  the  side,  by  the  way,  quarters 
for  an  interne  or  resident  physician,  proper  quarters  for  the  matron, 
working  rooms,  retiring  rooms,  for  which  there  is  often  the  most  pressing 
need  by  friends  and  relatives-  of  the  patients,  business  offices,  laundr>', 
ambulances,  etc.  Other  churches  in  the  community  are  building,  or  are 
planning  to  build,  great  hospitals.  The  constant  and  irritating  inability  of 
St.  Luke's  Hospital  to  do  the  work  for  which  it  is  established  will  by-and- 
by  divert  from  it  physicians  and  prospective  patients,  and  the  ability  of 
the  Superintendent  will  certainly  cause  her  to  be  taken  from  us  by  institu- 
tions which  offer  larger  fields  for  the  exercise  and  development  of  her 
peculiar  talents.  This  will  result  in  a  diminution  of  revenue,  which  again 
will  further  result  in  a  diminution  of  ability  to  do  that  charity  work  for 
which  the  Church  stands,  through  its  hospitals. 

Therefore  Be  It  Resolved,  That  this  Council  places  itself  upon  record 
as  declaring  that  the  work  of  enlarging  St.  Luke's  Hospital  should  be 
undertaken  at  once  by  the  erection  of  at  least  one  unit  of  a  comprehesnive 
plan,  to  include  many  units,  each  one  of  which  shall  cost  not  less  than 
$75,000. 

Be  It  Further  Resolved,  That  this  Council  authorizes  and  instructs 
the  Board  of  Managers  of  St.  Luke's  Hospital  to  solicit  among  charitably 
disposed  Church  or  other  people,  in  the  Diocese  or  out  of  it,  sums  of 
money  aggregating  a  minimum  of  $75,000.  Such  sums  to  be  gifts  out- 
right or,  if  that  be  not  possible,  to  be  loans  without  mortgage  or  other 
legal  security,  to  be  made  on  the  faith  of  the  Church  and  the  honor  of 
the  Hospital,  backed  by  the  pledge  of  the  Diocesan  Council  that  it  will 
solemnly  accept  the  responsibility  and  take  measures  from  time  to  time, 
as  may  be  expedient,  to  discharge  these  obligations,  so  that  the  enlarge- 
ment may  begin  immediately. 

Be  It  Further  Resolved,  If  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Hospital 
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feels  unequal  to  this  undertakingp  it  shall  have  power  to  add  to  its  mem- 
bership for  this  purpose  such  clergy  and  laymen  of  the  Diocese  as,  in  its 
judgment,  would  facilitate  the  work. 

Be  It  Further  Resolved,  That  nothing  in  the  above  resolutions  shall 
limit  the  Board  of  Managers  to  the  erection  of  one  unit  if  it  can  compass 
two  or  a  dozen. 

Upon  motion  it  was  RESOLVED:  That  the  Special  Com- 
mittee of  the  Assessment  Plan  report,  and  that  it  be  made  a 
special  order  of  business  on  Wednesday  at  11  a.  m. 

The  Rev.  J.  D.  Ritchey,  D.  D.,  introduced  the  following 
report  for  the  Standing  Committee : 

REPORT  OF  STANDING  COMMITTEE. 

The  Standing  Committee  beg  leave  to  make  the  following  report: 
Immediately  after  their  election,  they  held  a  meeting  and  organized  by 
the  election  of  Rev.  J.  Stewart-Smith  to  the  presidency  of  the  committee 
and  the  Rev.  J.  D.  Ritchey  as  secretary.  Since  that  time  the  Committee 
has  held  four  meetings.  They  have  received  the  proper  papers  relating 
to  Mr.  Duncan  Weeks  and  Mr.  John  Boden,  candidates  for  Holy  Orders, 
and  in  each  case  consent  has  been  given.  Consent  has  been  given  to  the 
consecration  of  the  Bishop-Coadjutor-elect  of  Maryland,  of  the  Bishop- 
Coadjutor-elect  of  Virginia,  and  to  the  consecration  of  the  Bishop  of  the 
Missionary  District  of  Western  Colorado.  Consent  was  given  to  St. 
George's  Church,  this  city,  to  sell  real  estate  owned  by  said  church  on 
the  northeast  comer  of  Thirty-third  Street  and  The  Paseo,  this  city. 
The  counsel  and  advice  of  the  Committee  was  sought  by  the  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese  as  to  receiving  an  Italian  Roman  Catholic  Priest  and  congrega- 
tion of  this  city  under  the  Episcopal  care  of  the  Bishop  of  this  diocese. 
The  Committee  recommended  that  the  petition  of  said  priest  and  congre- 
gation be  granted.

On  motion  by  the  Rev.  J.  A.  Schaad,  it  was  RESOLVED: 
That  the  portion  of  the  Bishop's  address  which  refers  to  the 
formation  of  a  Church  Laymen's  Union  be  referred  to  a  Special 
Committee. 

Mr.  A.  C.  Stowell  gave  notice  of  intention  to  add  Section 

12  to  Canon  XII : 

"It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  receive,  disburse  and  account 
for  all  funds  and  moneys  collected  for  any  and  all  church  purposes.  Such 
Treasurer  shall  give  bond  in  such  amount  and  form,  and  with  such  sure- 
ties as  shall  be  approved  by  the  Wardens  and  Secretary  of  the  Vestry. 
Corporations  duly  authorized  and  empowered  by  the  laws  of  the  State  of 
Missouri  to  sign  as  sureties,  or  give  bond  for  the  faithful  discharge  of 
duty  by  public  officers  or  others,  and  regularly  engaged  in  such  business, 
may  be  accepted  as  sureties  upon  the  l)onds  required  by  this  Canon.  The 
cost  of  procuring  bonds  shall  be  paid  by  the  Parishes." 
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Mr.  A.  C.  Stowell  gave  notice  of  intention  to  amend  Sec- 
tion 2,  Canon  IV,  as  follows : 

"In  Section  2  take  the  words  'who  shall  report  on  the  same  to  that 
Council'  and  add  the  following:  The  Treasurer  shall  give  bond  in  such 
form  and  with  such  sureties  as  shall  be  approved  by  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee. Corporations  duly  authorized  and  empowered  by  the  laws  of  the 
State  of  Missouri  to  sign  as  sureties,  or  give  bond  for  the  faithful  dis- 
charge of  duty  by  public  officers  and  others,  and  regularly  engaged  in  such 
business,  may  be  accepted  as  sureties  upon  bonds  required  by  this  Canon. 
The  cost  of  procuring  bonds  shall  be  paid  by  the  Diocese." 

These  amendments  were  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Constitutions  and  Canons. 

The  Rev.  J.  A.  Schaad  introduced  the  following  amend- 
ment to  Section  1,  Canon  X: 

"No  Parishes  or  Missions  shall  be  organized  within  less  than  a  mile 
from  the  nearest  Parish  or  Mission  Church  without  the  consent  of  the 
Bishop  and  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese,  provided  that  on  the 
granting  of  such  consent,  the  contiguous  Parish  within  the  above  limit 
shall  be  given  official  notice  and  opportunity  to  enter  protest." 

This,  on  motion,  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Con- 
stitution and  Canons. 

The  Rev.  J.  A.  Schaad  introduced  the  following  amend- 
ment to  Section  1,  Canon  VIII : 

"The  Board  of  Missions  shall  consist  of  twelve  members — six  clerg>'- 
mcn  and  six  laymen,  the  same  to  be  elected  by  ballot  by  the  Council  of 
the  Diocese.    The  terms  of  office  shall  be  determined  as  follows: 

At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board  elected  by  the  Council  in  which  this 
Canon  is  adopted,  the  terms  of  office,  both  of  the  clergy  and  laymen 
respectively,  shall  be  divided  into  one,  two  and  three  year  periods  and 
apportioned  by  lot.  In  the  succeeding  years,  there  being  only  four  vacan- 
cies in  the  Board,  the  Council  shall  elect  two  clerg>'men  and  two  laymen 
for  periods  of  three  years  each.  Said  Board,  together  with  the  Bishop, 
shall  have  the  management  of  missionary  operations  and  the  distribution 
of  all  funds  raised  for  the  support  of  missionaries  in  the  Diocese." 

This,  on  motion,  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Con- 
stitution and  Canons.

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Brady,  it  was  resolved  that  the 
privilege  of  the  floor  be  extended  to  the  visiting  Clergy.  The 
Rev.  Canon  Talbot,  Chaplain  of  Bethany  College  of  Topeka, 
was  called  forward  and  introduced  by  the  Bishop. 

Mr.  J.  E.  Long  moved  that  a  Committee  of  three  be  ap- 
pointed to  consider  extending  an  invitation  to  the  General 
Convention  for  1913,  and  report  tomorrow.    Seconded. 

Mr.  H.  D.  Ashley  moved  to  amend  the  motion,  that  three 
of  the  Committee  be  members  of  the  Council,  and  that  Mr.  E.

RESOLUTIOX. 

Rcsolz'cd,  Tliat  beginning  with  the  year  1911,  the  assessment  of  the 
Diocesan  Fund  shall  be  based  upon  the  sums  reported  by  the  several 
parishes  and  missions  under  the  items  of  parochial  expense,  as  found  in 
the  parochial  reports  contained  in  the  Diocesan  Journal  for  the  year  next 
preceding,  said  items  of  parochial  expense  to  include  all  parochial  expend- 
itures other  than  for  charity,  interest,  permanent  improvements,  parochial 
or  city  missions,  and  Sunday  Schools:  and  that  the  rate  of  assessment  be 
fixed  as  follows,  to- wit : 

Each  parish  or  missinu  shall  be  assessed  three  (3)  per  cent  of  its 
parochial  expense  as  hereinbefore  dehned,  up  to  the  amount  of  one 
thousand  dollars  ($1,000)  of  sncli  parochial  expense,  and  fifteen  (15)  per 
cent  of  such  parochial  expense  in  excess  of  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000). 
The  resulting  total  shall  be  the  basis  of  assessment  of  all  such  parishes 
and  missions;    and  may  be  increased  or  diminished  in  any  year  by  such 
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percentage,  uniformly  applied,  as  will  provide  the  aggregate  sum  needed 
for  the  next  conciliar  year,  after  allowance  has  been  made  for  a  ten  (10) 
per  cent  discount  for  payment  within  thirty  (30)  days  from  the  beginning 
of  the  several  respective  quarters  of  the  year;  which  quarters  for  the 
purposes  hereof  are  understood  to  begin  on  the  first  day  of  the  months  of 
May,  August,  November  and  February  of  each  year. 

Resolved,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Assessment  Committee  to 
hear  complaints  from  any  parish  or  mission  which  believes  the  amount  of 
its  assessment  thus  fixed  to  be  beyond  its  ability  to  pay;  whereupon  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Assessment  Committee,  if  in  its  opinion  such 
complaint  is  just,  to  make  written  report  to  the  Council  of  the  facts,  with 
its  recommendation  for  an  allowance  or  discount  to  such  parish  or  mission 
upon  its  assessment,  with  such  further  recommendations  as  to  conditions 
for  prompt  payment  or  otherwise  as  shall  seem  proper. 

Resolved,  That  if  it  shall  appear  to  the  Assessment  Committee  that 
the  report  of  any  parish  or  mission  of  its  parochial  expense  for  the  preced- 
ing year  does  not  fairly  indicate  the  ability  of  such  parish  or  mission  to 
•neet  its  proper  assessment,  it  shall  be  within  the  power  of  the  Assessment 
Committee  to  recommend  to  the  Council  an  increase  in  such  assessment; 
provided,  however,  that  no  parish  or  mission  shall  in  any  case,  without  its 
own  consent,  be  assessed  a  greater  amount  than  would  be  assessed  on  the 
foregoing  plan,  using  as  a  basis  the  average  annual  parochial  expenses  (as 
hereinbefore  defined)  of  such  parish  or  mission  for  the  five  years  last 
preceding  such  Council;  and  provided  further,  that  the  assessment  of  no 
parish  or  mission  shall  be  increased  or  diminished  from  the  amount  called 
for  under  the  foregoing  plan,  without  a  vote  of  the  Council,  following  a 
written  report  from  the  Assessment  Committee. 

Resolved,  further.  That  if  any  parish  or  mission  shall  fail  to  make  a 
report  of  its  parochial  expenditures  in  any  year,  the  Assessment  Committee 
shall  be  and  is  hereby  empowered  to  fix  the  assessment  of  such  parish  or 
mission  for  the  ensuing  year  following  such  failure,  upon  such  basis  as 
shall  seem  to  said  committee  to  be  just  and  proper.

REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  PAROCHIAL

property,  asking  for  information  concerning  the  titles  of  said  property.

REPORT    OF   COMMITTEE    ON    CONSTITUTION    AND 

CANONS. 

Your  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons,  to  which  by  resolution 
of  last  year's  Council  was  referred  the  revision  of  the  Constitution  and 
Canons,  respectfully  beg  leave  to  report  that  in  their  judgment  this  work 
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may  well  be  postponed  until  after  the  General  Convention  in  order  to  give 
the  committee  the  advantage  of  any  new  legislation  of  that  body  which 
may  have  a  bearing  on  Diocesan  legislation. 

They  therefore  ask  leave  to  defer  the  proposed  revision  until  next 
year,  and  offer  the  following  resolutions: 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons  have  leave 
to  postpone  the  revision  of  the  Constitution  and  Canons  until  next  year's 
Council. 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Council  be  directed  to  print  as  an 
appendix  to  this  year's  Journal  such  articles  or  parts  of  articles,  and  such 
canons  or  parts  of  canons,  as  in  the  judgment  of  the  Bishop  and  Secretary 
are  most  needful  for  the  information  and  guidance  of  the  clergy  and  lay 
officers  of  the  Diocese,  parishes  and  missions  in  the  administration  of 
the  same.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON   ST.  LUKE'S   HOSPITAL. 

As  last  year,  the  report  in  its  statistical  portions  covers  the  year  end- 
ing November  30th'  of  the  year  preceding  the  Council,  that  being  the  date 
on  which  reports  are  prepared  for  the  Kansas  City  Hospital  Day  Associa- 
tion, of  which  this  Hospital  is  one  of  the  beneficiaries.  In  other  respects 
the  report  is  as  of  May  1,  1910. 

The  efficiency  of  the  Hospital  during  the  year  has  been  in  all  respects 
maintained,  and  we  believe  it  is  steadily  growing  in  favor.  One  evidence 
of  this  is  the  constant  inability  of  the  Hospital  to  accept  the  many  patients 
who  apply  for  admission,  owing  to  physical  limitations  of  the  institution. 
A  capacity  of  manifold  that  at  present  could  be  kept  crowded.

In  June,  1909,  a  class  of  six  nurses  was  graduated  from  the  Training 
School,  making  a  total  of  twelve  nurses  now  in  active  practice  who  have 
gone  out  from  the  school.  The  annual  commencement  exercises,  at  which 
another  class  will  be  graduated,  will  be  held  about  the  middle  of  June 
next.    The  school  now  consists  of  twelve  undergraduate  nurses. 

The  Bishop  Atwill  Cot  Fund  had  on  December  1,  1909,  increased  to 
the  sum  of  $1,731.81.  By  a  resolution  of  the  Board  all  dues  and  Life 
Membership  fees  are  appropriated  to  this  fund.  It  is  suggested  that  no 
more  fitting  gift  can  be  made  than  to  this  fund,  or  to  establish  a  similarly 
endowed  cot. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  recently  published  "Seventh  Annual  Report" 
of  the  Hospital,  in  which  the  history,  progress  and  aims  of  the  Hospital 
are  more  fully  set  forth;  and  in  which  the  noble  work  being  constantly 
carried  on  by  the  St.  Luke's  Hospital  Club  and  the  St.  Luke's  Hospital 
Auxiliary  is  shown.  The  former,  an  organization  of  young  women 
(with  the  "Busy  Bees,"  a  junior  auxiliar}-  of  little  children)  have  main- 
tained two  free  beds  in  the  Children's  Ward,  a  ward  which  they  had 
previously  furnished  in  full,  and  which  it  is  their  aim  during  the  coming 
year  to  maintain  as  wholly  free. 

The  St.  Luke's  Hospital  Auxiliary,  consisting  of  representative  Church- 
women  from  the  various  parishes  in  Kansas  City  and  Independence,  have 
contributed  liberally  of  their  time  and  means  to  the  support  of  the 
Hospital,  and  in  awakening  interest  in  it.  Their  most  recent  undertaking 
is  the  furnishing  complete  of  a  chapel  in  the  Hospital.  For  this  most 
necessary  and  appropriate  adjunct  to  a  Church  Hospital,  a  room  has  been 
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designated  on  the  ground  floor  of  the  building,  and  immeidate  work  upon 
its  transformation  is  contemplated. 

In  October,  1909,  the  Board  of  Directors  purchased  the  commodious 
residence  occupying  the  50-foot  lot  at  the  southwest  comer  of  Eleventh 
Street  and  Garfield  Avenue,  adjoining  the  Hospital  grounds,  for  use  as  a 
Home  for  the  nurses,  where  they  are  now  housed  in  quarters  convenient 
to  the  Hospital,  and  in  comfort  and  cheerfulness  more  in  keeping  with 
their  deserts. 

We  have  long  talked  of  and  hoped  for  a  new  building ;  large,  modem 
fire-proof,  worthy  of  the  Church,  and  a  credit  to  the  Diocese.  The  time 
has  now  arrived  for  this  talk  and  these  hopes  to  take  effect  in  action. 
Our  present  building  has  long  passed  its  ability  to  fulfill  the  demands 
made  upon  it.  Other  organizations  and  other  Christian  bodies  are  prepar- 
ing to  fill  the  demand.  We  must  either  advance  or  go  backward.  Hans 
have  been  prepared  by  architects  of  standing  for  a  four-story,  modem, 
fire-proof  building  to  occupy  the  present  site.  A  cut  of  the  proposed 
exterior  may  be  seen  in  the  annual  report.  The  estimated  cost  of  this 
building  is  about  $225,000  to  $250,000.  The  west  wing,  upon  the  ground 
now  owned  by  the  Hospital  and  standing  vacant,  can  be  erected  for  about 
$75,000.  This,  with  the  present  building,  which  can  be  retained  until 
another  section  of  the  new  building  is  erected,  would  provide  a, capacity 
of  about  100  beds,  besides  the  most  up-to-date  operating  rooms,  etc.,  and 
a  chapel.  Who  will  give  the  $10,000,  $20,000  or  $50,000  asked  for  by  our 
Bishop  in  his  address  for  this  purpose? 

A  schedule  of  endowments  has  been  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Directors, 
running  from  $300  for  the  privilege  of  nominating  a  patient  to  one  bed 
for  one  year  to  $20,000  for  the  endowment  of  a  free  room  in  perpetuity, 
witli  the  privilege  of  naming  the  room  and  nominating  a  patient  for  occu- 
pancy of  same  on  the  part  of  the  endower  and  his  successors. 

We  cannot  close  this  report  without  an  acknowledgment  of  our 
appreciation  of  the  services  of  our  efficient,  self-denying  and  womanly 
superintendent,  Miss  L.  Eleanor  Keely,  and  of  our  corps  of  loyal  and 
hard-working  nurses;  a  body  in  whom  the  Diocese  may  well  take  pride. 
Nor  can  we  omit  to  acknow  ledge  our  debt  to  the  many  churches,  individuals 
and  business  firms  who  have  contributed  so  liberally  in  money  and  supplies 
during  the  past  year.  A  detailed  list  of  these  contributors  may  be  seen  in 
the  annual  report  to  which  reference  has  been  made. 

The  Committee  having  carefully  considered  the  resolution  of  Rev. 
Cyrus  Townsend  Brady,  D.D.,  referred  to  it,  recommends  that  it  be 
adopted  by  the  Council.

Fourth  and  fifth  ballots  were  taken  with  no  result.    On 
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the  sixth  ballot  Mr.   F.  A.   H.  Garlichs   was  declared  elected. 

On  motion  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Brady,  it  was  RESOLVED: 
That  the  delegates '  to  the  General  Convention  be  paid  $50.00 
each,  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  for  expenses  incurred. 

On  motion,  it  was  resolved  that  $100.00  be  appropriated 
from  the  Diocesan  funds  for  the  Bishop's  expenses  to  the 
General  Convention. 

Mr.  B.  J.  Fradenburg  introduced  the  following  motion : 
"Be  it  RESOLVED :  That  a  10  per  cent  assessment  (net)  be 
made,  based  on  the  diocesan  assessment  of  1910,  to  pay  for  the 
necessary  expenses  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity  to  the  General 
Convention,  and  to  be  paid  by  September  15th,  1910.  Seconded 
and  carried. 

Council  adjourned  until  8  p.  m.

On  behalf  of  the  Mis- 
sionary Board,  Rev.  Dr.  Ritchey  inti'oduced  the  following 
report : 

REPORT  OF  THE  MISSIONARY  BOARD  OF  THE  DIOCESE 

OF    KANSAS    CITY. 

To  the  Right  Reverend  Edxvard  Robert  A  twill,  D.D.,  Bishop  of  the  Diocese 
of  Kansas  City,  Missouri,  and  the  Tjveniy-first  Annual  Council: 

The  Missionary  Board  of  the  Diocese  of  Kansas  City,  elected  at  the 
Twentieth  Annual  Council  of  the  Diocese,  beg  leave  to  submit  the  follow- 
ing report: 

I.  As  shown  by  the  Journal  of  the  Twentieth  Annual  Council  there 
are  twenty-seven  parishes  in  the  Diocese.  Of  these,  fifteen  are  self-sus- 
taining in  so  far  as  their  sustentation  depends  upon  this  Board,  and  twelve 
are  dependent  in  greater  or  less  degree  upon  this  Board.  To  these 
dependent  parishes  the  Board  appropriated  last  year  the  sum  of  $800, 
distributed  among  them  as  indicated  in  Appendix  "A"  to  this  report. 

II.  As  shown  by  the  Journal  of  the  Twentieth  Annual  Council  there 
arc  thirty  organized  missions  in  the  Diocese,  all  of  which  are  dependent 
upon  this  Board  except  St.  John's,  Kansas  City,  and  St.  Luke's,  St.  Joseph. 
For  work  in  these  organized  missions  the  Board  appropriated  last  year  the 
sum  of  $2,750,  which  amount  was  distributed  as  indicated  in  Appendix 
"B"  to  this  report.  The  following  named  organized  missions,  twelve  in 
number,  received  no  direct  support  in  the  way  of  an  appropriation  from 
the  Board,  to-wit :  Amazonia,  Butler,  Excelsior  Springs,  Hamilton,  Holden, 
Lebanon,  Mountain  Grove,  Plattsburg,  Rich  Hill,  Savannah,  Stanberry 
and  Sweet  Springs. 

III.  As  shown  by  the  Journal  of  the  Twentieth  Annual  Council 
there   arc   ten   unorganized   missions   in   the    Diocese,    all   of   which   are 
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dependent  upon  this  Board,  except  Grace  Mission,  Kansas  City.  In  addi- 
tion to  the  above  the  Board  appropriated  last  year  $200  towards  the  support 
of  Holy  Spirit  Mission,  Kansas  City,  which  is  devoted  to  work  among  the 
deaf  mutes. 

IV  In  addition  still  to  the  above  the  Board  appropriated  last  year 
$300  towards  the  salary  of  an  Archdeacon. 

V.  The  meetings  of  the  Board  have  been  changed  from  quarterly  to 
monthly  sessions  and  an  effort  has  been  made  to  pay  all  stipends  monthly 
instead  of  quarterly  as  heretofore. 

VI.  The  Board  has  taken  steps  toward  what  it  deems  a  better  organ- 
ization, and  has  appointed  a  committee  to  present  to  the  Council  a  plan  to 
make  the  Missionarv  Board  a  continuous  body,  instead  of  one  that  has  all 
its  membership  terminate  at  the  same  time  each  year. 

VII.  The  Board  has  appointed  one  of  its  number  Auditor  of  the 
Quarterly  Reports  of  its  missionaries  in  the  Diocese. 

VIII.  From  the  foregoing  it  will  be  seen  that  the  Board  has  by 
direct  appropriation  assisted  the  work  in  the  Diocese  to  the  extent  of  the 
following  amounts,  distributed  as  indicated :

X.  The  Board  recommeiuls  that  the  Diocese  l)e  divided  into  Mis- 
sionary Districts  or  Circuits  for  the  more  efficient  prosecution  of  the  work. 
A  suggestive  grouping  of  the  Diocese  into  such  districts,  together  with 
other  data  relating  to  such  plan,  is  appended  to  this  report  as  Appendix  "C." 

XI.  In  order  to  raise  the  amounts  necessary  to  carry  on  the  work 
for  the  ensuing  year  as  outlined  ahovc,  the  Board  would  recommend  that 
the  apportionment  system  be  used,  as  well  as  the  voluntary  gifts  of  the 
people,  together  with  the  income  derived  from  the  trust  funds  held  by  the 
Board.  The  Board  would  therefore  make  the  following  suggestions  as  to 
the  sources  from  which  the  money  should  he  raised  :

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  C.  R.  Taylor,  an  invitation  was  ex- 
tended to  Miss  Sleppy,  of  St.  Paul,  to  address  the  Council  on 
her  method  of  instilling  the  missionary  spirit  in  a  Parish, 
especially  among  the  children. 
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On  motion  of  the  Rev.  E.  H.  Eckel,  it  was  RESOLVED : 
That  the  offering  of  the  first  day  of  the  session  be  devoted  to 
Diocesan  Missions. 

The  Rev.  E.  H.  Eckel,  for  the  Committee  on  Constitution 
and  Canons,  presented  their  Report  No.  2,  as  follows: 

I.  The  amendment  of  Canon  XII  by  the  addition  of  a  new 
section,  to  be  known  as  Section  12,  in  which  slight  verbal  changes 
were  made  by  the  Committee,  was  recommended  for  adoption,  so 

that  Canon  XII,  Section  12,  as  amended,  would  read: 

"Section  12.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  of  ever>'  Parish 
and  Mission  to  receive,  disburse  and  account  for  all  funds  and  moneys 
collected  for  any  and  all  church  purposes.  Such  Treasurers  shall  give 
bond  in  such  amount  and  for,  with  such  sureties,  as  shall  be  approved  by 
the  Wardens  and  Secretary  of  the  Vestry.  Corporations  duly  authorized 
and  empowered  by  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Missouri  to  sign  as  sureties, 
or  give  bonds  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  duty  by  public  officers  and 
others,  and  regularly  engaged  in  such  business,  may  be  accepted  as  sureties 
upon  the  bonds  required  by  this  Canon.  The  cost  of  procuring  bonds 
shall  be  paid  by  the  Parish  or  Mission." 

On  motion,  the  amendment  as  reported  was  adopted. 

II.  The  amendment  of  Canon  IV,  Section  2,  with  the 
insertion  of  a  necessary  clause  in  the  first  part  of  the  Section, 
was  recommended  for  adoption,  so  that  Canon  I\^,  Section  2, 
as  amended,  would  read: 

"Section  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  collect  from  any 
predecessor  in  office,  or  from  his  estate,  or  from  the  sureties  on  his  bond, 
any  balance  due  from  such  predecessor.  He  shall  be  subject  to  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Standing  Committee  in  relation  to  the  mode  and  place  of 
depositing  the  funds  received  by  him,  and  the  manner  of  paying  them 
out;  and  his  accounts  and  books  shall  at  all  times  be  subject  to  the 
inspection  of  the  Standing  Committee,  or  any  two  members  thereof.  His 
accounts  shall  he  rendered  annually  to  the  Council,  and  shall  be  exam- 
ined by  a  connnittcc  appointed  for  that  purpose,  who  shall  report  on  the 
same  to  that  Council. 

*The  Treasurer  shall  give  IxMid  in  such  amount  and  form,  with  such 
sureties  as  shall  be  approved  by  the  Standing  Committee.  Corporations 
duly  authorized  and  empowered  by  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Missouri  to 
sign  as  sureties,  or  give  bonds  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  duty  by 
public  officers  and  others,  and  regularly  engaged  in  such  business,  may  be 
accepted  as  sureties  upon  bonds  required  by  this  Canon.  The  cost  of 
procuring  bonds  shall  be  paid  by  this  Diocese." 

On   motion,  the  amendment  as  reported  was  adopted. 

III.  The  Committee  offered  a  snbstitnte  amendment  of 
Canon  X,  Section  1,  in  lieu  of  the  form  referred  to  them,  so 
that  the  last  sentence  of  the  Section  ,as  amended,  would  read: 
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"If  in  any  city  where  there  are  one  or  more  Parishes  or  organized 
Missions,  no  Parish  or  Mission  shall  be  organized  within  less  than  one 
mile  from  the  nearest  Parish  or  Mission  Church  without  the  consent  of 
the  Bishop  and  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese,  in  case  of  a  Parish, 
or  the  consent  of  the  Bishop  and  the  Board  of  Missions  of  the  Diocese, 
in  case  of  a  Mission;  provided,  that  before  granting  such  consent,  the 
contiguous  Parishes  or  organized  Missions  within  the  above  limit  shall  be 
given  official  notice  and  opportunity  to  enter  protest.  Beyond  the  said 
limit  new  Churches  and  Missions  may  be  located  with  the  consent  of 
the  Bishop  and  Standing  Committee." 

On  motion,  the  amendment  as  reported  was  adopted. 

IV.  The  Committee  presented  a  new  proposition  as  a 
substitute  for  the  amendment  of  Canon  VIII,  Section  1,  re- 
ferred to  them,  and  recommended  its  adoption,  so  that  Canon 

VIII,  Section  1,  as  amended  would  read: 

"Section  1.  The  Board  of  Missions  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  composed 
of  the  Bishop  and  the  Archdeacon  of  the  Diocese,  the  Deans  of  the  Con- 
vocation ex  officio,  and  one  lay  member  elected  by  each  Convocation, 
together  with  such  other  clergymen  and  laymen  as  may  be  elected  by  the 
above  members,  not  to  Exceed  three  clergymen  and  five  laymen/' 

On  a  division  the  amendment  was  rejected  by  a  vote  of 
17  yeas  and  18  nays. 

On  motion  the  original  amendment  proposed  by  the  Rev. 
J.  A.  Schaad  (Page  45)  was  recommitted  to  the  Committee. 

The  Tellers  for  the  Lay  vote  for  alternates  reported,  and 
the  Tellers  for  the  Clerical  vote  reported. 

The  following  were  declared  elected :

On  motion,  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons 
was  instructed  to  so  amend  the  Canons  as  to  have  the  Treas- 
urer of  the  Board  of  Missions  bonded  the  same  as  other  treas- 
urers. 

The  Order  of  the  Day  being  called  for,  the  Rev.  E.  H. 
Eckel  presented  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Plan  of 
Assessment. 

On  motion,  it  was  decided  that  the  Council  go  into  a  Com- 
mittee of  the  whole,  to  discuss  the  Assessment  Plan. 

When  the  Council  resumed,  the  Tellers  of  the  F.av  vote 
and  the  Tellers  of  the  Clerical  vote  reported. 

The  following  were  elected :

Recess  was  then  taken.

Council  called  to  order. 

The  Bishop  presented  the  Rev.  H.  P.  Silver. 

The  Rev.  E.  H.  Eckel  presented  the  report  of  the  Rev. 
J.  M.  Koehler. 

To  the  Bishop  and  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Kansas  City. 

Reverend  Father  and  Brethren:  I  respectfully  submit  herewith  my 
report  as  your  Missionary  to  Deaf  Mutes  for  the  year  ending  May  1. 

Services  have  been  held  as  follows:  Kansas  City,  29;  St.  Joseph,  14; 
Carthage,  9;  Webb  City,  6;  Joplin,  1.  Total,  59.  Eight  visits  have  been 
made  at  Independence,  and  four  at  Joplin,  where  there  was  no  owwrtunity 
of  holding  services.  The  people  at  Independence  are  accustomed  to  attend- 
ing services  at  Kansas  City,  while  those  at  Joplin  have  attended  services 
at  Carthage  and  Webb  City. 

Holy  Communion  has  been  celebrated  at  Kansas  City  six  times.  There 
has  been  no  opportunity  for  celebrations  at  other  points. 

One  adult  was  baptized  at  Kansas  City,  and  .three  children  at  Car- 
thage. Four  were  confirmed  at  Kansas  City.  Another  class  is  forming. 
I  officiated  at  one  wedding  in  Kansas  City. 

In  addition  to  three  services,  five  secular  lectures  have  been  delivered 
at  Kansas  City,  two  at  St.  Joseph,  two  at  Webb  City  and  one  at  Carthage. 

I  have  attended  eight  social  gatherings  of  the  deaf  in  Kansas  City,  two  at 
Independence,  one  at  St.  Joseph  and  one  at  Webb  City. 

I^st  August  the  meeting  of  the  State  Association  of  the  Deaf  ^^•as 
held  in  the  Parish  Hall  of  Grace  Church.  Some  one  hundred  and  fifty 
deaf  people  were  present,  alx)ut  one-fourth  of  whom  were  Church  memh 
bers.     I  acted  as  Chaplain  of  this  meeting  and  was  chosen  as  one  of  the 

trustees  of  the  society. 

The  principal  object  of  the  Association  is  the  securing  of  a  state 
home  for  aged  and  infirm  deaf  mutes;  and  the  funds  now  in  hand  approx- 
imate $1,500.  I  was  recently  named  as  one  of  the  board  of  managers  of 
this  fund.  The  society  is  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  the  State,  and 
has  for  its  general  object  the  promotion  of  the  moral  and  temporal  wel- 
fare of  the  deaf. 

In  February  I  attended  a  similar  meeting  of  the  Northwestern  Asso- 
ciation at  St.  Joseph,  acting  as  Chaplain  and  serving  as  a  member  of 
various  committees.  Through  my  efforts  this  Association,  which  had  here- 
tofore acted  independently  of  the  State  Association,  decided  to  "bury  the 
hatchet"  and  become  a  branch  of  the  State  Society.  I  have  in  other  ways 
worked  to  promote  hannony  and  good  will  among  these  people;  and  I 
refer  to  these  matters  simply  to  show  the  influence  of  the  Mission  in  the 
various  affairs  of  the  people  whom  it  is  desired  to  bring  into  Church 
relations. 

I  append  herewith  my  statement  of  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the 
year :

Besides  the  work  done  in  this  Diocese,  I  have  served  as  Missionary 
in  the  Dioceses  of  Kansas,  Oklahoma,  Nebraska,  Colorado,  Iowa  and 
South  Dakota.  I  have  travelled  approximately  60,000  miles  during  the 
year,  holding  nearly  three  hundred  services  and  visiting  some  thirty-five 
different  points,  most  of  them  monthly.  Twenty-seven  have  been  baptized, 
a  similar  number  confirmed,  while  classes  aggregating  about  forty  can- 
didates are  under  instruction.  My  total  receipts  outside  of  stipend  have 
been  $635.45  from  the  whole  field,  and  the  expenses  of  travel,  postage, 
printing,  etc.,  have  been  $538.18.  Transportation  to  the  amount  of  approx- 
imately $1,000  has  been  furnished  by  friends  who  do  not  wish  to  be  named, 
and  it  is  to  their  generosity  alone  that  I  have  been  able  to  cover  my  large 
field  and  accomplish  what  has  been  done. 

My  stipend  for  the  year  has  been  as  follows:  Kansas  City,  $200; 
Kansas,  $150;  Oklahoma,  $80;  Nebraska,  $60;.  Total,  $490.00.  I  have 
reason  to  believe  that  Colorado  may  make  some  provision  for  stipend  at 
the  coming  convention.  South  Dakota  has  made  a  proposition  to  pay  me 
at  least  $10.00  for  every  service  held,  provided  I  can  make  monthly  visits 
to  Sioux  Falls,  and  I  am  not  without  hope  that  Iowa  may  also  make 
some  arrangement  of  the  kind.  At  the  Oklahoma  Missionary  Council,  in 
January,  steps  were  taken  by  certain  la\-men  to  augment  my  stipend  by 
at  least  $250 — possibly  $500  per  year,  but  at  this  time  I  have  not  been 
advised  of  the  result  of  the  plan.  Application  was  made  last  fall  by  the 
Bishop  of  Kansas  and  others  for  an  appropriation  of  $400  by  the  General 
Board  of  Missions,  but  the  Board  felt  unable  to  grant  it. 

I  make  these  statements  with  no  desire  to  call  attention  to  the  meagre- 
ness  of  my  support,  but  because  I  consider  it  due  you  to  present  a  definite

statement  of  nr>-  position  with  regard  to  income.  I  am  encouraged  to 
hope  and  believe  that  as  the  need  and  importance  of  this  work  is  realized 
larger  support  will  be  forthcoming. 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  observation  and  enquir>%  with  the  view 
of  becoming  acquainted  with  the  field  and  its  needs  and  to  enable  me  to 
decide  where  and  how  the  work  may  be  carried  on  most  advantageously. 
With  6,000  or  more  deaf  mutes  scattered  over  this  large  field,  it  has  been 
no  easy  matter  to  determine  fixed  routes  and  permanent  stations.  A  start 
has  been  made,  however,  and  encourag^ing  results  attained. 

I  wish  to  express  here  my  appreciation  of  the  kindness  shown  me  on 
every  hand,  and  the  many  encouragements  offered  by  both  clergy  and 
people.     In  a  word,  I  have  been  made  to  feel  perfectly  at  home! 

I  desire  also  to  acknowledge  my  indebtedness  to  the  Rector  and 
Vestrv  of  Grace  Church  for  the  free  use  of  the  Church  and  Parish  House, 
without  which  it  would  not  have  been  possible  for  me  to  do  so  much  here 
in  Kansas  City.  The  Mission  has  been  domiciled  at  Grace  Church  for 
many  years,  but  I  think  the  Rector  will  bear  me  out  in  saying  that  never 
before  has  the  Mission  made  so  many  requests  for  the  use  of  the  building^. 
It  has  not  been  possible  to  grant  all  requests.  The  limitations  of  paro- 
chial activities  are  many.  And  this  leads  me  to  express  the  need  of  a 
building  of  their  own,  adapted  to  the  peculiar  circumstances  of  the  deaf 
people  of  Kansas  City,  of  whom  there  are  some  300  or  more.  A  Guild 
has  recently  been  formed  by  the  deaf  to  promote  a  building  fund,  and 
$1.85  is  on  hand.  To  be  sure  this  does  not  seem  much,  but  it  is 
something  to  have  made  a  beginning!  One  other  feature  in  the  develop- 
ment of  the  work  in  Kansas  City  occurred  recently  and  has  been  a  source 
of  gratification  to  me.  For  some  years  there  has  been  a  voluntary  **Ladies* 
Aid  Society,"  composed  of  some  twenty-five  deaf  women  of  the  city,  who 
have  devoted  tlicniselves  to  the  care  of  the  sick  and  destitute.  They  have 
done  niucli  good  and  are  a  force  in  the  affairs  of  the  community.  Only 
a  few  of  the  members  are  Church  women.  Recently,  however,  a  propo- 
sition was  made  to  me  to  have  this  society  become  actively  identified  with 
the  Mission,  even  to  a  change  of  name,  if  necessary,  and  the  matter  is 
now  being  considered.  The  society  has  some  $200  in  bank,  and  with  such 
a  force  of  workers,  the  material  prospects  of  the  work  would  be  largely 
increased:  and  with  a  building  of  our  own,  no  matter  how  modest  or 
unpretentious,  these  prospects  would  lie  doubled.  God  grant  that  we  may 
have  it!  And  may  He,  too.  continue  to  guide  and  bless  this  work  in  the 
future  as  in  the  past.

The  Rev.  E.  H.  Eckel  presented  Report  No.  3  on  Constitu- 
tion and  Canons^  ?  ^ 

The  Rev.  E.  H.  Eckel,  for  the  Committee  on  Constitution 

and    Canons,    recommended    the    adoption    of    the    proposed 

amendment  of  Canon  VIII,   Section   1,  so  that  the  section,  as 

amended,  would  read : 

"Section  1.  The  Board  of  Missions  shall  consist  of  twelve  members — 
six  clergymen  and  six  laymen,  the  same  to  be  elected  by  ballot  of  the 
Council  of  the  Diocese.  The  terms  of  office  shall  be  determined  as 
follows : 

"At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board  elected  by  the  Council  in  which 
this  Canon  is  adopted,  the  terms  of  office,  both  of  the  clergy  and  la>Tnen 
respectively,  shall  be  divided  into  one,  two  or  three  year  periods,  and 
apportioned  by  lot.  In  the  succeeding  years,  there  being  only  four 
vacancies  in  the  Board,  the  Council  shall  elect  two  clergymen  and  two 
laymen  for  periods  of  three  years  each.  Said  Board,  together  with  the 
Bishop,  shall  have  the  management  of  missionary  operations  and  the  dis- 
tribution of  all  funds  raised  for  the  support  of  missionaries  in  the  Dio- 


cese." 


On  motion,  this  amendment  was  re-committed  with  in- 
struction to  report  next  year. 

Mr.  J.  T.  Harding  presented  the  report  of  the  Committee 
on  Invitation  to  the  General  Convention  to  meet  in  Kansas 
City,  as  follows: 

"Your  committee  begs  leave  to  report  that  Kansas  City  has  all  hotel, 
hall  and  other  facilities  to  accommodate  the  general  convention  to  a  high 
degree;  that  financial  backing  may  be  easily  had  to  take  care  of  the 
expenses  of  holding  the  Convention  here;  that  it  is  advisable  to  appoint  a 
committee,  to  be  composed  of  the  Bishop,  the  clerical  and  lay  deputies, 
and  three  to  be  chosen  Dy  the  Council,  preferably  Mr.  E.  M.  Clendenning, 
Mr.  E.  F.  Swinney  and  Mr.  Gardiner  Lathrop,  to  present  an  invitation  to 
hold  the  next  General  Convention  here,  and  present  and  press  upon  the 
Convention  our  claims." 

Report  adopted. 

The  Council  then  resolved  itself  into  a  Committee  of  the 
whole. 

Upon  re-convening,  with  the  Bishop  in  the  Chair,  Mr.  J. 
T.  Harding,  as  Chairman  of  the  Committee  of  the  whole,  re- 
ported to  the  Council  that  the  Committee  recommended  the 
re-committal   to  the   Special   Committee   on   the   Assessment 
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Plan  of  the  several  plans  considered  by  the  Committee  of  the 
whole. 

The  Rev.  E.  H.  Eckel,  for  the  Committee  on  Constitution 
and  Canons,  presented  their  Report  No.  4,  as  follows,  and 
recommended  the  amendment  of  Canon  VIII,  by  the  addition 
of  Section  8,  as  follows: 

"Section  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  to 
collect  from  any  predecessor  in  office,  or  from  his  estate,  or  from  the 
sureties  on  his  bond,  any  balance  due  from  such  predecessor.  He  shall 
be  subject  to  the  direction  of  the  Missionary  Board  in  relation  to  the 
mode  and  place  of  depositing  the  funds  received  by  him  and  the  manner 
of  paying  them  out;  and  his  accounts  and  books  shall  at  all  times  be 
subject  to  the  inspection  of  the  Missionary  Board,  or  any  two  members 
thereof.

Corporations  duly 
authorized  and  empowered  by  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Missouri  to  sign 
as  sureties,  or  give  bonds  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  duty  by  public 
officers  and  others,  and  regularly  engaged  in  such  business,  may  be  ac- 
cepted as  sureties  upon  bonds  required  by  this  Canon.  The  cost  of  pro- 
curing bonds  shall  be  paid  by  the  Missionary  Board." 

On  motion,  the  amendment  was  adopted. 

Ashley  and  seconded,  to  refer  pro- 
posed Canon  \'III  to  Committee  on  Canons  to  report  as  spe- 
cial (^rder  of  the  day  to  the  Council  of  U)ll,  proposed  Canon  to 
l)e  printed.     Carried. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  M.  G.  Harmon,  it  was  moved  that  the 
rules  he  suspended  and  that  the  Secretary  cast  the  ballot  of 
the  Council  for  the  following;  names  as  members  of  the  Board 
of  Missions :

Ill  the  absence  of  the  President  of  the  Sunday  School  Institute,  Mr. 
B.  C.  Howard,  wlio  is  nnavoidahly  kej)!  from  tlie  Council  by  illness,  a 
full  report  of  the  Institute  cannot  he  presented. 
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Briefly  it  may  be  stated  that  a  very  successful  week-long  meeting  of 
the  Institute  was  held  in  December  last,  at  which  a  series  of  addresses 
were  m^de  on  Sunday  School  work  by  the  Rev.  Henr>'  EL  Cooke,  of 
Geveland. 

The  resolution  adopted  by  the  Council  last  year  providing  for  the 
taking  up  of  an  Advent  Mite  Box  offering  by  the  Sunday  Schools  of  the 
Diocese  was  acted  upon,  resulting  in  the  addition  of  $150.34  to  the  Dio- 
cesan Missionary  Board. 

A  Missionary  mass  meeting  of  the  Sunday  Schools  was  held  in 
December,  1909,  and  another  on  the  Sunday  after  Ascension,  1910,  the 
former  addressed  by  Rev.  Henry  E.  Cooke,  and  the  latter  by  the  Right 
Rev.  Francis  K.  Brooke,  Bishop  of  the  Missionary  Jurisdiction  of  Okla- 
homa. 

In  conclusion  I  move  that  the  resolutions  adopted  at  the  last  Council, 
relating  to  Advent  Offerings,  be  again  adopted.

Again  we  are  called  upon  to  record  the  presence  of  vacant  chairs 
among  us,  the  former  occupants,  the  Rev.  Jay  C.  Hathaway,  rector  of 
St.  Paul's  Church,  Maryville,  Mo.,  and  Mr.  Thomas  B.  Tomb,  vestryman 
of  Grace  Church,  Kansas  City,  having  been  transferred  from  the  Church 
militant  to  the  rest  of  Paradise. 

The  death  of  the  Reverend  Jay  C.  Hathaway,  of  Maryville,  Mo., 
with  all  of  its  tragic  and  painful  circum<tanccs,  is  one  of  the  saddest  in 
the  Diocese  during  the  year.  Mr.  Hathaway,  by  the  unanimous  testi- 
mony of  all  who  knew  him,  possessed  a  rare  personality.  He  was  a  man 
of  high  ideals,  optimistic,  faithful  in  application  and  singularly  devoted 
in  his  service  to  the  Church  and  her  children.  His  death  was  a  shock 
and  a  sorrow  to  the  whole  Diocese  as  truly  as  to  bis  most  intimate  and 
devoted  friends. 

Mr.  Thomas  B.  Tomb,  a  vestryman  of  Grace  Church  and  for  many 
years  interested  in  the  advance  work  of  the  Church  at  large,  departed 
this  life  after  months  of  interniittant  pain.  Although  at  the  time  of  bis 
death  he  was  not  a  resident  of  this  Diocese,  bis  heart  seemed  to  have 
turned  to  the  city  which  for  many  years  had  been  bis  home,  as  is  shown 
by  his  bequest  of  $5,000.00  to  St.  Luke's  Hospital.  His  life  is  marked  l)y 
generous  giving  to  every  cause  which  commended  itself  to  his  judgment 
and  sympathies.  Unostentatiously  be  went  about  doing  much  good.  His 
genial  countenance,  straightforward  manner  and  warm  heart  ever  held 
a  large  circle  of  friends  close  to  him.  His  death  is  a  distinct  loss  to  the 
Church  in  this  Diocese. 

The  Committee  appointed  by  the  Dioces.in  Council  to  set  forth  some- 
what of  the  appreciation  of  the  character  and  worth  of  these  two 
splendid  men,  and  to  express  something  of  its  feeling  of  sorrow  and  loss 
at  their  death,  desire  to  write  upon  the  permanent  records  of  the  Diocese 
this  slight  expression  of  their  appreciation  and  fraternal  love.

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Extracts  from  the  Constitution  of  the  Church 
in  the  Diocese  of  Kansas  City 


ARTICLE  III. 
Of  Annual  and  Special  Councils. 

Section  1.  The  Council  of  the  Church  of  this  Diocese  shall  annu- 
ally assemble  on  the  Tuesday  after  the  second  Sunday  in  May,  at  such 
place  as  shall  have  been  appointed  by  the  preceding  Annual  Council; 
but  in  case  of  the  prevalence  of  infectious  or  epidemic  disease  at  the 
appointed  time  and  place  of  meeting,  or  for  other  sufficient  cause,  the 
ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese  shall  have  power  to  change  the 
time  or  place,  or  both,  as  the  emergency  may  require;  provided,  that  due 
notice  of  such  change  shall  be  given  as  long  before  the  constitutional 
date  as  practicable  under  the  circumstances,  to  every  Clergjman  and  to 
the  Warden  of  every  Parish  and  Mission  not  under  the  charge  of  the 
Clergyman. 

Sec.  2.  Special  meetings  of  the  Council  may  be  called  by  the  eccle- 
siastical authority  when,  in  the  judgment  thereof,  the  good  of  the  Church 
requires  it.  The  notice  of  a  special  meeting  shall  be  issued,  by  letter 
or  printed  circular,  to  ever>^  Clergyman,  and  to  every  Vestry,  and  to 
the  Warden  of  every  Mission  in  the  Diocese,  at  least  thirty  days  before 
the  time  appointed  for  the  meeting,  and  it  shall  state  the  business  for 
which  the  Council  is  called.  No  business  shall  be  transacted  at  any 
special  Council  beyond  that  mentioned  in  the  call,  unless  by  unanimous 
consent  of  the  members  present.  . 

ARTICLE  IV. 
Of  the  Members  of  the  Council. 

Section  1.  The  Council  shall  be  composed  of  Clergy-men  and  Lay- 
men. 

Sec.  2.  Every  Clergyman  in  regular  standing  who  shall  have  been 
for  six  months  actually  and  canonically  resident  in  this  Diocese  shall 
be  entitled  to  a  seat  and  a  vote  in  the  Council;  provided,  that  he  shall 
have  been  admitted,  and  at  the  time  of  the  Council  shall  be  actually 
settled  as  Rector  or  Assistant  Minister  of  some  Parish  in  union  with 
the  Council,  or  shall  be  a  Missionary  under  the  direction  of  the  Bishop, 
or  ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese,  or  shall  be  engaged  as  an 
instructor  in  some  seminary  of  learning  under  the  auspices  of  the  Church, 
or  in  some  parochial  school  within  the  Diocese,  or  shall  be  a  Chaplain  in 
the  Army  or  Nav>'  of  the  United  States.  A  Clerg>man's  canonical  resi- 
dence shall  date  from  his  ordination  within  the  Diocese,  or  from  the  date

of  the  acceptance  of  his  letter  of  transfer  by  tlw  ccdetiastical  authority 
of  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  3.  A  Gerg>'nian  once  entitled  to  a  seat  and  a  vote  in  the 
Council  shall  not  be  deprived  of  these  privileges  because  disabled  from 
the  functions  of  his  office  by  age  or  infirmity,  or  by  being  temporarily 
without  charge;  provided,  that  the  latter  reason  shall  not  apply  to  a 
Gerg>'man  exclusively  engaged  in  secular  i^-ork. 

Sec.  4.  Every  Parish  and  Mission  in  union  with  the  Council  of 
this  Diocese,  having  fifty  communications  or  less,  shall  be  entitled  to  be 
represented  by  one  Lay  Delegate,  and  also  by  one  Lay  Delegate  for 
each  additional  fifty  above  the  first  fifty  communicants;  provided,  that 
no  Parish  shall  have  more  than  five  delegates,  and  provided  also,  that 
no  Lay  Delegate  shall  take  his  seat  until  his  Parish  has  paid  all  assess- 
ments in  full  to  the  Treasurer,  or  unless  such  indebtedness  has  been 
remitted  by  the  preceding  Council;  and  the  same  provision  shall  apply 
to  Lay  Delegates  from  Missions. 

Sec.  5.  I^y  Delegates  shall  be  chosen  for  a  Parish  by  the  Vestry 
of  a  Parish,  or  if  the  Vestry  fail  to  act,  then  by  die  congregation  of 
the  Parish,  duly  convened.  Lay  Delegates  for  a  Mission  shall  be  chosen 
by  the  congregation  duly  convened.  The  Lay  Delegates  chosen  as 
above  shall  be  male  communicants  of  the  Church,  in  good  standing,  and 
shall  have  been  for  six  months  next  preceding  stated  worshipers  in  the 
Parish  or  Mission  which  they  severally  represent;  they  shall  be  canoni- 
cally  entitled  to  vote  for  Vestrymen;  but  no  candidate  for  Holy  Orders 
shall  be  admitted  as  a  Lay  E>elegate  to  any  Council. 

ARTICLE    V. 
Divine  Service  at  the  Meeting  of  Councils. 

The  direction  of  Divine  Service  durinj?  the  session  of  the  Council 
shall  rest  with  the  Bishop  aJonc.  In  the  absence  of  the  Bishop,  all  services 
shall  be  nnder  the  directioii  of  the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

ARTICLE    VI. 

Of  the  Presiding  Officer. 

Section  1.  The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  e,v  officio  President 
of  the  Council.  But  in  case  of  the  absence  of  the  Bishop  at  the  time 
and  place  appointed  for  a  Council,  or  any  session  thereof,  or  if  there  be 
no  Bishop,  the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee,  or  other  Qerical 
member  thereof,  shall  call  the  Council  to  order,  and  if  a  quorum  be 
found  present,  a  President  f^ro  icm.  shall  be  elected  from  among  the 
Presbyters  in  attendance.  If  the  President  at  any  time  leave  the  chair, 
he  may  appoint  a  Presbyter  to  preside  in  his  stead. 

Sec.  2.  The  presiding  officer  shall  not  join  in  debate,  nor  leave  the 
chair  for  that  purpose:  but  after  debate  on  any  inotion  or  resolution 
shall  have  been  closed,  he  shall  have  the  right  to  express  his  opinion  on 
the   whole    siibjeci    r.rdcr   o.  r-idcrat'nn.      The    i)rc'ii<linfif   officer    shall   be 
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entitled  to  but  one  vote  on  all  subjects  which  may  be  considered  by  the 
Council ;  and  he  shall  be  excused  from  voting  if  he  shall  so  desire. 

ARTICLE   VII. 

Of  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer. 

Section  1.  The  annual  Council  shall  elect  a  Secretary  and  a  Treas- 
urer, whose  duties  shall  be  defined  by  Canon.  If  either  of  these  officers 
be  not  a  member  of  the  Council,  he  shall,  nevertheless,  be  entitled,  ex 
officio,  to  all  the  privileges  of  membership  except  that  of  voting. 

ARTICLE   VIII. 
Of  the  Transaction  of  Business. 

Section  1.  One-third  of  the  Clergy  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Council, 
and  Lay  Delegates  from  one-fourth  of  the  Parishes  and  Missions  entitled 
to  representation,  when  duly  assembled,  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for 
the  transaction  of  business;  but  a  smaller  number  may  adjourn  from  time 
to  time. 

Sec.  2.  The  Clergy-  and  Laity  shall  deliberate  in  one  body.  Except 
when  herein  otherwise  expressly  provided,  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast 
shall  determine  any  question  submitted  to  the  Council. 

Sec.  3.  Any  member  may  call  for  a  vote  by  yeas  and  nays,  and  when 
such  a  call  is  made  the  Secretary  shall  call  the  roll  of  the  Council,  and 
the  members  shall  thereupon  announce  their  votes  as  their  names  are 
called.  The  votes  so  cast  shall  be  recorded  in  the  Journal,  and  no  member 
shall  be  excused  from  voting  unless  by  unanimous  consent. 

Sec.  4.  If  any  five  Clergymen,  or  if  any  five  Laymen  representing  not 
less  than  three  Parishes  or  Missions,  shall  demand  a  vote  by  Orders,  the 
roll  of  the  Clergy  shall  be  called  by  the  Secretary,  and  the  members  shall 
announce  their  votes  as  their  names  are  called.  Immediately  on  the 
completion  of  this  call  the  roll  of  Parishes  and  Missions  shall  be  called  by 
the  Secretary,  and  thj  Lay  Delegates  shall  announce  their  votes  as  their 
names  are  called.  A  majority  of  the  votes  of  each  order  shall  be  neces- 
sary to  an  affirmative  decision. 

Sec.  5.  The  Council  shall  have  power  to  ordain  and  enact  Canons  of 
Discipline  for  the  ecclesiastical  government  of  all  Parishes  and  Missions, 
Clergy  and  Laity  of  the  Church  within  this  Diocese — the  Bishop  alone 
excepted.  But  any  constitutional  provision,  or  any  Canon  of  the  Council 
which  shall  be  or  shall  become  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  and 
Canons  of  General  Convention,  shall  be  void. 

Sec.  6.  Canons  proposed  for  adoption  by  the  Council  shall  be  consid- 
ered and  passed  upon,  section  by  section,  and  a  final  vote  by  Orders  shall 
then  be  taken  on  the  Canons  as  a  whole,  unless  such  vote  by  Orders  be 
unanimously  dispensed  with. 

Sec.  7.  The  Rules  of  Order  of  any  preceding  Council  shall  remain 
in  force  until  altered  by  the  Council. 

Sec.  8.  Xo  Constitutional  provision,  Canon  or  Resolution,  touching 
the  rights,  privileges,  dignities,  duties  or  obligations  of  the  Bishop  of  the 
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Diocese  shall  be  of  any  force  or  effect,  unless  it  shall  have  received  the 
consent  of  the  Bishop  at  the  time  of  its  adoption;  and  no  audi  action 
of  the  Council  shall  be  taken  by  the  Council  daring  any  vacancy  of  the 
Episcopate. 

ARTICLE   XL 

Of  the  Standing  Committee. 

Section  L  The  Council  shall  annually  elect,  by  the  concurrent  ballot 
of  both  Orders,  a  Standing  Committee,  to  consist  of  three  Presbsrters  and 
three  Laymen. 

Sec.  2.  The  Clerical  members  of  the  Standing  Committee  must  be 
entitled  to  seats  in  the  Council  of  the  Diocese,  and  the  Lay  members  must 
be  coinnninicants  in  good  standing,  and  actually  resident  in  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  3.  The  Committee  shall  meet  for  organization  before  the  adjourn- 
ment of  the  Council  at  which  they  were  elected,  and  shall  choose  a  Presi- 
dent from  among  the  Clerical  members,  and  a  Secretary,  either  Qerical  or 
Lay,  and  shall  immediately  report  their  organization  to  the  Bishop. 

Sec.  4.  The  records  of  the  Standing  Committee,  and  all  papers  in 
their  official  possession,  shall  be  subject  to  the  examination  of  the  Bishop 
and  the  Council.  A  full  report  of  their  actions  shall  be  made  at  each 
annual  Council.  Four  members  of  the  Committee  (at  least  ti;^*o  of  the 
four  being  Qerg>'nien)  shall  be  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 
Vacancies  occurring  in  the  Committee  may  be  filled  by  the  remaining 
members. 

Sec.  5.  Tlic  Standing  Committee  shall  be  a  council  of  advice  to 
the  Bi>hop.  They  shall  he  summonod  hy  the  Bishop  whenever  he  shall 
desire  their  advice,  and  they  may,  of  their  own  accord,  advise  the  Bishop 
when  they  shall  think  it  needful  to  do  so.  All  the  proceedings  of  the 
Standing  Committee,  when  acting  as  a  couiKil  of  advice  to  the  Bishop, 
shall  he  strictly  confidential,  unless  the  Bishop  and  the  Committee  shall 
otherwise  determine.  • 

Sfx'.  6.  During  any  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  or  in  case  of  the 
Bishop's  incapacity  to  act,  or  during  the  absence  of  the  Bishop  from  the 
Diocese — if  he  shall  so  appoint — the  Standing  Committee  shall  be  the 
ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese,  and  shall  exercise  the  powers  and 
duties  to  be  performed  by  the  Bishop  in  matters  of  discipline,  except  in 
those  cases  where  such  powers  and  duties  may  be  specially  delegated  to. 
or  enjoined  upon  the  Clerical  members  of  the  said  Committee;  proznded, 
that  in  the  absence  of  the  Bishop,  or  because  of  his  inability  to  act,  no 
sentence  shall  be  pronounced  upon  a  clergyman  by  any  other  than  a  Bishop 
whom  the  Standing  Committee  may  call  in  for  that  purpose. 

ARTICLE    XII. 

Of  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention. 

Section  1.  At  the  annual  Council  next  before  each  triennial  meeting 
of  the  General  Convention,  four  Presbyters,  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Council, 
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and  four  Laymen,  communicants  of  this  Diocese,  and  actually  resident 
therein,  shall  be  elected  as  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention  for  the 
next  three  years.  The  same  number  of  Provisional  Deputies,  similarly 
qualified,  shall  also  be  elected. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Deputies  elected  to  notify  the 
Bishop  at  least  one  month  before  the  meeting  of  the  General  Convention 
of  their  acceptance  or  declination  of  the  appointment,  and  if  any  of  the 
Deputies-elect  shall  fail  so  to  do,  or  if  any  vacancies  shall  subsequently 
occur  before  the  meeting  of  the  General  Convention,  the  Bishop,  with  the 
consent  of  the  Standing  Committee,  shall  appoint  so  many  of  the  Pro- 
visional Deputies  as  shall  be  necessary  for  a  full  representation  of  the 
Diocese.  If  full  representation  cannot  be  had  from  the  Provisional 
Deputies  chosen  by  the  Council,  any  other  Clergyman  or  Lay  Communi- 
cant, similarly  qualified,  may  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop  in  their  stead; 
and  if  a  vacancy  shall  occur  during  a  session  of  the  General  Convention, 
the  Bishop  may  make  appointments  from  the  Clergy  or  Lay  Communicants, 
similarly  qualified,  as  may  be  required.  In  the  absence  of  a  Bishop  the 
Standing  Committee  shall  act  herein. 

Sec.  3.  So  far  as  practicable  the  Diocesan  Council  shall  provide  for 
the  expenses  of  all  deputies  attending  the  General  Convention. 

Sec.  4.  If  any  deputy  to  the  General  Convention  shall  receive  money 
from  the  Diocese  to  meet  his  expenses,  and  shall  fail  to  attend  the  full 
term  of  the  meeting  of  the  General  Convention,  except  for  personal  sick- 
ness, he  shall  refund  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  for  every  day  of 
his  absence  a  sum  that  shall  be  equal  to  a  sum  obtained  by  dividing  the 
whole  amount  so  received  by  the  number  of  days  the  General  Convention 
shall  remain  in  session,  and  the  sum  thus  refunded  may  be  paid  to  the 
Provisional  Deputy  who  shall  supply  the  place  of  the  Deputy  absent  as 
above. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 

Of  the  Election  of  Officers. 

The  election  of  all  officers  provided  for  by  this  Constitution  shall  be 
by  ballot,  unless  the  same  shall  be  unanimously  dispensed  with  by  the 
Council.  In  the  event  of  a  failure  or  neglect  to  elect  at  any  Council,  the 
person  or  persons  already  in  office  shall  hold  over  until  their  successors 
shall  have  been  duly  elected.  Whenever  an  election  is  by  ballot,  a  majority 
of  votes  in  each  Order  shall  be  necessary  to  elect. 

ARTICLE    XV. 

Of  Assessments. 

The  Council  shall  have  power  to  assess  the  Parishes  and  Missions 
in  union  with  it  for  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  Diocese.  Assessments 
may  be  made  either  by  canon  or  resolution. 
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Extracts  fFom  the  Canons  of  the  Ghnrch  in 
the  Diocese  of  Kansas  City 


CANON    I. 

Of  a  List  of  the  Clergy. 

Within  one  week  before  the  meeting  of  every  Council  of  this  Diocese, 
the  ecclesiastical  authority  shall  cause  to  be  prepared  a  list  of  all  Clergy- 
men canon  ically  resident  in  the  Diocese,  annexing  the  names  of  their 
respective  Cures.  Parishes,  Missions,  or  of  the  institution  of  learning,  or 
the  occupation  in  which  they  are  engaged,  and  in  regard  to  such  as  are 
not  engaged  as  above,  their  places  of  residence  only,  specifying  at  the 
same  time  who  of  any  class  are  Deacons,  and  who  are  entitled  to  seats 
and  votes  in  the  Council.  Clerg>'men  while  suspended  from  the  Ministry 
shall  be  so  designated  on  such  list.  Such  list  shall  be  laid  before  the 
Council  immediately  after  it  shall  be  called  to  order,  and  the  names  of  the 
Clerical  members  shall  be  called  therefrom,  and  those  entitled  by  the 
Fourth  Article  of  the  Constitution  shall  thereupon  take  their  seats.  The 
same  list  shall  be  prefixed  to  the  Journal  and  form  a  part  thereof. 

CAXOX    II. 
Evidence  of  Membership  in  the  Council. 

Section  1.  Tlie  evidence  of  the  regular  admission  of  a  Clergjman 
into  tlio  Didct'se,  and  the  evidence  of  settlement  in  a  Parish  thereof,  shall 
consist  in  proof  satisfactory  to  the  Council  of  a  compliance  with  the 
Canons  of  this  Diocese  and  of  the  General  Convention  in  that  behalf  for 
the  time  being.  In  all  cases  of  a  contested  right  to  a  seat,  the  evidence  of 
employment  as  a  Missic^iary,  or  the  connection  of  a  Clerg>'man  with  a 
seminary  of  learning  under  the  auspices  of  the  Church,  or  with  a  Parochial 
schcol,  or  as  a  Chaplain  in  the  Army  or  Navy  of  the  United  States  shall 
be  the  certificate  of  the  Hi>hop;  or.  in  case  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  of 
the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

Sec.  2.  The  Secretary  of  the  Council  shall  furnish  everv  Parish  and 
Mission,  through  its  Rector  or  Minister  in  charge  (if  there  be  one),  other- 
wise through  one  of  its  Wardens,  a  duplicate  form  of  said  certificate,  the 
same  to  be  filled  in  and  returned  to  him  by  mail  not  later  than  five  days 
before  the  meeting  of  the  Diocesan  Council;  and  shall,  from  the  same, 
make  up  his  roll  of  Lay  Delegates  prir^r  to  said  meeting,  which  roll 
(including  the  names  both  of  principals  and  alternates)  he  shall  call  by 
towns  and  parishes  in  alphabetical  order  immediately  after  the  roll  of  the 
Clergy;     and    shall    thereupon    report    to    the    Chair    whether    or    not  a 
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Canonical  quorum  of  both  orders  is  present.  The  original  certificates  of 
election  of  Lay  Delegates  shall  be  given  the  Secretary  when  the  Council 
convenes.  No  reference  to  the  Committee  on  Credentials  shall  be  neces- 
sary, except  in  the  case  of  contested  seats. 

Sec.  3.  It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  all  Parishes  and  Missions  to 
provide  for  the  expense  of  their  Clerg>'  in  attending  the  Council. 

CANON    III. 

Of  the  Secretary  of  the  Council. 

Section  1.  The  Secretary  shall  be  chosen  upon  the  assembling  of  the 
annual  Council,  and  remain  in  office  until  the  organization  of  the  next 
annual  Council.  His  duty  shall  be  to  take  minutes  cf  the  proceedings  of 
the  Council,  to  preserve  its  Journals  and  Records,  to  attest  the  public  acts 
of  the  body  and  to  faithfully  deliver  into  the  hands  of  his  successor  all 
books,  pamphlets  and  papers  relative  to  the  concerns  of  the  Council  which 
may  be  in  his  possession.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  give  the  constitutional 
notice  required  for  any  special  Council.  He  shall  also  transmit  annually  to 
each  of  the  Bishops  of  this  Church  in  the  United  States  and  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  last  House  of  Deputies  of  the  General  Convention,  and 
to  the  Secretary  of  every  Diocesan  Convention  and  Missionary  Jurisdic- 
tion, a  copy  of  the  Journal  of  this  Council.  He  shall  also  transmit  a 
copy  to  each  Clergyman  in  the  Diocese,  and  to  each  delegate  attending  the 
Council,  and  to  the  secretary  of  each  Vestry  or  Mission,  and  copies  to 
each  Parish  and  Mission  in  the  Diocese  as  they  may  request. 

Sec.  2.  The  Secretary  shall  transmit  to  every  General  Convention, 
in  addition  to  the  documents  called  for  by  its  Canons,  a  certificate,  to  be 
signed  by  himself,  containing  a  list  of  the  Clergymen  of  this  Diocese; 
and  also  a  like  certificate  of  the  appointment  of  Deputies  to  the  General 
Convention. 

Sec.  3.  Any  expense  incurred  by  a  compliance  with  the  sections  of 
this  Canon  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  Diocesan  fund. 

Sec.  4.  Immediately  upon  the  close  of  each  Council  the  Secretary 
shall  transmit  to  every  officer  or  committee  of  the  Council,  and  to  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  a  certified  copy  of  all  the  acts  of  the  Council 
bearing  upon  the  duties  of  such  officer  or  committee,  or  upon  the  duties 
of  the  Bishop. 

Sec.  5.  At  any  annual  or  special  Council  the  Secretary  may  appoint 
one  or  two  persons  as  assistants,  as  he  may  desire,  and  who  may  or  may 
not  be  members  of  the  Council.  'But  whenever,  during  a  recess  of  the 
Council,  there  shall  be  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Secretary  of  the  Council, 
the  duties  thereof  shall  devolve  upon  the  Secretary  of  the  Standing 
Committee. 

Sec.  6.  The  Secretary  shall  receive  such  compensation  for  his  serv- 
ices as  the  Council  may  determine. 
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CANON   XV. 

Of  the  Siupeniion  of  a  Parish  or  Mimuhi  Ftom  the  Council 

Section  1.  Whenever  any  Parish  or  Mission  in  union  with  the  Coun- 
cil shall  neglect  for  two  years  in  succession  to  make  an  annual  report, 
no  Missionary  report  being  made  on  its  behalf,  or  shall  not,  during  the 
same  period,  have  been  under  the  care  of  a  Rector  or  Missionary,  nor 
requested  of  the  ecclesiastical  authority  to  have  the  services  of  a  Mis- 
sionary, such  Parish  or  Mission  may  be  suspended  from  representation  in 
the  Council  by  a  \-ote  of  two-thirds  of  each  Order. 

Sec.  2.  Such  Parish  or  Mission,  however,  may  be  reinstated  upon 
application  to  the  Council,  accompanied  by  a  report  of  its  condition,  and 
on  terms  imposed  by  the  Council,  the  reinstatement  to  take  effect  upon 
the  rising  of  the  Council  taking  such  action,  unless  unanimous  consent 
be  given  for  it  to  take  effect  at  that  Council. 

CANON  XVIII. 
Oi  the  Committee  on  Finanae. 

A  Standing  Committee  on  Finance  shall  be  appointed  at  each  regular 
meeting  of  the  Council  by  the  presiding  officer  to  hold  office  until  their 
successors  are  appointed.  The  committee  shall  consist  of  three  La>'men 
and  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  and  its  duties  shall  be:  First,  To  act 
and  report  upon  the  business  that  may  be  referred  to  it  during  the 
session  of  the  Council.  Second.  To  serve  as  a  Board  of  Advice  upon 
financial  matters,  as  may  he  desired,  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  to 
the  Bishop,  to  the  Standing  Committee,  and  to  the  managers  of  the  several 
trusts  of  the  Diocese.  Third,  To  audit  before  the  date  fixed  for  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Council  the  reports  of  the  various  Treasurers,  whose  duty 
it  is  to  report  to  the  Council  and  to  examine  the  balances  and  the  value  of 
the  investments,  and  to  report  such  recommendations  as  they  may  deem  fit 
with  reference  thereto. 

CAXOX    XIX. 

Of  Assessments. 

Section  1.  Every  Parish  and  Mission  in  the  Diocese  shall  be  annually 
assessed  for  Diocesan  purposes,  and  the  money  obtained  by  such  assess- 
ment shall  be  called  the  **Diocesan  I'und." 

Sec.  2.  At  each  stated  meeting  of  the  Council  a  committee  shall  be 
appointed  for  the  purpose  of  assessing  upon  the  Parishes  and  Missions  of 
this  Diocese,  severally,  an  amount  to  Ik*  paid  by  them  for  the  support  of 
the  Episcopate,  and  to  meet  the  contingent  expenses  of  the  Council  and 
the  Diocese. 

Sec.  3.  It.  is  liereby  made  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese 
to  notify  the  Warden  or  Parish  Treasurer  of  every  Parish  and  Mission 
ten  days  before  the  middle  of  each  quarter  that  a  fourth  of  such  annual 
assessment  will  he  due  on  such  date,  and  to  request  prompt  payment  of 
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the  same.  If  such  quarterly  payment  be  not  received  within  five  days 
after  it  shall  be  due,  then  the  Treasurer  shall,  over  his  own  signature, 
urgently  request  from  the  authorities  of  the  delinquest  Parish  or  Mission 
the  prompt  payment  of  their  dues,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Minister 
or  person  in  charge  of  such  Parish  or  Mission  to  read  the  second  notice 
to  the  people  upon  the  first  occasion  that  they  shall  assemble  for  public 
worship  after  the  notice  shall  have  been  received. 

Sec.  4.  The  mode  and  basis  of  any  or  all  assessments  made  by  the 
Council  upon  the  Parishes  and  Missions  shall  be  determined  each  year 
by  the  committee,  and  reported  to  the  Council  with  the  assessment.  But 
any  Council  may  instruct  the  committee  as  to  what  shall  be  the  mode  and 
basis  of  the  assessment  for  that  year. 

CANON  XXIX. 

O'x  Alterations  and  Amendments. 

Section  1.  No  proposed  alteration  or  amendment  to  the  Canons  of 
this  Diocese  shall  be  considered  by  the  Council  unless  at  least  one  day's 
previous  notice  thereof  shall  be  given  in  open  Council,  or  unless  by 
unanimous  consent  such  alteration  or  amendment  shall  have  been  referred 
to,  and  reported  on,  by  a  committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons. 

Sec.  2.  As  the  right  of  government  is  inherent  in  the  Episcopal 
office  the  Bishop  shall  have  the  right  of  veto  upon  all  Canons  adopted  by 
the  Council. 

Sec  3.  All  Canonical  enactments  of  this  council  shall  take  effect 
tnunediately  on  the  rising  the  Council  enacting.

The  death  of  our  beloved  Bishop  has  rendered  it  necessary 
to  convene  a  special  meeting  of  the  Council.  You  and  all 
Clergymen,  Vestries  and  Wardens  are  hereby  notified  that  a 
special  meeting  of  the  Council  will  be  convened  at  St.  Paul's 
Church,  40th  and  Walnut  Streets,  Kansas  City,  Missouri,  on 
Tuesday,  the  7th  day  of  March,  1911,  at  10  o'clock  a.  m.,  for 
the  purpose  of  electing  a  Bishop  for  this  Diocese,  making  all 
necessary  arrangements  and  provisions  in  connection  there- 
with, and  to  transact  such  other  business  as  may  come  regularly 
before  the  Coimcil. 

The  work  of  the  Council  will  be  of  grave  import,  and  it  is  of 
the  highest  importance  that  a  full  representation  from  every 
Parish  and  Mission  of  the  Diocese  be  present.  We  need  their 
counsel  and  advice.  Kindly  see  that  your  full  number  of 
delegates  are  elected  and  attend.  All  Parishes  and  Missions 
which  were  entitled  to  representation  in  our  last  annual  Council 
are  entitled  to  representation  in  the  Special  Council. 

The  following  section  provide  the  manner  of  electing  dele- 
gates and  the  number  to  be  elected: 

Sec.  4.  Every  Parish  amd  Mission  in  union  with  the  Council  of  this 
Diocese  having  fifty  communicants  or  less  shall  be  entitled  to  be  represented 
by  one  lay  delegate,  and  also  by  one  lay  delegate  for  each  additional  fifty 
above  the  first  fifty  communicants,  provided  that  no  Parish  shall  have  more 
than  live  delegates,  and  provided  also,  that  no  lay  delegate  shall  take  his 
seat  until  his  Parish  has  paid  all  assessments  in  full  to  the  Treasurer,  or 
unless  such  indebtedness  has  been  remitted  by  the  preceding  Council;  and 
the  same  provision  shall  apply  to  lay  delegates  from  Missions.

The  lay  delegates  chosen  shall  be  made 
communicants  of  the  church,  in  good  standing;  and  shall  have  been  for  six 
months  next  preceding,  stated  worshippers  in  the  Parish  or  Mission  which 
they  severally  represent;  they  shall  be  cononically  entitled  to  vote  for

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Rules  of  Order 


1.  When  the  President  takes  the  Chair,  no  member  shall  continue 
standing,  or  shall  afterwards  stand  up,  unless  to  address  the  Chair. 

2.  When  the  President  shall  have  taken  the  Chair,  the  minutes  of  the 
preceding  day  shall  be  read. 

3.  Immediately  after  organization  of  the  Council,  the  following  Stand- 
ing Committees  shall  be  appointed,  viz.: 

(1)  On  the  Admission  of  New  Parishes. 

(2)  On  Constitution  and  Canons. 

(3)  On  Unfinished  Business. 

(4)  On  Finance. 

(5)  On  Assessments. 

(6)  On  Missions. 

(7)  On  Christian  Education. 

(8)  On  Sunday  School  Work. 

(9)  On  Missionaries'  Traveling  Expenses. 
(10)    On  the  State  of  the  Church. 

4.  All  Committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President,  unless  other- 
wise ordered. 

5.  All  resolutions  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  presented  to  the  Sec- 
retary, and  by  him  read;  and  a  motion  shall  not  be  considered  before  the 
house  until  recorded. 

6.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak,  or  deliver  any  matter  to  the 
house,  he  shall,  with  due  respect,  address  himself  to  the  President,  con- 
fining himself  strictly  to  the  point  in  debate. 

7.  A  member  shall  not  absent  himself  from  the  services  of  the  house 
unless  he  have  leave  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

8.  A  member,  other  than  the  Chairman  of  a  Committee,  whose  report 
is  under  consideration,  shall  not  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same  debate, 
nor  longer  than  ten  minutes  at  a  time,  without  leave  of  the  house. 

9.  Any  member  of  the  house  may  call  for  a  vote  by  ayes  and  nayes. 

10.  When  a  question  has  once  been  determined,  it  shall  stand  as  the 
judgement  of  the  house,  and  shall  not  be  again  drawn  into  debate,  except 
on  motion  for  reconsideration,  which  must  be  made  by  a  member  who  had 
previously  voted  in  the  majority,  and  all  motions  to  reconsideration  must  be 
made  on  the  day  vote  is  taken  or  on  the  next  succeeding  day. 

11.  When  a  question  is  under  consideration,  a  motion  shall  not  be 
received,  except  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  postpone  it  until  a  certain  time,  to 
postpone  indefinitely,  to  commit  it,  to  divide  it  or  amend  it;  and  motions 
for  any  of  these  purposes  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  herein  named.  If 
a  motion  to  lay  an  amendment  on  the  table  be  carried,  the  matter  before 
the  house  shall  be  proceeded  with  as  if  no  such  amendment  has  been  offered. 
The  motions  to  lay  on  the  table  and  adjourn  shall  be  decided  without 
debate.    The  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order.

St.  George's  Church,  Kansas  City,  Missouri. 

This  being  the  time  and  place  appointed  by  the  Ecclesias- 
tical authority  of  the  Diocese  for  the  meeting  of  the  22nd 
Annual  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Kansas  City,  the  Right  Rev, 
Sidney  Catlin  Partridge,  D.D.,  called  the  Council  together  in 
St.  George's  Church,  Kansas  City,  Missouri,  at  10  o'clock 
a.  m.,  he  having  officiated  at  a  celebration  of  the  Holy  Commun- 
ion at  an  earlier  hour  as  per  program. 

The  Council  was  led  in  prayer  by  the  Bishop.  Secretary 
Taylor  called  the  roll  of  clerical  and  lay  delegates  and  a  quorum 
was  declared  present. 

On  motion  the  rules  were  suspended  and  the  Rev.  Carl 
R,  Taylor  was  named  for  Secretary  and  elected  by  acclamation. 
The  Secretary  appointed  Mr.  W.  F.  Eves  as  his  assistant. 

The  Council  now  being  duly  organized,  the  Bishop  presented 
the  following  nominations  tor  Standing  Committees:

The  Rev.  J.  D.  Ritchey,  D.D.,  presented  the  following 
report  for  the  Standing  Committee: 

REPORT  OF  THE  STANDING   COMMITTEE  OF  THE  DIOCESE 

OF  KANSAS  CITY 

To  the  Annual  Council,  Junv  2Hth,  1911 : 

The  Committee  met.  according  to  the  requirements  of  the  canon,  imme- 
diately after  its  election,  in  the  rooms  of  St.  George's  Church  Parish  House, 
May  4th,  1910,  and  organized  by  electing  Rev.  J.  Steuart-Smith  President, 
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and  lUv.  J.  D.  RHdiey  SeereUiy.  ffinoe  that  ttoM  tin  Committae  has  hdd 
nine  rapilar  meetings,  beeidei  numeroiia  other  iafonnal  congewncw  of  the 
whole  or  parte  of  the  Conunittee. 

During  the  year»  Mr.  John  F.  Sehlichter,  Mr.  Edward  Hemy  Eekal,  Jr., 
and  Mr.  Wm.  Scott  Doug^  Lanumt  have  received  the  reeommenda- 
tion  of  the  Committee  to  be  received  aa  Cindidatea  for  Holy  Orden.  Rev. 
John  Boden  received  the  recommendation  of  the  Conndttee  to  be  ordered 
Deacon,  Sept.  19th,  1910,  and  was  recommended  for  ofdination  to  the 
Priesthood,  May  4th,  1911.  Consent  waa  ^ven  to  the  Conaecration  of  the 
Rev.  Rogers  Isrsel,  D.D.,  to  be  Bishop  oi  the  Just  erected  Diocese  of  Erie. 
Consent  waa  also  given  to  the  Consecration  of  the  Rev.  Ghas;  Smnner 
Burche  as  Bishop  Suflnigan  of  tlie  Dioceae  oi  New  Yorlc 

The  matter  of  special  importance  whidi  haa  occupied  the  Standing 
Committee,  has  been  the  conduct  of  the  afiaim  of  the  Dioceae  since  the 
death  of  Bishop  Atwill,  which  occurred  Jan.  26th,  1911.  On  Jan.  10th, 
1911,  Bishop  Atwill  called  the  Standing  Committee  to  a  meeting  at  his 
residence,  to  consult  with  them  as  to  the  wisd<ml  and  feasibility  of  taking 
steps  to  procure  a  Bisliop  Coadjutor  for  the  Dioceae.  The  Cooomittee  ad- 
vised that  steps  be  talcen  at  once  to  that  end.  White  in  co-operation  with 
the  Bishop,  action  was  being  taken  toward  this  end,  the  Bidiop  suddenly 
died.  After  the  burial  of  our  esteemed  Bishop,  which  waa  attended  by 
three  Bishops  of  adjacent  Dioceses  and  as  many  of  the  deqy  of  the  Diocese 
as  could  reach  the  dty  on  the  short  notice  of  his  sudden  death,  the  Standing 
committee  took  up  the  duty  of  the  administration  of  the  Diocese  during'the 
interim,  until  a  Bishop  could  be  choeen  and  could  take  official  charge  of 
the  Diocese.  Resolutions  expressing  the  respect  and  love  oi  the  Committee 
for  the  late  Bishop,  were  passed  and  spread  upon  the  minutes  of  the  Commit- 
tee, and  a  Memorial  Pamphlet,  containing  the  salient  facts  of  Bishop 
Atwill's  life  and  an  appreciation  of  his  personality  and  character,  together 
with  a  sketch  of  his  work  and  achievements  in  his  twenty  year's  work  in 
this  Diocese,  was  compiled,  by  order  of  the  Committee  and  printed. 

The  Committee  decided  that  it  was  a  matter  of  obligation  to  secure 
Episcopal  leadership  and  supervision  for  the  Diocese,  as  soon  as  possible. 
It,  therefore,  at  its  first  meeting  after  the  burial  of  the  late  Bishop,  issued 
a  call  for  the  meeting  of  a  special  Council  for  the  election  of  a  Bishop,  and 
such  other  business  as  might  properly  come  before  said  Special  Council,  to 
be  held  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  March  7th,  1911.  Mean- 
time, the  Rev.  J.  Stewart-Smith.  President  of  the  Standing  Committee, 
was  authorized  by  the  Committee,  to  act  as  the  Executive  head  of  the 
Diocese  in  all  matters,  not  requiring  the  corporate  action  of  theX^ommittee, 
until  such  a  time  as  a  Bishop  could  be  chosen  and  be  in  active  authority  in 
the  Diocese.  Prayers  for  the  guidance  of  the  Holy  Spirit  in  the  choosing 
of  a  proper  person  for  Bishop  of  this  Diocese,  were  prepared  by  the  President 
of  the  Standing  Committee,  and,  by  authority  of  the  Committee,  distributed 
to  all  the  Parishes  and  Missions  of  the  Diocese,  and  their  faithful  use  urged. 
The  Committee  also  ordered  that  a  special  service,  in  memory  of  the  late 
Bishop,  with  a  memorial  sermon,  to  be  preached  by  the  Presiding  Bishop 
of  the  Church,  if  possible,  be  appointed  for  the  opening  service  of  the  Special 
Council. 

On  March  the  7th,  this  memorial  service  was  held  in  St.  Paul's  Church 
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and  the  sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  Daniel  S.  Tuttle,  D.D.,  LL.D., 
Presiding  Bishop  of  the  Church.  After  necessary  preliminary  matters, 
which  are  of  record  by  the  the  Diocesan  Secretary,  were  attended  to,  the 
Special  Council  proceeded  to  the  election  of  a  Bishop  for  the  Diocese  of 
Kansas  City*  After  several  ballots  had  been  taken,  and  it  was  evident 
that  an  election  was  portending,  the  Special  Council  adjourned  from  the 
Parish  House  to  the  Church  and,  as  each  member  of  the  Council  was  called 
upon  to  vote,  he  arose,  went  forward  to  the  Altar,  and  solemnly  placed  his 
vote  thereon.  When  the  vote  thus  cast  was  counted,  it  was  found  that  the 
Rt.  Rev.  Sidney  Catlin  Partridge,  D.D.,  Missionary  Bishop  of  Kyoto, 
had  bieen  unanimously  elected  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Kansas  City.  The 
Council  arose,  sang  the  Gloria  in  Excelsis  and  was  dismissed  by  the  Presid- 
ing Bishop. 

The  Bishop-elect  was  immediately  notified  of  his  election  by  a  commit- 
tee appointed  for  that  purpose  by  the  Special  Council.  His  letter,  accept- 
ing the  election,  was  written  April  18th,  1911,  and  received  in  due  time. 
Meantime  the  Standing  Committee  had  taken  the  steps  required  by  canon 
to  find  the  will  of  the  Bishops  and  Standing  Committees  of  the  Church  in 
regard  to  the  matter.  By  May  18th,  1911,  the  express  consent  of  a  majority 
of  all  the  Bishops  and  Standing  Committees  of  the  Church  to  the  election 
and  translation  to  the  Diocese  of  Kansas  City,  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  Sidney 
Catlin  Partridge,  D.D.,  had  been  obtained  and  he  was  immediately  noti- 
fied and  his  election  completed.  He  arrived  in  this  Diocese  the  18th  day 
of  June,  just  two  months  after  his  acceptance  of  his  election  and  imme- 
diately took  up  the  work  to  which  God  had  called  him  and  now  presides  at 
this  Council. 

The  Committee,  on  March  22nd,  1911.  decided  to  postpone  the  Annual 
Council,  meeting  regularly  the  second  w6ek  in  May  of  each  year,  until 
more  definite  knowledge  could  be  had  as  to  the  time  when  Episcopal  super- 
vision could  be  had.  Later,  at  a  meeting  on  May  8th,  when  it  was  learned 
that  the  Bishop  would  reach  Kansas  City  by  June  18th,  the  time  of  the 
Annual  Council  was  set,  by  order  of  the  Committee,  for  June  28th,  to  be 
held  in  St.  George's  Church,  Kansas  City. 

Other  acts  of  the  Standing  Committee,  since  the  Annual  Council  of 
1910,  are  decisions  in  matters  of  ordinary  detail  in  Diocesan  affairs.  Per- 
haps one  such  matter  should,  with  propriety,  be  included  in  this  report. 

In  one  case  a  Parish  Vestry  claimed  that  money  paid  by  them  on  the 
Diocesan  assessment,  to  cancel  a  delinquency  occurring  before  the  Annual 
Council  of  1910,  and  paid  immediately  before  the  Special  Council  of  March 
7th,  1911,  in  order  to  secure  to  that  Parish  seats  and  votes  in  said  Special 
Council,  should  now,  by  virtue  of  a  resolution  of  the  Special  Council,  can- 
celling all  delinquincies  previous  to  the  Annual  Council  of  1910,  be  applied 
to  the  payment  of  the  assessment  of  the  current  year.  The  Committee 
decided  that  the  claim  was  invalid  and  could  not  be  allowed  and  so  ordered. 

It  seemed  to  the  Committee  that,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Diocese  of 
Kansas  City  has  brought  about  the  first  instance  of  a  Bishop  of  a  foreign 
jurisdiction  being  called  to  exercise  his  office  in  a  domestic  Diocese,  it 
would  be  seemly  that  he  be  inducted  into  the  work  of  that  Diocese  by  a 
service  of  public  Enthronement.     Such  service  was,  therefore  arranged. 
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and,  the  Bishop  graciously  consenting  thereto,  was  held  in  Grace  Church, 

Kansas  City,  June  27th,  1911. 

Other  acts  of  the  Standing  Committee,  since  the  Annual  Council  of

That  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Missions  be  instructed  to 
write  to  the  Sunday  Schools  participating  in  the  advent  mite 
box  offerings  for  1909  and  1910,  informing  them  that  the  clergy 
and  laity  in  Diocesan  Council  assembled,  have  heard  through 
the  report  of  the  Sunday  School  Institute,  of  the  splendid 
records  made  by  the  schools  in  giving  for  church  expenses  and 
support  in  this  Diocese,  and  desire  to  express  to  the  teachers 
and  schools  their  hearty  thanks  and  congratulations. 

The  Rev.  D.  H.  A  twill  made  the  following  report  for  the 
Committee  on  Sunday  School  Work,  which  was  accepted  and 
filed: 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  SUNDAY  SCHOOL  WORK. 

Your  Commit t(H»  on  Sunday  School  Work  reports  that  the  information 

j^athered  l)y  ii  indicates  that  the  Sunday  Schools  of  the  Diocese  are  in  a 
condition  decidedly  unsatisfactory,  that  they  are  in  need  of  a  guiding  voice 
of  cf)uns(^l  and  direction  from  without  the  parishes  and  schools,  and  that  they 
re(iuire  more  time.  th(tu^ht,  and  attention  from  the  rectors  and  laymen 
within  the  parishes  and  missions  than  they  at  present  receive. 

To  all  except  tlie  smallest  missions  of  the  Diocese,  your  committee  sent 
out  forty-two  letters  reijuestinK  information.  Thirty-four  replies  were  re- 
ceived. Of  tliese.  six  had  no  Sunday  Schools  (places  in  which,  almost  with- 
out exception,  schools  should  l)e  existing.)  Of  the  remaining  twenty-eight, 
sixteen  have  no  adult  Bible  Class;  fifteen  have  no  regular  missionary  in- 
.struction;  twenty  have  no  regular  Teacher's  Meeting;  thirteen  are  not 
graded;  one  only  in  the  entire  Diocese  is  supported  by  a  parish  or  mission 
api)r()i)riation.  live  are  helped  l)y  their  parish  or  missions,  and  twenty-two 
are  supported  solely  by  the  Sunday  School  offerings.  Five  schools  report 
no  growth,  eight  re[)()rt  a  slow  growth,  and  fifteen  say  they  are  growing; 
many  of  the  schools  rej)ort  fewer  children  in  the  Sunday  School  than  there  are 
children  of  Church  parentage  in  tlie  parish  or  mission,  and  totaling  the  replies 
of  those  who  answered  both  of  the  (iu(\stions  bearing  on  this  point,  seven 
hundred  and  ninety-three  cliildn'n  of  Church  parentage  were  reported, 
while  seven  hundred  and  eiglity-seven  were  recorded  as  enrolled  in  the 
Sunday  Schools. 

Your  Committee  suggests: 

First,  that  it  is  an  indication  of  slow  missionary  spirit  on  the  part  of 
that  i)arish  or  mission  and  provides  a  very  jjoor  outlook  for  the  future 
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growth  of  that  parish  or  mission  where  the  number  of  Sunday  School 
children  enrolled  is  less  than  the  number  of  children  of  Church  parentage 
within  the  parish  or  mission. 

Second,  that  it  is  of  the  utmost  importance  that  children  growing  into 
manhood  or  womanhood  continue  a  more  mature  study  of  Church  Doctrine, 
Church  History,  and  the  Bible  than  is  acquired  in  their  Sunday  School 
training,  and  that,  therefore,  an  adult  Study  Class  is  an  indispensable 
adjunct  to  every  well  organized  Sunday  School. 

Third,  that  it  is  desirable  in  all  schools  that  the  children  be  graded 
into  classes  according  to  their  standing  in  the  public  schools  and  that  in- 
struction be  given  to  them  according  to  their  understanding. 

Fourth,  that  as  no  school  can  be  well  taught,  well  disciplined,  or  in 
any  degree  be  unified  where  the  teachers  too  often  immature  and  inex- 
perienced are  left  to  their  own  individual  methods  and  aims,  the  rectors 
and  missionaries  of  the  various  parishes  and  missions  be  and  hereby  are 
urged  to  organize  regular  Teachers'  Meetings  for  the  discussion  of  lessons 
and  such  other  matters  as  may  promote  the  efficiency  of  the  Sunday  School. 

Fifth,  that  as  one  of  the  most  enduring  ways  of  maintaining  an  inter- 
est in  missions  among  our  Church  people  is  by  educating  the  children 
in  the  subject  of  Church  Extension,  the  rectors  and  missionaries  of  the 
various  parishes  and  missions  be  and  hereby  are  urged  to  institute  in  their 
Sunday  Schools  a  monthly  Missionary  Sunday  when  there  shall  be  sys- 

0 

tematic  instruction  in  the  Missionary  work  that  the  Church  is  doing  and 
when  the  offerings  for  that  day  shall  be  given  to  Missionary  purposes.. 

And  your  Committee  recommends: 

The  appointment  of  a  Diocesan  Sunday  School  Secretary,  whose  duties 
shall  be  to  seek  to  have  organized  Sunday  Schools  in  parishes  or  missions 
where  no  schools  exist;  to  advise  with  rectors,  superintendents,  and 
teachers  regarding  grading,  courses,  etc.,  and  to  maintain  in  the  See  City 
a  room  accessible  to  visiting  rectors,  laymen,  and  others  where-  shall  be 
displayed  sample  courses  of  instruction,  charts,  maps,  and  such  other 
Sunday  School  helps  as  may  by  their  use  increase  interest,  numbers,  and  ef- 
ficiency in  the  individual  schools. 

Finally,  your  Committee  points  out  the  fact  that  the  Church  in  this 
Diocese  is  far  behind  Christian  bodies  of  other  names  in  this  important 
work  of  instructing  children  in  the  principles  of  doctrinal  and  scriptural 
matters;  and  that  while  they  are  taking  advantage  of  every  means  of  in- 
creasing interest,  attendance,  and  growth  in  their  Sunday  Schools,  too 
often  the  parishes  and  missions  of  the  Church  rest  content  to  minister 
lamely  to  the  needs  of  Church  children  who  persist  in  coming  to  the  schools 

for  instruction.

My  Dear  Mr.  Taylor: 

I  have  been  trying  to  line  up  all  of  the  titles  to  the  church  property  in 
the  Diocese.  This  subject  has  been  permitted  to  drift  until  the  titles 
are  badly  scattered.  Some  are  in  the  name  of  Bishop  Robertson,  some  in 
the  name  of  Bishop  Tuttle,  some  in  the  name  of  Bishop  Atwill,  ^ome  in 
the  name  of  the  Trustee's  Building  Fund  Commission,  and  some  in  the 
name  of  the  various  vestries,  some  of  those  vestries  have  ceased  to  be.  I 
am  making  an  effort  to  procure  the  following: 

1.  Uniformity  of  titles. 

2.  Description  of  property. 

3.  Value  of  property. 

4.  Condition  of  property  as  to  mortgages,  insurance,  etc. 

When  this  is  accomplished,  a  complete  record  will  be  kept  of  the  various 
properties  so  that  we  can  in  a  moment's  time  turn  to  any  piece  of  property 
and  ascertain  its  exact  condition. 

To  bring  about  this  end,  on  the  28th  day  of  January,  1911,  I  caused  to 

be  maileci  to  every  vestry,  a  letter  requesting  the  secretary  to  furnish  me 
a  description  of  the  property,  the  character  of  improvement,  its  value  and 
the  name  in  which  the  title  rests,  together  with  the  amount  of  the  insurance. 
I  rcceivcnl  reports  fr(  in  many  of  the  vestries,  but  not  all.  I  am  preparing 
another  letter  to  be  sent  out  to  those  who  did  not  respond.  I  entertained 
the  hope  tliat  I  would  have  this  matter  perfected  so  that  I  could  make  a 
full  report  to  the  Council,  but  inasmuch  as  the  Council  was  called  at  an 
earlier  date  tlian  I  expected.  I  am  unable  to  make  the  report. 

It  nii^ht  be  well  to  r<  ;id  thi^  letter  to  the  delegates  with  a  view  of  enlisting 
th<'ir  aid  in  K'^'ttinj'  tlie  inf(^rmation  desired.

RESOLUTIONS 

Resolved,  That  the  following  change  be  made  in  the  Constitution,  and  that 
the  proposed  alteration  be  made  known  to  the  several  Dioceses,  in  order 
that  the  same  may  be  adopted  at  the  next  General  Convention,  in  ac- 
cordance  with  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution,  as  follows: 

Strike  out  Section  3  of  Article  I,  and  insert  in  place  of  it  the  following: 

Section  3.  Upon  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  office  of  the  Presiding 
Bishop,  the  General  Convention  shall  elect  the  Presiding  Bishop  of  the 
Church.  The  House  of  Bishops  shall  choose  one  of  theBishops  having  juris- 
diction within  the  United  States  to  be  such  Presiding  Bishop,  by  the  vote  of  a 
majority  of  all  the  Bishops  entitled  to  vote  in  the  House  of  Bishops,  such 
choice  to  be  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  House  of  Deputies. 

His  term  and  tenure  of  office  shall  be  prescribed  by  Canons  of  the  General 
Convention.  His  salary  as  Presiding  Bishop  shall  be  fixed  and.  paid  by  the 
General  Convention. 

When,  for  any  reason,  a  vacancy  in  the  office  shall  occur,  or  if  by 
reason  of  infirmity  the  Presiding  Bishop  shall  become  disabled,  the 
House  of  Bishops  shall  elect  one  of  its  number  to  act  as  Presiding  Bishop 
until  the  next  meeting  of  the  General  Convention. 


Resolved,  That  the  following  change  be  made  in  the  Constitution,  and  that 
the  proposed  alteration  be  made  known  to  the  several  Dioceses,  in  order 
that  the  same  may  be  adopted  at  the  next  General  Convention,  in  accord- 
ance with  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution,  as  follows: 

Strike  out  Section  4  of  Article  I,  and  insert  in  place  of  it  the  following: 

Section  4.  The  Church  in  each  Diocese  which  has  been  admitted  to 
union  with  the  General  Convention  shall  be  entitled  to  representation  in 
House  of  Deputies  by  not  more  than  four  Presbyters,  canonically  resident 
in  the  Diocese,  and  not  more  than  four  Laymen,  communicants  of  this 
Church,  having  domicile  in  the  Diocese;  but  the  General  Convention  by 
Canon  may  reduce  the  representation  to  not  fewer  than  two  Deputies  in 
each  order.

The  Rev.  Dr.  Brady  moved  an  amendment  that  the  sum 
allowed  be  $100.00.    The  amendment  was  canied. 

On  motion  by  Mr.  J.  V.  B.  Ellard«  it  was  HSSOLVED: 
That  we  reconsider  the  question  of  printing  600  CQpiflB  of  the 
Journal. 

On  motion  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Ritdiqr,  it  was  RESOLVED: 
That  the  question  of  the  number  of  Journals  to  be  printed  shaU 
be  left  to  the  discretion  of  the  Bishop  and  StMretary  of  the 
Council. 

The  following  report  of  St.  Luke's  Hospital  was  read  by  the 
Secretary: 

ST.  LUKE'S  HOSPITAL. 

The  work  of  St.  Luke's  Hospital  has  been  carried  on  during  the  last 
year  with  its  customary  efficiency  under  the  able  directibn  of  Min  Kedy, 
superintendent.  The  demahd  for  rooms  has  been  at  all  times  greater  thmi 
the  supply,  emphasizing  anew  the  urgent  need  of  increased  aGCcmmodations. 

As  large  an  amount  of  charity  work  as  the  resources  of  the  hospital  per- 
mitted has  been  done,  including  that  in  the  children's  ward,  supported  by 
the  St.  Luke's  Hospital  Club  of  young  women. 

The  Bishop  Atwill  Memorial  Cot  Fund  has  grown  to  something  over 
$3,000.00,  but  is  not  yet  completed. 

The  late  Thomas  B.  Tomb  provided  in  his  will  for  a  bequest  of  $6,000.00 
to  the  hospital,  of  which  a  ten  per  cent  installment  has'  been  paid  over  by 
the  executrix. 

Through  the  generosity  of  Mrs.  Madison  W.  St.  Clair,  a  beautiful  and 
appropriate  altar  has  been  provided  for  the  chapel,  which  has  been  fitted 
up  in  the  front  room  of  the  ground  floor  of  the  hospital,  other  friends 
assisting  in  the  proper  equipment  and  decorating  of  the  room. 

The  setting  aside  of  this  room  as  a  chapel  fills  a  want  long  fdt;  the 
absence  of  such  an  essential  feature  in  a  Church  institution  having  been 
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a  source  hitherto  of  keen  regret.  In  doing  so,  however,  it  involved  a  loss 
of  about  $700.00  annual  revenue,  the  room  in  question  having  been  the 
highest  income-producer  in  the  hospital.  It  is  confidently  hoped  that  the 
Churchmen  and  Churchwomen  of  the  Diocese  yfiU  see  that  the  hospital 
shall  suffer  no  loss  by  reason  of  action  in  this  matter. 

In  June,  1910,  a  class  of  two  nurses  i^as  graduated  from  the  Train- 
ing School;  and  a  class  of  three  is  ready  to  receive  diplomas  at  this  time. 
This  will  make  a  total  of  17  graduates  from  this  institution. 

It  has  not  seemed  possible  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  the  resolution 

adopted  by  the  Council  last  year.   Action  in  the  immediate  future  to  enlarge 

and  develope  the  work  is  imperative.

That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Council  that  the  fimds  of  this 
Diocese  under  the  control  of  the  Board  of  Missions  shall  be 
expended  wherever,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Board,  they  will 
accomplish  most  in  the  Diocesan  work. 

On  motion  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Brady,  it  was  RESOLVED: 
That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Council  that  the  railroad  fares  of 
all  members  of  the  Board  of  Missions  shall  be  paid  by  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Board  upon  attendance  at  any  regular  called 
meeting  of  the  Board. 

The  matter  of  the  Special  Tax  bill  against  Calvary 
Church,  Pleasant  Hill,  was  referred  to  the  Parochial  Trust 
Fund  without  recommendation. 

The  Standing  Committe  of  the  Diocese  organized  by  elect- 
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ing  the  Rev.  J.  Stewart-Smiih^as  Prerideiit  and  the  Rev. 
J.  D.  Ritchqr,  D.D.,  as  Secretary. 

InyitatioDS  for  ilie  next  Aimiial  Council  to  meet  with 
them  were  received  from  Christ  GSiurch  FSuish,  SL  Joeqdi, 
Trimly  Parish,  Kansas  City,  and  St.  Philip's  Puish,  Joplin. 
B^a  vote  of  21  to  18,  it  was  resolved  to  accept  the  invitation 
to'meet  in  Trinity  Parish,  Kansas  City,  in  May,  1912.

Of  the  160  confirmed  persons  100  received  communion  in  this  Parish 
during  the  year,  though  it  is  known  that  a  number  of  others  have  received 
elsewhere.

St  Augustine's  Mission  is  now  thirty  years  old.  Within  the  past  four 
years  the  membership  has  more  than  doubled;  there  being  less  than  sixty 
communicants  when  I  took  up  the  work.  I  do  not  believe  that  St.  Augus- 
tine's can  do  for  my  race  what  the  American  Church  would  like  to  have  it 
do  if  it  follows  the  policy  prevalent  in  its  ministrations  for  the  last  thirty 
years.  Now  is  the  time  for  us  to  help  the  negro  build  a  good  moral  and 
industrial  foundation.  My  people  must  have  our  weaker  ones  strengthened 
if  we  are  to  build  up.  Church  work  of  the  settlement  or  institutional 
character  is  what  is  needed  among  the  negroes  of  Kansas  City  and  through 
it  we  can  teach  the  Catholic  Faith  more  effectively  than  by  any  other 
means.  e.  s.  w.

During  the  year  we  gave  the  unorganized  mission  at  Higginsville  as 
much  of  a  permanent  shape  as  we  could.  The  Confederate  Home  is  about 
one  and  one-half  miles  from  this  place.  In  the  Living  Church  Almanac 
this  Home  is  accredited  with  16  communicants.  There  are  none  now  at 
this  place.  Occasionally  there  are  a  few.  But  at  Higginsville  we  have 
one  male  communicant  and  seven  female  communicants.

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Th*y  have  no  luy  reader — but  an  unaulhoriKed  female  lay  reader  conducts 
the  services.

1.  When  the  President  takes  the  Chair  no  member  shall  contkihC^ 
standing,  or  shall  afterwards  stand  up,  unless  to  address  the  Chair. 

2.  When  the  President  shall  have  taken  the  Chair,  the  minutes 
of  the  preceding  day  shall  be  read. 

3.  Immediately  after  organization  of  the  Council,  the  following 
Standing  Committees  shall  be  appointed,  viz.: 

(1)  On  the  Admission  of  New  Parishes. 

(2)  On  Constitution  and  Canons. 

(3)  On  Unfinished  Business. 

(4)  On  Finance. 

(5)  On  Assessments. 

(6)  On  Missions. 

<7)  On  Christian  Education. 

<8)  On  Sunday  School  Work. 

(9)  On  Missionaries'  Traveling  Expenses. 

(10)  On  the  State  of  the  Church. 

4.  All  Committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President,  unless 
otlicrwise  ordered. 

.").  All  resolutioiib  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  presented  to  the 
S(»cret,ary.  and  by  him  read;  and  a  motion  shall  not  be  considered 
before  the  iiouse  until  recorded. 

♦).  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak,  or  deliver  any  matter 
to  the  bouse,  be  shall,  with  due  respect,  address  himself  to  the  Presi- 
dent, confininc:  himself  strictly  to  the  point  in  debate. 

7.  A  member  shall  not  absent  himself  from  the  services  of  the 
house  unb^ss  be  have  leave  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

K.  A  member,  other  than  the  Chairman  of  a  Committee,  whose 
report  is  under  consideration,  shall  not  speak  more  than  twice  in 
the  same  debate,  nor  longer  than  ten  minutes  at  a  time,  without 
leave  of  the  house. 

9.  Any  member  of  the  bouse  may  call  for  a  vote  by  ayes  and 
Hayes. 

10.  When  a  (pw^stion  has  once  been  determined  It  shall  stand 
as  the  judgment  of  the  house,  and  shall  not  be  again  drawn  into 
debate,  except  on  motion  for  reconsideration,  which  must  be  made 
by  a  member  who  had  previously  voted  in  the  majority,  and  all  mo- 
tions to  reconsideration  must  be  made  on  the  day  vote  is  taken  or 
on  the  next  succeeding  day. 

11.  When  a  question  is  under  consideration  a  motion  shall   not 
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be  received,  except  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  postpone  it  until  a  cer- 
tain time,  to  postpone  indefinitely,  to  commit  it,  to  divide  it  or  amend 
it;  and  motions  for  any  of  these  purposes  shall  have  precedence  in 
the  order  herein  named.  If  a  motion  to  lay  an  amendment  on  the 
table  be  carried,  the  matter  before  the  house  shall  be  proceeded  with 
as  if  no  such  amendment  has  been  offered.  The  motions  to  lay  on 
the  table  and  adjourn  shall  be  decided  without  debate.  The  motion 
to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order. 

12.  Debate  shall  not  be  allowed  upon  a  resolution  to  refer  any 
motion  to  a  Committee,  or  a  motion  to  recommit  any  subject  which 
has  been  before  a  Committee,  but  the  member  who  offers  such  reso- 
lution or  motion  may  speak  for  five  minutes  for  the  purpose  of  ex- 
plaining its  object. 

13.  All  amendments  may  be  considered  in  the  reverse  order  in 
which  they  are  moved.  When  a  proposed  amendment  is  under  con- 
sideration a  motion  to  amend  the  same  may  be  made.  An  after 
amendment  to  such  second  amendment  shall  not  be  in  order,  but  when 
an  amendment  to  an  amendment  is  under  consideration,  a  substitute 
to  the  whole  may  be  received.  A  proposition,  different  from  the 
one  under  consideration,  shall  not  be  received  under  color  of  an 
amendment  or  substitute. 

14.  Every  member  who  may  be  in  the  house  when  any  question 
is  put,  shall,  on  a  division,  be  counted,  unless  he  be  excused  by  the 
Council. 

15.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  in  the  first  instance 
by  the  Chair,  without  debate;  an  appeal,  however,  may  be  made  from 
his  decision  to  the  Council  by  any  member  of  the  same. 

16.  The  Secretary  may  employ  one  or  more  pages,  not  exceed- 
ing three,  to  act  as  messengers  during  the  sessions  of  the  Council. 

17.  The  reports  of  all  Committees  shall  be  in  writing,  and  shall 
be  received,  of  course,  and  without  motion  for  acceptance,  unless  re- 
committed by  vote  of  the  house.  All  reports  recommending  or  re- 
quiring any  action  or  expression  of  opinion  by  the  house,  shall  be  ac- 
companied by  a  resolution  for  the  action  of  the  house  therein.

FIRST  DAY. 

Trinity  Church,  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  May  14,  1912. 

This  being  the  time  and  place  appointed  for  the  meeting 
of  The  Twenty-third  Annual  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Kan- 
sas City,  the  Rt.  Rev.  Sidney  Catlin  Partridge,  D.D., 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  and  a  number  of  clergy  and  laity  as- 
sembled in  Trinity  Church,  Kansas  City,  Missouri,  at  10 
a.  m.,  for  Divine  Service. 

The  Holy  Communion  was  celebrated  by  the  Bishop,  as- 
sisted by  the  Rev.  Charles  A.  Weed,  as  reader  of  the  Epistle, 
and  the  Rev.  J.  Stewart  Smith,  as  reader  of  the  Gospel.  The 
Rev.  E.  C.  Johnson  served  as  Bishop's  Chaplain. 

The  Bishop  delivered  the  following  address: 

THE  BISHOP'S  ADDRESS. 

Dearly  Beloved  in  the  Lord: 

I  greet  you  all  in  the  name  of  our  Blessed  Redeemer,  at 
this  opening  service  of  the  Twenty-third  Annual  Council  of 
the  Diocese  of  Kansas  City.  Scarcely  eleven  short  months 
have  I  passed  in  your  midst,  and  yet  so  generously  and  lov- 
ingly have  you  welcomed  me  that  I  feel  in  the  highest  sense 
of  the  word  that  we  are  already  one. 

How  can  I  better  greet  you  than  in  the  words  of  my  belov- 
ed PredeceSvSor  whose  saintly  presence  is  still  a  benediction  in 
our  midst :  "I  welcome  you — one  and  all,  clergy  and  laity — 
who  for  the  love  of  the  Church  have  come  from  all  parts  of  this 
great  Diocese  to  speak  of  the  accomplishments  of  the  year  and 
to  consult  together  for  the  best  interests  of  the  great  end  which 
we  all  hold  in  view.  Let  us  look  upon  the  duties  of  this 
Council  as  sacred  privileges.  Let  us  discharge  them  with 
fidelity,  diligence  and  prayers  for  the  guidance  of  the  Lord  as 
those  who  are  charged  with  great  and  holy  responsibilities." 
With  mutual  respect,  confidence  and  trust  and  with  brotherly 
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love  and  in  a  spirit  of  gentleness  and  not  of  criticism  or  cen- 
sure, let  us  take  up  the  tasks  that  lie  before  us.  And  may 
that  Blessed  Spirit  Who  presided  in  the  first  Council  of  the 
Church  and  Who  we  believe,  as  we  have  implored  Him  to  do, 
still  presides  in  all  the  Councils  of  the  Church,  be  with  us  to 
guide  our  thoughts  and  words  and  deeds,  to  the  glory  of  God 
and  the  abiding  welfare  of  the  Church  of  His  dear  Son! 

This  is  not  the  place  or  the  occasion  for  lengthy  and 
wearisome  statistics,  or  for  elaborate  essays  on  the  myriad 
subjects  that  concern  the  Church  at  large  in  this  and  every 
age.  Greed,  selfishness,  cruelty,  impurity  and  vice  are  ever 
with  us  and  we  battle  with  them  unto  the  end.  Christian 
soldiers  we  all  are,  signed  with  the  crystal  waters  of  the  Cross 
in  the  warfare  against  the  world,  the  flesh  and  the  devil.  It  is 
rather  the  time  for  a  few  words  of  good  cheer  and  greeting, 
a  rapid  survey  of  the  year  that  is  past  and  a  clear  trumpet 
call  for  renewed  loyalty  and  consecration  to  the  great  onward 
and  upward  movements  of  the  forces  of  the  Kingdom  of  God. 

As  is  our  custom,  I  notice  the  names  of  the  Church's 
leaders  who  have  passed  on  to  their  reward.  Two  Bishops, 
prominent  in  very  different  ways,  have  gone  out  of  our  midst 
— the  Rt.  Rev.  Dr.  Mackay  Smith,  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  Penn- 
syhania,  and  the  Rt.  Rev.  J.  M.  Kendrick,  Missionary 
P.ishop  of  Xew  Mexico  and  Arizona.  The  one  presiding  over 
that  larj^H'  and  cultured  and  often  called  most  religious  city  of 
tiiis  land,  the  vast  centre  (^f  wealth  and  influence  on  the  hanks 
of  the  Delaware,  and  the  other  shepherding  the  scattered 
flock  over  the  irreat  niissionarv  districts  of  the  Southwest — 
the  new  territory  with  all  its  difficulties,  its  long  and  weary 
j<nirneys  and  its  unique  and  tryin^^  experiences. 

Doinj;  their  several  works  in  such  different  w'ays,  they 
illustrate  the  Cath(»licity  of  the  Church  in  this  great  land  and 
show  us  how  ( lod  calls  and  consecrates  men  of  such  varied 
talents  to  His  service  in  the  one  great  cause.  Generously  and 
nohly  they  ^:ivc  all  they  had — powers  and  talents  and  time 
and  worldly  ,t::oods  t(^  the  Church  which  now  honors  their 
tueniory.  ^^ay  eternal  lig-ht  shine  upon  them  and  everlasting 
peace  he  theirs ! 

Many  new  names  have  heen  added  to  the  list  of  those 
called  to  he  Chief  Pastors  of  the  Mock  of  Christ. 

The  Rt.  Rev.   lames  R.  W^inchester,  D.  D.,  elected  to  be 
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Bishop  Coadjutor  of  the  neighboring  Diocese  of  Arkansas  and 
now  to  take  charge  of  this  entire  Diocese  so  largely  in  a  still 
formative  condition. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  Thomas  F.  Davies,  D.  D.,  elected  to  be 
Bishop  of  older  Diocese  of  Western  Massachusetts,  brings  to 
his  task  the  youth  and  vigor  so  necessary  for  its  manifold 
demands. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  Philip  M.  Rhinelander,  D.  D.,  gives  up  his 
professor's  chair  in  the  Cambridge  Divinity  School  to  take 
the  place  of  the  saintly  Bishop  Whitaker  of  Pennsylvania. 

Two  faithful  workers  in  the  foreign  field  have  been 
elected  by  the  House  of  Bishops  to  jurisdictions  in  the  Em- 
pires of  China  and  Japan.  The  Rt.  Rev.  D.  Trumbull  Hun- 
tington^ D.  D.,  takes  charge  of  those  great  central  provinces 
along  the  Yang  Tze  River  whose  teeming  millions  are  just 
awakening  to  the  life  of  the  new  republic  while  thousands, 
as  we  speak  here  today,  are  dying  of  the  sword,  of  pestilence 
and  starvation. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  H.  St.  George  Tucker,  D.  D.,  has  just  been 
consecrated  to  succeed  me  in  the  District  of  Kyoto,  the  very 
centre  of  that  marvelous  land  destined  to  be  the  leader  of 
the  Orient.  Masters  of  the  situation,  as  of  the  intricate  and 
difficult  native  tongues,  known  and  respected  by  native  and 
foreigner  alike,  they  know,  as  few  others  do,  how  to  deal 
with  the  vast  and  intricate  problems  that  arise  in  preaching 
the  Gospel  to  the  Gentiles  of  this  twentieth  century  Oriental 
world. 

Two  new  Suffragan  Bishops  have  been  elected  and  conse- 
crated— The  Rt.  Rev.  Thomas  J.  Garland,  D.  D.,  for  Phila- 
delphia and  the  Rt.  Rev.  William  E.  Toll,  D.  D.,  for  Chicago 
— showing  that  this  much  needed  system  of  relief  to  our 
overworked  Diocesans  has  already  seemed  to  prove  itself  ef- 
fective in  our  American  Church. 

From  our  own  ranks  but  one  has  been  called  to  answer 
the  Great  Commander's  summons.  Just  at  the  close  of  the 
summer's  heat  the  Rev.  Edward  W.  Flower,  faithful  and 
devoted  soldier  and  servant  of  his  Country,  his  Church  and 
his  God,  laid  down  the  burden  of  life.  Respected  by  all  who 
knew  him,  he  was  especially  beloved  by  those  to  whom  he 
had  so  long  and  faithfully  ministered  in  St.  Joseph  and  in 
the  Mission  at  St.  Oswald's.  It  will  always  be  a  grateful  mem- 
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ory  to  me  that  he  was  present,  though  physically  suffering,  at 
the  Enthronement  service,  and  that  I  was  privileged  to  see 
him  in  the  chancel  and  afterward  to  know  him  in  the  sacred 
privacy  of  his  home.  God  grant  him  the  peace  which  he  has 
so  well  earned  and  give  us  grace  to  follow  in  his  footsteps !

In  reviewing  my  personal  record,  this  year  has  neces- 
sarily been  largely  taken  np  with  introductory  visitations 
throuj^hout  the  Diocese — it  has  been  almost  entirely  one  of 
learninjj^  and  of  study  of  the  situation.  1  must  ask  to  be 
excused,  therefore,  from  going  into  details  concerning  the 
various  Parishes  and  Missions,  for  it  is  impossible  for  the 
lUsiioj)  to  j^n've  any  intelligent  judgment  on  these  matters 
until  he  knows  the  circumstances  from  personal  observation 
and  can  s])eak  from  actual  personal  experience. 

I  have  some  places  in  flourishing  condition,  some  strug- 
j^lini^  l)ravely  alon<j;,  some  on  the  verge  of  discouragement, 
some  actually  dying;  but  in  spite  of  the  latter  condition  I 
have  found — and  1  have  rejoiced  in  the  finding — on  every 
hand  a  spirit  of  willinj^ness  to  start  anew  and  take  up  the 
responsibilities  if  the  l>islu)p  will  only  lead,  and  his  brethren 
in  the  larger  and  stroiij^er  I^arishes  will  stand  by  with  a  help- 
ing hand.  Beloved,  let  lis  do  so!  Let  us  stand  by  each  other 
and  manfully  and  bravely  take  up  the  question  of  the  exten- 
tion  of  the  Kinj^^dom  of  God.  Let  us  discuss  together  the 
ways  and  means  to  bring  it  about  in  accordance  with  that 
true  and  normal  growth  which  says:     "First  the  blade,  then 
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the  ear,  after  that  the  full  corn  in  the  ear.'

SUMMARY. 

I  have  delivered  173  sermons  and  addresses,  have  celebrated  the 
Holy  Communion  thirty-four  times  and  have  held  thirty-nine  Confir- 
mations. I  have  presided  and  spoken  at  forty-four  meetings  of  various 
kinds,  have  officiated  at  five  Baptisms,  three  Marriages  and  two 
Burials.  Have  consecrated  one  church,  conducted  two  Quiet  Days 
and  held  one  Ordination  and  two  Institutions.    These  various  services 
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have  taken  me  into  forty  of  the  sixty  counties  constituting  the  Dio- 
cese. 

Such  is  the  record  of  the  year.  May  God  bless  its  efforts 
made  in  His  name  and  forgive  all  its  imperfections  and  omis- 
sions. 

And  now,  in  closing,  I  desire  to  call  your  especial  atten- 
tion to  three  most  weighty  matters  to  be  brought  before  this 
Council. 

First,  you  will  have  laid  before  you  for  your  considera- 
tion, the  very  complete  Report  of  the  Board  of  Equalization. 
The  representative  members  of  this  Board  have  worked  hard 
and  faithfully,  through  many  months — and  I  can  assure  you 
it  has  been  no  easy  task — to  present  to  you  the  best  possible 
ways  of  adjusting  these  obligations  of  assessment  and  appor- 
tionment. •  I  ask  for  this  Report  your  respectful  consideration 
and  suggest  that  you  do  not  oppose  it  arbitrarily  or  attempt 
to  set  it  aside  unless  you  have  something  better  and  more 
tangible  to  offer  right  here  and  now. 

I  make  the  same  request  for  your  consideration  of  the 
complete  and  detailed  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board 
of  Missions.  The  many  and  varied  questions  of  ways  and 
means  have  been  thoroughly  gone  into,  not  hurriedly,  but  in 
long  all-day  sessions  of  the  Board.  The  best  way  to  provide 
services  for  scattered  congregations  has  been  taken  up  and 
plans  looking  to  the  formation  of  Associate  Missions  in  cen- 
tral localities  have  been  adopted.  Committees  have  been 
appointed  to  suggest  suitable  divisions  of  the  territory,  the 
Board  being  more  and  more  convinced  that  for  any  effective 
pastoral  care  the  man  must  be  on  the  ground  both  to  win 
the  sheep  of  Christ  and  to  care  for  them. 

And,  thirdly,  1  commend  to  you  the  Report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  New  Constitution  and  Canons.  This  is  of  the 
utmost  importance,  as  reaching  down  to  the  deep  underlying 
foundations  and  touching  the  very  principles  of  our  exist- 
ence, showing  that  firm  and  consistent  grasp  of  doctrine  must 
precede  all  intelligent  action.  The  committee,  after  hard  and 
faithful  work  and  a  careful  comparison  of  our  former  Consti- 
tution with  those  of  the  leading  Dioceses  of  this  country,  rep- 
resenting the  best  clerical  and  lay  thought  of  the  Church, 
will  present  for  your  consideration  and  adoption  a  Constitu- 
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tioii  and  Body  of  Canons  in  evety  way  worthy  of  this  great 
Diocese— clear,  terse  and  compact,  and  destined  to  last  for 
many  years  to  come.  With  such  slight  emendations  as  may 
seem  wise,  let  us  adopt  them,  and  thus  reassert  before  the 
religious  as  before  the  civil  world,  the  Qiurch's  position  and 
her  loyalty  to  Constitutional  Law  and  Liberty. 

And  so  let  us  start  in,  with  mutual  trust  and  love  and 
confidence;  strong  in  the  faith  of  our  fathers'  in  the  confi- 
dence of  a  certain  and  religious  hope,  in  a  new  realization  of 
our  magnificent  privileges;  in  gratitude  to  Almighty  God 
for  the  blessings  of  the  past  and  with  fervent  trust  for  His 
guidance  in  the  future.  Let  us  not  look  upon  the  Church  as 
the  rival  of  any  other  religious  body,  but  as  the  Pillar  and 
Ground  of  Truth,  as  the  eventual  and  only  rallying  point  in 
the  final  struggle  to  which  sooner  or  later  all  who  name  the 
Name  of  Christ  must  turn.  As  holding  in  our  hands  the 
divinely  given  keys  to  unlock  the  m3rriad  problems  that  con- 
front the  world  around  us,  let  us  realize  our  opportunities, 
thank  God  and  take  courage. 

He  is  working  out  great  things  in  the  history  of  men. 
We  hear  of  wars  and  rumors  of  wars  and  we  know  that  the 

end  is  not  yet.  The  old  order  changeth  and  nations  are  being 
born  in  a  day.  As  there  never  was  a  fairer  land  than  this  in 
which  to  live,  so  surely  there  never  was  a  grander  or  more 
inspiring  age  in  which  to  work  and  die  for  the  Kingdom  of 
our  God  and  of  His  Christ.  AMEN.

On  motion  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Missions  read 
the  names  of  delinquents  on  apportionments  for  Diocesan 
Missions,  and  opportunity  was  given  to  representatives  to 
give  a  statement  of  the  reasons  for  non-payment  of  the  ap- 
portionments. 

On  motion  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of 
Missions  was  referred  to  the  Finance  Committee. 

On  motion  by  Rev.  Mr.  Eckel  it  was  resolved  that  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Missions  be,  and  he  hereby  is, 
authorized  by  this  Council  to  borrow,  if  necessary,  a  sum  or 
sums  of  money  not  to  exceed  two  thousand  ($2,000.00)  dol- 
lars, in  the  aggregate  during  the  fiscal  year,  to  carry  on  the 
work  of  the  Board. 

On  motion  it  was  resolved  that  the  report  of  the  Board 
of  Missions  be  made  the  special  order  of  business  at  10  a.  nfi., 
Wednesday,  the  15th. 

On  motion  the  Council  adjourned,  at  5:35  p.  m.,  to  re- 
convene at  8  p.  m. 

8  P.  M. 

The  Council  re-convened  at  8  p.  m.,  for  the  considera- 
tion of  the  special  order  of  business  for  the  time,  viz.,  the 
report  of  the  Board  of  Equalization: 

The  report  was  presented  to  the  Council  by  Dean  Eckel, 
who  outlined  the  basis  on  which  the  Committee  proceeded  to 
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draw  the  deductions  that  are  the  foundation  of  an  equitable 
plan  for  the  support  of  the  Diocese. 

On  motion  the  report  was  received  by  the  CounciL 

On  motion  it  was  resolved  that  the  Board  of  Equaliza- 
tion be  asked  to  raise  the  assessment  on  Brookfieldy  Ma,  to 
forty-two  dollars  and  fifty-two  cents  ($42.52) ,  and  reduce  the 
assessment  on  Chillicothe  to  one  hundred  nine  dollars  and 
ninety-one  cents  ($109.91). 

The  attention  of  the  Council  was  called  to  the  fact  that 
the  current  expense  statement  for  St.  George's  Church,  Kan- 
sas City,  included  the  sum  of  nineteen  hundred  twenty-eight 
dollars  and  fifty  cents  ($1928:50),  a  pajrmetit  of  interest  on 
the  bonded  debt  of  the  parish,  which  should  be  deducted  from 
the  statement  as  printed,  making  the  same  equal  fifty-two 
hundred  ninety  dollars  and  forty-nine  cents  (5290.49). 

On  motion  the  Board  of  Equalization  was  requested  to 
make  this  change  in  the  figures  for  St.  Qeorge's  Church  in 
Kansas  City. 

The  lay  delegates  of  Trinity  Parish,  Independence,  re- 
quested that  they '  be  credited  with  sixty  c<»nmunicants  in- 
stead of  eighty,  as  a  basis  for  apportionment  for  Diomsan 
Missions.    The  Council  refused  to  endorse  the  request. 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  the  Board  of  Equaliza- 
tion be  requested  to  place  the  rate  of  apportionment  for  Dio- 
cesan and  General  Missions,  for  Trinity  Parish,  Independ- 
ence, at  seventy-five  cents  per  communicant  instead  of  one 
dollar.    By  a  standing  vote  the  motion  was  lost. 

The  Board  of  Equalization  was  granted  leave  to  re- 
tire and  consider  the  changes  which  had  been  presented  to 
them. 

During  the  retirement  of  the  Board  of  Equalization  it 
was  resolved  that  the  report  of  the  work  among  deaf  mutes 
in  Kansas  City  be  placed  before  the  Council,  and  the  report 
was  read  by  the  Secretary: 

To  the  Right  Reverend  Sidney  CatHn  Partridge,  D.D.,  Bishop  of  Kan- 
sas City: 
Right  Reverend  Sir:     I  beg  to  present  my  report  of  work  as 

your  Missionary  to  Deaf  Mutes  for  the  year  ending  May  1,  1912. 
During  this  time  services,  etc.,  have  been  held  as  follows: 
Kansas   City — Fifteen   services,   of   which   six   were  celebrations 

of  the  Holy  Eucharist.     The  highest  attendance  at  sendees  was  60, 
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with  an  average  of  about  25.  The  highest  number  of  communions 
at  one  time  was  15,  and  the  average,  8.  The  number  of  people  reached 
was  about  150.  There  were  eight  secular  lectures  and  four  enter- 
tainments. Thirty-five  pastoral  calls  were  made;  two  persons  con- 
firmed and  one  couple  married.  Several  who  were  to  be  confirmed 
were  unable  to  be  present  at  the  time  of  the  Bishop's  visit.  I  hope 
to  present  them  later,  with  others. 

Independence — Four  calls. 

JopHn — Four  visits  and  twelve  calls. 

Carthage — Six  services  and  fourteen  calls. 

Webb  City — Six  services,  four  baptisms  and  ten  calls. 

^t.  Joseph — Seven  services  and  eight  calls. 

Total  services,  84;  communions,  6;  baptisms,  4;  marriage,  1. 

There  were  four  candidates  for  confirmation  at  Webb  City,  but 
pending  the  visitation  of  the  Bishop  they  moved  away — ^two  to  Kan- 
sas City  and  two  to  Oklahoma.  I  hope  to  present  several  during  the 
coming  year  at  Joplin. 

One  death  occurred  during  the  year  among  my  people  at  Inde- 
pendence, and  in  my  absence  and  that  of  the  local  rector,  a  Presby- 
terian minister  read  our  burial  service  at  a  Methodist  chapel.

The  expenses  of  travel,  postage,  printing,  etc.,  was  1156.92,  leav- 
ing a  deficit  of  $24.25,  which  has  been  met  out  of  my  general  ac- 
count. I  trust  a  way  may  be  found  to  enable  me  to  replace  this 
amount.  I  regret  that  there  should  be  another  deficit — it  would  be 
far  pleasanter  to  report  a  surplus,  however  small.  The  expenses  this 
year  were  much  larger  than  formerly,  owing,  in  the  first  place,  to 
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loss  of  transportation  heretofore  granted  me,  and  again  to  a  long 
period  of  enforced  idleness  during  the  interruption  of  railroad  traffic 
and  the  severely  cold  weather  during  the  past  winter.  Like  many 
others,  my  i>eople  have  found  the  prevailing  high  prices  of  commo- 
dities a  heavy  strain  upon  their  resources,  and  their  contributions 
have  been  considerably  smaller  than  in  previous  years. 

I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  report  an  increased  appreciation  by  my 
people  of  what  the  Church  is  trying  to  do  for  them  through  this 
mission.  Here  in  Kansas  City  the  people  are  more  and  more  making 
Grace  Church  the  center  of  their  various  activities.  Through  the  kind- 
ness of  the  wardens  and  vestry  a  fraternal  association  of  men  meets 
there  monthly,  as  does  also  the  Ladies  Aid  Society — an  organiza- 
tion devoted  to  helping  poor  and  distressed  deaf  mutes;  and  the  oc- 
casions are  becoming  more  and  more  frequent  when  the  use  of  the 
Parish  House  is  Requested  for  meetings,  conferences,  etc.  And  I  de- 
sire, here,  to  express  my  grateful  appreciation  to  the  wardens  and 
vestrymen  for  thus  allowing  me  and  my  people  the  free  use  of  the 
Church  and  Parish  House.  I  wish  it  were  possible  for  me  to  spend 
more  time  in  residence  here  to  take  advantage  of  the  many  oppor- 
tunities that  offer  for  extending  the  influence  of  the  Church  among 
these  people  and  bringing  them  into  closer  relations.  As  it  is,  I  can 
spend  but  a  few  days  here  every  month.  I  trust  that  it  may  not  be 
long  before  larger  provision  can  be  made  for  this  work  in  the  metro- 
politan district  of  Kansas  City. 

As  in  past  years,  I  have  continued  the  mission  in  the  adjacent 
Dioceses  of  Kansas,  Nebraska,  Colorado  and  Iowa,  and  the  mission- 
ary districts  of  Oklahoma,  Eastern  Oklahoma  and  the  Dakotas.  1 
have  visited  some  thirty  points  more  or  less  regularly,  traveling  over 
40.000  miles,  holding  more  than  300  services  and  reaching  at  least 
half  of  the  more  than  6,000  deaf  mutes  in  the  field.  During  the  past 
three  years  I  have  served  some  forty  or  more  stations  and  have  trav- 
eled approximately  1:'0,000  miles,  holding  over  a  thousand  services. 
The  spiritual  results  are  shown  in  some  eighty  baptisms  and  more 
than  half  as  many  confirmations.  Many  others  are  preparing  for 
or  awaiting  these  sacraments,  and  there  are  results  that  are  best 
known  to  God.  The  field  is  manifestly  too  large  for  one  man.  May 
God  put  it  in  the  hearts  of  His  people  to  provide  the  means  for  more 
workers,  for  the  field  is  white  unto  the  harvest! 

The  Bishop,  clergy  and  people  of  the  Diocese  have  always  been 
most  kind  to  me.  For  this  I  thank  them  all,  bespeaking  their  con- 
tinued interest  and  support  for  this  work  among  the  ''silent  children 
of  God."  Faithfully  and  obediently,

Report  received  and  filed. 

The  spokesman  for  the  Board  of  Kqualization  reported 
the  adoption  of  the  chanj^^es  which  had  been  requested  of  it. 
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The  Rev.  W.  A.  Pearman  introduced  a  motion  request- 
ing the  Board  of  Equalization  to  raise  the  rate  per  communi- 
cant in  the  congregations  of  Clinton  and  Harrisonville  from 
fifty  cents  to  one  dollar.  The  motion  prevailed,  but  the  Board 
of  Equalization,  after  retiring  to  consider  further  changes  in 
the  report,  refused  to  grant  the  request.  During  their  ab- 
sence the  Rev.  Mr.  Atwill  introduced  the  report  from  the 
General  Clergy  Relief  Fund.     Same  was  received  and  filed. 

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Equalization,  as  revised,  was 
put  to  vote  and  carried. 

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF   EQUALIZATION   OF  THE   DIOCESE 

OF    KANSAS   CITY. 

Published  By  Direction  of  the  Annual  Council  of  1911. 

Office  of  the  Bishop,  501  Drear-Leslie  Building,  Kansas  City,  Mo. 

March  15,  1912. 
To  the  Clergy  and  Laity  of  the  Diocese  of  Kansas  City: 

Dear  Brethren: — ^As  will  be  seen,  by  the  following  transcript  from 
the  Diocesan  Journal  for  1911  (page  50),  the  undersigned  were  con- 
stituted a  Board  of  Equalization. 

"There  shall  be  appointed,  by  the  chair,  a  Board  of  Equalization 
consisting  of  four  clergymen,  of  whom  the  Bishop  shall  be  one,  and 
five  laymen,  who  shall  apportion  among  the  parishes  and  mission 
stations  of  the  Diocese: 

I.    The  Diocesan  Assessment. 
II.    The  amount  asked  for  Diocesan  Missions. 

III.    The  amount  apportioned  to  the  Diocese  for  General  Missions. 

The  Bishop  shall  have  power  to  fill  vacancies,  provided,  that  noth- 
ing in  the  resolution  shall  change  the  apportionment  of  the  Diocesan 
assessment  for  the  ensuing  year." 

The  duty  -of  this  Board  is  here  explicitly  defined,  and  it  will  be 
observed  that  the  recommendations  herein  made  have  no  bearing 
whatever  upon  the  Diocesan  assessment  for  the  conciliar  year.  May 
1,  1911— May  1,  1912. 

The  Board  has  held  several  meetings  and  given  many  hours 
of  careful  consideration  to  the  matter,  the  results  of  which  are  herein 
after  set  forth  for  examination  before  the  next  Diocesan  Council, 
when  this  report  will  be  presented  for  adoption. 

A  few  general  remarks  will  be  in  order. 

Under  the  leadership  of  our  new  Bishop,  the  Episcopal  Church' 
in  the  Western  part  of  Missouri  is  entering  upon  a  new  era.  Its 
motto  must  be,  "Speak  to  the  children  of  Israel  that  they  go  for- 
voardr  its  policy  to  "strengthen  the  weak  hands,  and  confirm  the 
feeble  knees T  its  aim  to  "devise  liberal  things''  and  to  "strengthen 
the  stakes  and  lengthen  the  cords"  so  that  this  Church  may  be  a 
power  in  the  land.     Let  enthusiasm,  zeal,  co-operation,  loyalty,  and 
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generosity  be  exercised  together  to  lead  us  on  to  these  results.  We 
all  want  to  belong  to  a  live  and  working  church,  abreast  of  the  times, 
and  keenly  alive  to  its  mission,  energetic  and  efficient  in  spreading 
and  deepening  the  Kingdom  of  God.  One  of  the  manifest  needs  of 
such  a  church  is  money,  and  in  order  to  make  the  Church  what  it 
ought  to  be,  the  loving  support  of  every  adherent  is  necessary. 

There  are  three  funds  which  the  Board  of  Equalization  had  to 
deal  with.     They  will  be  treated  separately  in  this  report. 

THE  DIOCESAN  FUND. 

It  is  a  mistake  to  regard  this  fund  as  embracing  only  the  mainten- 
ance of  the  E^piscopate,  or  in  other  words  the  Bishop's  salary  and  ex- 
penses.   It  is  the  general  fund  of  keeping  up  the  Diocese,  as  will  ap- 
pear in  detail  from  the  following  budget:

For  Secretary  of  the  Diocese:

The  Board  has  figured  the  budget  down  to  the  lowest  possible 
point,  and  in  order  to  do  this  has  reluctantly  felt  obliged  to  omit 
several  items  that,  under  more  prosperous  conditions,  should  have 
been  included  in  it,  such  as:  Treasurer's  office  assistant,  $60;  two- 
thirds  traveling  expenses  of  deputies  to  the  General  Convention,  $333; 
appropriation  to  Diocesan  Sunday  School  Institute,  $200;  and  dele- 
gates' mileage  to  Diocesan  Council,  estimated  at  $300;  and  for  trans- 
fer of  missionaries,  $200. 

To  meet  the  appropriations  of  the  above  budget,  amounting  to 
$5,675,  the  Board  counts  upon  receipts  as  follows: 

Assessment,  10i%  of  current  expenses $6,386.00 

Interest  from  invested  funds 692.00

Rebate  of  10%  availed  of,  estimated $400.00

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The  method  of  fixing  the  assessments  which  has  hitherto  ob- 
tained in  the  Diocese  has  been  repeatedly  criticised  as  arbitrary  and 
inequitable.  It  was  shown  in  a  report  to  the  Diocesan  Council  that 
they  ranged  from  5i  per  cent  of  the  current  expenses  to  110  per  cent; 
and  from  20  cents  per  communicant  to  $2.82. 

To  correct  the  inequities  of  an  arbitrary  assessment  of  parishes 
and  missions  on  the  basis  of  their  supposed  ability  or  willingness  to 
pay  the  sums  thus  fixed,  this  Board  has  unanimously  agreed  that  the 
assessment  should  be  based  on  the  sums  expended  by  parishes  and 
missions  for  bare  maintenance,  as  reported  in  the  latest  Diocesan 
Journal  next  preceding  the  date  of  the  assessment.  Ordinarily  this 
would  be  the  Diocesan  Journal  of  the  year  before,  but  when  no  re- 
port appears,  the  Board  has  been  obliged  to  go  back  from  year  to  year 
till  it  found  one.  Inasmuch  as  current  expenses  fluctuate,  the  as- 
sessments will,  of  course,  show  corresponding  fluctuations,  and  the 
rate  will  vary  from  year  to  year. 

Attention  should  be  fixed  upon  the  meaning  of  the  term  "cur- 
rent expenses"  in  the  parochial  report  It  does  not  include  expendi- 
ture for  charity,  missions,  new  buildings,  permanent  improvements 
or  interest  on  debt,  none  of  which,  of  course,  should  be  subject  to 
taxation.  Current  expenses  are  salaries,  music,  heat,  light,  insur- 
ance, incidental  repairs  and  sundries — all  that  justly  belongs  to  the 
maintenance  and  use  of  the  property — in  short,  the  "fixed  charges" 
for  keeping  up  the  church  and  public  worship. 

This  Board,  having  found  a  graduated  rate  impracticable  under 
present  conditions,  although  to  be  put  into  effect  when  feasible,  has 
fixed  upon  a  flat  rate  of  10^  per  cent  for  next  year  (with  $1  as  the 
minimum  amount),  which,  assuming  that  every  parish  and  mission 
avails  itself  of  the  10  per  cent  rebate  for  payment  within  thirty  days 
of  the  beginning  of  the  quarter,  will  yield  $5,747.44. 

It  is,  of  course,  to  be  expected  that  in  changing  from  a  method 
•of  arbitrary  assessment  to  the  system  recommended,  the  parishes 
and  missions  will  be  diversely  affected.  Some  will  find  their  assess- 
ment increased,  others  diminished;  but  the  Board  hopes  that  all  will 
recognize  the  justice  and  wisdom  bf  the  plan  adopted  and,  "not  look- 
ing each  of  you  to  his  own  things,  hut  also  to  the  things  of  others" 
will  gladly  approve  and  accept  the  figures  herein  given.

DIOCESAN  MISSION  AND  CHURCH  EXTENSION. 

Having  based  the  Diocesan  Fund  ("Assessment")  upon  parochial 
current  expenses,  it  seemed  right  to  this  Board  that  the  apportion- 
ments for  Missions,  both  Diocesan  and  General,  should  be  based  upon 
the  number  of  communicants.  Thus  the  Diocese  will  be  supported 
by  the  corporate  parts  thereof,  i.e.,  the  parishes  and  missions,  while 
the  Church's  missionary  work,  both  in  our  own  Diocese  and  abroad, 
will  be  carried  on  by  the  individual  communicants.  An  "apportion- 
ment" upon  a  parish  is  merely  a  convenient  way  of  indicating  to 
the  people  of  that  parish,  as  individuals,  the  minimum  individual 
responsbility  for  the  support  of  missions  based  on  the  number  of 
communicants  reported. 

This  Board  would  therefore  urge  the  clergy  and  church  wardens 
of  the  Diocese  to  adopt,  so  far  as  possible,  such  method  of  collect- 
ing the  sums  apportioned  for  missions  (both  Diocesan  and  (xeneral) 
as  shall  secure  the  gifts  directly  from  the  individual  communicant, 
rather  than,  regarding  the  apportionment  as  a  tax  levied  upon  the 
parish,  to  pay  it  out  of  the  parish  treasury.  It  will  be  seen,  from 
the  following  table,  that  only  a  small  sum  for  the  year,  ranging  from 
50  cents  to  |1.50,  according  to  circumstances,  is  asked  for  each  com- 
municant. And  to  aid  the  parishes  to  raise  the  amount  it  was  unani- 
mously decided  that  the  Sunday  School  Advent  offerings  and  the  con- 
tributions of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  for  Diocesan  Missions  should 
be  applied  on  these  totals.

GENERAL  MISSIO-VS. 


The  clergy  and  church  wardens  will  understand  that  by  a  reso- 
lution of  the  Board  of  Missions  of  New  York,  a  blanket  apportloa- 
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ment  for  General  Missions,  covering  receipts  from  all  sources,  has 
been  laid  upon  the  several  Dioceses.  In  our  case  this  gross  amount 
is  16,760.  The  apportionment  to  the  several  parishes  and  missions 
of  the  Diocese  has  therefore  been  made  by  considering  three  sources 
of  contribution  toward  general  missions:  (1)  The  amount  expected 
from  the  parish.  This  has  been  figured  on  the  number  of  communi- 
cants. The  rate  per  communicant  is  the  same  as  in  the  preceding 
table.  By  this  computation  we  reach  the  amounts  named  in  the  first 
column  of  the  following  table.  (2)  To  this  was  added  50  cents  for 
every  Sunday  School  officer  and  scholar  reported  in  the  last  Diocesan 
Journal.  (3)  And  finally,  the  various  amounts,  as  indicated,  which 
are  to  be  raised  by  the  local  branches  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  or 
other  women's  societies  of  the  various  parishes  and  missions.  The 
aggregate  of  these  three  sources  makes  the  total  apportionment  for 
the  parish  or  mission.  The  column  headed  "Parish"  in  the  follow- 
ing table  indicates  the  aggregate  sums  expected  from  communicants 
as  individuals,  in  accordance  with  the  explanation  given  above  under 
the  head  of  "Diocesan  Missions  and  Church  Extension:"

For  convenience  of  reference  we  here  present  a  table  in  which 
are  set  opposite  the  name  of  each  parish  or  mission  (1)  its  assess- 
ment for  the  Diocesan  Fund,  (2)  its  apportionment  for  Diocesan  Mis- 
sions, (3)  its  total  apportionment  for  General  Missions,  and  (4)  the 
total  of  these  sums.  This  Board  is  painfully  aware  of  the  stagger- 
ing aggregate  but  we  would  venture  to  remind  the  Diocese  that  our 
task  was  to  divide  certain  large  fixed  sums  as  equitably  as  possi- 
ble. This  we  have  done  faithfully  and  conscientiously  and  with  much 
anxious  labor,  and  we  trust  that  the  results,  as  embodied  in  this  re- 
port, will  secure  the  sympathetic  approval  and  hearty  acceptance  of 
the  entire  Diocese.

Revebexd  ani>  Dear  Sib:  The  fonowing  resolution  was  adopted 
by  the  Thirty-seventh  Annual  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Fond  du  Lac, 
holden  in  the  Cathedral  Church  of  St.  Paul's,  Fond  du  Lac,  on  Tues- 
day, June  6,  A.  D.  1911,  and  is  sent  to  you  in  accordance  with  the 
instructions  of  the  Council,  viz: 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  judgment  and  desire  of  this  Coun- 
cil that  the  words  "Protestant  Episcopal"  should  be  stricken  from 
the  Book  of  Common  Prayer  in  the  seven  places  where  now  used; 
and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be  sent  to  the  Bish- 
op and  Secretary  of  each  Diocese  with  a  request  that  they  should 
express  their  judgment  on  this  subject  by  a  vote  of  their  Coun- 
cil or  Convention  before  the  next  meeting  of  the  General  Con- 
vention. 

This  change  would  bring  our  Prayer  Book  into  accord  with 
that  used  by  the  rest  of  the  Anglican  Communion. 

So  that  where  the  English  Prayer  Book  reads  "according  to 
the  use  of  the  Church  of  England"  our  Prayer  Book  would  read 
"according  to  the  use  of  the  Church  in  the.  United  States  of  Ameri-

Resolved,  That  this  resolution  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  new  Constitution  and  Canons  and  also  to  the  Diocesan  Cou& 
cil  for  such  action  as  may  be  proper. 

And  moved  its  adoption  by  the  Council.  On  motion  by 
the  Rev.  C.  A.  Weed,  this  resolution  was  amended  by  re- 
ferring same  to  the  Board  of  Missions  with  power  to  act. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Brady  introduced  the  following  resolu- 
tion : 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Council  that  clergymen 
who  are  stipendiaries  of  the  Board  and  that  laymen  who  represent 
parishes  or  mission  stations  that  have  not  paid  their  apportionment 
for  Diocesan  Missions  for  the  previous  year  shall  not  be  eligible  for 
membership  on  the  Board  of  Missions. 

Which,  on  a  rising  vote,  was  lost. 

The  Bishop  led  the  Council  in  noon-day  prayers  for  mis- 
sions.

Report  received  by  the  Coi»ncil. 

On  motion,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Advent  offerings 
made  by  the  various  Sunday  Schools  of  the  Diocese  are  hereafter 
to  apply  upon  the  missionary  apportionment  against  each  parish  and 
mission;  that  the  Board  of  Missions  shall  hereafter  look  after  the 
collection  of  same,  and  that  the  resolutions  heretofore  adopted  au- 
thorizing the  Sunday  School  Institute  of  the  Diocese  to  look  after 
the  collection  of  said  offering  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  set  aside. 

The  Rev.  E.  H.  Eckel  made  a  favorable  report  for  the 
Committee  on  Episcopal  Residence,  and  presented  a  resolu- 
tion that  consent  be  granted  to  the  Committee  to  expend  a 
sum  not  exceeding  $22,500.00  in  the  purchasing  or  building 
of  a  residence.  Said  motion  was  seconded  by  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Ritchey. 
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A  motion  made  to  adjourn  to  2  o'clock  was  lost. 

The  Bishop  called  the  President  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee to  the  chair,  and  he  then  spoke  upon  the  needs  and 
plans  with  regard  to  the  Episcopal  Residence. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Brady  moved  to  amend  the  resolution  mak- 
ing the  sum  $16,000.00. 

Mr.  A.  C.  Stowell  introduced  the  following  amendment 
to  the  resolution :  *'Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Epis- 
copal Residence  be  instructed  to  build  or  purchase  a  residence, 
not  to  exceed  $'^2,500.00  but  no  residence  shall  be  built  or 
purchased  until  there  is  at  least  ten  thousand  dollars  on  hand 
to  the  credit  of  this  fund  for  this  purpose.'' 

The  amendment  to  the  amendment  was  lost,  and  the 
amendment  to  the  resolution  was  also  lost.  The  original  mo- 
tion by  the  Rev.  E.  H.  Eckel  then  prevailed. 

Adjourned  to  2  p.  m.

Council  called  to  order  at  2  p.  m. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Brady  offered  an  enabling  act  or  resolution, 
with  the  motion  that  it  be  adopted,  which  was  seconded. 

Amendments  were  made  to  the  same  by  Mr.  John  T. 
Hardini^,  and,  after  the  elisi«)n  of  the  preamble  and  some  other 
modifications,  the  enablinjj^  act  was  adopted. 

l\r.sohf<l.  By  the  Twenty-third  Animal  Council  of  the  Diocese 
of  Kansas  City,  in  meeting  duly  assembled: 

1.  That  there  shall  be,  and  hereby  is,  created  a  permanent  com- 
mission which  shall  be  known  as  the  Episcopal  Residence  Commis- 
sion, and  shall  be  composed  of  two  clergymen  and  three  laymen,  all 
of  whom  shall  be  elected  by  this  Council  immediately  after  the  adop- 
tion of  this  resolution.  The  Bishop  shall  be  an  ex-officio  member 
thereof. 

2.  Immediately  after  the  election  of  the  members  of  the  Com- 
mission hereby  created  they  shall  organize  by  selecting  from  their 
members  a  President  and  a  Secretary.  The  President  shall  preside 
at  all  meetings  of  the  Commission,  and  shall  have  full  power  to  call 
meetings  of  the  Commission  at  his  discretion.  The  Secretary  shall 
keep  the  records  of  all  meetings  and  shall,  at  any  time,  upon  the 
written  request  of  two  or  more  members  of  the  Commission,  call 
special  meetings  thereof. 

3.  The  Commission  shall,  after  it  shall  be  duly  organized  as 
herein  provided,  upon  the  majority  vote  of  those  present  at  any 
meeting   at   which    a   majority   of   the   members   of   the   Commission 
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shall  be  present,  have  full  power  and  authority  to  select,  and  pur- 
chase upon  such  terms  as  it  may  deem  best,  a  site  for  the  Episcopal 
Residence,  and  erect  thereon  a  suitable  residence,  or  at  the  discre- 
tion of  the  Commission,  they  may  select  and  purchase  upon  such 
terms  as  they  may  deem  best,  a  site  upon  which  a  suitable  residence 
shall  have  already  been  erected;  provided,  however,  that  in  neither 
case  shall  the  cost  of  the  land  and  buildings  to  be  erected  thereon. 
or  the  land  and  the  buildings  already  erected  thereon,  exceed  the 
sum  of  $22,500. 

4.  When  ever  the  Commission  shall  have  selected  a  site  as  above 
provided  the  Commission  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to 
purchase  same  and  take  the  title  thereto  in  such  manner  as  it  may 
deem  best  for  the  time  being,  and  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  is 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  turn  over  to  the  President  of 
said  Commission,  all  sums  of  money  that  may  be  in  his  hands,  to 
the  credit  of  the  Episcopal  Residence  Fund;  provided,  however,  that 
in  no  event  shall  the  said  Treasurer  be  required  to  pay  to  the  Presi- 
dent of  said  Commission  any  sum  or  sums  of  money  under  authority 
of  this  resolution  until  said  Commission  shall  have  deposited  with 
the  said  Treasurer  a  copy  of  the  resolution  of  the  Commission  direct- 
ing the  purchase  of  an  Episcopal  Residence  as  above  provided.  Said 
resolution,  when  duly  certified  by  the  President  and  Secretary  of 
the  Commission,  shall  be  full  and  complete  authority  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  funds  herein  provided  for. 

5.  In  case  the  funds  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  above  named 
shall  be  insufficient  to  pay  the  full  purchase  price  of  the  property 
selected,  then  said  Commission  is  authorized  on  behalf  of  the  Diocese, 
to  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  they  can,  by  subscriptions,  or  other- 
wise, and  any  and  all  sums  in  excess  of  the  money  on  hand,  and  the 
money  so  raised,  shall  be  procured  on  a  loan  upon  the  property  so 
purchased,  and  said  Commission  is  further  authorized  to  cause  to 
be  executed  such  note  or  notes  as  may  be  necessary  to  pay  the  bal- 
ance of  the  purchase  price  of  said  property,  and  to  secure  the  pay- 
ment thereof  by  placing  upon  the  property  so  purchased  a  mortgage 
or  deed  of  trust. 

6.  After  the  Commission  shall  have  purchased  the  Episcopal  Resi- 
dence as  herein  provided  for,  and  shall  have  arranged  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  unpaid  portion  of  the  purchase  price  thereof  by  mort- 
gage or  otherwise,  the  Commission  shall  cause  the  property  so  pur- 
chased to  be  transferred  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Parochial 
Trust  Fund  of  the  Diocese  of  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  for  the  use  and  bene- 
fit of  said  Diocese,  subject  to  the  incumbrances;  thereon  and  there- 
after it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  to  pay 
the  interest  as  the  same  accrues  upon  the  notes  given  as  a  part  of 
the  f)urchaRe  price  as  above  provided,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Parochial  Trust  Fund  of  the  Diocese 
of  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  to  execute  such  new  notes  or  deeds  of  trust  as 
may  be  necessary  from  time  to  time  until  the  balance  of  the  pur- 
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chase  price  of  such  property  shall  have  been  paid  in  full. 
7.  Immediately  after  the  election  of  this  Commission  the  Sec- 
retary  of  the  Diocese  is  hereby  directed  to  furnish  to  the  President 
of  said  Commission  a  duly  certifled  copy  of  this  resolution,  which 
shall  be  evidence  of  authority  to  said  Commission  to  act  in  the  man- 
ner as  herein  provided. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Eckel  moved,  and  it  was  duly  seconded, 
that  the  Committee  on  Episcopal  Residence  be  discharged. 

On  motion  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Brady  it  was  resolved  that 
the  late  Committee  on  Episcopal  Residence  be  reappointed  as 
the  Episcopal  Residence  Commission  and  the  Secretary  au- 
thorized to  cast  the  ballot  of  the  Council  for  them,  which 
duty  the  Secretary  performed,  and  they  were  declared  elected. 

The  regular  order  of  the  day  was  then  taken  up,  and,  on 
motion  by  Mr.  J.  V.  B.  Ellard,  it  was  resolved  that  when  no 
objection  is  raised  to  a  proposed  article  or  canon,  it  may  be 
adopted  by  a  viva  voce  vote  and  that  when  objection  is  raised, 
the  article  or  canon  may  be  passed  without  debate  for  con- 
sideration after  the  passage  of  all  unopposed  articles  and 
canons. 

On  motion  it  was  resolved  that  wherever  the  word  **con- 
vention"  appeared  the  word  **councir*  be  substituted,  except 
in  places  where  the  word  may  relate  to  the  General  Con- 
vention of  the  Church. 

On  motion  the  word  "annual"  was  inserted  in  Section 
4,  Article  4. 

Section  4,  Article  4,  adopted. 

Section  7,  Article  10,  adopted.  On  motion  it  was  re- 
solved to  reconsider.    Article  10,  Section  1,  readopted. 

Section  5,  Article  10,  adopted. 

On  motion  by  the  Rev.  Oscar  Homburger  it  was  resolved 
that  Article  11  be  amended  to  read  "four  presbyters  and  four 
laymen"  instead  of  "three  presbyters  and  three  laymen." 

Article  15  adopted. 

Article  IG,  Sections  1  and  2,  adopted. 

Article  17  adopted. 

In  Article  18  it  was  resolved  that  in  the  fifth  line  it 
should  read  ^'ecclesiastical  authority,"  instead  of  "Bishop." 

Article  18,  as  amended,  adopted. 

On  motion  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Brady  it  was  resolved  that 
the  words  ''Diocese  of  Kansas  City''  be  replaced  by  the  words 
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*'Diocese  of  West  Missouri,"  wherever  the  words  appear  in 
the  Constitution  and  Canons. 

Article  1  adopted. 

Article  12  adopted. 

On  motion  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Brady  it  was  resolved  that 
the  rules  be  suspended,  and  that  the  votes  of  the  clergy  be 
cast  for  the  adoption  of  the  Constitution  by  the  Secretary, 
and  that  the  Assistant  Secretary  cast  the  vote  of  the  laity  for 
the  adoption  of  the  Constitution.  The  Secretary  and  Assist- 
ant Secretary  performed  this  function,  and  the  Constitution 
was  declared  adopted,  as  amended,  and  is  printed  in  that  modi- 
fied form. 

REPORT  OF  COMMISSION  ON  CONSTITUTION  AND  CANONS. 

May  14,  1912. 

Commission  to  prepare  and  present  to  the  next  Annual  Council 
a  new  Constitution  and  Canons  (see  Journal,  1911,  page  71)  held 
meetings  on  January  12,  February  7,  March  27  and  28,  1912. 

There  were  present  at  all  the  meetings  the  Bishop,  Rev.  E.  H. 
Eckel,  Rev.  J.  D.  Ritchey,  Rev.  J.  Stewart-Smith,  Rev.  Charles  A.  Weed 
and  M.  G.  Harman;  F.  M.  Hay  ward  was  present  at  the  morning  ses- 
sion on  March  27. 

The  Bishop  opened  the  meetings  with  prayer. 

The  Commission  herewith  begs  leave  to  submit  the  following  Con- 
stitution : 

CONSTITUTION  AND  CANONS  FOR  THE  GOVERNMENT  OF  THE 
CHURCH  IN  THE  DIOCESE  OF  WEST  MISSOURI. 

THE  CONSTITUTION. 

AKTICLE    I. 

Title  and  Jurisdiction. 
This  Diocese  shall  be  known  and  distinguished  as  the  "Diocese 
of  West  Missouri.*'  And  the  jurisdiction  thereof,  as  established  by 
the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Missouri  on  May  22,  1889,  and  rati- 
fied by  the  General  Convention  in  October,  1889,  shall  consist  of  the 
following  counties  in  the  State  of  Missouri,  namely:  Andrew,  Atchi- 
son Barry,  Barton,  Bates,  Benton,  Buchanan,  Caldwell,  Camden,  Car- 
roll, Cass,  Cedar,  Chariton,  Christian,  Clay,  Clinton,  Cooper,  Dade, 
Dallas,  Davies,  De  Kalb,  Douglass,  Gentry,  Green,  Grundy,  Harrison, 
Henry,  Hickory,  Holt,  Howard,  Howell,  Jackson,  Jasper,  Johnson,  La- 
clede, La  Fayette,  Lawrence,  Linn,  Livingston,  McDonald,  Mercer, 
Moniteau  Morgan,  Newton,  Nodaway,  Ozark,  Pettis,  Platte,  Polk,  Put- 
nam, Ray,  St.  Clair,  Saline,  Stone,  Sullivan,  Taney,  Vernon,  Webster, 
Worth,  Wright. 
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ABTICLE   II. 


On  Acceding  to  the  Church  in  the  United  States. 
The  Church  in  this  Diocese  acknowledges  its  allegiance  to  the 
One  Holy  Catholic  and  Apostolic  Church  of  Christ;  and  recognizing 
the  body  known  as  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United 
States  of  America  to  be  a  true  branch  of  said  Church,  having  right- 
ful spiritual  jurisdiction  in  this  country,  submits  to  the  authority 
of  the  General  Convention  of  the  same. 

ARTICLE  in. 

Of  Annual   and   Special   Conventions. 

Section  1.  The  Council  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  shall  an- 
nually assemble  on  the  Tuesday  after  the  second  Sunday  in  Novem- 
ber, at  such  time  and  place  as  shall  have  been  appointed  by  the  pre- 
ceding Annual  Council;  but  for  sufficient  cause  the  ecclesiastical  au- 
thority of  the  Diocese  shall  have  power  to  change  the  time  or  place, 
or  both,  as  the  emergency  may  require;  provided,  however,  that  due 
notice  of  such  change  shall  be  given  as  long  before  such  Council  as 
is  practicable  under  the  circumstances,  to  every  vlergyman,  and  to 
the  warden  of  every  parish  and  mission  not  under  the  charge  of  a 
clergyman. 

Sec.  2.  Special  meetings  of  the  Council  may  be  called  by  the 
ecclesiastical  authority,  when,  in  the  Judgment  thereof,  the  good  of 
the  Church   requires  it.    The  notice  of  a  special  meeting  shall  be 

Issued,  by  letter  or  printed  circular,  to  every  clergyman,  and  to  every 
vestry,  and  to  the  warden  of  every  mission  in  the  Diocese,  at  least 
thirty  days  before  the  time  appointed  for  the  meeting,  and  it  shall 
state  the  business  for  which  the  Council  is  called.  No  business  shall 
be  transacted  at  any  special  Council  beyond  that  mentioned  in  the 
call,  unless  by  unanimous  consent  of  the  members  present. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Of  the  Members  of  the  Council. 
Section  1.    The  Council  shall  be  composed  of  clergymen  and  lay- 
men. 

Sec.  2.  The  Bishop,  the  Bishop  Coadjutor,  the  Bishop  Suffragan 
and  the  Archdeacons,  when  there  be  such;  and  every  clergyman  in 
regular  standing  who  shall  have  been  for  six  months  actually  and 
canonically  resident  in  this  Diocese  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  and 
a  vote  in  the  Council;  provided,  that  he  shall  have  been  accepted, 
and  at  the  time  of  the  Council  shall  be  actually  settled  as  rector,  or 
assistant  minister  of  some  parish  in  union  with  the  Council,  or  shall 
be  a  missionary  under  the  direction  of  the  ecclesiastical  authority 
of  the  Diocese,  or  shall  be  engaged  as  an  officer  or  instructor  in 
some  public  institution,  or  shall  be  a  chaplain  in  the  army  or  navy 
of  the  United  States,  or  a  department  secretary  of  the  Domestic  and 
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Foreign  Missionary  Society.  But  no  clergyman  in  good  standing, 
who  is  manifestly  disabled  by  age  or  infirmities  from  statedly  per- 
forming the  functions  of  the  holy  ministry,  shall  be  deprived  of  such 
priyilege.  This  provision  shall  not  apply  to  a  clergyman  exclusively 
engaged  in  secular  work. 

Sec.  3.  A  clergyman's  canonical  residence  shall  date  from  his 
ordination  within  the  Diocese,  or  from  the  date  of  the  acceptance  of 
his  letter  dimissory  by  the  ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  4.  Every  parish  and  mission  in  union  with  the  Council  of 
this  Diocese,  having  fifty  communicants  or  less,  shall  be  entitled  to 
be  represented  by  one  lay  delegate  and  also  by  one  lay  delegate  for 
each  additional  fifty  above  the  first  fifty  communicants;  provided, 
that  no  parish  shall  have  more  than  five  delegates,  and  provided 
also,  that  no  lay  delegate  shall  take  his  seat  until  his  parish  has 
paid  all  assessments  in  full  to  the  Treasurer,  or  unless  such  indebt- 
edness has  been  remitted  by  the  preceding  Annual  Ck)uncil;  and  the 
same  provision  shall  apply  to  lay  delegates  from  missions. 

Sec.  5.  Lay  delegates  shall  be  chosen  for  a  parish  by  its  vestry. 
Lay  delegates  for  a  mission  shall  be  chosen  by  the  congregation  duly 
convened.  The  lay  delegates  chosen  as  above  shall  be  male  commu- 
nicants of  the  Church  in  good  standing,  and  shall  have  been  for  six 
months  next  preceding,  stated  worshipers  in  the  parish  or  mission 
which  they  severally  represent;  and  shall  be  canonically  entitled  to 
vote  for  vestrymen;  but  no  postulant  or  candidate  for  holy  orders 
shall  be  admitted  as  a  lay  delegate  to  any  Council. 

Sec.  6.  No  person  under  ecclesiastical  censure  or  process,  whether 
clergyman  or  layman,  shall  be  allowed  a  seat  in  the  Council. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Divine  Service  at  the  IMeetIng  of  Council. 
Section  1.    ETvery  Council  shall  be  opened  with  a  celebration  of 
the  Holy  Communion. 

Sec.  2.  The  direction  of  divine  service  during  the  sessions  of 
the  Council  shall  rest  with  the  Bishop  presiding.  In  his  absence  air 
services  shall  be  under  the  direction  of  the  President  of  the  Standing 
Committee. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Of  the  Presiding  Officer. 
The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  ex  officio  President  of  the 
Council.  In  his  absence  the  Bishop  Coadjutor,  if  there  be  one,  or  in 
his  absence,  the  Bishop  Suffragan,  if  there  be  one,  shall  preside,  with 
like  powers.  If  there  be  no  Bishop,  or  in  case  of  his  absence,  and 
that  of  the  Bishop  Coadjutor,  and  that  of  the  Bishop  Suffragan,  if 
there  be  one,  the  President  of  Standing  Committee  shall  preside  with 
like  powers. 
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ABTICLE  VII. 

Of  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer. 

Section  1.  The  Annual  Council  shall  elect  a  Secretary  and  a 
Treasurer,  whose  duties  shall  be  defined  by  Canon.  If  either  of  these 
officers  be  not  a  member  of  the  Council  he  shall,  nevertheless,  be  en- 
titled, ex  officio,  to  all  the  privileges  of  membership  except  that  of 
voting. 

Sec.  2.  At  any  time  in  the  interval  between  two  Annual  Coun- 
cils, the  Standing  Committee  may,  for  sufficient  cause,  of  which  they 
shall  be  the  judges,  remove  the  Secretary  or  Treasurer  from  office; 
and  in  such  case,  or  if  the  Secretary  or  Treasurer  resign,  or  remove 
from  the  Diocese,  or  become  incapable  of  acting,  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  Secretary  or  Treasurer  to  act 
until  the  next  Annual  Council. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

Of  the  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese. 

The  Annual  Council  shall,  on  the  nomination  of  the  ecclesiastical 
authority,  elect  a  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese,  who  shall  be  the  legal 
adviser  of  the  Bishop  and  Standing  Committee.  He  shall  be  a  com- 
municant of  the  Church,  and  shall  be  entitled,  ex  officio,  to  a  seat  in 
the  Council,  with  all  the  privileges  of  membership  except  that  of  vot- 
ing. He  shall  hold  his  office  for  the  term  of  three  years,,  and  if  a 
vacancy  occur  during  the  recess  of  the  Council  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee may  elect,  upon  the  nomination  of  the  Bishop,  if  there  be  one, 
or  in  case  there  be  no  Bishop,  shall  elect  someone  to  fill  the  office 
until  the  next  Annual  Council,  which  shall  then  elect  a  Chancellor 
for  the  full  term  of  three  years. 

AKTKI.K  i\. 

Of  the   Registrar  of  the  Diocese. 

The  Annual  Council  shall,  on  the  nomination  of  the  ecclesiastical 
authority,  elect  an  officer  to  he  called  the  Registrar  of  the  Diocese, 
who  shall  be  a  communicant  of  the  Church.  He  shall  be  entitled,  er 
officio,  to  a  seat  in  the  Council,  with  all  the  privileges  of  member- 
ship, except  that  of  voting.  He  shall  hold  his  office  for  a  full  term 
of  three  years,  and  if  a  vacancy  occur  the  next  Annual  Council  shall 
elect  a  successor  for  the  full  term  of  three  years.  His  duties  shall 
be  defined  by  Canon. 

ARTICr.K   X. 

Of  the  Transaction   of  Business. 
Sk(  Tiox  1.     One-third  of  the  clergy  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Coun- 
cil and   lay  delegates   from  one-fourth  of  the  parishes  and  missions 
entitled    to   representation,    when    duly   assembled,   shall   constitute   a 
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quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business;   but  a  smaller  number  may 
adjourn  from  time  to  time. 

Sec.  2.  The  clergy  and  laity  shall  deliberate  in  one  body.  Ex- 
cept when  herein  otherwise  expressly  provided,  a  majority  of  all  the 
votes  cast  shall  determine  any  question  submitted  to  the  Council. 

Sec.  3.  Any  member  may  call  for  a  vote  by  yeas  and  nays,  and 
when  such  a  call  is  made  the  Secretary  shall  call  the  roll  of  the 
Council,  and  the  members  shall  thereupon  announce  their  votes  as 
their  names  are  called.  The  votes  so  cast  shall  be  recorded  in  the 
Journal,  and  no  member  shall  be  excused  from  voting  unless  by  unani- 
mous consent. 

Sec.  4.  If  any  five  clergymen,  or  if  any  five  laymen,  .represent- 
ing not  less  than  three  parishes  or  missions,  shall  demand  a  vote 
by  Orders,  the  roll  of  the  clergy  shall  be  called  by  the  Secretaries, 
and  the  members  shall  announce  their  votes  as  their  names  are  called. 
Immediately  on  the  completion  of  this  call,  the  roll  of  parishes  and 
missions  shall  be  called  by  the  Secretaries,  and  each  lay  delegate  shall 
announce  his  vote  as  his  name  is  called.  A  majority  of  the  votes 
of  each  Order  shall  be  necessary  to  an  affirmative  decision. 

Sec.  5.  The  Council  shall  have  power  to  ordain  and  enact  Canons 
and  Discipline  for  the  ecclesiastical  government  of  all  parishes  and 
missions,  clergy  and  laity  of  the  Church  within  this  Diocese,  the 
Bishops  alone  excepted.  But  any  Constitutional  provision,  or  any 
Canon  of  the  Council,  which  is  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution 
an  Canons  of  the  General  Council  shall  be  void. 

Sec.  6.  Any  Canon  proposed  for  adoption  by  the  Council  shall 
be  considered  and  passed  upon,  section  by  section,  and  a  final  vote 
by  Orders  be  unanimously  dispensed  with. 

Sec.  7.  The  Rules  of  Order  of  the  next  preceding  Council  shall 
remain  in  force  until  altered  by  the  Council. 

article  XI. 

Of  the  Standing  Committee. 
The  Council  shall  annually  elect,  by  the  concurrent  vote  of  both 
Orders,  a  Standing  Committee,  to  consist  of  four  presbyters  and  four 
laymen,  all  actually  resident  in  the  Diocese  and  eligible  to  seats  in 
the  Council,  who  shall  serve  until  the  next  Annual  Council,  or  until 
a. new  election  is  had,  the  functions  of  which  committee,  beside  those 
provided  for  in  the  Canons  of  the  General  Council,  and  in  this  Con- 
stitution, shall  be  determined  by  Canon  or  resolution  of  the  Council. 
Vacancies  in  the  Standing  Committee  shall  be  filled  by  a  majority 
of  the  votes  of  the  remaining  members,  until  the  next  meeting  of  the 
Council. 

article  xn. 

Of  the  Parochial  Trust  Fund. 
"The  Parochial  Trust  Fund  of  West  Missouri"  a  corporation  con- 
sisting of  the  Bishop  and  the  several  members  of  the  Standing  Com- 
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mittee,  incorporated  May  8,  1891,  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Mis- 
souri, is  hereby  recognized  as  authorized  to  receive  and  hold  in  trust 
the  property  of  any  parish,  mission  or  other  institution  in  the  Diocese 
of  West  Missouri,  for  the  preservation  and  use  of  such  property  for 
such  parish,  mission,  or  other  institution  of  the  Church,  and  for  the 
exercise  of  such  other  duties  as  are  conferred  upon  it  by  its  charter. 

ASTICLE   XIII. 

Of  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention. 

At  the  Annual  Council  next  before  each  tri-ennial  meeting  of  the 
General  Council,  four  presbyters  and  four  laymen,  actually  resident 
in  the  Diocese  and  eligible  to  seats  in  its  Councils,  shall  be  elected 
as  deputies  to  the  General  Council  for  the  next  three  years.  The  same 
number  of  alternates,  similarly  qualified,  shall  also  be  elected. 

ABTICLE    XIV. 

.    Of  the  Election  of  Officers. 

The  election  of  all  officers  provided  for  by  this  Constitution  shall 
l)e  by  ballot,  unless  the  same  shall  be  unanimously  dispensed  with  by 
the  Council.  In  the  event  of  a  failure  or  neglect  to  elect  at  any 
Council,  the  person  or  persons  already  in  office,  if  still  eligible,  shall 
hold  over  until  their  successors  shall  have  been  duly  elected.  When- 
ever an  election  is  by  ballot  a  majority  of  votes  in  each  Order  shall 
be  necessary  to  elect. 

ABTICLE   XV. 

On  the  Admission  of  New  Parishes. 
The  Council   may  admit  parishes  and  missions  into  union   with 
it,   providing  they   shall   have  presented    to  the  Council   evidence   of 
their  compliance  with  the  Canonical  requirements  concerning  the  or- 
ganization of  parishes  and  missions. 

AKTUI.K    XVI. 

Of   Assessments. 

Skc.  1.  The  Council  shall  have  power  to  assess  the  parishes  and 
missions  in  union  with  it  for  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  Diocese. 
Assessments  may  be  made  either  by  Canon  or  resolution. 

Sec.  2.  The  Council  shall  have  power  to  fix  by  canon  the  terms 
and  conditions  upon  which  any  parish  or  mission  which  has  con- 
tributed a  definite  sum  towards  the  Episcopal  Endowment  Fund, 
shall  have  the  amount  of  its  annual  assessments  reduced. 

ARTICLE    XVII. 

Suspension  or  Dissolution  of  a  Parish  or  Mission. 
Skc.  1.  Any  parish  or  mission  may,  for  cause  specified  by  Canon, 
be  suspended  from  representation  in  the  Council  or  its  connection 
therewith  be  wholly  dissolved  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  each  Order. 
The  Council  may  also  restore  to  such  parish  or  mission  its  Councilor 
privileges. 
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Sec.  2.  Whenever,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Bishop,  any  parish  or 
mission  shall  he  liable  to  the  forfeiture  of  status,  or  be  essentially 
defunct,  he  shall  signify  the  same  to  the  Council,  which  may  pro- 
ceed forthwith  to  dissolve  the  said  parish  or  mission,  as  the  case  may 
require. 

ARTICLE  XVIII. 

On  the  Election  of  a  Bishop. 
The  election  of  a  Bishop  shall  be  made  in  an  Annual  Council  or 
in  a  special  Council  called  for  that  purpose  by  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, or,  in  case  of  the  election  of  Bishop  Coadjutor  or  a  Bishop 
Suffragan,  called  by  the  Bishop  of  the  IMocese,  and  according  to  the 
Canon  in  that  case  provided.  To  the  choice  of  a  Bishop,  or  a  Bishop 
Coadjutor,  or  Bishop  Suffragan,  the  concurrent  vote  by  ballot  of  a 
majority  of  all  the  clergy  and  laity  entitled  to  seats,  voting  separately, 
shall  be  necessary  to  elect. 

AjrriCLE.  XIX. 

Of  Amendments  to  the  Constitution. 
This  Constitution  shall  not  be  amended,  in  whole  or  in  part,  by 
any  Council  unless  the  proposed  amendment  shall  have  been  submitted 
to  and  approved  by  the  next  preceding  Council,  nor  unless  at  its  final 
adoption  it  shall  be  approved  by  the  Bishop  and  shall  receive  a  ma- 
jority of  both  Orders,  voting  separately. 

ARTICLE    XX. 

All  Articles  of  any*  previous  Constitution  of  the  Church  in  this 
Diocese  are  hereby  repealed. 


Tour  commission  did  a  great  deal  of  work  on  the  Canons,  how- 
ever, it  is  not  ready  to  report  for  the  reason  that  the  Canons  can 
not  become  operative  until  the  Constitution  takes  effect.  Article 
XIX  of  the  present  Constitution  provides  "that  it  shall  not  be  amend- 
ed, in  whole  or  in  part,  by  any  Council  unless  the  proposed  amend- 
ment shall  have  been  submitted  to  and  approved  by  the  Bishop,  and 
shall  receive  a  majority  of  both  orders,  voting  separately."  There- 
fore, your  committee  asks  to  be  continued  for  the  purpose  of  com- 
pleting its  work  on  the  Canons,  to  be  submitted  to  the  Twenty-fourth 
Annual  Council,  with  power  to  fill  vacancies.

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PROPOSED  AMENDED   CHARTER. 

First— The  name  of  this  organization  shall  be  "The  Parochial 
Trust  Fund  of  the  Diocese  of  West  Missouri." 

Second — The  purposes  of  this  organization  are  and  shall  be  to 
take  title  to  real  estate  which  shall  be  from  time  to  time  conveyed, 
transferred,  devised  or  granted  to  it  in  aid  of  the  Protestant  Episco- 
pal Church  in  the  Diocese  of  West  Missouri,  and  both  hold  the  same 
in  trust  for  the  purposes  of  such  conveyances,  transfers,  devises  or 
grants,  to  sell,  convey  and  transfer  the  same  in  accordance  with 
the  terms  of  such  trust  and  to  execute  any  trusts  connected  there- 
with, and  any  other  trusts  that  shall  be  devolved  upon  it,  not  in- 
consistent with  the  purposes  of  said  Church  or  the  laws  relating  to 
the  incorporation  of  such  organizations;  and  this  organisation  shall 
continue  for  the  term  of  one  hundred  years. 

Third — The  affairs  of  this  organization  shall  be  managed  by  the 
members  thereof,  who  shall  be  designated  as  ^'Trustees,"  and  it  shall 
be  one  of  the  duties  of  said  Trustees  to  recommend  and  advise  that 
all  gifts  and  bequests  of  personal  property,  and  all  conveyances,  trans- 
fers, devises  or  grants  of  real  estate  which  may  be  made  in  aid  of 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Kansas  City,  Mis- 
souri, other  than  those  for  the  purposes  of  Church  edifices,  parson- 
ages and  cemeteries,  be  made,  given,  conveyed,  transferred,  devised 
or  granted  directly  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Kansas  City,  Mis- 
souri, and  his  successors,  to  be  held  in  trust  by  them,  and  to  be  man- 
ased  by  and  under  the  direction  of  said  Bishop  for  the  purposes  ex 
pressed  in  said  trust. 

Fourth — The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Kansas  City,  Missouri,  and 
the  several  members  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  said  Diocese  of  said 
Church,  as  provided  for  in  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution  of  said 
Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Kansas  City,  Missouri,  and  his  and  their 
respective  successors  on  said  Standing  Committee,  from  time  to  time 
shall  constitute  and  be  the  members  of  this  organization  and  shall  be 
designated  as  Trustees. 

Fifth — The  officers  of  this  organization  shall  be  a  President,  Vice- 
President,  Secretary  and  Treasurer  and  such  other  officers  as  the 
Trustees  shall  from  time  to  time  direct. 

Sixth — The  duties  of  the  President  shall  be  to  be  present  at  the 
meetings  of  this  organization,  and  to  exercise  general  supervision  over 
the  affairs  of  this  organization:  of  the  Vice-President  to  perform  the 
duties  of  the  President  In  case  of  his  Inability,  from  absence  or  other 
reason,  to  perform  them;  of  the  Secretary  to  keep  a  written  record  of 
the  proceedings  of  this  organization,  to  conduct  so  far  as  directed  by 
the  President,  the  correspondence  of  this  organization,  and  to  file  and 
preserve  all  papers  of  this  organization,  except  as  otherwise  directed 
by  the  President  or  the  Trustees:   and  of  the  Treasurer  to  collect,  care 
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for  and  disburse  under  the  direction  of  the  Trustees  all  money  which 
shall  belong  to  this  organization,  or  come  under  its  control. 

Seventh — The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Kansas  City,  Missouri, 
aforesaid,  shall  be  ex  officio  President  of  this  organization.  All  the 
other  officers  shall  be  chosen  annually  by  the  Trustees  and  shall  hold 
office  until  their  respective  successors  are  chosen  and  have  qualified. 

The  annual  election  of  officers  shall  be  held  in  the  month  of 
of  each  year. 


Eighth — The  Treasurer  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his 
office  shall  give  to  this  organization  ample  security  that  he  will  fully 
and  faithfully  account  for  and  pay  all  money  that  shall  come  into  his 
hands  as  such  Treasurer,  which  security  shall  be  prescribed  by  the 

Trustees,  and  when  made  shall,  before  accepted  by  this  organi7.ation. 

be  approved  in  writing  by  at  least  three  of  said  Trustees. 

Ninth — The  jurisdiction  of  this  organization  shall  extend  to  and 
consist  of  the  following  counties  in  the  State  of  Missouri,  namely:

The  Rev.  Dr.  Ritchey  called  the  attention  of  the  Coun- 
cil to  the  addenda  printed  in  connection  with  the  report  of 
the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons.

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present  new  rules  of  order  and  methods  of  procedure  for  the 
facilitation  of  the  business  of  the  Council. 

On  motion  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Brady  it  was  resolved  that 
the  sum  of  five  dollars  be  appropriated  to  the  sexton  of  Trin- 
ity Church. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Ritchey  reported  to  the  Council,  that  the 
Standing  Committee  had  organized  for  business  by  electing 
the  Rev.  J.  Stewart-Smith  as  President,  and  the  Rev.  J.  D. 
Ritchey,  D.D.,  as  Secretary. 

Mr.  John  E.  Cornall  reported  that  the  Committee  on 
Missionaries'  Traveling  Expenses  have  had  four  statements 
of  expenses  made  to  them,  amounting  to  the  total  sum  of 
$29.48.  On  motion  the  report  was  accepted  and  the  treas- 
urer authorized  to  pay  the  amounts. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Ritchey  presented  the  following  report  of 
the  Parochial  Trust  Fund  Commission : 

REPORT   OF   THE    PAROCHIAL   TRUST   FUND   COMMISSION. 

The  Parochial  Trust  Fund  CommiBsion  has  held  one  meeting 
during  the  year  at  which  was  considered  and  adjusted  some  detaib* 
of  the  Church  property  at  Fayette  and  Blackburn.  Further  than  this 
no  business  has  come  before  the  Commission  during  the  year. 

The  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese  has  kindly  promised  the  Comn"»is- 
sion  that  he  will  secure  a  complete  list  of  all  the  Church  property 
in  tlie  Diocese  in  order  tliat  the  Commission  may  the  more  intelli- 
gently and  efficiently  do  its  work.

Mr.  A.  C  Stuwell,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  on  Finance, 
asked  leave  to  report  to  the  llishoj)  after  the  Council,  and 
publish  the  same  in  the  Journal. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Ritchey  introduced  the  following  report 
of  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church : 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  STATE  OF  THE  CHURCH. 

Your  committee,  appointed  to  report  on  the  State  of  the  Church 
in  this  Diocese,  hereby  submits  the  following  report: 

Our  information  and  observations  indicate  to  us  that  the  Church 
in  the  rural  districts  and  small  towns  has  made  little  growth  in  the 
last  decade. 

We  do  not  think  that  this  condition  is  the  fault  of  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  Diocese  nor  of  the  workers  in  the  field.  We  think 
that  good   and   efficient  work   has   been   and   is   being   done  in  these 
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pariB  of  the  Diocese,  but  that  certain  conditions  have  retarded  the 
work  and  hindered  the  growth  of  the  Church. 

As  one  element  in  the  problem  the  workers  in  the  field  point 
out  to  us  that  there  is  an  appalling  drift  of  population  from  the  rural 
districts  and  small  towns  to  the  large  cities.  The  more  energetic 
and  thrifty  families  of  the  community,  and  these  are  the  people  the 
Church  is  apt  to  gather,  attain  to  some  prosperity  and  move  away 
to  the  city  for  wider  social  and  business  opportunities.  In  this  way 
the  Church  is  constantly  losing  its  constituency  at  a  rate  as  great, 
or  greater,  than  additions  can  be  made.  This  condition  must  be  taken 
into  consideration  in  any  fair  estimate  of  the  State  of  Church  in 
this  Diocese. 

Another  cause  for  the  Church's  failure  to  take  hold  with  vigor 
upon  the  people  of  both  city  and  country  is,  we  believe,  a  lack  of 
definite  and  continuous  teaching  and  explaining  the  truths  and  prin- 
ciples of  the  Church.  The  agents  and  missionaries  of  the  Church, 
at  work  in  these  parts  of  the  Diocese,  themselves  assert  that  this  is 
largely  the  explanation  for  the  apathetic  condition  of  the  Church. 

Tour  committee  has  little  to  suggest  as  to  remedies  for  the  first 
obstacle  named.  The  movement  of  population  will  go  on  according 
to  its  own  laws,  and  the  Church  must  meet  such  conditions  as  best 
she  may.  But  the  loss  of  the  country  by  this  movement  of  popula- 
tion ought  to  be  the  gain  of  the  city,  for  the  Church  as  for  business 
and  society.  Good  work  done  in  the  rural  parishes  and  missions  ought 
not  to  be  lost  to  the  Church  when  the  people  who  have  been  attached 
to  the  Church  by  that  work  move  to  the  city.  But  it  must  be  good 
work,  thoroughly  and  efficiently  done,  for  it  is  very  difficult  to  hold 
in  the  Church  even  the  well  instructed  and  well  trained  when  they 
come  from  the  country  into  the  new  and  distracting  environment 
of  the  city. 

Your  committee  would  suggest,  as  one  helpful  agency  toward 
the  growth  of  the  Church,  the  holding  of  parochial  missions,  not  as 
revivals,  but  as  occasions  for  teaching  and  instructing  people  of  the 
Church.  When  the  reasonableness  and  the  meaning  of  the  Church's 
services  and  customs  are  explained  in  a  gentle  way,  invidious  com- 
parisons  with  other  services  and  customs  being  eliminated,  the  appeal 
is  always  very  strong. 

These  parochial  missions  should  be  held  for  a  sufficient  length 
of  time  to  secure  and  crystalize  results;  and  at  as  many  points 
throughout  the  Diocese  as  possible;  and  they  should  be  conducted 
by  the  best  informed,  the  sweetest  tempered  and  the  most  Godly 
men  that  can  be  found  for  the  work.  Your  committee  believes  that 
this  work,  well  and  faithfully  done,  would  conduce  greatly  to  the 
growth  of  the  Church,  both  in  its  numbers  and  in  quality  of  its  mem- 
bership. 

Your  committee  believes,  also,  that  concentration  of  effort  and 
money  upon  points  where  the  conditions  for  growth  and  success  are 
most  favorable,  and  where  the  response  made  to  the  work  is  encour- 
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aging,  and  the  consequent  abandonment  of  points  where  the  Church 
is  stagnant  and  the  people  are  unresponsive,  would  be  a  wise  policy. 
Isolated  Church  people,  where  there  seems  little  prospect  of  growth, 
should  not  be  abandoned.  They  should  have  the  ministrations  of 
the  General  Missionary  of  the  Church  as  often  as  possible,  but  the 
mere  sustentation  of  a  parish  or  mission,  when  the  means  at  hand 
for  the  work  are  meager  and  little  response  is  given  the  work  by  the 
people,  should  be  abandoned.  This  plan,  steadily  prosecuted,  might 
diminish  the  number  of  points  in  the  Diocese  at  which  work  is  being 
done,  but  it  would  leave  more  means,  energy  and  ability  for  the  prose- 
cution of  the  work  at  points  where  means,  energy  and  ability  would 
bring  results.

Thomas  Knight  it  was  resolved  that 
a  .^^unday  be  set  apart  as  a  day  of  special  intercession  to  Al- 
mighty God  for  His  blessing  upon  this  Diocese,  the  Bishop 
and  clergy  thereof,  and  all  the  activities  of  the  Church  in  its 
w'ork  therein ;  and  that  a  special  plea  be  made  upon  that  day 
for  funds  to  continue  amplifying  the  work  of  Diocesan  mis- 
sions. 

On  motion  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Brady  it  was  resolved  that 
the  printing  of  the  Journal  be  referred  to  the  Bishop  and  the 
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Secretary  with  power  to  act,  and  that  the  said  committee 
be  prayed  to  get  the  Journal  into  the  hands  of  the  Board  of 
Equalization  as  soon  as  possible.

An  invitation  was  extended  to  the  Council  by  the  Rector 
and  Parish  of  St.  Paul's  Church  of  Kansas  City,  to  meet  with 
them  next  year.     The  invitation  was  accepted. 

On  motion  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Eckel  it  was  resolved  that 
the  thanks  of  the  Council  be  extended  to  the  Rector,  Church 
Wardens  and  Vestrymen  of  Trinity  Church,  whose  guests  we 
are,  and  also  to  the  Ladies  of  the  Parish,  and  the  Ladies  of 
St.  Mark's  and  St.  Mary's  Parishes,  for  their  hospitality,  and 
the  abundant  and  delightful  entertainment  provided  us. 

The  Bishop  extended  a  statement  of  his  appreciation  of 
the  courtesy  and  consideration  of  the  members  of  the  Coun- 
cil; and  on  motion  the  Council  stood  adjourned  sine  die,  the 
Bishop  griving  the  Apostolic  Blessing.

Rt  Rev.  and  Dear  Sir:  On  taking  charge  of  Trinity  Church, 
Independence,  Mo.,  on  March  1,  1912,  I  found  on  record  a  revised 
list  of  communicants  dated  Dec.  15,  1911,  which  reduced  the  list  of 
160  returned  to  the  Council  last,  to  134.  Of  this  latter  number  I  found 
that  9  had  died,  15  had  removed  without  letter.

Rt,  Rev.  and  Dear  Sir:  To  the  Sunday  school  statistics  should 
be  added  two  Bible  classes  with  an  average  attendance  of  fifty-five 
persons,  all  adults.  The  paro(;|iial  statistics  given  above  are  all  actual, 
nothing  is  estimated,  the  facts  are  drawn  from  a  new  parish  register 
which  has  been  prepared  and  revised  with  great  care.  Of  the  529 
registered  communicants  36  do  not  live  in  the  city,  the  address  of 
17  more  is  not  known  and  51  others  have  lapsed,  that  is,  they  do 
not  contribute  regularly,  rarely  if  ever  attend,  and  are  not  known 
to  have  received  the  communion  for  over  a  year  at  least.

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RULES  OF  ORDER. 


1.  When  the  President  takes  the  Chair  no  member  shall  continue 
standing,  or  shall  afterwards  stand  up,  unless  to  address  the  Chair. 

2.  When  the  President  shall  have  taken  the  Chair,  the  minutes  of 
the  preceding  day  shall  be  read. 

3.  Immediately  after  organization  of  the  Council,  the  following 
Standing  Committees  shall  be  appointed,  viz.: 

(1)  On  the  Admission  of  New  Parishes. 

(2)  On  Constitution  and  Canons. 

(3)  On  Unfinished  Business. 

(4)  On  Finance. 

(5)  On  Assessments. 

(6)  On  Missions. 

(7)  On  Christian  Education. 

•  (8)     On  Sunday  School  Work. 
(9)     On  Missionaries'  Traveling  Expenses. 
( 10)     On  the  State  of  the  Church. 

4.  All  Committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President,  unless  other- 
wise ordered. 

5.  All  resolutions  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  presented  to  the  Secre- 
tary, and  by  him  read ;  and  a  motion  shall  not  be  considered  before  the 
house  until  recorded. 

6.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak,  or  deliver  any  matter  to 
the  house,  he  shall,  with  due  respect,  address  himself  to  the  President, 
confining  himse4f  strictly  to  the  point  in  debate. 

7.  A  member  shall  not  absent  himself  from  the  services  of  the 
house  unless  he  have  leave  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

8.  A  member,  other  than  the  Chairman  of  a  Committee,  whose 
report  is  under  consideration,  shall  not  speak  more  than  twice  in  the 
same  debate,  nor  longer  than  ten  minutes  at  a  time,  without  leave  of  the 
house. 

9.  Any  member  of  the  house  may  call  for  a  vote  by  ayes  and  nayes. 

10.  When  a  question  has  once  been  determined  it  shall  stand  as  the 
judgment  of  the  house,  and  shall  not  be  again  drawn  into  debate,  except 
on  motion  for  reconsideration,  which  must  be  made  by  a  member  who  had 
previously  voted  in  the  majority,  and  all  motions  to  reconsideration 
must  be  made  on  the  day  vote  is  taken  or  on  the  next  succeeding  day. 

11.  When  a  question  is  under  consideration  a  motion  shall  not  be 
received,  except  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  postpone  it  until  a  certain  time, 
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to  postpone  indefinitely,  to  commit  it,  to  divide  it  or  amend  it;  and  mo- 
tions for  any  of  these  purposes  diall  have  precedence  in  the  order  herein 
named.  If  a  motion  to  lay  an  amendment  on  the  taUe  be  carried,  the 
matter  before  the  house  shall  be  proceeded  with  as  if  no  sudi  amend- 
ment has  been  offered.

This  being  the  time  and  place  appointed  fotf*  the  meeting 
of  the  Twenty-fourth  Annual  Conncil  of  the  Dfecese  of  Kan- 
sas City,  the  Rt.  Rev.  Sidney  CatUn  Partridge,  D.  P.,  Bishop 
'of  the  Diocese  of  Kansas  Qty,  and  a  number  of  ckrgy  and 
laity  assembled  in  St.  Paul's  Churchy  Kansas  Qty,  Missottri* 
at  10  KX)  A.  M.  for  Divine  Service. 

Holy  Commuqion  was  celebrated  by  the  Bishop,  asMsted 
by  the  Rev.  J.  D.  Ritchey,  D.  D.,  as  reader  of  the  l^pistle,  and 
the  Rev.  J.  Stewart-Smith  as  reader  of  the  Gospel.  The  Rev: 
C.  A.  Weed  served  as  Bishop's  Chaplain. 

The  Bishop  delivered  the  following  address: 

THE  BISHOP'S  ADDRESS* 

"May  Grace,  Mercy  and  Peace  from  God,  our  Father,  and  from  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ  be  with  you  all,  forevermore."    Amen. 

.  Dearly  Beloved  in  the  Lord :  I  greet  you  affectionately, 
one  and  all,  and  bid  you  welcome  to  this,  the  Twenty-fourth 
Annual  Council  of  our  beloved  Diocese. 

I  feel  that  it  has  been  a  year  of  material  progress  and 
growth  to  us,  under  the  Divine  blessing;  that  we  know  and 
understand  each  other  better ;  that  we  are  ready  to  clasp  hands 
more  closely  and  look  forward  cheerfully  and  hopefully  to  the 
future  and  the  great  things  that  God  in  His  mercy  has  in 
store  for  us. 

At  the  last  Council,  it  being  the  close  of  my  first  year 
among  you,  I  thought  it  best  to  read  to  you  in  full — and  I  did 
so,  under  the  wisest  advice — the  complete  official  diary  and

record  of  all  the  detailed  visitations  and  manifold  duties  that 
fall  to  the  Episcopate.  I  felt  that  it  was  only  right  and  fair 
to  the  flock,  as  well  as  to  the  Chief  Pastor,  that  they  should 
know  something  of  what  the  varied  and  complex  duties  of 
a  Bishop  in  this  land  and  generation  really  are;  of  the  vast 
extent  of  the  territory  that  is  given  him  to  cover,  and  of  his 
efforts,  under  God's  help,  to  be  faithful  to  his  charge.  It 
may  surprise  some  of  you,  Beloved,  as  it  did  recently  my 
friends  in  New  England,  to  hear  that  this  Diocese,  while  by 
no  means  the  largest  in  the  great  Southwest,  covers  more 
square  miles  than  all  Rhode  Island,  Connecticut,  Massachu- 
setts, Vermont,  New  Hampshire  and  a  large  section  of  the 
state  of  Maine!  I  need  hardly  say  that  I  shall  not  follow 
last  year's  program,  nor  establish  it  as  a  precedent,  but  rele- 
gate my  official  diary  to  its  normal  place,  viz. :  to  be  kept  on 
file  for  reference  and  record  and  to  be  printed  in  the  Annual 
Journal,  I  confine  myself  this  morning  to  the  Canonical  re- 
quirements of  the  Bishop's  Address,  which  are  to  review 
rapidly  the  events  of  the  year,  to  glance  at  our  ecclesiastical 
statistics  and  ascertain  the  state  of  the  Church,  and  then  to 
speak  to  you  in  God's  name,  a  word  of  encouragement  and 
good  cheer. 

It  always  becomes  my  first  duty  to  read  out  before  you 
the  names  of  those  Bishops  in  our  own  Communion  who  have 
been  called  by  the  great  Captain  of  our  Salvation  to  lay  down 
their  armor  and  pass  onward  to  their  reward.  This  year  I 
have  to  chronicle  but  two.  the  Rt.  Rev.  Charles  Chapman 
Grafton,  S.  T.  D.,  L.  L.  D.,  second  Bishop  of  Fond  du  Lac, 
passed  away  toward  the  close  of  the  summer,  after  a  long  life 
of  over  four  score  years.  A  great  scholar,  Preacher  and 
Bishop,  the  rfiotto  of  whose  life  was  ever  "Press  on  the 
Kingdom." 

The  Kingdom  was  to  him  a  very  definite  thing — the  one 
Holy  Catholic  and  Apostolic  Church — the  institution  which 
was  in  the  Eternal  Mind  when  He  created  the  heavens  and 
the  earth.  For  that  Kingdom  he  lived  and  worked  and  died. 
These  were  his  characteristics:  Childlike  faith  in  God;  obe- 
dience to  the  Heavenly  Vision;  surrender  of  self;  loyalty  to 
the  truth;  courtesy  and  pity;  scholarship  transfigured  by  the 
light  of  faith ;  and  love  as  the  supreme  gift  crowning  it  all. 
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Later  oo  we  were  called  to  mourn  the  loss  of  the  Rt.  Rev. 
Thomas  Augustus  Jagg;ar,  D.  D.,  retired  Bishop  of  Southern 
Ohio,  and  who,  until  just  before  his  death,  had  been  in  charge 
of  the  American  Churched  on  the  continent  of  Europe. 

Bishop  Jaggar's  official  life  covered  a  period  of  some  forty 
years,  twenty-nine  of  which  were  passed  in  Ohio.  He  was 
known  to  the  Church  at  large  as  an  efficient  worker  and  as 
one  of  its  ablest  preachers.  He  had  recently  been  appointed 
to  take  charge  of  the  services  in  St.  Paul's  pro-cathedral  in 
Boston. 

In  our  own  Diocese  we  mourn  the  loss  of  a  devoteil  Priest 
and  faithful  Missionary.  The  Rev.  Charles  Harrison  Bohn 
died  at  St.  Luke's  Hospital,  St  Louis,  on  March  30th,  the 
first  Sunday  after  Easter,  after  a  long  and  lingering  illness 
and  much  suffering,  patiently  and  cheerfully  borne  for  his 
Master's  sake.  Mr.  Bohn  was  ordained  Deacon  by  Bishop 
Robertson  of  Missouri  in  1883,  and  Priest  by  Bishop  Vail  of 
Kansas  in  1884,  and  had  been  in  charge  of  the  Parishes  in  Lex- 
ington and  Marshall  since  1909,  coming  to  tliis  Diocese  from 
Iowa  in  1907,  after.holding  various  charges  in  that  atktc  and 
in  Kansas.  The  funeral  took  place  at  Trinity  Church,  Mar- 
shall, on  Tuesday,  April  1st.  The  Rev.  Dr.  Ritchey,  Dean  of 
the  Central  Convocation,  the  Ven.  Archdeacon  Johnson  and 
the  Rev,  Charles  A.  Weed,  Bishop's  Chaplain,  assisting  the 
Bishop  in  conducting  the  services. 

For  them  we  sing: 

"The  strife  is  o'er — the  battle  done! 
The  victory  of  life  is  won ; 
The  song  of  triumph  has  begun  t 

Alleluia." 

May  we  receive  new  inspiration  froru  their  lives  to  carry 
forward  the  work  that  still  is  ours  while  we  wear  the  armor 
of  the  Church  that  is  militant  and  carry  her  weapons  in  our 
hands  I 

I  pass  on,  next,  to  note  the  names  of  clergymen  trans- 
ferred to  other  Dioceses  and  of  those  who  have  been  wel- 
comed to  this : 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Arthur  M.  Griffin,  Rector  of  St.  Mark's, 
Kansas  City,  transferred  to  Ohio  on  November  30th,  1912.

The  Rev.  William  A.  Pearman,  Missionary  at  Warrens- 
burg,  transferred  to  Virginia  on  October  21st,  1912. 

The  Rev.  Franklin  M.  Weddell,  Rector  of  Grace  Church, 
Carthage,  transferred  to  Missouri,  October  11th,  1912. 

The  Rev.  J.  Henry  King,  Missionary  at  St.  Simon's,  Kan- 
sas City,  transferred  to  Pennsylvania,  December  19,  1912 ;  and 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Cyrus  Townsend  Brady,  Rector  of  St.  George's, 
Kansas  City,  transferred  to  New  York,  March  13th,  1913. 

Our  good  wishes  and  our  prayers  follow  them  to  their 
new  fields  of  labor,  and  we  ask  God's  blessing  upon  all  their 
efforts  for  the  upbuilding  of  His  Kingdom.  This  makes  six 
removals  from  out  midst,  viz. :  one  by  death  and  five  by  trans- 
fer to  other  Dioceses.  The  number  of  those  received  and 
added  to  our  list  is  also  exactly  six,  so  that  the  total  of  our 
workers  remains  unchanged.    Those  received  are  as  follows: 

The  Rev.  Jacob  M.  Koehler,  our  faithful  Missionary  to 
deaf  mutes,  was  transferred  to  us  from  the  Diocese  of  Penn- 
sylvania on  July  30th  last.  This  was  at  my  own  request,  as 
I  felt  he  ought  to  be  located  near  the  center  of  his  work,  which 
is  throughout  the  Dioceses  of  the  Middle  West  and  the 
Southwest. 

On  Dec.  6th,  1912,  the  Rev.  Henry  R.  Remsen  was  re- 
ceived from  the  Diocese  of  Long  Island  and  appointed  Curate 
of  Grace  Cnurcn,  Kansas  City,  a  position  for  which  his  ex- 
perience in  the  Dioceses  of  New  York  and  vicinity  pre-emi- 
nently fitted  him. 

On  April  30th,  1913,  the  Rev.  John  Oliphant  was  called 
from  the  Diocese  of  Fond  du  Lac  to  the  Rectorship  of  Grace 
Church,  Carthage,  where  he  has  been  doing  most  efficient 
work  in  building  up  the  Parish. 

Yesterday  I  received  the  official  Letter  Dimissory  of  the 
Rev.  Laurence  A.  C.  Pitcaithly,  who  comes  to  us  from  To- 
^  peka,  Kansas  (where  he  has  been  Canon  of  the  Cathedral),  to 
take  the  Rectorship  of  St.  Mark's,  Kansas  City,  and  who  al- 
ready has  put  new  life  and  vigur  into  a  weak  and  somewhat 
discouraged  Parish. 

Two  new  names  have  been  added  to  our  list  of  Clergy 
by  Ordination: 

On  Thursday,  June  13th,  1912,  in  St.  Philip's  Church,  Jop- 
lin,    I   ordained   to   the    Diaconate   the   Rev.    Henry   Erving 
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BatcheUer*  preaentsed  by  the  Rev.  Chftrkt  A.  Weed,  then  Dean 
of  the  Sottthem  Convocation,  and  aM%ned  him  to. St  Paul's 
Church,  Webb  City,  and  to  the  work  in  that  vicinity. 

On  Sunday,  July  7th,  191%  in  Holy  TrintQr  Church,  St. 
Joseph.  I  ordained  to  the  Diaccmate  the  Rev*  William  Scott 
Douglass  Lament,  presented  by  the  Rev.  Edward  Henry 
Eckel,  Dean  of  the  Northern  CcmvocatkMi,  and  ssaigned  him 
to  woik  in  HoLy  Trinity  Church,  St  JoaqA.  There  have 
been  no  Ordinations  to  the  Priesthood  dmiug  the  year. 

I  have  held  the  Institution  OflBceimce:  On  Sunday,  May 
19th,  1912,  I  instituted  the  Rev.  John  V.  Phmh^t  as  Rector 
of  Holy  Trinity  Church  at  Independence^  the  Rev.  Robert  N. 
Spencer,  Rector  of  Trinity  Church,  KansM  Ct^,  preaching 
the  sermon. 

On  Thursday,  June  6th,  1912, 1  had  the  lad  duty  of  ''de- 
consecrating" or  ''sMularizing^  St.  Mark's  Chprc;|bit  3t  Joseph, 
the  building  being  in  a  state  of  dilapidation  tnd  no  kmger  to 
be  used  for  religious  purposes. 

My  other  official  acts  have  been  as  follows:  Baptisms, 
5;  Confirmations,  28  (220  candidates) ;  marriages,  7;  burials, 
7;  Holy  Communion,  27;  sermons,  102;  Addresses,  82  (at 
Woman's  Auxiliaries,  Church  Clubs,  Universities,  High 
Schools  and  Civic  organizations) ;  I  have  held  two  Quiet 
Days  for  women,  one  in  Kansas  City  and  one  in  Sedalia,  and 
conducted  the  Three  Hours*  Service  at  Springfield.  In  addi- 
tion to  the  above  I  have  held  services  for  Foreign  Missions 
at  various  Churches  and  Seminaries  in  Nebraska,  Iowa,  Min- 
nesota, Kansas  and  Oklahoma. 

May  God  accept  this  tribute  and  labor  of  love,  forgiving 
what  has  been  amiss  and  contrary  to  His  Blessed  will,  and 
graciously  receiving  what  has  been  done  in  accordance  with 
it! 

And  now  I  have  a  word  of  deep  and  abiding  gratitude 
to  you  all  for  furnishing  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  officially, 
with  a  suitable  residence,  and  myself  and  family  personally 
with  a  beautiful  and  comfortable  home.  I  congratulate  you 
and  I  rejoice  with  you,  one  and  all,  that  the  plan  started  so 
many  years  ago  has  now  been  successfully  carried  to  its  com- 
pletion and  that  the  Church  has  finally  secured  a  most  satis- 
factory and   valuable   piece  of  property  for  this  permanent 
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need.  The  house  on  the  northeast  corner  of  Armour  Boule- 
vard and  Baltimore  Avenue,  in  this  city,  was  purchased — 
under  the  direction  of  the  last  Council  and  at  the  sum  it 
named — by  the  Episcopal  Residence  Commission  at  the  end 
of  June,  and  the  Bishop  and  his  family  occupied  it  at  the 
middle  of  September. 

Passing  now  from  structures  of  brick  and  stone  to  foun- 
dations and  buildings  no  less  important  for  the  Church,  1 
note  another  great  work  accomplished  during  the  year,  name- 
ly, the  completion  of  the  revision  of  our  Constitution  and 
Canons.  The  Constitution  which  was  adopted  at  our  last 
Council,  and  which  will  be  presented  for  your  final  considera- 
tion at  this  one,  is,  with  the  Canons  attached,  the  result  of 
the  long  and  very  thorough  labors  of  your  special  committee. 
I  rejoice  with  you  that  we  are  finally  to  have  such  a  com- 
plete and  satisfactory  set  of  Canons  in  our  hands.  Embody- 
ing, as  they  do,  the  results  of  the  labors  of  the  very  best  ec- 
clesiastical and  legal  talent  in  other  Dioceses  and  sections  of 
our  country,  they  will  prove  most  useful  and  helpful,  both  in 
strengthening  and  guiding  the  hands  of  the  Bishop  and  his 
fellowworkers,  and  in  furnishing  the  entire  Diocese  with  an 
authoritative  standard  and  manual  of  ecclesiastical  law.  They 
contain  in  themselves,  incidentally,  many  of  the  most  impor- 
tant teachings  on  the  fundamental  principles  of  Church  order 
and  government  so  necessary  for  our  Church  people  to  know. 

Glancing  for  a  moment  at  our  work  of  Diocesan  Missions 
— or  **Church  Extension,"  as  some  prefer  to  call  it — two  new 
lines  of  work  have  been  undertaken ;  both  essential  to  the 
Church's  growth,  though  very  different  in  their  nature. 
Grace  Church,  in  this  city,  so  long  known  as  one  of  the  old- 
est and  most  vigorous  of  our  Parishes,  has  been  handed  over 
by  the  Wardens  and  Vestry  to  the  Bishop,  "to  be  used  for 
the  worship  of  this  Church  and  the  extension  of  the  King- 
dom of  God  among  men."  This  was  done  because  they  felt 
that,  owing  to  changes  in  the  city,  it  could  no  longer  do  the 
special  parochial  work  it  formerly  did,  and  yet  no  one  wished 
it  to  be  removed,  or  its  doors  to  be  closed.  So  from  now  on 
it  is  to  be  a  free  Church  for  all  God's  people;  to  branch  out 
into  new  activities  in  all  directions,  and  under  God's  blessing 
to  accomplish,  we  trust,  a  great  work  for  His  Kingdom  in 
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tfie  hearts  and  homes  of  the  teeming  pofmlstioti  of  tiiat  sec- 
tioii  of  our  greet  oomimmity. 

'^Our  own  citjr— bright  here--is  our  greatest  and  most  cry- 
ing Mission  field/'  are  the  words  I  so  often  hear  quoted  since 
my  arriTal,  and  so  our  CSinrch  is  planning  to  move  iMeadily 
onward,  following  the  tide  of  populatfon  to  tibt  Southeast 
and  Southwest  The  Churdi  of  the  Good  She^ierd  has  been 
opened  in  the  Country  dub  District,  with  Hie  Rev.  Chariles 
A.  Weed,  now  the  Bidu^'s  Chaplain,  as  Priest  in  dUMxgt,  and 
it  is  e9q>ected  jthat,  with  the  coming  of  die  new  Redor  to  St. 
George's  Parish,  St.  Andrew's  Mission  will  be  redpened,  and 
thus  Church  privileges  be  provided  for  the  RoddkiU  District 
cm  the  <q>posite  side  of  the  city.  I  ask  for  both  these  eflEiorts 
and  ventures  of  faith,  your  hearty  co-operation/  your  sym- 
pathies and  your  prayers. 

I  wish  I  could  give  you  a  more  encouraging  account  of 
our  Diocesan  Missions.  Alast  The  Harvest  truly  is  great, 
but  the  laborers  are  few. 

In  addition  to  the  ever*faithful  and  devoted  Archdaicon, 
who,  with  the  Bishop,  tries  to  reach  all  the  unoccupied  places, 
we  have  scarcely  a  half  a  dozen  Missionaries  to  cover 'the 
entire  field,  where  we  ought  to  have  twenty  men  at  the  very 
least.  It  is  one  of  the  hardest  of  problems,  and  what  to  do 
in  these  emergencies,  and  how  to  supply  the  needs  of  the 
Parishes  and  Missions,  even  temporarily,  are  questions  which 
fill  my  days  and  nights  with  solicitude.  One  of  my  brethren, 
in  very  much  the  same  predicament,  says:  "The  care  of  all 
the  Churches  can  never  be  a  sinecure,  but  when  men  and 
money  are  both  lacking,  the  burden  becomes  indeed  over- 
whelming." Some  thoughtless  persons  speak  of  a  Bishop's 
work  as  an  easy  task,  but  I  venture  to  say  that  no  business 
man  has  more  anxieties  for  others  or  a  heavier  burden  to 
carry.  To  make  bricks  without  straw  has,  since  Moses'  day, 
been  proverbially  difficult.  Every  Bishop  passes  through 
this  ordeal,  but  sometimes  he  is  expected  to  make  them  even 
without  clay.  To  possess  responsibility  without  means  to 
meet  it  is  always  a  dreadful  harrassment. 

To  keep  the  Diocese  well  manned,  and  yet  to  be  denied 
the  power  of  *'mission,"  which  rightly  belongs  to  the  Epis- 
copate, is  to  fret  against  unnecessary  and  irritating  bars — a 
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heart  breaking  experience,  through  which  both  Clerical  and 
Lay  brethren  do  not  have  to  pass.  What  we  sadly  lack  is 
Diocesan  self-consciousness,  burdened  with  Diocesan  respon- 
sibility, inspired  by  Diocesan  ideals  and  backed  by  Diocesan 
resources. 

Says  the  Bishop  of  Pennsylvania:  "J^st  here  is  our 
characteristic  failure;  not  ours  as  a  Diocese,  but  ours  as  a 
Church.  In  all  the  Dioceses  it  is  the  same.  We,  as  a  Church, 
do  some  things  very  well,  "and  other  things  only  moderately 
well.  Diocesan  Missions  we  hardly  do  at  all.  We  fail  be- 
cause the  Diocese,  for  the  most  part,  exists  on  paper  only, 
not  in  power;  in  word,  but  not  in  spirit.  Why  should  not 
Diocesan  Missions  come  to  grief,  never  get  fairly  started, 
never  push  on  and  spread  out  with  an  aggressive  power,  if 
there  is  no  Diocesan  spirit  to  be  sent  upon  a  mission?  On 
the  other  hand,  given  a  Diocese,  conscious  of  its  unity,  feel- 
ing its  common  life,  facing  its  common  task  and  what  might 
not  be  done?"  And  just  in  this  connection  I  want  to  speak 
of  the  new  Diocesan  Organization  formed  on  last  St.  An- 
drew's Day,  namely,  the  Woman's  Diocesan  Society,  which 
is  to  do  for  the  Diocesan  Board  exactly  what  the  Woman's 
Auxiliary  so  nobly  and  generously  does  for  the  General 
Board  of  the  Church.  It  may  seem  a  little  strange  for  one 
who  has  been  for  so  many  years  a  foreign  missionary  to  come 
before  you  with  an  appeal  for  work  right  here  at  home,  but 
he  considers  it  his  especial  privilege  so  to  do.  It  may  take 
a  little  time  to  get  the  new  Society  into  good  working  order, 
but  it  will  not  be  very  long  before  a  splendid  new  force  and 
activity  will  be  taking  its  proper  place  in  the  Diocese. 

Our  people  naturally  want  settled  Rectors,  even  in  the 
smallest  places — and  they  alone  can  ever  effectually  do  the 
pastoral  work — and  yet  they  are  only  able  to  raise  a  quarter 
to  a  third  of  the  necessary  stipend.  Even  in  cases  where  two 
or  three  places  can  be  combined,  only  a  half  to  two-thirds  of 
the  Missionaries'  support  can  be  assured,  and  we  have  to 
fall  back  in  every  case  upon  the  limited  resources  of  our 
Diocesan  Board  to  make  up  the  balance.  Can  we  not  have 
the  beginning  of  a  fund — such  as  they  have  in  many  of  the 
Eastern  Dioceses — to  provide  for  just  this  need?  I  have  re- 
cently read  in  the  Church  papers  of  two  munificent  gifts,  one 
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of  $30,000.00  and  the  other  of  $40,000.00,  the  mcome  from 
which  was  "to  enable  the  Bishop  to  make  up  the  stipends 
of  his  country  clergy."  I  cannot  imagine  a  more  wcutby  ob- 
ject to  which  to  devote  a  Diocesan  legacy.  And  this  leads 
me  to  the  sad  duty  of  speaking  of  our  Diocesan  Apportion- 
oi^t.  It  would  seem  impossible  of  belief,  if  we  did  not  nave 
the  cold  figures  before  us,  that  there  are  no  less  than  twenty- 
five  Parishes  and  Missionsr-.two  of  them  prominent  Churches 
in  our  cities — ^that  have  not  given*a  solitary  farthing  ^nce  1 
came  to  this  Diocese  to  carry  the  blessini^  of  the  Church 
to  their  fellowmen  at  home,  and  more  than  that  number  that 
have  not  lifted  a  finger  toward  carrying  out  our  Blessed 
Saviour's  last  command  to  "preach  the  Gospel  to  every  crea- 
ture." I  will  not  call  this  poor  Churchmanslup,  I  am  obliged 
to  call  it  poor  Christiani^.  In  spite  of  all  our  assessments 
and  other  demands  upon  us  at  home,  we  cannot,  nay,  more, 
we  dare  not,  neglect  our  responsibilities  abroad  The  law 
of  Nature  stands  out  clear  and  distinct  on  the  statute  bocdcs 
of  life:  The  soul  that  does  not  go  out  from  itself  withers 
and  dies.  Spiritual  inactivity  ends  in  complete  spiritual 
atrophy. 

When  I  turn  to  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  our  Gen- 
eral Board  of  Missions,  I  find  that  up  to  the  first  of  March, 
out  of  sixty  Parishes  and  Missions,  only  ten  had  so  far  given 
anything,  apart  from  the  offerings  of  the  Sunday  Schools 
and  the  Woman's  Auxiliary.  Surely  there  is  something 
wrong  here!  We  shall  only  be  prepared  to  ask  God's  bless- 
ing on  our  work  at  home  in  proportion  as  we  are  faithfully 
doing  that  same  work  abroad.  I  do  not  believe  it  is  so  much 
prejudice  or  selfishness  as  it  is  innocent  ignorance  and 
thoughtlessness.  We  must  know  what  the  Church  really  is;' 
knowing  this  we  shall  love  it,  and  loving  it  we  shall  want  to 
work  for  it.  And  so  I  plead  for  deeper  and  more  spiritual 
teaching  as  to  the  Kingdom  of  God;  why  it  grows,  how  it 
grows,  and  what  our  share  and  part  in  that  growth  must  be. 
Let  us  go  back  to  our  Bibles;  let  us  re-open  the  Gospel  of  St. 
Matthew  and  learn  these  truths  anew  at  the  feet  of  our 
Blessed  Lord,  by  the  lakeside  in  Gallilee!  You  will  pardon 
my  saying  it  to  you  very  frankly,  but,  as  a  matter  of  fact, 
few  things  have  surprised  me  more  since  I  came  to  live  and 
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work  among  you,  than  the  lack  of  knowledge,  or  at  least  of 
appreciation,  of  the  Church's  relation  to  the  Holy  Scriptures. 
That  She  is  their  Author ;  that  they  arose  in  and  were  written 
to  Her  and  for  Her ;  that  She  is  ever  the  Testis  ct  Conscrva- 
trix,  as  the  old  Latin  phrased  it,  the  "Witness-to"  and  the 
"Guardian-of"  the  Sacred  Volume,  and  that  it  never  can  be 
satisfactorily  and  completely  understood  except  as  interpre- 
ted by  the  Holy  Spirit,  who  dwells  within  Her — these  are 
the  great  and  vital  truths  which  we  should  earnestly  and 
prayerfully  recall  and  forever  make  our  own. 

In  loving  gratitude  to  you,  my  Brethren  of  the  Clergy, 
for  all  your  support  and  co-operation  through  the  year,  I 
want  now  to  say  a  similar  word  of  appreciation  to  my  de- 
voted Laity.  One  high  in  the  ranks  of  this  American  Church 
has  said :  "The  right  hand  of  the  Bishop  is  his  Laity.  They 
are  the  real  Diocese  and  they  are  his  mainstay;  the  left  hand 
is  the  Clergy,  who  come  and  go ;  the  Laymen  and  the  Bishop 
are  thus  the  permanent  facts  of  the  Diocese.  The  Bishop 
represents  the  principle  of  general  leadership;  his  function 
is  to  see  visions  and  make  large  plans;  the  Laymen  are  to 
be  his  counselors  in  forming  the  plans,  and  his  agents  in 
achieving  them."  This  being  so,  I  want  you,  my  dear 
Brethren  of  the  Laity,  to  stand  loyally  by  me  and  share  my 
responsibility  with  me,  by  helpfully  doing  your  part.  There 
is  a  large  part  of  the  work  that  concerns  the  administration 
of  a  great  Diocese  like  this  that  can  be  carried  through  with- 
out personal  call  upon  the  Bishop's  well-filled  time.  The  hon- 
ored and  beloved  Bishop  of  Massachusetts  emphasizes  this 
point,  when  he  says:  "It  is  a  source  of  constant  surprise  to 
me  to  see  how  Laymen,  who,  as  their  business  has  grown 
from  small  to  large  proportions,  have  organized  and  have 
spent  money  in  getting  the  best  heads  of  departments  and 
relieving  them  of  unnecessary  detail,  will  watch  their  Diocese 
grow,  allow  detail  in  ever-increasing  proportions  to  fall  upon 
the  Bishop,  and  then  regret  that  the  Bishop  is  enslaved  by 
detail.  Throughout  the  whole  Church,  in  her  great  Parishes, 
her  Bishop's  office,  her  Diocesan  and  General  Missionary 
work,  we  are  not  organizing  with  sufficient  or  well  enough 
paid  central  force  to  do  the  Church's  work  with  real  efficiency, 
and  relieve  those  who  are  able  to  deal  with  the  larger  things. 
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It  is  a  tribute  to  these  men's  abilHj  snd  devotkm  that  tiie 
woric  is  done  as  well  as  it  is.  The  Bidiops  of  a  imsiber  of 
our  Dioceses  should  be  supplied  by  the  Diocese  witii  such 
instrumentalities  and  he^^s  as  will  leave  Ihem  free  €or  duties 
which  can  be  done  by  diem  only.  ThehK  are  many  things 
now  done  almost  universally  by  Bishops  which  have  noA- 
ing  to  do  essentially  with  their  office.  If  we  keep  our  Dio- 
ceses of  good  strength  and  dignity,  and  make  their  EfMsocqpal 
dilties  wordiy  of  the  *  strongest  men,  we  vrill  add  strength 
to  the  Church."  I  commend  these  wordaof  one  of  ocur  wisest 
executives^  to  your  careful  consideration.  Hours  and  hours 
of  my  time  are  taken  up,  week  after  wedc,  with  details  of 
correspondence  and  statistical  work,  from  which  a  Secretary 
could  at  once  relieve  me,  and  aUow  me  the  freedom  I  so  mudi 
crave  to  devote  my  energies  to  the  pastoral  side  of  my  office 
and  to  preaching  and  teaching  the  Faith  committed  to  our 
keeping.  ,

Give  me  tools  wfa^rewilii  to  do  my  wodcl  Tliat  is  my 
cry,  Beloved,  and  inasfar  as  you  realise  tibat  tiie  effidenqr 
of  your'Bjshop  depends  upon  jrour  response  to  it,  your  lojralty 
to  the  Church  will  impel  you  to  heed  it 

My  closing  appeal  today  is  for  a  nobler  Diocesan  man- 
hood and  for  that  dignity  and  self-respect,  which,  Beloved, 
can  never  be  ours  as  long  as  we  are  still  dependent  upon 
others  to  carry  on  the  work  within  our  own  borders.  Let 
us,  in  God's  name,  rise  and  assert  ouselves!  Let  us  make 
up  our  minds  to  be  a  Diocese,  in  deed  as  well  as  in  name, 
and  not  a  mere  Missionary  District,  which  is  what  we  prac- 
tically are  and  will  continue  to  be,  just  so  long  as  we  put  in 
our  plea  of  poverty  to  the  General  Board,  and  extend  our 
open  palms  to  the  Churches  of  the  Eastern  and  Middle  States 
and  ask  them — mendicants  that  we  are — to  place  upon  our 
hands  the  coin  that  will  enable  us  to  take  care  of  our  own 
people.  The  older  Diocese  in  this  State  has  long  since 
shaken  off  these  shackles,  why  cannot  we?  We  can  begin; 
we  must  begin,  right  here  and  now — nay,  more,  your  Bishop 
has  begun  and  pledged  himself  to  the  Board  in  New  York 
that  if  he  cannot  cancel  this  debt  at  once,  he  will  at  least 
reduce  it  by  $500.00  annually,  until  in  a  few  short  years  of 
God's  good  time,  we  become  free  and  independent. 
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There  is  another  side  to  this  which  you  may  not  have 
thought  of,  but  which  I  feel  very  keenly.  You  called  your 
Bishop  from  the  Missionary  Episcopate  to  the  higher  honor 
and  weightier  responsibilities  of  the  Diocese;  do  you  still  wish 
to  keep  him  a  Missionary  Bishop  by  making  him  dependent 
upon  the  Church  at  large?  You  surely  cannot  honorably 
and  in  loyalty  do  so. 

I  look  to  you  to  stand  by  me  in  all  my  efforts  to  make 
this  Diocese  and  its  work  absolutely  self-supporting.  Those 
who  appeal  to  your  sense  of  national  or  of  civic  pride  always 
meet  with  a  hearty  and  instant  response — will  you  do  less 
for  one  who  appeals  to  your  religious  pride?  Beloved,  I  trust 
you — and,  trusting  you,  I  shall  not  appeal  to  you  in  vain. 

And  now,  as  I  commend  you  to  God  and  to  His  work  in 
this  Council  at  the  threshold  of  the  opening  year,  I  bid  you 
again  welcome  to  the  Sacred  Feast,  and  to  the  royal  Banquet" 
Table  of  the  King  of  Kings.  The  pledge  to  renewed  and 
nobler  eflfort  is  here.  Let  us,  in  that  Sacred  Rite  which  ever 
bears  the  name  of  the  Sacramentum  or  oath  of  the  Roman 
legions,  one  and  all,  again  "oflfer  and  present  ourselves,  our 
souls  and  bodies,  to  be  a  reasonable,  holy  and  living  sacri- 
fice unto  Him,"  of  Whom  and  to  Whom  and  through  Whom 
are  all  things. 

So  He  will  make  our  darkness  light  and  our  weakness 
strength.  He  will  lift  up  our  feeble  hands  and  show  us  that 
the  end  and  object  of  all  life's  effort  is  that  He  may  dwell 
in  us  and  we  in  Him,  forever!    Amen!

The  Rev.  W.  S.  D.  Lamont  presented  the  application  of 
St.  Luke's  Church,  St.  Joseph,  for  admission  into  union  with 
this  diocese.    The  application  was  granted. 

The  Rev.  J.  D.  Ritchey,  D.  D.,  presented  the  report  of  the 
Standing  Committee,  which  report  was  duly  received :

REPORT  OF  THE  STANDING  COMMITTEE. 

The  Standing  Committee  met  before  the  adjournment  of  the  Council 
which  elected  it  and  organized,  in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
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canon,  by  the  deeticm  oi  tiie  Rev.  J.  Stewart-Smitii  as  President,  and  the 
Rev.  J.  D.  Rttchey  as  Secretary. 

Since  that  time  it  has  had  five  meetings.  At  the  first  mating  Mr. 
H.  L.  Arnold  was  appointed  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  to  fill  tJie  vacancy 
in  that  office  caused  by  die  resignation  of  Mr.  Widton  H.  Holmes,  elected 
at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Council.  At  the  meeting  on  June  27tii,  con- 
sent was  given  to  the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  Harry  Sherman  Langiy, 
D.  D.,  to  be  Bishop  Suffragan  of  the  Diocese  of  Iowa.  At  the  meeting 
October  8th  consent  was  given  to  the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  Frank 
Arthur  McElwain,  D.  D.,  to  be  Bishop  Suffragan  of  the  Diocese  of  Min- 
nesota. At  the  meeting  January  21st  consent  was  given  to  the  consecra- 
tion of  the  Rev.  Theodore  I.  Reese  to  be  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  the  Diocese 
of  Southern  (Mo,  Consent  was  also  given  at  this  meeting  jto  the  conse- 
cration of  the  Rev.  William  Farrar  Weeks  to  be  Bishop  Coadjutor  of 
the  Diocese  of  Vermont  The  papers,  in  canonical  form,  stating  the  fact 
of  the  election  of  the  Rev.  H.  Percy  Silver  to  be  Bishop  Coadjutor  of 
the  Diocese  of  Kansas,  and  asking  the  concurrence  of  &e  Standing  Com- 
mittee in  his  consecration,  were  read  before  tiie  Committee,  but  the  Com- 
mittee, finding  itself  unable  to  agree  in  the  matter  of  the  said  petition, 
failed  to  return  any  answer  to  the  request.

Trust  Fund  were  details  of  sale  and  transfer  of  properties  held  in  the 
name  of  the  Corporation,  all  of  which,  and  the  matters  relating  thereto, 
are  duly  recorded  in  the  minutes  of  the  meetings.

Kansas  City.  Mo.,  May  13,  1913. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Episcopal  Residence  Commission  begs  to  report 
to  the  24th  Annual  Council  as  follows : 

In  due  compliance  with  the  resolution  passed  at  the  23d  Annual  Coun- 
cil, establishing  a  permanent  Episcopal  Residence  Commission,  that  said 
Commission  composed  of  the  following  members :  Bishop  Partridge. 
Rev.  E.  H.  Eckel,  Rev.  C.  A.  Weed.  Messrs.  Phil  Toll,  Henry  D.  Ashley 
and  B.  J.  Fradenburg,  met  at  the  office  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese 
in  the  Orear-Lcslie  Building  on  the  afternoon  of  June  22d,  1912,  and  pro- 
ceeded to  elect  its  permanent  officers.  Bishop  Partridge  was  nc»ninaled 
and  elected  president,  and  B.  J.  Fradenburg  was  elected  secretary.  After 
a  thorough  discussion  of  the  "Bishop  Residence"  and  a  report  of  Mr. 
Phil  H,  Toll  and  Mr.  Henry  D.  Ashley,  on  motion  of  Mr.  H.  D.  Ashley, 
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seconded  by  the  Rev.  Chas.  A.  Weed,  it  was  moved  that  the  Commission 
purchase,  as  an  Episcopal  Residence,  the  A.  W.  Child  residence,  No.  14 
West  Armour  Boulevard,  for  the  sum  of  $22,500.00,  being  the  expendi- 
ture authorized  by  the  23d  Annual  Council.  $5,000.00  was  paid  on  the 
purchase  price  about  July  5th,  1912,  the  balance  to  be  paid  on  or  before 
five  years.     See  accompanying  circular  attached  hereto. 

The  Episcopal  Residence  Fund  had  $3,780.23  in  its  treasury,  which 
had  been  accumulated  for  years  and,  with  the  $1,219.67  subscription  raised, 
made  the  first  payment.  The  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese,  Mr.  John  Hard- 
ing examined  and  approved  all  the  transactions  in  connection  therewith. 
The  title  of  the  property  is  now  in  the  name  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
the  Parochial  Trust  Fund  of  the  Diocese  of  Kansas  City,  Missouri. 

On  October  14th,  1912.  at  a  special  meeting,  the  financial  problem 
was  thoroughly  discussed.  The  Commission  then  decided  to  raise  this 
amount  by  the  issuance  of  250  non-interest  bearing  notes  of  $100.00  each, 
to  be  payable  annually,  semi-annually  or  quarterly,  in  five  years,  as  the 
subscriber  desired,  to  cover  the  cost  of  the  property,  leaving  the  balance 
to  cover  the  interest,  insurance,  repairs  and  improvements  when  needed. 

On  October  29th,  1912,  at  a  special  meeting,  the  note  form  was  ap- 
proved and  printed,  together  with  a  letter  of  explanation  and  statement 
of  the  purchase  of  the  residciKC.  To  date  32  $100  notes  have  been  sub- 
j-cribed,  and  a  total  payment  of  $1,065.00  had  been  paid. 

The  Secretary  then  sent  to  each  clergy  of  the  Diocese  a  supply  of 
notes,  certificates,  letters  and  statements  (copies  attached  hereto),  with 
a  letter  from  the  Bishop,  asking  his  co-operation.  The  committee  thought 
that  this  should  be  the  first  step  tawards  accomplishing  results,  but  now 
feels  that  a  more  active  campaign  must  be  made  at  once.  The  first  note 
of  $2,000,  with  interest  on  the  whole,  will  be  due  July  5,  1913,  and  it 
must  not  be  allowed  to  become  delinquent. 

The  Bishop  has  been  occupying  the  residence  since  September  l5th,  and 
is  now  happily  settled  in  his  home,  which  is  delightfully  located  in  one 
of  the  prettiest  residence  sections  of  Kansas  City.

Rt.  Rev.  and  Dear  Sir:  We  are  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that  the 
parish  is  progressing  well.  During  the  past  year  we  have  built  and 
equipped  a  fine  parish  house,  which  would  be  a  credit  to  a  parish  consid- 
erably larger  than  ours.  Mrs.  Martha  Hardy  Leeper  headed  the  sub- 
scription for  a  large  sum,  and  the  building  is,  therefore,  known  as  the 
Andrew  Leeper  Memorial  Parish  House.  We  have  also  established  a 
fine  little  chapel,  well  fitted  up.  The  altar  could  not  be  reproduced 
very  easily,  as  this,  as  well  as  the  new  altar  and  reredos  in  the  church, 
is  built  of  solid  walnut.  We  have  also  installed  a  solid  brass  sanctuary 
lamp,  made  according  to  our  own  design.  Besides  these  improvements 
and  a  number  of  other  minor  ones,  we  have  had  a  cellar  dug  under  the 
church,  and  a  very  fine  furnace  put  in,  to  replace  the  old  stoves.  The 
sanctuary  has  also  been  enlarged.  Altogether  we  have  made  improve- 
ments to  the  value  of  nearly  $7,000.  Spiritually  the  parish  is  also  ad- 
vancing, the  Sunday  School  enrollment  has  doubled  and  the  average 
attendance  has  trebled,  likewise  many  of  the  children  now  stay  to  church, 
their  attendance  at  the  early  celebration  on  Sunday  being  especially  satis- 
factory. There  has  also  been  a  slight  increase  in  attendance  on  the  part 
of  the  adults,  though  this  can  stand  considerable  further  improvement. 
The  rector  has  visited  a  number  of  the  neighboring  towns  to  minister  to 
isolated  church  people  and  to  hold  them  to  their  allegiance  to  Holy 
Church.    These  persons  are  now  added  to  our  rolls.

PERSONAL  REPORTS. 

To  the  Right  Reverend  Sidney  Catlin  Partridge,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of  Kansas 
City: 

Right  Reverend  Father  in  God:  My  report  as  your  Missionary  to 
Deaf  Mutes  is  offered  herewith.  Characteristically  it  cannot  differ  much 
in  matter  or  form  from  reports  presented  heretofore.  However,  I  trust 
that  a  note  of  wcouragement  may  be  found  therein,  notwithstanding  that 
the  results  of  the  year's  work  may  appear  numerically  small.  Statistics, 
as  such,  can  never  measure  the  operations  of  the  Holy  Spirit  in  any 
Missionary  effort — particularly  not  in  a  work  like  this.  Figures  may, 
indeed,  often  point  the  truth,  but  as  often  as  not  they  may  be  misleading; 
and  it  is  not  saying  too  much  that  sometimes  they  may  be  adapted  to 
suit  occasions.  This  report,  therefore,  aims  to  state  the  facts  of  our 
work  among  the  deaf  and  dumb — on  its  merits. 

During  the  past  year  I  have  held  twenty-eight  services  in  Kansas 
City.  There  was  one  baptism.  Five  social  services  and  ten  secular  lec- 
tures fill  out  the  measure  of  the  work  at  Grace  Church.  In  addition  I 
had  the  help  of  a  lay-reader  for  several  months.  In  this  way  religious 
instructions  was  offered  the  people  here  every  other  Sunday.  Unfor- 
tunately this  lay-reader,  baptized  and  confirmed  here,  was  obliged  to 
seek  employment  elsewhere,  and  is  now  in  Detroit  where  he  is  rendering 
efficient  help  to  the  Church's  Missionary  in  that  district — one  of  my 
own  "boys,"  by  the  way,  whom  I  baptized  over  twenty  years  ago,  and  in- 
fluenced to  seek  Holy  Orders.  In  this  connection  you  will  perhaps  allow 
the  expression  of  a  pardonable  pride  in  the  fact  that  he  is  one  of  six 
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whom  I  have  thus  far  led  to  work  in  the  Master's  Vineyard.  (I  have 
another  young  man  in  view  now  to  help  me  as  lay-reader  in  the  work  at 
Grace  Church). 

ff 

I  visited  St  Joseph  twice  during  the  year;  Webb  City,  Joplin  and 
Carthage  each  four  times.  In  all,  I  have  to  report  fifty-three  services 
during  the  period  covered  by  this  report,  with  many  other  gatherings  not 
strictly  for  religious  instructions.  Two  adults  baptized  in  Webb  Gty 
were  recently  confirmed  in  Kansas  by  the  Bishop  of  East  Okla- 
homa, and  two  others  are  preparing  for  the  rite  at  the  hands  of  the  same 
Bishop  in  his  own  district. 

In  my  last  report  I  mentioned  the  fact  that  the  people  here  were 
showing  increased  appreciation  of  the  privileges  offered  them  at  Crace 
Churdi.  Scarcely  a  week  passes  now  where  there  is  not  a  gathering  of 
some  kind  in  the  Church  or  Guild  HalL  The  high  water  mark  of  attend- 
ance was  reached  within  the  past  few  months — ninety-seven  at  a  lecture ; 
and  one  hundred  and  thirty  at  my  annual  New  Year's  reception.  The 
average  attendance  at  services  has  never  been  higher.  But  losses  by 
deaths  and  removals  have  reduced  the  number  of  ctmfirmed  persons 
from  thirty  to  sixteen.  Nearly  all  the  people  have  already  been  baptized 
and  most  of  them  through  their  families  are  attached  to  the  various 
denominations.  Many  of  these  will,  in  time,  be  brought  into  active  Church 
connections;  indeed,  I  encourage  them  to  come  to  commune  with  this 
rad  in  view. 

The  work  in  this  Diocese  is  but  a  small  part  of  my  appointment. 
Licensed  by  fourteen  other  Bishops  in  the  Trans-Mississippi  district  the 
territory  in  which  I  itinerate  covers  a  vast  area — from  the  Father  of 
Waters  to  the  Canyons  of  the  Rockies,  and  from  the  border  of  Canada 
to  the  Gulf  of  Mexico;  the  only  Church  worker  amon^  10.000  people; 
how  much  can  be  expected  or  demanded  locally  in  such  a  field.  So 
this  work  is  general ;  and  the  support  granted  me  in  any  one  Diocese  is 
but  a  modicum  of  the  whole.  During  the  year  1  have  served  the  Dioceses 
of  Kansas,  Colorado,  Nebraska,  Iowa.  Texas  and  Dallas,  and  the  Mis- 
sionary Districts  of  Oklahoma,  East  Oklahoma,  Salina.  West  Colorado, 
and  South  Dakota.  I  have  also  taken  duty  for  fellow  workers  in  Ohio, 
Southern  Ohio,  Indianapolis,  Western  Michigan,  Wisconsin,  Chicago  and 
Missouri.  In  all,  I  have  reached  more  than  four  thousand  people  in 
fifty-five  places,  including  eight  State  Schools  for  the  Deaf  with  approx- 
imately two  thousand  pupils.  My  itinerary  included  traveling  over  fifty 
thousand  miles,  as  high  as  eight  thousand  in  one  month. 

The  Baptisms  administered  by  myself  numbered  twenty-four.  In 
several  instances  candidates  prepared  by  me  have,  through  family  and 
other  influences  received  the  sacrament  at  the  hands  of  others  outside  the 
Church.  This  happened  not  long  ago  in  the  case  of  six  at  a  small  Kan- 
sas town  where  the  Church  has  no  foothold;  and  in  another  case  a  num- 
ber of  young  people  at  a  state  school  after  a  long  period  of  instructions 
by  myself  were  baptized  by  local  pastors  or  **evangeli.sts"  during  a  pro- 
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longed  "revival."     While  I  cannot  enter  these  in  my  records,  I  feel  that 
I  am  none  the  less  entitled  to  whatever  credit  may  accrue,  and  eventually 
some,  if  not  all  of  these,  will  be  brought  to  confirmation.

The  outlay  for  traveling  expenses,  printing,  postage  and  lay-readers' 
fees  was  $141.10,  leaving  a  balance,  April  1,  1913,  of  $2.75. 

I  cannot  forbear  expressing  the  wi.sh  that  the  expenses  might  be  met 
by  offerings  from  the  Parishes  rather  than  that  the  Bi.shop's  Purse  should 
be  called  on  to  fill  the  breach  at  every  deficit.  /Xs  will  be  noticed,  only 
two  Parishes  made  offerings. 

At  the  recent  Missionary  Council,  on  the  Bishop's  invitation  1  of- 
fered a  resolution  for  the  consideration  of  the  Council,  having  in  view 
some  place  whereby  this  Mission  might  be  sustained  l)y  united  depart- 
mental action.  The  matter  was  referred  to  the  new  "Board  of  Survey" 
of  which  our  valued  co-worker,  and  my  dear  personal  friend.  Rev.  Mr. 
Eckel,  is  a  member,  and  1  am  hopeful  that  some  workable  plan  may  be 
devised  by  the  time  of  the  Tulsa  meeting  next  January.  And  in  this 
connection  1  beg  to  volunteer  the  suggestion  that  this  Diocese  appoint  a 
commission  to  deal  with  other  Dioceses  and  bring  about  concurrent  ac- 
tion in  l)oth  the  Departments  in  which  I  work. 

W'ith  kind  appreciation  of  your  own  interest  in  this  work  as  well  as 
your  per.sonal  kindnesses  to  myself,  1  ask  the  continued  sympathy  and 
prayers  of  yourself  and  your  people  in  my  Mission — under  the  l)lessing
